SECT. I. 

The hiftory of the Oftrogoths in Itaiy, to their expuljion 

by Narfes. 

T N the foregoing chapter, we brought Theodoric king of the Theodo- 

Oftrogoths into Italy, and there placed him on the throne of ric lawful 
Odoacer. We lhall now give the reader a fuccinfl: account of king of 
this excellent prince's reign, whom we muft not look upon as an * ta ly» an * 
intruder or ufurper, but as the lawful fovereign of the countries 
he held, efpecially of the kingdom of Italy ; for when he firft li f dg f d , a$ 
imparted to Zeno his defign of invading that country, the em- t . 
peror not only approved of the undertaking, but encouraged r0 r/£eo 
him to it, and, recommending to his protedtion the fenate and an j ^na- 
people of Rome, difmifled him loaded with rich preferits. During ftafius. 
the courfe of the war, Theodoric fent diftinfi: accounts of all that 
palled to the emperor, who was highly pleafed with the fuccefs 
that attended his arms ; nay, when he was informed, that 
Theodoric only wanted Ravenna to be intire matter of Italy, 
he advifed him to lay afide the Gothic drefs, and affume the 
royal diadem, mantle, and other enfigns of majefty ; which was 
acknowledging him king of Italy *. Upon the reduction of Ra- 
venna, which happened in the fecond year of the reign of Ana-? 
Jlaftus, the fuccelfor of Zeno, he was by the new emperor ac- 
knowledged for a juft and lawful prince ; for though the Goths, 
as we read in the anonymous of Valefms b , upon the death, of 
Odoacer, proclaimed him anew king of all Iialy y without the 
confent and approbation of the emperor, yet Anaftajius apt 
proved of what they had done, as is manifeft from. the letters he 
wrote to him, and from Theodoric 1 % anfwer. to them, which 
have been tranfmitted to us by Caftiodore. Befides, when Thco*

dorlc undertook the conqueft of Italy, the weftern empire was 
at an end ; Spain was held by the Vandals, the Viftgoths* and 
the Sueves ; Gaul by the Franks and Burgundians ; Britain 
by the Saxons ; and Italy left a prey to the Heruli, the Rugians* 
and other barbarous nations. While the laft-mentioned country, 
which, for fo many ages, had given law to the world, was thus 
groaning under the yoke of the barbarians, the emperors of the 
caft being no-ways in a condition to afford it the leaft relief, 
Theodoric, with their confent and approbation, undertook the 
great work, and having, at his own charges, and with troops of 
his own nation, driven out the tyrant, he was, with loud ac- 
clamations, received by the people as their king and deliverer. 
The only perfon, who had then any claim to Italy, was the 
emperor of the eaft, and both Zeno, and his fucceffor, Anajla- 
Jim, acknowledged Theodoric king of that country, not only 
allowing him to wear the royal enfigns, but transferring to him 
all their claims and rights, as we read in Procopius, a writer 
no- ways favourable to the Goths, not to mention Jornandes, or 
Ennodius the holy bifliop of Pavia, who affirm the feme thing, 
but may perhaps be thought biafled in favour of Theodoric, the 
former being a Goth by nation, and the latter a great admirer 
of Theodoric, on account of his eminent virtues, which he ce- 
lebrated in a panegyric, that has reached our times. Hence, 
when the Goths, upon their being attacked by the emperor 
Juftinian, had recourfe to the Franks, they told them, among 
other things, that they might expect the fame treatment from the 
emperors, which the Goths now met with, fince they made war 
upon them, alledging, that Tl)eodoric had invaded Italy, which 
belonged to the Romans ; whereas he had not taken that coun- 
try from them, but from Qdoacer, and had been, even by 
them, owned lawful king of Italy, till, the power of the Goths 
being at a low ebb, the emperor thought himfelf in a condition 
to (trip them of what had been yielded to them by his predecef- 
fors e . But to return to Thcodoric : Tho* he was matter of all 
Italy and Sicily, and likewife of Rh.ctia, Noricum, Dalmatia % 
Liburnia, IJlria, and great part of Suevia, Pannonia y and 
Gaul, and governed Spain, as guardian to his young nephew 
jf malar ic, yet he did not aflume the title of emperor, but con- 
tented himfelf with that of king, either out of refpecl: to the 
emperors of the eaft ; or becaufe he reckoned the title of king, 
denoting an independent authority, more honourable than that of 
emperor ; or perhaps becaufe Odoaccr, whom he fucceeded, had 
taken no other. Be that as it will, Theodoric, having no ene- 
my to contend with after the death of Odoacer, (heathed his 
fword, and applied himfelf wholly to the eftablifiiing of good

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order throughout his new dominions. He retained the fame retains 
laws, the fame magift rates, the fame polity, and the fame dif- *&* f am * 
tribution of provinces. Military honours, for the moft part, 
he conferred on the Goths 9 but preferred the Romans alone to ma S t f" 
civil employments. Hence the Romans* that is, the antient in- 
habitants of Italy y were highly pleated with his government 5 
and Gelajius, bifliop of Rome* wrote a letter to him, congra- 
tulating him upon his happy adminift ration. He diftributed the 
Goths among the fortified places, with their captains, who in 
time of war commanded them, and governed them in time of 
peace. As for the Romans* they were governed by the fame 
magiftrates, as they had been under the emperors ; but with 
this difference, that by the emperors was fent a confularis* a 
prafes 9 a corre£for y into each province, to whom, in all fuits, 
recourfe was to be had from the moft remote parts ; whereas 
the Goths fent, beiides the above-mentioned magiftrates, others 
of an inferior rank to every fmall village, who, by adminifterin 
juftice there, delivered the people from the great trouble am 
vaft expences they had been at, in the Roman times, when the 
power of deciding controverfies was vefted in the fupreme ma- 
giftrate alone. The Goths were, as appears from CaJpodore 3 
no lefs fcrupulous in the choice of thefe inferior magiftrates, than 
of the greater officers, employing only perfons of known inte- 
grity, and acceptable to the people, and allowing no appeals to 
other tribunals, but in cafes of manifeft injuftice. Of thefe in- 
ferior magiftrates fome were called cancellarii, others canonicarii* 
comites referendarii^ &c. Petrus Pontinus wrote a book of the 
dignities of the Gothic court d ; but, as Grotius well obferves e , 
he might have faved himfelf that trouble, fince they are mi- 
nutely defcribed in the fixth and feventh books of CaJJiodore. 

As Tbeodoric made no alteration in the laws, magiftrates, or #t Con tentt 
form of government, except that which we have juft mentioned, himfelf 
fo he contented himfeif with the fame tributes and taxes, which nvith the 
had been levied by the emperors; but was far more ready than taxes paid 
they had ever been to remit them on occafion of any public to the 
calamity. Thus, he remitted to the inhabitants of Campania emperors, 
the tribute they ufually paid, upon their reprefenting to him, 
that they had fuffered much by an eruption of mount Vcfuvius* 
The letter or order which he fent on this occafion to Faujius* 
confularisov governor of Campania* has been transmitted to us 
by Cajfiodore. In that letter he telJs Faujius, that the inhabi- 
tants of Campania % having fuffered g'catly, had petitioned him 
for relief : that he was ready to grant them their r«rqueft, pro-

vided he were rightly informed of the misfortune, and knew 
how to judge of the damage they had fuflained. He commands 
him to fend fome perfon of known integrity into the territories 
of No la and Naples* to view the lands, and take an eftimate of 
thelofs, that he might know how to make a proportionable al- 
lowance out of the tribute f . It was probably on this occafion 
that the Neapolitans erected, in their great forum or market- 
place, a ftatue to Theodorie* which is faid to have, afterwards 
prefaged the end of the government of the Goths in Italy (M). 
In like manner Theodoric exempted the inhabitants of Sipontum 
in Puglia from all taxes for the (pace of two years, upon their 
reprefenting to him, that their lands had been laid wafte by the 
Vandals of jffrica, who were conftantly making defcents on 
the coafts of Italy &. 

He not only forgave, but preferred to the firft employments, 
feveral Italians, or, as they were ftill called in his time, Ro^ 
jnansftrho had flood by Odoacer to the lafl h ; but fuch as had once 
declared for. him, and afterwards revolted to the enemy, he 
pun jfhed,.- according to the Roman law, taking from them the 
power of . making teftaments. But, in the third year of his 
reign, he wa^, prevailed upon by Laurent ius and Epiphanius* 
the one bifliop of Milan* the other of Pavia, to forgive them, 
and publifh a general pardon. Upon his becoming mailer of 
Italy, he did not treat the natives as thofe of the other .Roman 
provinces were treated by the barbarians, who conquered them*

(M) This ftatue was made of fmall pebbles of various colours, 
and fo artfully joined together, that they reprefen ted Tfyeotforic to the 
life. While he was ftill alive, the head of the ftatue fell, and broke 
to pieces ; and foon after Theodoric died. He was fucceeded by 
Atbalaric his grandfon, in the eighth year of whofe reign, the 
belly of the ftatue, all on a fu^den, fell of itfelf ; and a few days 
after news was brought to Naples of the death of Athalaric. Not 
long after, the genitals dropped off ; and an account was brought 
of the unhappy and undeferved end of Amalafuntha t the daughter 
of Tbecdoric, and mother of the late king. But when Jufiivian de- 
clared war againft the Goths % the thighs and feet of the ftatue fell to 
the ground ; from which event the Romans concluded, that the em- 
pire of the Goths in Jtnly was at an end, and that they would be 
ibon driven out, as it happened. This prefage, fays Procopius, 
from whom we have borrowed the whole account, greatly encou- 
raged the emperor's troops, and gave them certain hopes of vic- 
tory (1;.

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Tbefe ftripped the antient proprietors of their lands, eftates, 
and poffeffions, dividing them among their chiefs, and giving 
to one, as it happened in Gaul 9 conquered by the Franks, a 
province, with the title of duke ; to another a frontier country,

late hereafter. As to religion, Theodoric held, as all the Goths His rdi- 
did, the tenets of Arius, but allowed his fubje&s to profefs, gion and 
without moleftation, the faith of the council of Nice, nay,/'V/> 
he gave free liberty to the Goths themfelves to renounce, if they 
pleafed, the do£trine of Arius, and embrace the catholic faith. 
He fuffered none to be chofen for the government of the church 
but perfons of known probity k . ' A great fchifm arifing in his 
time, he ufed his utmoft endeavours to reftore the church to 
its former tranquility, which in the end he effected, by cauling 
a council to be aflembled* Several edi&s, both of Theodoric 
and his fucceffor Athalaric, have been tranfmitted to us by 
Cajftodore, prohibiting and annulling all fimoniacal elections and 
ordinations of biftiops l . Xhus the ecclefiaftic polity was never 
better obferved, nor more deferving men preferred to the go- 
vernment of the church, than in the time of Theodoric, and 
the Gothic kings his fucceflbrs, though they all held the tenets 
of Arius, their nation having Been firft intruded in the chrif- 
tian religion by Avian teachers, fent them by the emperor Va- 
lens. Theodoric 9 though an Avian, is highly commended for 
his piety by Ennodius bifhop of Pavia, a moil zealous ftickler 
for the faith of Nice* as are the Goths in general by Salvianus, 
the catholic bifhop of Marfeilles, who afcribes their errors, not 
to them, but to thofe who firft inftru&ed them m . Theodoric Hh equity 
is no lefs commended by all the writers of thofe times for his ar Jjuflic* 
equity, moderation, and the tender regard he had for the wel- 
fare of his fubje&s, than for his piety and religion. He made 
good what he promifed to the natives of Italy when he firft took 
upon him the title of king, viz. that his conduit and behaviour 
fhould be fuch, that they fliould all wifli they had come fooner 
under the government of the Goths. He not only appointed

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perfons of great learning, known integrity, and unblemifhed 
characters, to adminifter juftice, but often heard caufes him- 
fe!f, pronouncing fentence according to the ftri&eft rules of 
juftice and equity. He took upon himfelf the trouble of fettling 
the prices of all neceflary commodities, and afiizing weights 
and mcafures : in impofing tributes, he had a particular regard 
to the condition and circumftances of thofe, who were to pay 
them, and was ever ready to remit them upon any remonftrance 
that to him feemed reafonable. If his Toldiers at any time 
wronged the country-people on their march, he never failed to 
fend money to the bifhops to make good the lofles they had fuf- 
tained. He paid ready money, not only for the neceflary pro- 
vifions of the army, but for the materials which he employed 
in building (hips, fortifying his camps, &c . To the poor he 
was moft liberal and generous, and, in a manner, made it his 
chief ftudy, as Cajftodore aflures us, to relieve the widows and 
His nude- orphans n . His moderation, temperance, chaftity, called by 
ration, Ennodius facerdotal modefty, and* other eminent virtues, are 
tempe- celebrated both by that writer and by CaJJiodore, with fuch en- 
rance, &c. CO miums, that, if they were not greatly prejudiced in his fa- 
vour, we muft conclude him to have been one of the beft and 
greateft princes, that ever fwayed a fceptre. Procopius him- 
felf, tho* by nation a Greeks and fecretary to the emperor 'Jujii- 
niatty who made war upon the Goths, and in the end drove 
them out of Italy , could not forbear admiring and extolling the 
royal virtues of The odor ic °. 

As to the hiftory of his reign, his firft care, after he became 
fole mafter of Italy y was to repeople Liguria, in fome places 
quite dcftitute of inhabitants, who had been carried into capti* 
vity by the Burgundians, as we have related in the hiftory of 
that people p . As the other provinces of Italy, exhaufted by 
long wars, and frequent irruptions of the barbarous nations, 
could not fpare any of their inhabitants, Theodoric rcfolved to 
ranfom, at his own expence, all the Ligurians, who were 
His gene- kept captives among the Burgundians. Accordingly he dif- 
roftty in patched Epiphanius to Gundebald their king, by whom, he well 
ranfomnig k n » w ^ t h at prc; ] a te was held in the greateft veneration, with a 
" ca t'j fufficient fum for the redemption of the captives. But Epipha*

: t ft s * ntus, with his chrtltian eloquence, and pious exhortations, per- 

fuaded Gundebald to fet at liberty, without ranfom, fuch of the 
Liguriatts 9 as, through fear or famine, had delivered them* 
f elves up to the Burgundians ; but for thofe who had been taken 
in battle, the king infilled upon a fmall fum, by way of ran-

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fom, left he ihould difoblige his foldiers, by remitting what was 
their due, and taking from them the price of their lives and for- 
tunes. This Epiphanius readily paid, Jvitus, bifhop of Vicnne* 
and Syagria, a lady of great piety, generoufly contributing to- 
wards it* The holy prelate, on his way home, paffed with his 
captives through Geneva, where he prevailed upon king Godi- 
gifeles to follow the example of his brother Gundebald, and fet 
at liberty without ranforn, all the captives belonging to him, 
and to the royal family. With this numerous multitude Epi- 
phanius returned in a kind of triumph to Theodoric, who, gene- 

mt, and fent them all back to their 




refpedlive homes Thus Ennodius, who attended Epiphanius 
on this occaiion. 

While Theodorie was thus wholly intent upon the eftabliih- 
ing of good order throughout his dominions, and promoting the 
welfare of his new fubje&s, a war broke out between him and War be- 
the emperor Anajiafeus on the following occailon : One Mundo, tiveen him 
by nation a Goth, flying from the Gepid*, fays Jornandes, and Ana- 
withdrew to the deferts beyond the Danube, and, having aflem- ftafius. 
bled there a confiderable number of robbers and others, who, Year after 
for their crimes, had been obliged to abandon their native foil, ^^493, 
he made himfelf mailer of a tower, named Herta, on the Da- 
nube* From thence he made frequent incurfions into the neigh- 
bouring countries, and the rich booty he carried off drawing 
great numbers of abandoned people to him, he aiTumed the title 
of king, and caufed himfelf to be acknowledged as fuch by his 
followers. His arrogant conduft highly provoked the emperor, 
who thereupon ordered Sabinianus, fon to the great commander 
of that name, and general of the troops in Illyricum, to march 
againft him. Mundo had either fubmittedto, or entered into an 
alliance with, Theodorie, then mafter of Pannonia, and great 
part of Illyricum. Hearing therefore, that Sabinianus was 
marching againft him with ten thoufand men, and a great num- 
ber of waggons, loaded with arms and provifions, he had re- 
courfe to ritzia, one of Theodorie** generals, then refiding at 
Sirmium. Pitzia, without lofs of time, marched in perfon to 
his ailiftance, at the head of two thoufand foot and five hundred 
horfe, and, joining Mundo 9 * forces, engaged the Romans in the ~, ^ 
neighbourhood of Margus, now Galombecz, in Servia, accord- m / n ^£. 
ing to San/on, cut moft of them in pieces, and obliged the reft f e0if 4 m ' 
to take refuge, with their general, in the caftle of Nato T . 
Mundo , owning himfelf indebted to Theodorie for his preferva-

tion, fubmitted to him, fays yornandes, and became his fubjeft 9 . 
Anajlajius, to be revenged on Theodoric, fent the following 
year a fleet, with eight thoufand mien on board, under the com* 
mand of Romanies, to ravage the coafts of Italy. Thefe, land- 
ing in the neighbourhood of Tarentuni, were foon driven on 
board their fliips by die Goths ; but neverthelefs they carried off 
a confiderable booty, and returned with it to Anajlaftus* who, 
in this war, a£ted, fays yornandes, more like a pirate than a 
prince *. But Theodoric, who had formed a defign of conquer- 
ing Gaul 9 held by the Franks and Burgundlans, and reuniting 
it to the empire of Italy, being well apprifed, that he could not 
put this projeft in execution fo long as he was at variance with 
the emperor, wrote letters to Anajlafius, wherein he exprefles, 
without betraying the leaft fear or meannefs, his defire of re- 
newing the peace, and living in friendfhip with the empire 
He foon after difpatched embafladors to Conjlantinople, by whole 
means a peace was, in the end, concluded between the two 
x princes. However, Theodoric was, for fome time, diverted

for, upon the death of pope Anajlajius, two perfons were cho- 
fen by two different factions to fucceed him, viz. Symmachus 9 
fupported by Faujlus, and Laurentius by Fejlus. As the pa- 
trons of the two competitors were perfons of great authority in 
the fenate, and intereft among the people, their divifion and ob- 
ftinacy occafioned a kind of civil war in Rome, and feveral on 
both fides loft their lives in the quarrel. At length both parties 
had recourfe to Theodoric, who, following the example of the late 
emperors, had fixed his refidence at Ravenna. That prince, 
having heard with great patience and attention the contending 
parties, prudently ordained, that he fliould be acknowledged as 
lawful bifhop, who had been firft ele&ed, and had had the 
greateft number of voices. Hereupon Symmachus, who had 
been firft chofen, and by a great majority, was confirmed in his 
fee. But fome of the partizans of Laurentius net acquiefcing 
to fuch an equitable decifion, Theodoric, to heal the divifions of 
the church, was in the end obliged to fummon a council, and, 
to appeafe the troubles in Rome, to take a journey thither in per- 
fon ; which he readily did, having a great defire to fee tbat once 
celebrated metropolis of the world. He made his entry with 
fuch pomp and magnificence, as had not been feen for many 
ages, and was received by the fenate and people with the great- 
eft demonftrations of joy imaginable. He was welcomed in

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the fenate by the celebrated Boetius, who, on that occafion, 
made an eloquent fpeech, fetting forth the eminent virtues of 
Tkeodoric. To which, the king anfwered in a moft obliging 
manner, declaring, that he fhould ever have the greateft rcfpect 
for that auguft body, and omit nothing that could contribute to 
their grandeur. From the fenate he proceeded to the circus, 
and there made a fpeech to the people, wherein he expreffed his 
fincere defire of their welfare and profperity, confirmed to them 
all the privileges they had enjoyed under the emperors his prcdc- 
cefTors, and a flu red them of his protection. He fpent feveral 
days in viewing the antiquities of the city, which he could not 
fufficiently admire. He declared, that, though he expected to 
fee wonderful things, the ftatelinefs and magnificence of the 
public buildings had far furpafled his expectation. He was 
grieved to fee the walls in fome places quite ruined, and contri- 
buted large fums for the repairing of them, and of fome other 
decayed buildings. On the day of his entry, he made a grand 
entertainment for the fenate, and gave a largels of corn to the 
people. Before he left Rome, he compofed the -affairs both of 
the church and ftate in the beft manner he could, and declared, 
upon his departure, that he was forry he could not fix his refi- 
dence in fuch an auguft city, the fafety of the ftate obliging him 
to refide, as his predeceflbrs had done, at Rave7i?ia 9 where he 
was near at hand, and ready to put a flop to the irruptions of 
the barbarians, who, on that fide, broke into Italy. He was 
fcarce returned, when news was brought him, that the Bulga- 
rians had made an irruption into Pannonia^ and, advancing as 
far as Sirmium, had furprifed that city. Hereupon he difpatchcd 
Petza with a confiderable army againft them, who, in one 
campaign, recovered Sirmium 9 and drove them quite out of 
Pannonia. To the government of that province The odor ic 
railed one ColoffcuSy a comes or count. From the copy of his 
commiflion, which has been tranfmitted to us by Cajfiodorc y it 
appears, that the power of thofe governors extended both to 
civil and military affairs, and that the prince conferred that 
power on them, by girding them with a fword w . In the fame 
writer is a letter written by Theodoric^ and directed to all the 
barbarians and Romans inhabiting Pannonia , wherein he ac- 
quaints them, that he had appointed Colojfeus to be their gover- 
nor, and requires them to obey him as fuch. 

Tbcodoricy having thus fettled his affairs at home, refolved to His war 
attempt the execution of the project:, wbich he bad formed with tl* 
from the very beginning of his reign, which was, as we have Burgun- 
hinted above, to drive the Burgundians and Franks out of Gaul^ dians.

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and reunite that country to Italy. His defign was to begin with 
the Burgundians, and, after having reduced them, to fall upon 
the Franks. But as the Burgundians were then a powerful na- 
tion, and matters of all the partes in the Alps, Theodoric, en- 
tering into an alliance with Clovis king of the Franks, pre- 
vailed upon him to attack the Burgundians on one fide, while 
he attempted to enter their country on the other. Of the con- 
duct of Tbeodorlc in this war, we have fpoken above *, and 
therefore (hall only add here, that he acquired on this occafion 
the city of Marfeilles, and its territory, with all the countries 
lying between the Durance, the Alps, the Mediterranean, and 
the Lower Rhone. Some years after, a war breaking out be- 
k 'm: :f ib( tweea Clovis and Alaric king of the Viftgoths in Gaul, Theo- 
Frankr. doric, putting himfelf at the head of his army, marched to the 

ailiftance of the latter ; but Clovis having in the mean time 
killed Alarie in battle, and defeated his army, the king of the 
OJlrogotbs, jealous of the growing power of the Franks, or- 
dered his troops to join him from all parts, and, entering Gaul, 
obliged the Franks, who had laid fiege to Carcajfone, to abandon 
the enterprifc, and retire. The following year, the Franks 
beftcged the city of Aries ; but the fiege was raifed, and the 
Franks defeated with great (laughter, by the army which Tbeo- 
doric had fent to the afliftance of his countrymen, under the 
conduct of one Hibba, diftinguiihed with the title of count. 
A peace was foon after concluded between Theodoric and Clo- 
vis, whereof one of the articles was, that the Franks fhould 
keep the countries which they bad taken from the Viftgoths, 
Theodoric having attempted in vain, as we read in Procopius, to 
recover them y . A?nalaric, the grandfon of Theodoric, was, 
at this time, king of the Viftgoths ; but as he was yet under 
H ft»u::t- Theodoric, who was his guardian, exercifed the fame au- 
dtt.h ] ■■> thority in the young prince's dominions, as he did in his own. 
Amai:.r';c In virtue of this peace, the Oftrogoths continued matters of the 
Amn v //-. province they held before, lying between the Alps, the Medi- 
ViiljotJM. terrancan, the Rhone, and the Durance, and appropriated to 

t hem fe Ives the city of Aries for the charges they had been at in 
this war. Tbcf'e countries Theodoric tranfmitted to his pofterity ; 
but could make no farther conquefts in Gaul, being oppofed by 
the Franks, who were become very powerful in that country. 

yf malar ic y the grandfon of Theodoric by his daughter Theode- 
gctha, had fuccceded his father Alaric in the kingdom of the 
Viftgoths \ but as he was only five years old when his father was 
killed by Clovis, as we have hinted above, hisfubjefls, fcorning 
to be governed by an infant, revolted from him, and raifed to

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the throne Gafelic, the fon of Alaric by a concubine. Here- 
in Theodoric, who was guardian to the young prince, dif- Whom he 
patched Hibba, or, as fome call him, Ilba, into Gaul with a ^eftora to 
numerous army, to drive out the ufurper, and reftore Amalaric *&rone. 
to the throne. Upon his approach, Gafelic fled into Spain , 
and from thence, hearing that Hibba was marching after him, 
he croffed the Straight s, and took refuge in the court of Tbra- 
fimund, king of the Vandals in Africa , who, either pitying his 
condition, or thinking it high time to give a check to the over- 
grown power of the Oftrogotbs, received him in a friendly 
manner, though he had married the fitter of Theodoric. After 
he had continued fome time in Africa, he palled from thence 
privately into Gaul, and, having gained over fome of the lead- 
ing men among the Vifigoths, he in the end difcovered himfelf, 
and, being fupplied with money byThraJimund, heleviedan army, 
and re-entered Spain but, being met and overcome in battle by 
Hibba, about twelve miles from Barcelona, he fled back into 
Gaul, and there died of grief, four years after he had been de- 
clared king. Some authors write, that upon his death Theodo- 
ric caufed himfelf to be acknowledged king of the Vifigoths in 
Spain, and that he went into that country. It is true, that to 
all the fynods, which were held at this time in Spain, the name 
of Theodoric is prefixed, and the years of his reign. But never- 
thelefs the beft and moft credible authors fuppofe Amalaric to 
have been king, and that Theodoric governed only as his guar- 
dian. As for Theodoric** expedition into Spain, we cannot per- 
fuade ourfelves, that fuch a remarkable event would have been 
pafled over in filcnce by CaJJiodore and the other writers, who 
have fo minutely defcribed that prince's a&ions. Some Span if j 
writers add, that, at Toledo, Theodoric married a woman of the 
race of the antient Spaniards that he was prevailed upon by 
her to reftore to the natives their liberty ; and that of this mar- 
riage was born Severianus, the father of Leander and If: dor e 'j 
a ftory no lefs repugnant to truth than chronology. Theodoric, 
according to the bell writers, did not go himfelf into Spain, as 
We have obferved above, but appointed one Tbeudas to govern 
that country during the minority of his grandfon Amalaric, 

The king of the Oftrogoths, having fettled the affairs of his 
grandfon in Spain, turned his arms againft the Alemanm \ but 
all we know of this^war is, that he in the end obliged them to Hef*.rcn 
fubmit to an annual tribute a , and fubdued the inhabitants of the Ale 
Suevia; for, in one of his letters di reded to them, he acquaints rnnn,,s f o 
them, that he had appointed rne Fridclad to be their governor, Pf> tl1 * 

and flticHy injjined him to reftrain thefts and robbeiics, which '*

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were very frequent among them. Hitherto Theodoric had 
governed with fuch prudence, equity, and moderation, that he 
deferved to be propofed as a pattern to all princes ; but fome 
think, that thefe, and his other eminent virtues, were fullied by 
his putting to death the celebrated Boetius, and his father-in - 
law Symmacbus. Boetius was by rank a patrician, had been at 
leaft twice conful, and was defcended from one of the moft 
antient and illuftrious families of Rome ; for fome derive his 
pedigree from the celebrated Manlius Torquatus. His family 
had been ennobled in later times by his great- grandfather Ani- 
ciusy and by feveral other perfons, who had difcharged, with 
great applaufe, the flrft employments both civil and military. 
We are told, that ftrangers came to Rome from diftant coun- 
tries, on purpofe to behold the fplendor and magnificence of the 
Anician family, which had engrofled, if Zoftmus is to be credit- 
ed, the whole wealth of Ro?ne b . But Beetius was ftill more 
remarkable for his morals and learning, than for the fplendor 
and antiquity of his family. In his younger years he ftudied at 
Athens 9 where the ftudy of philofophy had been reftored, and 
fpent in that univerfity near eighteen years. He examined 
there, with great application, the grounds of the different fe£rs 
and opinions, and, to all the reft, preferred the feci: of the Peri- 
patetics 9 to which he intirely addicted himfelf. Till his time, 
the name of Ari/fotle, the founder of that fecEr, was fcarce 
known to the Latins but the works of that great philofopher 
being tranflated by him, and ilJuftrated with learned comments 
in the Latin tongue, the Peripatetic philofophy began to be, 
and has been ever fince, in great vogue. Befides Ariflot/e, 
Boetius tranflated into the Latin tongue feveral other Greek 
writers, viz. Pythagoras, Ptolemy the aftronomer, Nicoma- 
chuty Euclid, Plato , Archimedes , &c. He not only excelled 
all his contemporaries in profane learning, but likewife in the 
knowledge of the holy fcriptures, and was, as we read in Caf- 
fiodarc c , the greateft divine, as well as the greateft philofopher, 
of his time. The book he wrote of the Trinity again (I Nejlo- 
rius and Eutyches fufficiently fhews how well he was verfed in 
the fcriptures. As for his morals, he is highly commended on 
that fcore by all the writers of thofe times. He was impartial 
in the adminifl ration of juftice, and employed the great power 
he had at court in protecting the innocent, relieving the needy, 
and proem ing the redrefs of fuch grievances, as gave juft occa- 
fion of complaint. His efpcufmg, a gain ft the great men at 
court, the caufe of thofe who were unjuftly accufed or oppreHed, 
g.tined him many enemies, who, in the end, compared his

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ruin, by fuborning three infamous men to accufe him of high 
treafon. Thefe were Bafilius^ Opilio^ and Gudentius, of 
whom the former had been, for his mifdemeanour, diftiufled the 
king's fervice, and the other two, for their crimes, condemned 
to banifhment. They accufed Boetius of attempting to raife 
the power of the fenate above that of the king, and prevent- 
ing an informer from bringing an impeachment of treafon 
againft the fenators. Theodoric^ though well acquainted with 
the infamous characters of the accufers, yet upon their depoli- 
tion, which is very furprifing, ordered, without further inquiry, 
the perfon, of whom he had hitherto entertained the higheft 
opinion, to be put under arreft, and foon after confifcated his 
eftate, and banifhed him to Pavia^ where he wrote his wonder- 
ful book de confolatione. Symmacbus, father-in-law to Boetius^ 
a man of extraordinary parts and learning,, and who had, with 
an unblemifhed character, difcharged the firft employments, was 
likewife baniflied to Pavia 9 as privy to the fuppofed treafon of 
Boetius. They had not been long there, when, to the great 
furprife of all, an order came from Ravenna for their execu- 
tion, their enemies at court having perfuaded the king, who 
was ftricken in years and grown jealous of his power, that he 
would never be fafe fo long as they were alive. Theyfwere Symma- 
accordingly both beheaded in Pavia ; and of the head of Boetius c hus and 
no lefs wonderful things are related by Afartianus 9 who wrote his Boetius 
life, than thofe which every one muft have read or heard of the beheaded 
famous St. Dennis. The cruel and unjuft fentence was fcarce at Pavia. 
put in execution, when Theodoric y returning, in a manner, to Tj, eo d 0 . 
himfelf, and reflecting on his rafh conduct in an affair, that re- t \c repents 
quired the utmoft circumfpection, was affected with fuch for- 
row, that his grief may be faid to have equalled, if not exceed- 
ed, the injuftice of the fentence. Not long after, the head of 
a large fifli being ferved up while he was one night at fupper, 
the injuftice of the fentence he had lately pronounced occurring 
to his mind, he fancied the head of the fifh to be the head of 
Symmacbusj threatening him in a ghaftly manner. Hereupon, 
feized with horror and amazement, he was carried from the 
table to his bed-chamber, where, reflecting anew on his cruelty 
and injuftice to two fuch eminent and deferving men, he died 
a few days after with grief, this being the firft and laft wrong 
any of his fubjects had ever received at his hands d . Thus 
Procopius, condemning Thcodoric for the injuftice of the fen- 
tence pronounced againft thofe two great men, and at the fame 
time commending him for the equity by which he had been 
governed on every other occafion, during the whole couifc r.t*

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bis long reign. His potting them to death, without making 
the neceflary inquiries in a matter, that required the greateft 
circumfpe&ion, favours, without doubt, both of rafhnefe and 
cruelty ; but his iincere forrow and unfeigned repentance are 
undeniable teftimonies of his mercy and good-nature. However 
that be, it is certain, that Italy never enjoyed more happy days 
than under his government, not even in the height of its great- 
nefs. He is perhaps the only prince, who, having obtained a 
kingdom by force and violence, preferved it with mildnefs and 
moderation ; which two virtues eminently appeared in all his 
a&ions and councils, and rendered him no lefs dear to his new 
fubjeds, than if he had been of their own race, and born 
among them. Though he was himfelf an Arian 9 and had 
the power in his hands, yet he was Co far from perfe- 
cuting the orthodox, that, on the contrary, he favoured them 
no lefe than thofe of his own perfuafion, extending his pro- 
tection to both parties, and allowing to all full liberty to 
profefi which of the two religions they pleafed. Thofe there- 
fore are greatly miftaken, who imagine, that Boetius was put 
to death on account of the book he wrote on the Trinity, and 
infcribed to his father-in-law Symmacbus. Jornandes takes 
no notice of what we have related above of the head of the fifh, 
upon the authority of Procopius ; but fuppofes Theodoric 9 ftric- 
jj e j t(5 ken in years, to have died quietly. His death happened on the 
Year after fecofid of SepUmbir in the year 526, the thirty-fourth of hi? 
Cbrift$z6. re ig n » and feventy-fecond of his age. He had three daughters 
fits ijjue. Audefieda the after of Clovis, viz. OJlrogotba 9 Theodogotha 9 

and Amalafuntha. Oftrogotba was married to $igifmund king 
of the Burgundiam, by whom (he had S*g*rie 9 who, after his 
mother's deceafe, was put to death by his father Sigifmund in 
the year 522, as we have related in the hiftory of the Burgun- 
dians Theodogotha was married to Alartc II. king of the 
Vifigoths 9 who in 507, was killed in the battle of rougle 9 as 
we have related elfewhere h ; but he left a fon behind him by 
Theodogotha 9 viz. Amalaric 9 whofe dominions, Theodoric go- 
verned to the day of his death, as guardian to the young prince 
his grandfon. Amalafuntba , the youngeft of the three prin- 
ce/Fes, was married, in 515, to Eutharic Cllllca *. Eutharic 
was the fon of Vlteric 9 and grandfon of Beremund 9 defcended 
from the family of the Amali 9 who, leaving Scythia, as we 
read in yorriandes* came into Gaul; and being honourably en- 
tertained by Villa king of the ViJigotbs 9 ho fettled there. His 
grandfon Eutharic 9 from Gaul, removed into Spain, where he

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became well known to the officers of Theodoric 9 who governed 
that kingdom during the . minority of Amalaric. Theodoric % 
hearing him much commended, exprefied a great deGre Co 
fee him ; which farisfaflion he no (boner had, than, being 
taken with his engaging behaviour and extraordinary qualifica- 
tions, he refolved to give him in marriage his daughter Amala- 
funtba 9 the more as he was of Theodoric 9 * own family, viz. 
that of the Amali, and confequently by his birth not unworthy 
of fuch a match. The nuptials were accordingly celebrated 
with the utmoft magnificence, and two years after he was ratted 
to the conful(hip by his father-in-law ; on which occafion the 
emperor Anajlajius prefented him with the tunica palmata, and 
adopted him for his fon ; an honour which the late emperors 
ufed to confer on perfons of difMnguiftied merit. Eutharic 
went to Rome, to enter thereupon his office, and was received 
by the fenate and the people with the greateft demonftrations 
of joy imaginable, every rank and degree of people in that great 
metropolis ft riving to outdo each other in honouring one, whom, 
they expeded to fee in a ihort time on the throne. On the 
other hand, Eutharic, made it his chief ftudy to oblige both the 
fenate and people, difcharging his office with great care, and 
diverting the city with moft magnificent (hows, having, for 
that efFeft, procured out of Africa fuch wild beafts, as had ne- 
ver before been feen at Rome, From Rome Eutharic returned 
to his father-in-law at Ravenna, where, by his generofity, 
condefcenfion, and obliging behaviour, he gained the afFe&ions 
both of the Romans and Goths. Every one expe&ed to find in 
Putharic a fecond Theodoric - 9 but, to the great grief of all, 
Eutharic died before his father-in-law, leaving behind him a 
fon, named Athalaric, ten years old ; Co that Theodoric had at 
his death two grandfons, the children of two of his daughters, 
viz. Amalaric king of theFifigotbs, and Athalartc the fon of Ama- 
lafuntha. To the former Theodoric, at his death, delivered up 
all the countries in Gaul and Spain belonging to the Vifigoths 9 
which he had governed with a no lefs abfolute fway than his own, 
ever fince the death of Alaric II. The latter, though the fon jj g j em 
of the younger daughter, he appointed to fuccecd him in the dares A- 
kingdotn of Italy, and in all his other dominions. Theodoric, thalaric 
fays Jornandes* being ftricken in years, and near his end, aflem- his heir. 
bled the chief men among the Goths, and, in their prefence, 
declared Athalaric, the fon of Eutharic by his daughter Ama- 
lafuntha y his fucccflbr, charging them to obey him as fuch, to 
refpe£t the fenate and people of Rome, and, above all, to cul- 
tivate the fricndftiip of the emperor of the eaft k . Theodoric 
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died foon after ; but as jttbalaric was then only eight years old, 
as we read in Procopius or ten, as Jomandes will have it m , 
Amala- nls mother Amalafuntha took upon her the ad mini ft ration, a 
funtha princefs highly commended by all the writers of thofe times, for 
takes upon her piety, religion, wifdom, and learning. Theodotus* who 
her the fucceeded Athalaric* and by whom fhe was afterwards put to 
admini- death, in a letter which he wrote in her behalf to the Roman 
ftration. ftate, ftyles her the glory of princes* the flower and ornament of 

his family* the Solomon of women* a princefs endued with every 
good quality becoming her fex* well verfed in the Latin, in the 
Greek, and in many other languages* and thoroughly acquainted 
with every branch of learning n . However, fhe was not free 
from ambition ; but ftrove by all means to maintain, even after 
her fon's death, that power, which file had exercifed during 
his life, as we (hall fee anon. 
She writes Theodoric was no fooner dead^tnan Amalafuntha* mindful 
in her Jon's of his laft advice, wrote in the young prince's name, both to 
name to Juftin* then emperor, and to the Roman fenate, acquainting 
the empe- them with his acceflion to the th rone. In the letter to the 
r °r*«"dto emperor, the young prince, after telling him, that his grand- 
( enaU * father had, before his death, appointed him his heir and fucef- 
a *t £0 $ 6 for, goes on thus : " You formerly honoured in your augufl 
/ om • cc c ; t y my grandfather with the dignity of conful > you fent into 

" Italy to my father the tunica palmata* and, to attach him the 
€i more to you, you adopted him for your fon, though he was 
<c almoft of the fame age with yourfelf. The name of fon will 
" fuit me better than it did him. I (hall acknowledge fo great 
<c a favour, by caufing your name to be no lefs refpe&ed, and 
" your authority to be no lefs obeyed, in my dominions, than 
<€ they are in your own. With this view I have difpatched em- 
46 bafladors to you, hoping you will honour me with your 
<c friendfhip, upon the fame conditions, upon which your glo- 
• s rious anceftors granted theirs to my grandfather °'\ From 
this letter it is man if eft, that the kings of the Oftrogoths acknow- 
ledged in the emperors of the eaft a fuperiority of rank, but not of 
jurifduSHon ; and confequently that Zeno* when he fent Theodo- 
ric to drive Odoaccr out of Italy \ renounced hi his behalf what- 
ever claim the empire of the eaft had to that country. At the 
fame time, Amalafuntha difpatched embalTadors to Rome with 
letters from the young prince, both to the fenate and people, 
acquainting them, that his grandfather was dead ; that on his 
death-bed, he had declared him his heir and fucceflbr, and that, 
as fuch, he had been acknowledged both by the Goths and Ro-

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mans* that is, the Italians , who had fworn obedience to him. 
He defires them to follow the example of his other fubje&s, 
telling them, that he had fent count Sigifmer^ and others, to 
receive their oath of allegiance, and at the fame time to bind 
himfelf by the like tie to maintain facred and inviolable all the 
rights, privileges, and immunities, which had been granted 
them by his grandfather. He clofes his letter to the fenate, by 
encouraging them to afk boldly whatever they thought might 
any- ways contribute to the fafety and fplendour of their iiluftri- 
ous and venerable body. In his letter to the people, he pro- 
mifes to cherifli the Goths and Romans alike, and to maintain 
them equally in the poffcuion of their rights and privileges, mak- 
ing no other diftin&ion, than that the Goths fliould undergo the 
toils and dangers of war, while the Romans enjoyed a profound 
peace within the walls of their own city. In the end of his letter 
he tells them, that, by the mutual oaths of the prince and peo- 
ple, the memory of Trajan's excellent government was renewed, 
who, at his entering upon the confulfirip, fwore himfelf, and 
received the oaths of the fenate and people p. He wrote two 
other letters, the one to Tiberius prafe&us prat or to of Gauf, 
wherein he exhorts him, and his other fubjeds in that coun- 
try, to pay the fame refpe& and obedience to him, which they 
had paid to Theodoric y promiiing on his fide* upon oath, to 
proteft them in the full enjoyment of all their antient rights and 
privileges (N). The other letter he wrote to Vittorinus their

(N) The provinces in Gaul, belonging to the G.thic nation, 
were thus divided by Thcodoric between AtbaUric and Amalarici 
the former had that part, which lay beyond the Khone next to 
Italy ; and the latter the countries lying on the oppofite fide of 
that river, and extending to the confines of the Franks, which we 
have defer ibed in the hiftory of that people. Athalaric kept the 
city of A>'les % which had belonged to the kingdom of Alaric U. 
and confequently ought to have been yielded to Amalaric. The 
other places* which he retained, had been taken by his grandfa- 
th er Thcodoric, at d iffere n 1 1 im e s fro m t he Burgundia m . W nether h e 
gave the Vifigotbs an equivalent for that important place, formerly 
the feat of the prtefe&us prattot io of Gaul, we are not told. The . 
Rhone being fixed as the bouudary between the two nations, it was 
agreed, that fuch of the Oflroioths as had fettlecj in the countries 
that were to be held by the Vtfigoibi 9 and fuch of the Kjigotbs as 
had fettled in the provinces that were to be kept by the Ofirogoths, 
jliouldhave full liberty, either to continue where they were, or to 
retire into the countries fubjeft to their refpe&ive princes ( 1 ). Hence

She orders them to be paid every 
half year, adding, that men of learning muft not depend upon 
the humours of others ; that they muft not be diverted from 
their ftudies by folicitous thought ; and that it is a (hame, that 
players, whofe bufinefs is only to pleafe and amufe, fhould be 
fo amply rewarded, and thofe neglected, who form the man- 
ners of youth, inftruft them in the liberal fciences, and render 
Her juflice them capable of ferving their country r . Amalafuntha was fo 
and equity, far from invading the rights and properties of her fubjedts, that, 

on the contrary, (he reftored to the children of Boetius and 
Symmachusy the eftates, which had been confifcated in the pre- 
ceding reign.

it appears, that the Viftgoths and Oftrogoths* who were originally 
but two tribes of one and the fame nation, were not yet blended 
together, though they had, for the fpace of twenty years and up- 
wards, promifcuoufly inhabited the fame country. It was in virtue 
of a particular convention, that they were to be deemed citizens of 
the tribe to which they did not originally belong, though they 

dwelt with their wives and families in the fame country, 

1 the 
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the avarice and rapactoufnefs of the great men among the Goths ^ 
who, looking upon Italy as a Conquered country, were for en- 
riching thcmfelves at the expellee of the natives. To her ne- 
phew Amalaric (he gave up that part of Gaul, which, with 
refpecl to Italy ^ lay beyond the Rhine ; but retained what lay 
on the other fide of that river. To the Viftgoths fhe remitted 
the impofitions, which had been laid on them by Theodoric, and 
reftored the treafure of the kings of the Vifigoths, which, by 
her father's order, had been conveyed from Carcaffime to Ra- 
venna \ In the mean time, Juftin having taken his nephew 
Ju/linian for his partner in the empire, Amalafuntha no fooner 
heard of his promotion, than (he difpatched cmbafladors to the 
new emperor, congratulating him upon his acceffion to the im- 
perial dignity, and begging a continuance of that friendship and 
alliance, which had long fubfifted between the two nations

WHitE Amalafuntha was thus governing with the great eft 7^ Goths 
juftice, equity, and prudence, and taking all the neceflary pre- diffatisfiej 
cautions for the fafety of her fon, and the welfare of his domi- with A- 
nions, the great men among the Goths, not able to bear, that malafira- 
their young prince fhould be brought up after the Roman man* *ha. 
ner, began to exclaim againft learning, as an enemy to valour % 
only fit for foft and effeminate princes, and no-ways becoming 
the king and leader of fuch an aflive and warlike nation as theirs. 
The princefe took no notice of thefe groundlefs complaints ; 
but having one day chaftifed her fon, and he happening to go, 
with the tears yet in his eyes, into a room, where fome Qothic 
lords were ailembled, they took from thence occafion to com* 
plain more loudly of the queen, (fo (he is called by maft writers) 
as if fhe defigned to remove her fon, and reign in her own 
right ; they exclaimed, with more boldnefs than ever, againft 
the learned education of the young prince ; alledged the exam- 
ple of his grandfather, who, tho* utterly ignorant of letters (O),

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was a warlike and vi&ortous prince ; and concluded, that his 
grandfon muft be brought up in the fame manner, if he would 
be attended with the fame fortune. They therefore defired 
Amalafuntha to difmifs the pedants her fon had about him, and 
give him fuch companions of his own age, as might by their 
converfation, make the cuftoms of his nation familiar to him, 
and incline him to govern according to their own laws. This 
they demanded with fo much warmth and importunity, that, 
apprehending greater evils, (he thought it advifea"ble to comply 
with their requeft. And now the youth, free from all restraint, 
and feduced by wicked companions, abandoned himfelf to all 
manner of lewdnefs and debauchery, adding to his other vices 
that of undutifulnefs to the beft of mothers, and unnaturally 
abandoning her to a fadion, which had the arrogance to com- 
mand her to retire from court ; but the queen, exerting her 
authority, picked out three or the ringleaders of the party, arid 
confined them to the moft remote parts of Italy. Thefe, main- 
taining a private correfpondence with their friends and relations, 
never ceafed, by their means, to ftir up the people againft her ; 
infomuch, that Amalafuntha r, apprehending the faction might 
in the end prevail, wrote to the emperor Juftinian 9 begging 
leave to take refuge in his dominions. The emperor readily 
complied with her requeft, offering her a noble palace at Ept- 
She eaufes damnus, now Durax%o 9 for her habitation 5 but the princefs 
fame of having in the mean time caufed the three ringleaders of the

Her defign for deli- y € ^ ra fl er 
vering up Italy to Juftinian was not yet ripe for execution 5 on Chriflixx* 
the other hand, (he was well apprifed, that the Goths would not 
fuffer her to reign after the death of her fon, but would chufe 
a new king in his room. Having therefore long deliberated with 
herfelf how (he Ihould aft at fo critical a conjuncture, flie re- 
folved in the end to raife one to the throne herfelf, hoping that 
the perfon, fo advanced by her favour, would be contented with 
the title, and, out of gratitude, fuffer her to enjoy the fupreme 
power without controul. With this view, {he call her eyes on Amala* 
Theodatus her coufin, the fon of Amalafrtda 9 lifter to king funtha 
Tbeodoric* and consequently defcended frorh the illuftrious family takesTh*- 
of the Amali. He Was a man of great learning, as appears odatus for

not fatisfied with them, he had not only encroached upon his 
neighbours, but feized on feme lands belonging to the crown. 
Thefe Amatafuntha had obliged him to reftore, and I ike wife 
reflraincd him, by her authority, from injuring his neighbours, 
which had rendered him her implacable enemy ; infomuch, that 
he privately agreed with the embafladors, who had been fen t 
from Conjiantinople to the bilhop of Rome, to betray Tufcany 
to the emperor, upon his paying him a certain fum, and raif- 
ing him to the dignity of a fenator. However, Amalafuntha y 
imagining that fo fignal a favour, as her advancing him to the 
throne, would reconcile him to her, offered to take him for her 
collegue, on condition he fuffered her to enjoy and exercifc her 
former power. This Theodatus promifed .upon oath to do. and

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was thereupon declared by the queen her collegue *. The let- 
ters, that were written on this occafion to the Roman fenate by 
the queen, in commendation of Tbeodatus* and by Tbeodatus 9 
in commendation of the queen, are ftill to be fecn in Caffia- 
dore y . He acknowledged himfelf intirely indebted to her for 
his new dignity, aud, extolling her kindnefs to him, adds, that 
he is at a lofs how to make a fuitable return for fuch a high and 
undeferved favour. But the unhappy piincefs was foon fenfible 
of her miftake in afiuming for her collegue a perfon, who had 
been formerly her declared enemy, and was deftitute, as (he 
muft have known, of all honour and probity. For he had 
fearce mounted the throne, when, unmindful of the honours 
(he had done him, and the promifes he had made, and (blemnly 
confirmed with an oath, he fuffered himfelf to be wholly go- 
verned by the friends and relations of thofe, who, by the prtn- 
cefs, had been put to death for their crimes ; and , becaufe (he 
took the liberty to remind him of what he had promifed, he

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JuJUntan* to facilitate the enterprife, ufed his utmoft endea- 
vours to induce the Franks to join him, acquainting them with 
the motives that had prompted him to undertake that war. 
The Goths j fays he in the letter which he wrote to their princes, 
have not only feized ort Italy* which belongs to us, but,' with- 
out the leaft provocation, offered us fuch tnfults as we cannot 
in honour diffemble. This is what induces us to take arms 
againft them ; and it is but juft, that you fhould lend us what 
afliftanee you can againft a nation that bears as great enmity to 
you as to us, the more as we are both of the fame perfbafion, 
and equally abhor the dodrine of Arms* which they profefs *. 
To the letter the emperor added, fays Procopius* a large fum, 
promifmg to the princes of the Franks* especially to Theode- 
bert* a confiderable fubftdy, to be paid them as foon as they 
fhould begin hoftilities b . The Franks received the money, The trca- 
and, entering into an alliance with the emperor, promifed to chary of 
affift him to the utmoft of their power ; but, inftead of per- /^Franks, 
forming their promife, while yu/iinian 9 s arms were employed 
againft the Goths* Theodebert* who was deemed the head of 
the royal family of fat Franks* being the fon of Theodoric* or, 
as feme call him, thUfri, the eldeft fon of Clovis* fazed on 
feverat cities in Liguria* on the Alpes Cottier,* and great part of 
the province of Venice* for himfelf. Of this treachery Jufti- 
nian afterwards complained by his embaflador heontius to Theo- 
debald* the fon and fucceiibr of Theodtbert* (P). But to leave

(P) Juftinian* fays Procopius, no fooner received news of the 
death of Theodebert w who, without any regard to his alliance with 
the Romans , had feized on feveral towns in Tufiam, on the Alpes 
Cott:a? 9 and on part of Liguria 9 than he difpatched the fcnator 
heontius to Tbeodebald, the Ton and fucceiibr of the deceafed king, 
to perfuade him to Join the Ramans againft the Oftrogoths, and to 
evacuate the places in Italy 9 which the Franks had taken, and A ill 
held, in defiance of the treaty concluded between them and the 
emperor. L:ontius 9 \n the audience he had of that prince, addrefied 
him thus : There is no prince, to whom unfore&en misfortunes 
have not happened, and difajJpointments, which he did not expcft 2 
but the conduct of the Franks towards the Romans is perhaps fur- 
prifing beyond any thing that ever happened before. It is well 
known, that the emperor no fooner refolved to make war upon the 
Goths , than he imparted his refolution to your nation. He did not 
take the field till he had entered into an alliance with your prede- 
ceflbr, and engaged him by a large fum, which was paid before- 
hand, to a&, in concert with him, againft the Goths* as a common 
enemy. But he, inftead of fulfilling his engagements, afted, to 
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the treacherous nation, and return to Juftinian : Having re- 
folved to make war upon the Goths, and drive them, if poffi- 
ble, out of Italy , he named Mundus and Beli/arius for his ge- 
nerals. Mundus* then commander of the troops in Illyricum* 
was ordered to march into Dalmatian which was fubje & to the 
Goths , and attempt the reduction of Salon* , the better to open 
a pafiage into Italy. Beli/arius was to make a defcent upon 
Sicily ; for which purpofe a fleet was equipped, on board of 
which were four thoufand legionaries, three thoufand Ifaurians* 
three hundred Mauritania™* and two hundred Hunns. Beli- 
farius was veiled with the fupreme command, and an abfo- 
lute authority. . His inftrudions were to pretend a voyage to 
Carthage * but to make an attempt upon Sicily, and if he thought 
he could fucceed in the attempt, to land there, other wife to fail 
diredly for Africa* without difcovering his intentions. Mun- 
dus* without much-ado, made himfelf matter of Salon* ; and 
Sicily re- Beli/arius* landing without oppofltion in Sicily* reduced that 
duced by ifland with more expedition than he himfelf expe&ed. Palermo 
Belifanus. held out for fome time, the Goths* who depended on the

From Reggio he purfued his march to Rome* 
the provinces of Abrutium* Lucania* Puglia* Calabria* and

the great furprifc of Ae emperor, more like an enemy than an ally, 
feizing on feveral countries belonging to the empire, to which he 
had not the leail claim. I do not mention this, added the embaf 
fador, to reproach your nation with what is pair, but to the end 
that, by a quite contrary conduit, you may, for the future, de- 
fcrve to be ranked amongft our true friends and allies (4). jfufli- 
uian had but too much reafon to complain of the Frank but per- 
haps not more than other princes, who, fince his time, have relied 
on their friendihip.

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T}>eodatus % who was an utter ftranger to military affairs, and 
had a great averfion to war, alarmed at the unexpected fuccefs 



having taken care to put a ftrong garifon into the city, and they ap- 
pearing refolved to defend it to the utmoft, Belifarius, apprehend- 
ing the difficulty of the enterprife, attempted firft to gain them 
by the offers of molt advantageous and honourable terms. They 
fent out one Stephanus to treat with the Roman general, who, re- 
turning into the city, acquainted the citizens with the conditions 
offered them by Belifarius, and with many arguments endeavoured 
to perfuade them not to reject fuch offers. But P aft or and Afdepio- 
dorus, two orators gready attached to, and perhaps well paid by, the 
Goths 9 in order to crofs and defeat the treaty, advifed the inhabit- 
ants to demand fuch terms, as they imagined Belifarius would never 
grant. But the general, contrary to their expectations, complying 
with their requeft, and the citizens being thereupon ready to open 
their gates to the Romans, the two orators, with their deluding elo- 
quence, perfuaded them to change their refolution, fince it was un- 
certain, faid they, which fide might in the end prevail ; and Beli- 
farius could not blame them for their fidelity, but, on the contrary, 
if they thus tamely fubmitted, would defpife them as traitors and 
cowards, for abandoning and betraying their old friends. Belifa- 
rius, finding he could by no offers prevail upon them to fubmit, 
began to batter the city, and made feveral aflaults ; but was con- 
flantly repulfed with great lofs. In order to oblige them by other 
means to furrender, he cut the great aqueduct, which fupplied the 
city with water ; but this inconvenience was eaiily remedied by the 
wells within, which fufficiently furnifhed them with water. Here- 
upon Belifarius, finding the fiege would continue longer than he 
expected, and oblige him to attack Rome in the winter, refolved to 
abandon the enterprife, and had already ordered his army to begin 
their march ; when an lfaurian, curioufly viewing the ftructure of 
the aqueduct, obferved, that if a paffage, which was cut through a 
rock, were but a little enlarged, fome foldiers might eaiily gee 
through it, and furprife the city. He acquainted the general with 
his obfervation, who, being highly pleafed with it, ordered fome 
lfaurians to widen the paffage ; which they did by filing the rock, 
to avoid by that means all noife. When every thing was ready, 
Belifarius fent for Stephanus, whom we have mentioned above, told 
him, that he was fure he mould, in a very fliort time, be ma iter of 
the city, and therefore advifed him to perfuade his fellow -citizens 
to prevent, by a timely fubmiflion, the impending evils. But the 
inhabitants giving no ear to what Stephanus faid, and defying the 
Romans from the walls, Belifarius ordered Magnus, general of the 
horfe, and Bnnes, commander of the Ifawians, to enter the aque- 
duct in the dead of the night with about fix hundred men, fome 
lights, and two trumpets, to ftrike terror into the city, and give 
the general notice of their fuccefs. Thefe, having got into the city, 
infpue of the many difficulties they met with* advanced filently to 
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of the emperor's arms, began under-hand to treat of a peace 
with an embaflador fent by the emperor for that purpofe. In a 
private conference with him, the king agreed to renounce all 
pretentions to the ifland of Sicily, to fend the emperor yearly a 
crown of gold weighing three hundred pounds, to fupply him 
with three thoufand men when required, to put no fenator or 
eccleflaftic to death, or confifcate their eftates, without the em- 
peror's confent, or to advance any to the dignity of fenator or 
patrician, but to petition him to confer fuch honours on thofe 
who deferved them. In all. proclamations, Jujliniaris name 
was firft to be mentioned. Whenever a ftatue was erected to 
Tbeodatus, a ftatue was to be like wife erected to the emperor, 
and placed on the right-hand. No coin was to be ftamped with 
the image of Tbeodatus alone, but that alfo of Juftinian, which 
was always to hold the moft honourable place. Thefe propo- 
fals, which plainly betrayed the meannefs of his fpirit, were 
fent by Tbeodatus to Conftantinople. But apprehending the em- 
peror, not fatisfied with them, might purfue the war, he dif- 
patched an exprefs to the embaflador, now as far on his journey 
as Albania, recalling him for further orders and inftru£tions. 
Thefe were to refign the kingdom to Juftinian, and content 
bimfelf with a penfion fuitable to his quality but he obb'ged 
both the emperor's embaflador, and /tgapetus bifhop of Rome, 
whom he fent on his own behalf, to bind themfelves by a fo- 
Iemn oath not to mention this propofal, till they found the em* 

the walls ; and having killed the guards on the north fide, where 
Beli [art us flood with his men ready for the attack, they gave the 
fignal with their trumpets ; which Beli/arius hearing, ordered part 
of his men to fcaie the walls, and the red to approach the gates, 
which being opened to them by thofe who got over the walls, the 
whole army entered, and made themfelves mailers of the city. 
Great daughter was made at firft of the unhappy inhabitants by the 
MaJJagetes, who, without regard to fex, age, or condition, put all 
to the fword they met with, not fparing even thofe, who had taken 
fanctuary in the churches; but Beltjarius, riding about, retrained 
their rage, giving them leave to feize on the effects, but command- 
ing them to fpare the lives, of the inhabitants. He caufed all thofe, 
who had been raken prifoners, to be fet at liberty ; and taking the 
Gothic garifon, confuting of eight hundred men, into the emperor's 
pay, he incorporated them among his own troops (2). Beli/arius 
is highly commended by Procopius for his clemency towards the citi- 
zen?, though others, but writers of no great authority, tell us, that 
he put molt of the citizens to the fword ; that he neither fpared 
churches, prielis, nor holy virgins ; and that he was feverely repri- 
manded for his cruelty by Syfocrius bifhop of Rome (3).

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peror would not accept of the former. The emperor rejcfted, 
as was expefled, the firft propofals with fcorn ; whereupon the 
embafladors fhcwed him the fecond figned by the king, who, 
in his letter to the emperor, told him, among other things, 
that, being unacquainted with war, and addi£ted to the ftudy 
of philofophy, he preferred his quiet to a kingdom. Juftinian* 
tranfported with joy, and imagining the war already ended, an- 
fwered the king in a moft obliging manner, extolling his wif- 
dom, and adding to what he demanded the greateft honours of 
the empire. The agreement being confirmed by mutual oaths, 
lands were afligned to Theodatus out of the emperor's demefne, 
and orders difpatched to Belifarius to take pofieflion of Italy in 
his name. In the mean time, a body of Goths entering Dal- 
matian with a defign to recover Salon** Mundus fent out his 
fon, with a fmall party, to obferve their motions 5 but the 
youth, unadvifedly engaging a detachment from their army far 
fuperior in number to his own, was flain, and moft of his men 
cut in pieces. To revenge the death of his fon, Mundus <fhe Ro- 
marched againft the enemy with all the forces under his com- mans de- 
mand, engaged them, and put them to flight; but his men feated,and 
falling into confufion in the purfuit, the Goths* facing unex- Dalmatia 
pe&edly about, renewed the fight, killed Mundus himfelf, and recovered 
in their turn put the Romans to flight, difheartened with the h *he 
death of their leader. .Upon this defeat, the Romans* abau- Goths, 
doning Salon* and all Dalmatian returned home ; which Theo- 
datus no fooner under flood, than, elated with fo fmall an ad- 
vantage, he refufed with great haughtinefs to comply with the 
articles of the treaty, which he had lately figned ; nay, becaufe 
the emperor's embaflador, by name Peter* a man of great ad- 
drefs and experience, expoftulated with him for his breach of 
faith, he told him, that it was not an unufual thing to put even 
embafladors to death, when they did not (hew that refpeft, 
which is due to crowned heads. The embaflador an fwered, 
that it was his duty to execute his matter's orders, and that he 
would utter what he had been injoyned to fay, whether pleafing 
or difpleafing. Hereupon Theodatus put a ft rift guard upon the 
embaflador ; at which Jujlinian being highly provoked, he 
difpatched Conjl ant i anus* an officer of great valour and expe- 
rience, into Jllyricum* with orders to raife forces there, and 
enter Dalmatia. At the fame time he wrote to Belifarius* 
commanding him to purfue the war with the utmoft vigour. 
Con/lantianus*hav\ngj purfuant to his orders, raifed an army with 
great expedition in lllyricum* entered Dalmatia* made himfelf 
matter of Salome* and obliged the Goths* with their general, <f/ je Goths 
by name Grypus* to abandon that province. As for Belifarius* anew dri~ 

he now drew near to Rome* having reduced all the provinces <vcn out of 
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that compofe the prefent kingdom of Naples* Hereupon the 
chief men among the Goth s , finding their king took no one 
ftep to avert the impending ruin of their nation, aflembled 
without his confent ; and, not defpairing of being able to con- 
elude a peace with Belifarius, they difpatched embafladors to 
him, reprefenting the injuftice of the war, the juft claim they 
had to Italy, and the moderation and equity with which they 
had hitherto governed that country. As the embaiTadors laid 
great ftrefs on Theodoric's taking Italy, not from the Romans, 
but from the barbarians, to whom it was become a prey, and 
on their king's being prompted and encouraged to that enter- 
prife by the emperor himfelf, Belifarius, difliking the conditions 
they offered, anfwered furlily, That Theodoric had been fent 
indeed by Zeno to refcue Italy out of the hands of the barba- 
rians, but not to keep it for himfelf, fince it was the fame thing 
to the emperor, fo long as it was not reftored to the empire, 
whether it was held by the Goths or the Heruli : that whoever 
detains the goods, that are not his own, againft the will of the 
owner, is no lefs guilty, than he who takes them by force. He 
concluded, that he would hearken to no terms, nor fheath his 
fword, till Italy was reunited to the empire, to which it be- 
longed e . 

The Goths, finding Belifarius unalterably bent upon driving 
them out of Italy, and, on the other hand, amazed at the co- 
wardice and ftupidity of their prince, who made no warlike 
preparations, as if he either intended to betray Italy to the em- 
peror, or, defpairing of fuccefs, had laid afide all thoughts of 
Theoda- defending it, aflembled at Regeta, a place about thirty-five 
tus drpofedy miles from Rome, and having there, with one confent, de- 
und Viti- pofed Theodatus, chofe and proclaimed Vitiges king in his 
ges cbofen room. Vitiges was not defcended from an illuftrious family 
in his among the Goths ; but had diftinguifhed himfelf by his valour in 
room. feveral wars, efpecially in that, which Theodoric had waged 

with the Gepidar. Jornandes writes, that he had been 
formerly armour-bearer to Theodoric f . Upon his acceffion to 
the throne, he married Matefuenta, (he daughter of rfmalafun- 
tha, and grand -daughter of Theodoric, who, defpifing him on 
account of his birth, though in every other refpeft worthy of the 
crown, is faid to have maintained a private correfpondence with 
the Romans, and was even fufpe&ed of attempting to betray 
him into their hands e ; for (he had been averfe to the match 
from the very beginning, and was, in a manner, forced by the 
king to give her confent. Theodatus^ who was then at Rome,

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hearing the Goths had chofen a new king, fled from thence to- 
wards Ravenna, But Vitiges difpatched one Optaris after him, 
with orders to bring him back dead or alive. Optaris had been 
highly difobliged by him, and therefore, purfuing him with 
great expedition, he foon overtook him, and, putting him to 
death, brought back his head to the new king h . Such was s ieo 
the end of this cowardly, ungrateful, and covetous prince, after j ere " " 
he had reigned about three years. Several of his coins have Year after 
reached our times, on which he is called Theodatus, Theudatus, Chrifts$7- 
and Theodahathus l . He left a fon, by name Theudegifclus, 
whom Vitiges caufed to be firft imprifoned, and afterwards to 
be put to death. And now the new king, having no 
competitor, applied himfelf wholly to the re-eftablifliing of the 
affairs of the Goths. He began with writing a circular letter, 
wherein he exhorted his countrymen to exert their antient cou- 
rage, and defend with their ufual bravery, againft all unjuft in- 
vaders, the countries which belonged to them by right of con- 
queft. From the place where he was chofen, he marched to 
Rome ; but not thinking himfelf ftrong enough to defend that 
city againft Belifarius, who was marching towards it, he refolved 
to remove to Ravenna, where he might, with more eafe, rein* 
force his army, and make the neceflary preparations for taking 
the field. Upon his departure, he obliged the pope, the fenate, 
and the people, to take an oath of fidelity; and then, leaving four 
thoufand Goths for the defence of the city, he fet out for Ra- 
venna with feveral fenators, whom he took with him as hofta- 
ges for the reft. Being arrived at Ravenna, he afiembled the 
Goths from all parts, and, having raifed a confiderable army, he 
encamped under the walls of that city. In the mean time, Be- 
lifarius, having gai ifoned Naples , Cum<v, and the other ftrong 
places in Campania, approached Rome. As he drew near, the 
inhabitants, dreading the treatment which the Neapolitans were 
faid to have met with, and awed by the reputation of fo re- 
nowned a general, refolved, notwithftanding the oath they had 
fo lately taken, to open their gates to the emperor's army. Ac- 
cordingly, they difpatched one Fidelius to invite Belijarius to 
come to take pofleflion of their city, afluring him, that he mould 
meet with no oppofition. Belifarius no (boner received this in- Bel i far i us 
yitation, than he advanced to the gates of the city ; which be- enters 
ing opened to him, he entered Rome on the ninth or tenth of Rome. 
December of the year 537, and taking pofleflion of it in the 
emperor's name, reunited it to the empire, fixty years after it 
had been taken by Odoacer, and thirty-four after it had fubniit-

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ted to Tbeodoric. The Gothic garifon, finding they could not 
make head at the fame time again ft the emperor's army and the 
citizens, retired by the Porta Flaminia, while Belifarius en- 
tered by the Porta Afmaria. Leudaris, governor of the city, 
who ftaid behind, was fent, together with the keys, to the em- 
peror. Belifarius, now maftcr of the city, applied himfelf to 
the repairing of the walls and other fortifications, filled the gra- 
naries with corn, which he caufed to be brought from Sicily* 
and ftored the place with all manner of provifions, as if he 
were preparing againft a fiege ; which gave no fmall uneafineis 
to the inhabitants, who chofe rather, that the city fliould lie 
open to every invader, than be liable to the many miferies 
Several an d calamities attending a fiege. While Belifarius was thus 
other cities em pl 0 yed at Rome, Pitzas, governor of Samnium, fubmitting 

fubmit to tQ hin ^ ddivered 

up great part of that country, with the city 
tMl of Benevento. Other cities, viz. Narnia, Spoleto, and Peru- 
fa, revolting from the Goths , received Roman garifons, as did 
moft cities in Tufcany k . 
Vitiges In the mean time, Vitiges lay not idle at Ravenna, but, 
raifes a having raifed an army of one hundred and fifty thoufand men, 
powerful refolved to march dire£tly to Rome, and engage Belifarius, or, 
army. if he declined engaging, to lay fiege to the city. But appre- 
hending that the Franks, who were in confederacy with the 
emperor, might fall upon him at the fame time, with the con- 
fent and approbation of the great men among the Goths, he dis- 
patched embafTadors to their three kings, Theodebald, Cbilde- 
hert, and Chlotarius, offering to yield to them whatever the 
Oftrogoths held in Gaul, and befides to pay them a confiderable 
He gains f um » provided they joined him againft the emperor. The 
over the Franks, notwithftanding their alliance with Juftinian, heark- 
Franks. ened with their ufual treachery to the propofal, and figned the 

treaty, the articles whereof were immediately executed by Vi- 
tiges, who paid them the fum agreed on, and ordered Martias, 
who commanded a chofen body of Oflrogoths in Gaul, to deli- 
ver up to the Franks the cities he held there, and return with the 
forces under his command into Italy. The three princes di- 
vided equally among them both the money and the cities yielded 
to them by the Oflrogoths. But when they were to execute on 
their fide the articles of the agreement, they declared, that the 
engagement they had lately entered into with Juftinian not al- 
lowing them to make open war upon the Romans, they could 
not, by any means, fend an army of Franks to the afliftance 
of the Oftrogoths $ but they would caufe a body of troops, raifed 
in the countries which they had fubdued, to join them. Ac- 
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cordingly they fent, not immediately, but the following year, 
ten thoufand Burgundians* fubdued by them a few years before, 
who, upon their entering Italy* declared, purfuant to their pri- 
vate in ft ructions, that they came of their own accord, without 
fo much as afking leave of the kings of the Franks* to whom 
they paid no refpetf Thus early the Franks began to fport 
with the moft folemn treaties, and to elude them with quibbles 
and equivocations, as their defcendants are well known to do 
to this day. Vitiges was no fooner joined by Martias and the Vitiges 
troops returned from Gaul* than he began his march to Rome* marches tc 
and purfued it with great expedition, not attempting to reduce Rome, 
any of the towns on the road, which, he knew, were well pro- 
vided and fortified. Belifarius* being informed of his march, 
difpatched meffengers to Conjiantianus in Tufcany* and to Bef- 
fas* by nation a Goth* but of the emperor's party, in Umbria* 
ordering them to join him with all poflible expedition, with the 
troops under their command ; for his armyconfifted only of five 
thoufand men, the reft being employed in garifoniag the many 
towns that had fubmitted. At the fame time he wrote to the 
emperor, acquainting him with the danger he was in, and pref- 
ixing him to fend into Italy* without lofs of time, the neceflary 
fupplies (R). Conjiantianus joined him, purfuant to his orders, 

and

(R) His letter to the emperor was couched in the following terms : 
" I have left Sicily $ and, landing in Italy, purfuant to your orders, 
'* with an army under my command, have reduced great part of 
" that country, and reunited Rome icfelf to your empire. But as I 
" have been obliged to leave numerous garifons in the many ftrong 
*\ place* that have fubmitted to your arms, thearmy is reduced to five 
'* thoufand j whereas the enemy is advancing full march againftus 
" with an army an hundred and fifty thoufand ftrong. I therefore 
" eameftly intreat you to caufc, with all convenient fpeed, fuch 
" fupplies of men and arms to be fent to us, as may enable us to 

face fo powerful an enemy. If they prevail, we muft abandon 
*' Italy to them, and the city of Rome, which, above all others, has 
€t exerted its zeal for your majefty's fervice. At the approach of 
" your army, the citizens, with great joy, returned to their duty, at 
" the rifque of their lives and fortunes. To abandon them therefor* 
" to the mercy of a provoked enemy, would be highly ungrateful, 
" and, on the other hand, it is a difficult tafk, if not altogether 
** impoflible, to defend fo large a city again ft fuch a powerful army 
t4 without a numerous garifon. As for myfelf, I am indebted to 
" your majefty for my life, and therefore lhall not fuffer myfelf to 
" be driven from hence while alive; but the death of Belifarius 
** will no ways redound to your glory". Upon the receipt of thi* 
letter, the emperor ordered Valeriana and Mart inns to aflemble, 

wick 
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and foon after Bejfas y who, falling in with part of the enemy's 
vanguard, killed a confiderable number of them, and put the 
reft to flight. Belifarius had built a fort upon a bridge about a 
mile from Rome, and placed a ftrong garifon in it, to difpute 
thepaflage with the enemy; but the garifon, feized with a pa- 
nic at the approach of fo numerous an army, abandoned their 
poft in the night, and fled into Campania ; fo that Vitiges early 
next morning pa (Ted over great part of his army, and marched 
on, without oppofition, till he was met by Belifarius* who, 
knowing nothing of what had happened, came very early, at- 
tended by a thoufand horfe, to view the ground near the bridge. 
He was greatly furprifed, when he beheld the enemy marching 
A bloody U P a S a ' n ft n * m - However, left he fhould heighten their cou- 
encounter ra S e DV n * s flight or retreat, he ftood his ground, and received 
between the enemy at the head of a fmall body, expofing himfelf, with- 
bimaml out his ufuil prudence and difcretion, to the greateft dangers. 
Balifarius. Had he been killed, Rome muft have fallen ; and therefore he 

is defervedly blamed for thus expofing his own perfon, fince on 
him the fafety of all depended ; but this perhaps is the only oc- 
cafion, on which his conduct favoured of rafhnefs and temerity. 
Being known by fome fugitives, and difcovered to the enemy, 
they all aimed at him alone, and directed their whole force 
againft him ; which made his own men the more folicitous to 
defend him ; fo that the whole conteft was, for fome time, about 
his perfon. In the end the Goths were driven back to their 
camp, which the Romans attempted to force ; but they met 
there with fuch a vigorous refiftance, that they foon abandoned 
the enterprife, and retired with precipitation to a neighbouring 
eminence, whence they were forced down by the enemy, put 
to flight, and purfued to the very gates of the city. Here they 
were in greater danger than ever ; for thofe within, fearing the 
enemy fhould, in that confufion, enter with them, refufed to 
admit them. The general himfelf cried out earneftly to them, 
telling them who he was, and commanding them to open the 
gates ; but as they had been informed by thofe who firft fled, 
that he wasflain, and they could not diftinguifh him, his face 
being covered with blood and duft, they gave no ear to what 
he faid. In this extremity, having encouraged his men, who 
were now driven into a narrow compafs, to make a laft effort, 
he put himfelf at their head, and attacked the enemy with fuch 

with all pofiiblc expedition, a body of troops to be tranfportcd into 
Italy \ and, in Ins anfvver to Belt/anus, allured him, that he fhould, 
in a fhort time, receive the ncccflary fupplics (4) . 
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fury, that the Goths, imagining frelh troops were Tallying out 
upon them, began to give ground, and, being vigor ou fly puihed 
by Belifarius y retired in the end to their camp. Upon their . 
retreat, Belifarius, not thinking it advifeable to purfue them, 
entered the city, where he was received with loud acclamations 
of joy. A few days after, Vitiges, approaching the city* in- Rome he* 
vetted it on all fides, and, in order to diftrefs the garifon and fieged by 
inhabitants for want of water, ordered the aqueducts, which had Vitiges. 
been built by the Roman emperors at an immenfe charge, to be 
broken down. On the other hand, Belifarius omitted nothing 
■* for the defence of the city : the uielefs multitude he fent out, 
took care to have thofe, who remained, fupplied with all ne- 
cefTaries ; to prevent tumults, lifted a great number of artificers* 
who, together with his foldiers, were to watch night and day 
on the ramparts; placed Moors in the night, with dogs, round 
the ditch, to give the alarm when the enemy approached ; for- 
tified the aqueducts where they opened into the city, &c. The 
citizens of Rome, concluding from thence, that Belifarius was 
refolved to hold out to the laft extremity, began to aflemble in 
a tumultuous manner, and rail at the general as one, who, with- 
out the leaft regard to the public calamities, was obftinately bent 
upon the defending a place no- ways tenable. Vitiges r being 
acquainted with the difcontent and complaints of the citizens, 
to heighten them, and drive the inhabitants, if poflible, to ait 
open rebellion, difpatched embaffadors to the fenate, afluring 
them of his favour and protection, and at the fame time offering 
a fafe retreat to Belifarius* whom the embaffadors, in the pre-' 
fence of the fenate, upbraided with temerity and prefumption. 
The fenate and people would have willingly hearkened to the , 
king's propofals 5 but, being awed by the prefence of Belifa- 
rius* they dared not exprefs their real fentiments ; fo that the 
embaffadors were difmilfed without an anfwer. Hereupon Vi- 
tiges refolved to purfue the fiegc with the utmoft vigour ; which 
he did accordingly, (hewing himfelf an able commander both in 
the contriving of his military engines, and his dfipofing of the 
attacks. Belifarius made a no lefs vigorous defence, repulfing 
the enemy in their repeated attacks, and fallying frequently out 
upon them with fuch fuccefs, that, io feven months time, A7- 
tiges is faid to have loft above forty thoufand men ; which pro- 
voked and incenfed him to fuch a degree, that he caufed the 
Roman fenators to be put to death, whom, in the beginning of 
the war, he had carried with him to Ravenna. In the mean 
time, a fmall, but feafonable, ftipply of fixteen hundred horfe 
arrived from the emperor, confiding of Hunns, Sclavonians, 
and Ant a dwelling beyond the Danube. As thefe were all 
archers on horfeback, they did great execution \ for we are 
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told, that, in three Tallies, under the conduct of Belifarius and 
their two leaders Martinus and Valerianus* they killed about 
four thou fa nd Goths. The Romans* elated with this fuccefs, 
were for putting the whole to the iflue of a general engagement. 
This Belifarius oppofed with all the arguments his reafon and 
long experience could fuggeft ; but he was in the end obliged, 
by die importunities both of the foldiers and citizens, to gratify 
them, and venture a battle. Having therefore exhorted them 
to render fuccefiful, by their valour, that fcheme, which he 
had been put upon by their forwardness, he marched out with his 
(mall army, and fell upon the Goths with (uch rcfolution, that 
Wii Ro- t h e . R om ans at firft promifed themfel ves certain victory ; but be- 
» ing in the end overpowered with numbers, they were obliged 
mtr' n j *° Deta ' ce themfelves to a precipitous flight. The Romans loft 
Benutrius on ^ s occa fi° n feveral brave officers, and among the reft 
to rive the ^ rinct P lus a °d Tarmutusy of whom the former was killed in 
enemy bat- ^ e or " battle; and the latter, being refcued out of the ene- 
tle, are de- *ny's hands by his brother Ennes 9 and carried by his men into 
Jeattd. the city on a target, died two days after of his wounds. The 

Romans , now fatisfied by their own experience, that it was not 
fefe to engage the enemy's whole army, contented themfelves 
with fallying out upon them in fmall parties, in which fallies 
they were generally attended with fuccefs, cutting in pieces 
great numbers of the aggreflbrs. In the mean time, Belifa- 
rius received advice, that a fupply of money to pay the army 
was already landed in Italy. In order therefore to get it con- 
veyed fafe into the city, he marched out at the head of his army, 
as if he defigned to try the fortune of a fecond battle. Hereupon 
the Goths* uniting into one body, abandoned the place, thro' 
which he had appointed the treafure and its convoy to pafs ; by 
which means it got fafc into the city. By this ftratagem one 
Rome af- evil was fuccefsfully removed j but the beiieged laboured under 
fisted others more fatal and pernicious, a famine and plague, which 
with a fa- made dreadful havock in the city ; infomuch, that the citizens, 
mine and no longer able to bear their calamities and misfortunes, would 
plague. have forced the Roman general to venture a fecond battle, had 

he not, with great confidence, a flu red them, that he daily ex- 
pected great fupplies from the emperor ; that a vaft army was on 
full march to join him ; that a mighty fleet was already arrived, 
fuch a fleet as no Roman eye had ever beheld ; for it covered the 
(hores of Campania and the Ionian gulf. To give weight and 
authority to what he faid, he difpatched Procopius the hiftorian 
Belifarius *° Naples^ with orders to head the troops, which he pretended 
receives to DC already arrived in that city : and truly a confiderable fup- 
fupplies pty did at length arrive at Naples^ at Otrauto, and other ports, 
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viz. three thoufand Ifaurians, eight hundred Tbracian horle» 
and thirteen hundred horfe of other nations. Thefe, in their 
inarch through Campania, were joined by five hundred men 
newly raifed in that country, and, marching clofe to the (bore, 
arrived at OJlia, whence they marched to Rome, which they 
entered at the Oftian gate, while the enemy's forces were cm- 
ployed againft Belifarius, who had fallied out with the greateft 
part of the garifon at the Flaminian gate on the oppofite fide of 
the city, to give his fup plies an opportunity of entering without T&e depU- 
lofs or oppofition. The Goths, hearing of the arrival of thefe c0 * m 
troops, and their numbers being faid to be far greater than they f t0 £ °A 
really were, as is ufual on fuch occafions, began to defpair of * 
ever being able to matter the city, the more as they laboured 
under as great hardfliips as the befieged themfelves, the famine 
and plague making a dreadful havock in their army, which wat 
now greatly reduced. They therefore began now to think of 
abandoning the enterprhe, and retreating upon the beft terms 
they could obtain. Accordingly, they fent three deputies into the 
city to treat with Belifarius ; but the only thing they could ob- 
tain, was a ceffation of arms for three months, during which 
time they might fend embafladors to the emperor, who (hould 
be allowed to return home unmolefted, even after the expiration 
of the truce. No further mention is made of the embafladors 5 
but, as the fiege was continued after the expiration of the truce, 
it is plain from thence, that they did not fucceed in their nego- 
tiations at Conftantinople. During the truce, Belifarius Tent 
out of Rome as many of his forces as he could fpare, under the 
command of one y&n % an officer of great experience, with or- 
ders to intercept the enemy's convoys as foon as the truce was 
expired, and attempt fuch places as they thought they could re- Rimini 
duce without great lofs. Thefe, entering Picenum, which fup- taken by 
plied the army before Rome with proviiions, laid wafte that pro- the Ro- 
vince far and near, and, approaching Rimini, killed Ulitheus % mans, 
uncle to Vitiges, attempting to oppofe them, and made them- 
felves mailers of that city. Vitiges had, in thj mean time, 
made feveral attempts upon Rome $ but tho' all his efforts, and 
the many ftratagems he made ufe of to get into the city, were 
defeated by Belt farms y he (till purfued the fiege with great ob- 
ftinacy, till news was brought him of the taking of Rimini ; 
which alarmed him to fuch a degree, as that city was but a day's The Goth* 
journey from Ravenna, that he immediately broke up the fiege, raife the 
after it had lafted a year and nine days, and, by day-break re- fi e S e °f 
tired in good order. Belifarius did not let flip fo favourable an ^ omc ' 
opportunity of annoying the enemy, but, falling upon their rear ¥^f-^* r 
as they were pafling the bridge on the Tiber, cut great num- ^ '* 
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bcrs of them in pieces, while others, ftruck with a panic, threw 
themfclves into the river, and were drowned m . 

From Rome Vitiges marched ftraight to Rimini^ being re- 
folved at all events, to force that important place out of the ene- 
my's hands. Belifarius, not doubting but that was his defign, 
took care to have fuch fupplies put into the city as could be 
fpared, difpatched lldeger and Martinus with a thoufand horfe, 
and ordering them to draw the foot out of Ancona, and march 
with them to Rimini. His orders were executed with fuch ex- 
pedition, that Vitiges* on his arrival before the town, found it 
Vitiges * n a condition to hold out for a long time. However, he in- 
Irfir^es vefted it on all fides, and began to batter it with a great number 
Rimini. of engines ; but, being repulfed with great lofs in feveral attacks, 

he refolved to reduce it by famine. Belifarius, to make a 
powerful diverfion, and oblige the king to raife the liege, fent 
a flrong detachment, under the conduct of Mundilas, to 
*fh Ro- furprife Milan ; which he took without oppofition, and, in a 
mans/ai* fhort time, made himfelf mafter of all Liguria, the enemy's 
Milan. forces being all employed before Rimini. Vitiges ; hearing 

that Milan was fallen into the enemy's hands, difpatched Uraia, 
his lifter's fon, at the head of a flrong detachment, to recover 
that important place and the reft of Liguria. Uraia, being 
joined by the ten thoufand Burgundians, of whom we have 
fpoken above, fent by Tbeodebald king of the Franks, laid clofe 
fiege to Milan, and, in a fliort time, reduced it to the laft ex- 
tremity. While Vitiges was thus bufied in the fiege of Rimini, 
and Uraia, in that of Milan, Belifarius, leaving a fmall ga- 
rifon in Rome, marched towards the former place, with a de- 
fign to cut off the communication between the Goths before Ri- 
mini and thofe of Auximum, now Ofimo, a ftrong town held 
Narfes ar- by them. On his march, he made himfelf mafter of Tudera 
riveiin and Clujium, and, at the latter place, received intelligence, 
Italy wit A that the celebrated Narfes was arrived from Conjlantinople in 
f r ffcf u p- Picenum with frefh fupplies, viz. with five thoufand Romans 
' and two thoufand Heruli* They were all commanded in chief 

by Narfes, and, under him, the Romans by Jujtin, the gene- 
ral of lllyricum, and by Narfes the Armenian. The Heruli 
were headed by three of their countrymen, Viftgandus, Aloe- 
thes, and Phanetheus. Upon this intelligence, Belt farms 
marched into Picenum, and the two armies joined at Fir mum, 
now Firmo, where a council of war was held, wherein they 
deliberated, whether it was moft expedient for the emperor** 
fervicc to befiege Auximum , or relieve Rimini. If they

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marched to Rimini* Belifarius apprehended, that the enemy 

from Auximum would harrafs and lay wafte the neighbouring 

country, which had fubmitted to the Romans. On the other 

hand, it was thought unreafonable to fuffer the befieged to 

perifti for want of afliftance. As Narfes had a great kind nets 

for John, who was iliut up in the place, he earneftly preffed 

Belifarius to deliver him from the imminent danger both he and 

the garifon were in. Belifarius at firft refufed to comply with 

his requeft ; but a mefTenger feafonably arriving with letters from 

John, wherein he declared, that, unlefs he was relieved in fe- 

ven days, he muft deliver up the town, Belifarius agreed to 

march to his relief. Having therefore left a thoufand men at 

Fir mum* under the command of Aratius* to awe the garifon 

of Auximum* he divided his army into three bodies, whereof 

one was embarqued on a great number of veilcls, another 

marched along the fhore under the conduct of Martinus, and 

the third was led by Belifarius himfelf, and by Narfes, over 

the mountains.

feet ; for vittges, feeing a great fleet appear, and at the fame 
time two armies, which, from the many fires they had made 
in the night, he concluded to be very numerous, broke up the 
fiege, and fled in fuch hafte, that the greateft part of the bag- 
gage was left behind. The confufion of the Goths was fo great, 
that, had not the garifon been extremely- feeble for want of 
fuftenance, they might have eafily cut them off in their difor- 
derly retreat, and at once put an end to the war n . After this Mifundtr 
fuccefs, jealoufies began to arife between Belifarius and Narfes* pllndine' 
which were carried to fuch a height, that the latter, refufing 4, 
to obey the former, required, that the army might be divided, Belifarius 
that each of them might command a feparate body, and acl in- and Nar 
dependency of one another, it being reafonable, that they fhouldfcs. 
both have their (hare in the glory of conquering Italy, and re- 
uniting it to the empire. This gave great uneafinefs to Belifa- 
rius* who, apprehending that the dividing of the army might 
prove highly prejudicial to the emperor's fervice, alledged many 
reafons againft it ; but, finding Narfes obftinate, he produced 
the emperor's letter to him, wherein Jujlinian declared, that 
he had not fent Narfes into Italy to command the army, but to 
ferve under Belifarius* and, with the reft of the officers, to 
obey and execute his orders in all things relating to his fervice 
and the welfare of the ftate. Narfes* laying hold of the laifc 
words of the letter, endeavoured to prove, that what Belifarius 
propofed was repugnant to the good of the ftate, and confe- 
quently that he was not obliged to obey him. This animofity

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and m funderftanding between the two generals bred fuch a di- 
vifion in the arm 7, that Be li fan us having undertaken the fiege 
oiUrbinum* John* with feveral of the chief officers and great 
part of the forces, encamped at a diftance from him, and, before 
he began to batter the place, withdrew with Narjis in the night, 
Belifari 1 " and returned to Rimini. However, Belifarius, thinking he 
takes Ur. cou id m after the place without them, prepared for an aflault ; 
mum * but as he was marching up to the walls, the befieged, to the 

great furprife of the Romans* defired to capitulate, and, upon 
promife of indemnity, opened their gates, and fubmitted. This 
unexpected fubmiffion was owing to their want of water ; for 
the only fountain the Goths had in the city failed all on a fudden, 
which unforefeen accident obliged them to fubmit to the beft 
terms they could obtain. Narfes* who lay idle at Rimini* 
greatly furprifed at this fudden fuccefs, and looking upon the re- 
duction of the place as a reflection upon himfelf (for he had 
been perfuaded by fohn that it was impregnable), to redeem his 
reputation, difpatched John* with part of the forces that had 
followed him, again ft the city of Cefena ; but, the garifon 
making a vigorous refiftance, jfohn, retiring from before it in 
And Wax- the night, furprifed Forum Cornelii^ now Imola* and by de-

Imola. Joffes, not daring to venture an engagement. As for Belifarius^ 

from Urbinum he marched to Urbiventum* at a fmall diftance 
from Rome. As the place was well fortified, and defended by 
a numerous garifon, under the command of Albilas* an officer 
of great reputation among the Goths* Belifarius* after feveral 
unfuccefsful attacks, fat down before it, with a defign to re- 
Urbiven- ^uce ^y famine ; which he did accordingly, after the befieged 
turn fub- na ^ ^ or f° me t,me fed upon grafs and flcins foaked in water. 
mits to And now, the feafon being far advanced, both Belifarius and 
Belifarius. Narfes retired with their refpective corps to winter-quarters °. 

All this while Milan was clofely befieged by the Goths and 
Burgundians. Mundilas* who commanded in the town, ac- 
quainted Belifarius with the deplorable condition to which the 
city was reduced, who thereupon ordered Martinus and Ulia- 
ris to march with a confiderable body to their relief ; but thefe 
two generals advancing as far as the Po y encamped on the banks 
of that river, and, tho' eaVneftly folicited by their diftreffed 
friends to haften to their afli fiance, they continued there, ex- 
cuftng themfelves to Belifarius^ and pretending in the letter 
they wrote to him, that the Goths and Burgundians in Liguria 
being too ftrong for them, they did not think it advifeable to 
proceed farther, till they were joined by more forces. Upon

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the receipt of this letter, Belifarius ordered jfobn and Jujlin to 
join them with all expedition ; which they refuted to do, till 
they received the like orders from Narfes, to whom Belifarius 
immediately wrote on that fubjc£t, deitrtng that the public might 
not fuffer by their unfeafonable emulation. Narfes, convinced 
of the reafonablenefs of this re mo n ft ranee, wrote to John* com- 
manding him to obey the general's orders ; but, during thefe 
delays, the Romans in Milan being reduced by famine to the 
laft extremity, Mundilas was forced by his own men to accept 
the terms offered him by the Goths, who promifed to let the 
garifon retire unmolefted. Thus was Milan furrendered to the Milan 
enemy, who, in breach of the articles agreed on, made Mun- taken by 
dilas and the garifon prifoners of war, demolifhed the city, put the Goths, 
ail thofe to the fword who were able to bear arms, to the num- the ci- 
ber of three hundred thoufand, and, making the women flaves, ****** 
gave them as a reward to the Burgundians. Reparatus, a pre- ** a ff acr *d. 

fe& and officer of great diftin&ion, was cut in pieces, and his 
mangled body thrown to the dogs. Bergantinus, with a few 
more, efcaped, and, patting through Fenetia and Dalmatian 
brought the melancholy news of this difafter to the emperor at 
Conjiantinople. Martinus and Uliaris returned with fhame and 
difgrace to Rorne, while the Goths, encouraged by this fuccefs, 
purfued their good fortune, and reduced all Liguria. Belifa- 
rius acquainted the emperor with what had parted, who, afcrib- 
ing the lofs of Milan to the difagreement between him and 
Narfes, recalled the latter, and confirmed the former inthefu- 
preme command, which he had conferred upon him in the be- 
ginning of the war p . The recalling of Narfes was a great 
difappointment to Fitiges, who had promifed himfelf many ad- 
vantages from the difagreement of the generals \ but finding his 
hopes defeated, and concluding, from the preparations Belifa- 
rius was making during the winter, that he intended to march 
againft him early in the fpring with all his forces, and befiege 
him in Ravenna itfelf, he was greatly perplexed what ipeafures 
he fhould take to avert the impending ftorm, or to whom he 
(hould recur for afliftance. He knew there was no depending 
upon the Franks, by whom he had been lately deceived, and 
who, he was well apprifed, would, under fome pretence or 
other, elude the moft folemn treaties and engagements. He 
therefore had recourfe to Facts or Farts king of the Lombards, 
whom he endeavoured to draw to his afliftance with the offer of 
a large fum ; but finding him unalterably fteady to the alliance 
he had lately concluded with the emperor, he was advifed to 
fend embaffadors to Cofrhoes king of Pcrfia, to try whether he 
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could pcrfuade that prince to invade the Roman territories ; U r 
fuch an enemy, faid his counfellors, would make a powerful di- 
vcrfion, oblige the emperor to recal Beiifarius, and make hint 
lay afide all though; s of extending his dominions in the weft, 
fince the fecurity and defence of the eaftern provinces were of 
far greater confequence both to his intereft and reputation. Vi- 
tiges, highly pleafcd with this advice, found twp Ligurian priefts, 
who undertook the journey to the Pcrjian court, and, arriving 
fafe there, perfuaded Co fr hoes to make war upon the empire, 
by remonftrating to him, that, if he continued una&tve, and 
fuffered the Goths to be deftroyed, and Italy reunited to the 
empire, the Romans, by that acceflion, would recover their 
antient power, which they would not fail to employ againft 
him, being (till prompted by the fame ambition, which had 
proved fo fatal to his predeceflbrs q . Vit iges were overjoyed, 
when, upon the return of the embafiudors, he under flood, that 
Cofrhoes was refolved upon a rupture. However, he received 
no great advantage from it ; for, though it put a flop to the 
progrefs of the emperor's arms in Italy, and obliged him to re- 
cal Pelifarius, this did not happen till the unhappy Fit iges was 
taken prifoner, and almoft all Italy brought under fubje&ion to 
the emperor ; for Beiifarius, purfuing the war with great vi- 
gour while the embafladors of Vitiges was negotiating at the 
Per fan court, fat down with eleven thoufand men before 
Auximum, the metropolis of Picenum, and at the fame time 
fent a llrong detachment, under the command of Cyprian, one 
of his lieutenants, to reduce Fefula, which, together with 
Auximum* opened a paffage to Ravenna, v/hither he intended 
to follow Vitiges, who, from Rimini, had retired to that city. 
As Auximum wasftrong by its fituation on an high and fteep hill, 
and defended by a numerous garifon, it made a vigorous de- 
fence ; but Belifarius allowing the befieged no refpite, they 
were, after fome time, reduced to fuch ftraights, that they dif- 
patched •mefTengers to Vitiges, threatening to furrender, unlefs 
they were fpcedily relieved. Hereupon the king difpatched 
JJraia, with a ftrong body of Goths, to their afliftance, affuring 
them, that, in a fhort time, he himfelf would follow with his 
whole army. Uraia, having palled the Po, advanced into the 
neighbourhood of Auximum but finding all the avenues to the 
city well guarded, he encamped at the diftance of feven miles 
from the Romans. 

In the mean time the treacherous Franks, thinking both na- 
tions fufficiently weakened by their mutual hoftilitics, refolved 
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to attack both, and decide the difpute, by feizing on the coun- 
try for which they difputed. Accordingly Theodcbald, unmind* 
fill of the oaths he had taken both to the Romans and Goths , 
pafled the dips at the head of an hundred and fifty thoufand, 
as we read in Procopius, or, as "Jo mantles will have it, two 
hundred thoufand men, and entered Llguria* As no hoftilities 
were committed by them on their march through that country, 
the Goths concluded, that they were coming to their afliftance, 
and therefore took care to fupply them with what provifions 
they could fpare. Thus they pafTcd the Po without oppofition, 
and, having fecured the bridge, marched ftrait to the 
place where a body of Goths were encamped, who, looking 
upon them as friends, admitted them into the camp. But they 
were foon convinced of their miftake ; for the Franks, falling And f> ill 
unexpectedly upon them, drove them with great flaughter from both upon 
their camp, and feized on their baggage and provifions. A the Goths 
body of Romans, that lay at a fmall diftance from the Goths, a »d Ro- 
under the command of John and Martinus, obferving the fud- man5 - 
den flight of the Goths, and concluding that they had been de- 
feated by Belifarius, flew to join him, when the Franks, fall- 
ing unawares upon them, treated them as they had done the 
Goths. As the Romans were not able, in that confufion, to 
recover their camp, they fled into Tufcany, and thence dif- 
patched a mefTenger to Belifarius, with an account of their 
misfortune. The Franks, thus become matters of both camps, 
found in them good hore of provifions, and a confiderable 
booty ; but the provifions being foon confumed by their nu- 
merous army, and the country round about quite exhaufted, 
they were obliged, by the famine that began to rage among 
them, and the difeafes that were occafiont* d by their unwhol- 
fome food, and are faid to have fwept off one third of their 
army, to give over all thoughts of advancing farther into the 
country, or making any conquefts in Italy, which thus early 
became, as it is now ftvled, the tomb of the French. At the 
fame time Belifarius, fearing the Franks might in the end be 
perfuaded by the Goths to join them, wrote \.o Theodcbald, ex- 
poftuiating with htm in a friendly manner for his breach of 
frith, and telling him, that the emperor's affairs were not in 
fuch a defperatc condition, as to render him incr.pjble of re- 
fenting in due time, as he ought, affronts of this nature. 
Thcodcbald, moved with this letter, but more with the r npro- 
brious language of his men, openly reviling him for fulT rinp; 
them toftarvcin a barren and impoveriflied countrv, decamp d 

with fuch of them as were able to march, ami, \x flma; throuirh

Auximum relief; but, not being able to fend any meflenger out of the 
holds out town, which was clofely blocked up on all fides, they corrupt ~

•bftinacy. pi acea * ncar tne walls, to prevent the inhabitants from cutting 

the grafs that grew there, the only food they now had, to carry 
a letter to the king, wherein they acquainted him with the con- 
dition to which they were reduced. The king returned an- 
fwer, That, without fail, they mould be relieved in a few 
days, and, with friendly words, encouraged them to bear but 
a little while longer their hardfliips, which he might call his 
own, fince he felt them no lefs than they. The bcfieged were 
fo encouraged with this anfwer, that they rejected all the offers 
made them by Belifarius. But, finding the king did not come 
to their relief, they difpatched the fame foldier to him a fecond 
time, acquainting him, that, unlefs they were relieved in five 
days, they mould be obliged to furrender. The king replied 
as he had done before, giving them hopes of a fpeedy relief. 
Belifarius in the mean time, who was well acquainted with the 
ftraights to which they were reduced, in order to difcover what 
encouraged them to hold out with fo much obftinacy, appointed 
fome of his men to watch thofe, who came out of the town to 
gather grafs, and to take, if poflibie, fome of them prifoners. 
They had the good luck to furprife one, who, being brought 
before the general, owned to him, that, by means of one of 
his men, they had correfponded with the king, who had aflured 
them, that they fliou'd be fpeedily relieved. Hereupon the 
foldier, by name Barceri/iris, bv nation a Bejftan^ wasfeized, 
and, upon his confemng the facl, delivered up to be punifhed 
by his countrymen, who condemned him to be burnt alive. 
Belifarius^ finding them ftill obftinate, marched in perfon, at 
the head of a ftrong detachment, to demolifh an aqueduct;, 
which was near the walls, and fupplicd them with water. The 
beliegcd, fallying out to defend it, though quite fpent with fa- 
mine and hardfliips, made a great havock of his men 5 but 
were in the end, after a moft obftinate difpute, driven back 
into the city. On this occafion Belifarius was in imminent 
danger of his life ; but one of his guards faved him with the Iofs 
of hib own hand. After all, the Romans found the aqueduct 
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fo ftrongly built, that they could not by any means demolifh It; 
but Belifarius caufed all the fprings to be poifoned, hoping 
thereby to oblige them to furrender 9 . The garifon in Fefula: 
held out againft Cyprian with no lefs obftinacy ; but in the end, Fefufce 
defpairing of relief, they furrendered upon terms. Hereupon fumnders. 
Cyprian, leaving part of his army in the town, with the reft 
brought the inhabitants before Auximum, where Belifarius 
fhewed them to the befieged, who, concluding from the furren- 
der of that place, that the king was incapable of relieving them, 
defired to capitulate, offering to deliver up the town, on condi- 
tion that they might enjoy their lives and effects. This the ge- 
neral was inclined to grant ; but the foldiers oppofed it, declar- 
ing, that the wealth of the city was the due reward of their 
wounds, and the many toils and dangers they had undergone in 
the fiege. At length it was agreed on both fides, that the fol- 
diers fhould have one half, and that the other fhould remain to 
the inhabitants, who were to take an oath of allegiance to the 
empsror. Uponthefe terms the gates were opened to the Ro- Andatlaft 
mansy who took pofleffion of the city in the emperor's name *. Auxi- 
Belifarius did not continue long at Auximum, but marched mum. 
from thence with his whole army to Ravenna, which he inveft- Rave na 
ed on all fides, both by fea and land, to prevent the importa- befieged by 
tion of provifions. The place was defended by a very nume- Belifarius. 
rous garifon, commanded by the king in perfon, who exerted 
all his courage and bravery in the defence of the metropolis of 
his kingdom j but Belifarius purfuing the fiege with incredible 
vigour, and great fuccefs, the kings of the Franks^ efpecially 
Theodebald, alarmed at the progrefs of the emperor's arms, and 
not doubting but, [(Italy were united anew to the empire, he 
would fall next upon them, difpatched embafladors to Vitiges, 
offering to aflift him with an army of five hundred thoufand 
men, on condition he would (hare the country with them. 
Belifarius, informed of this negotiation, in order to defeat the 
ambitious views of the Franks, fent embafladors to Vitiges y to 
put him in mind of the perfidy of the Franks, of which he 
had but a very frcfli inftance, and to allure him, that the em- 
peror, on whom he might depend, was ready to grant him very 
honourable terms. The king, by the advice of the great men 
about him, rejected the propofals of the Franks % and (hewed 
himfelf inclined to come to an agreement with the emperor. 
In the mean time Belifarius, to bring the king to his own 
term?, bribed with a large fiim a cicizen of H.tVtuaa to fet fire 
to a magazine of corn, which was the chief <k p.-Mid.T.co of the 
befieg.'.J. This was done with fuch fu:recy, that tiicy kiv.w 
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not whether they ought to impute it to chance, or to defign. 
They began to diftruft each other, and fome to conclude, that 
Heaven itfelf fought againft them. At the fame time Belifarius 
detached one Tho?nas with a body of troops againft the Goths 
inhabiting the Alpes Cottise, who, at his approach, fuhmitted, 
with Siftgis their leader. Of this Urata receiving intelligence 
while on his march to the relief of Ravenna with four thousand 
men, he changed his refolution, and went to attack Thomas, 
hoping to furprife him ; but jfobn and Martinus, who lay en- 
camped on the banks of the Po, fufpecting his defign, marched 
againft him, and obliged him to retire into Liguria, where he 
continued, expecting better fortune. Vitigcs, upon his reject- 
ing the offers of the Franks, had difpatched embafiadors to Con- 
Jlantinople, to conclude a peace with the emperor upon the 
be ft terms they could obtain. Thefe now returned, and with 
them two fenators, Dominic us and Maximinus, fent by Jufti- 
%rm.< pro- ***** to conclude a peace upon the following terms, v/z. that 
foftd hy tht? country beyond the Po, with refped to Rome, mould re- 
the empe- main to the Goths ; but that the reft of Italy fhould be yielded 
nr. to the emperor ; and the royal treafure of the Goths (hould be 

equally divided between him and the king. Thefe conditions 
Vitiges and the Goths embraced with great joy ; for they were 
already reduced to great ftraights. But Belifarius, not able to 
bear, that he fliould be thus bereft of the glory of ending the 
war, and carrying Vitiges, as he had lately done Gelimer king 
Belifarius of the Vandals , captive to Conjlantinople, peremptorily refufed 
refufesto to fign the treaty, and purfued the fiege with more vigour than 
Jign them, ever, without hearkening to the complaints of his officers and 

foldiers, who were quite tired with the length of the fiege : he 
only obliged fuch of the officers as were of opinion, that the 
town could not betaken, to exprefs what they faid in writing, 
that they might not deny it afterwards. The great men among 
the Goths, finding that Belifarius refufed to obey the inftruc- 
tions he had received from Conjlantinople, and to fign the 
treaty, concluded from thence, that he dcfigned to revolt from 
the emperor, and conquer Italy for himfelf. On the other 
hand, being weary of Vitiges, and unwilling to fubmit toyu/li- 
nian, who, they apprehended, would tranfplant them into 
Thrace, or fome other barren country, they privately agreed 
Ue is hy among thcmfelves to declare Belifarius emperor of the weft, 
the Goths and accordingly difpatched a meflenger to him, alluring him, 
decfartd that they were ready to fwear allegiance to him. Belifarius 
• ttifuror of abhorred in his heart the name of ufurper ; but neverthelefs, to 
tht avtj. forward the furrender of the city, and put an end to the war, 

he pretended to accept of the offer, after having acquainted the 
chief officers, of the iirmy with all that palled, left they fliould 

imagine. 
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imagine, that he really defigned to ufurp the kingdom of Italy , 
and thereupon revolt from him. In the mean time, Vitiges, 
having difcovered the plot, and finding himfelf no- ways in a 
condition to defeat it, commended the refolution of the Goths, 
and even wrot • to Bell fan us \ encouraging him to take upon 
him the title of king, and afiuring him of his afliftance. Here- 
upon Belifarius pre/fin g the Goths to perform their promife, 
embafladurs were difp-uched to him from the chief men of the 
Gothic nation, requiring him, before they acknowledged him 
for their king, to fwear, that he would treat the Goths with 
humanity, and maintain them in the enjoyment of all their an- 
tient rights and privileges. This oath Belifarius took, and was 
thereupon by the Goths proclaimed king of Italy, and admitted Ht is ad- 
into Ravenna, He behaved with great moderation towards mitttiint* 
the Goths in the city, not fuffering his foldiers to do them any Ravenna, 
injury ; but feized on the royal treafure, and fecured the perfon ^}. ar . a f ter 
of the king. The Roman army, when it entered Ravenna ^ C' Jr *fl 5 
appeared fo inconfiderable, that the Gothic women, in behold- 
ing it, could not forbear fpitting in their hufbands faces, and re* 
viling them as cowards. Procopius, from whom we have 
copied this account, and who was an eye-witnefs of the trium- 
phal ingrefs of Belifarius into Ravenna , tells us, that he was 
thence convinced, that, in human affairs, fuccefs does not de- 
pend on multitudes of men, or their valour or ftrength, hut 
that fome higher and greater power fleers, governs and directs 
all things to their pre-ordained ends u . 

In the mean time Co fr hoes invading with a mighty army the 
Roman dominions in the eaft, Jujlinian, looking upon the Per- 
fan war as of far greater confequence than the Gothic, recalled He is re- 
Belifarius to take upon him the management of it. It was be- called by 
lieved by fome, that the jealoufy, which, at the inftigation of Juftnian. 
the court fycophants, the emperor, fay they, began to enter- 
tain of Belifarius, prompted him to recal this general. Pro- 
' copius writes, that he was accufed to the emperor by the other 
generals, as if he afpired at the fovcreignty of Italy ; that the 
emperor gave no credit to fuch calumnies; but neverthelcfs re- 
called him, becaufe he wanted a general of his abilities to con- 
duct the P erf an war w . Be that as it will, Belifarius, in com- 
pliance with the emperor's orders, began, as foon as he receiv- 
ed them, to prepare for his departure, to the great furpnfe of 
the Goths, who could not perfuade themfelvcs, that, to obey 
the emperor, he would rclinquifh a crown. They did all that 
lay in their power to divert him from his refolution and intended 
journey, but to no purpofe ; for Belifarius inviolably attached

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to the fervice of his matter, having fettled affairs in the beft 
He returns manner he could, fet out for Conjl antinople , carrying with him

to his rank, and conferred on him the dignity of patrician. The 
king died two years after, and, upon his death, yuflinian mar- 
ried Matefuenta to Germanus his own nephew. The other 
great men among the Goths, whom Belifarius brought with him 
to Conji antinople, attended that general to the Perjian war. 
It is remarkable, that the emperor caufed the royal treafure of 
the Goths to be expofed to the view of the fenate ; but would 
not {hew it, as he had done that which Belifarius had brought 
out of Africa , to the people, fearing perhaps to heighten his 
reputation among the multitude, by whom he was already al- 
moft adored x . Upon the departure of Belifarius, the chief 
men among theGoths dwelling beyond the Po, in a great ailem- 
bly, refolved to raife one of their own nation to the throne, in 
the room of Belifarius. Accordingly, they applied themfelves 
firft to XJraia, the nephew of Vitiges ; but he, out of refpecl: 
to his uncle, not caring to take upon him the title of king dur- 
ing his life-time, declined the burden; but at the fame timead- 
vifed them to make choice of lldebald, at that time governor of 
Verona, a man of great addrefs, and experience in affairs both 
civil and military, and nephew to Theudis king of the Vifigoths, 
who, in all likelihood, would efpoufe his caufe. The Goths, 
Ildebald pleafed with the advice of Uraia, fent immediately for Ildebald, 
c ho/en and proclaimed him king. The new prince undertook, and 
king* not without fuccefs, the re-eftal>lifliing of the Gothic affairs in 

Italy. He had at firft no more than a thoufand men j but the 
Goths flocking to him from all parts, and with them great 
numbers of difcontented Ro watts, his army in a fliort time 
jirew very confiderable. The Romans were highly difpleafcd 
wit Ji the conduct of Alexander, who, from his clipping the 
coin, was nicknamed Forftcula. He had been fent into Italy 
by the emperor, to ft ate the accounts of the army, in which 
office he difo.-li^id bo'.h the foldicrsund officers to fuch a degree, 
that they became very ill affu&ed to the emperor, and great 
numbers of them) finding themfelves defiaudcd, not only of 
the rewards they expected, but even of the pay that was due :o 
them, abandoned the emperor's fervice, and fled over to the 
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Goths. Befides, Bejfas, John, and Conftantianm \ whom Be- 
lifarim had appointed to command the troops in Italy, difa- 
grecing among thcmfelves, nothing of any moment was under- 
taken by them. However, Vita lis, governor of Venetia, hav- 
ing drawn togctlier what troops he could, and taken into the 
emperor's pay a confiderable body of Heruli, took the field, 
and, marching againft Ildebald, met him in the neighbourhood 
of Tarvifium, where, in the battle that enfued, moft of Vita- 

lie gains 

//Vs men were cut in pieces, and he, with the few that cfcaped, a < v iaory 
obliged to fave himfelf by a precipitous flight. After this vi&o- o-l er the 
ry, Ildebald made himfelf mafter of the whole province of Ve- Romans. 
netia : but he did not live long enough to improve his victory 
farther for a conteft arifirig between his queen and the wife of 
XJraia, the king, giving ear to the complaints of his wife, firft 
accufed Uraia of maintaining a private correfpondence with the 
emperor, and afterwards, with the utmoft treachery and ingra- 
titude, caufed him to be murdered. As, by the murder of fo H- cr.ufcs 
worthy a man, he incurred the difpleafure of the whole nation, Uraia/o^ 
one of his guards, by name Vilas, a Gepid by nation, whom he rnuidcred. 
had difobliged, by giving in marriage to another a woman whom 
he paflionately loved, refolved to lay hold of this opportunity to j m { } s 
revenge the injury. Accordingly, while the kins; was one day murdered 
feafting the nobility, attended by his guards, Vilas gave him hhnhlf. 
fuch a blow on the neck with his fword, that his head dropped J < <•*>; after 
on the table while he yet held the meat between his fingers C&W//541. 

lldebald being thus difpatched, the leading men among the 
Goths, without lofs of time, chofe Eraric, by birth a Rugian, : r *™?f 
to fucceed him. The Rugians were a Gothic nation ; but^"" 
their tribe differed in manners and cuftoms from that of the 
Oftrogoths, whence the people and foldiery were, with much- 
ado, brought to acknowledge him for king, though they knew 
him to be a man of great valour, and experience in war. In 
the beginning of his reign, with the content and approbation of 
the Goths, he difpatched embafTadors to the emperor, to fue, 
as he pretended, for a peace, upon the fame termi that had been 
formerly offered to Vitiges, viz. that the Goths (hould hold all 
the provinces beyond the Po, and the Romans the reft of Italy m 
But the embnfladors had private inftruflions to acquaint the em- 
peror, that Eraric was ready to deliver up Italy to him, upon 
condition he paid him a certain fum, and raifed him to the dig- 
nity of a patrician * • This private negotiation was not known 
till after the king's death. However, the Goths, generally dif- 
contented with the government of their new king, began to think 
of depofing him, and railing another to the throne. They 
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caft their eyes on Totila, nephew to Ildebald, a perfon of ex- 
traordinary merit, and one who had eminently diftinguiftied 
himfelf in war. He commanded at that time the Goths in Ter- 
vijium, and upon the news of his uncle's death, had fent to 
Conjlantianus, who governed for the emperor at Ravenna, of- 
fering, upon aflurance of indemnity, to deliver up to him both 
the place and the garifon. Conjlantianus readily accepted the 
offer, and, having promifed upon oath to perform the articles, 
a day was appointed for the furrender of the place. But in the 
mean time a meftenger from the chief men among the Goths 
arriving at Tervifium, acquainted Totila with the defign they 
had formed of depofing Eraric, and railing him to the throne. 
Totila frankly discovered to them the agreement he had made 
with Conjlantianus j but told them at the fame time, that he 
was willing to accept of their offer, provided they difpatched 
Eraric before the day appointed fcr the furrender of the place. 
He is mur- Upon the return of the melTenger, the Goths fell immediately 
dered y and upon Eraric, and, having murdered him after a £hort reign of 
Totila fi ve mon ths, with one voice declared Totila king a . 
proclaimed The emperor, informed of the death of Eraric, of thepro- 
Tear after rnot * on °^ Totila, and of the diffracted ftate of affairs in Italy , 
Chrifli.4.2 fh ar ply reprimanded his officers, who commanded there, afcrib- 

ing the whole to their indolence and bad conduct. Hereupon 
they affembled in Ravenna, where it was agreed in a council of 
war, that fiege fhould be laid forthwith to Verona, at that time 
the chief city of the Goths, and, upon the reduction of that 
place, the whole army mould march againft Totila, who was

an attempt unc ^ cr tne command of eleven generals, of whom Conjlantianus 
upon Ve- ana< Alexander were the chief; and, arriving in the neighbour- 
xona. hood of Verona, encamped within feven miles of that city. 

Mar ci anus, a man of great intereft in the country and well 
affected to the emperor's fervice, had engaged a citizen of Ve- 
rona to betray the place. Acentinel, privy to the plot, was to 
open one of the gates in the night, and admit a party of Ro- 
mans, who were to fecure the gate, till the reft of the army 
came up. This was a dangerous undertaking, there being a 
(Irong garifon in the town, and the (afVty of thufe, who were to 
he fent on the party, depending intirely on the fidelity of the 
rcntinel. The fervice was therefore, to the great difgrace of 
the Roman name, declined by all the Romans, hut with great 
j.>\ undertaken by one Artabancs an Armenian, who, advancing 
"at the head of one hundred men, was admitted within the gate, 
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which he fecured with fome of them 9 while others killed the 
centinels on the walls, and made themfelves mailers of the ad- 
joining houfes. Artabanes immediately acquainted the generals 
with his fucceis, requiring them to haften the march of the 
army ; hut the commanders, being advanced within five miles 
of the place, ordered the army to halt, till they had fettled 
among themfelves in what manner the plunder of fo wealthy a 
city was to be divided. This occafioncd great difputes; fo that 
the night was fpent before they could agree. In the mean time, Sut are 
the Goths, who, hearing that the Romans were matters of one difappoint- 
gate, had fled out at another, and retired to a high rock not far e d. 
from the city, difcovering from thence the fmall number of the 
Romans in the town, and the army yet at a diftance, returned 
into the city by the fame gate they had gone out, and, falling 
upon the Romans, obliged them to abandon the gate, and fly 
to the battlements, where they defended themfelves with un- 
parallelled valour. By this time the commanders, having agreed 
about the plunder of the city, approached the gates ; but, find* 
ing them {hut, they (harmfully retired, though their compa- 
nions, overpowered with numbers, earneftly called out for their 
affiftance. Artabanes, therefore and fuch of his men as were 
ftill alive, feeing themfelves thus bafeiy abandoned, and defpair- 
ing of fuccour, leaped down from the walls. Thofe who fell 
on the ftones were killed by the fall, or rendered incapable of 
faving themfelves by flight ; but Artabanes, with a few more, 
having the good luck to pitch upon the ground, got fafe to the 
camp, where he upbraided the commanders with their ill con- 
dud and want of courage. The Romans, after this difappoint- 
ment, having parted the Po, marched to Faventia, now Faenza, 
where they were met by 'Tot! la at the head of his fmall army, 
confifting only of five thoufand men. Hereupon the Roman 
generals having called a council of war, Artabanes advifed them 
not to defpife the enemy, though far inferior to them in number, 
but to fall upon them, before the whole body had pafled the ri- 
ver La f none, on which Hands the town of Faventia. But the 
commanders difagreeing among themfelves, as it generally hap- 
pens when they are equal in power, Tot i la pafled the river with- 
out oppofition ; fo that the two armies approached each other 
in order of battle. While they ftood thus drawn up, waiting 
the flgnal, one Valiaris, a Goth, of a gigantic fize and pro- 
portionable ftrength, advancing before the ranks, challenged 
any Roman to a Angle combat. Artabanes accepted the chal- A JirtgU 
lenge, and, at the firft encounter, ran him through the right combat. 
fide with his lance j but imagining, as the Goth did not fall im- 
mediately, that the wound was not mortal, he gave him a fe- 
cund wound in the belly, when the head of Valiaris** lance. 
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which ftood upright, falling upon drtabanes's neck, unfor- 
tunately cut one of the arteries. The brave champion, how- 
ever, not apprehending any clanger, rode back to the army ; 
but, as the blood could not be flopped, he died three days after, 
to the great grief of all the emperor's true friends, who, from 
his experience, courage, and prudence, promifed themfelves 
great things. He had ferved firft with great reputation in the 
Perftan army ; but, being taken prifoner by Belifarius in the 
caftle of Sifaurium, with all the Perfians under his command, 
and fent to Conftantinople, he offered his fervice to the emperor, 
who fent him, with the Perfians he had formerly commanded, 
to his army in Italy, where he diftinguifhed himfelf, as we 
have related, in an eminent manner. The (ingle combat was 
fucceeded by a general engagement, in which the Romans* 
confiding in their numbers, behaved at firft with great bravery. 
But three hundred Goths, who had been ordered by Totila to 
pafs the river at fome diftance, falling unexpectedly upon their 
rear, purfuant to their orders, they began to give ground, 
imagining that body to be far more numerous than it really was. 
Hereupon Totila charging them in front with new vigour, 
they firft /ell into great confuiion, and then betook themfelves 
to a precipitous flight. The Goths purfued them with great 
(laughter, took a great number of prifoners and all their enfigns, 
and obliged the few, who had the good luck to make their ef- 
cape, to take refuge, with their commanders, in the neigh- 
bouring towns b . 

Totila, to improve this victory, marched without lofi of 
time to Florence, and inverted that city ; but a confiderable 
army being fent from Ravenna to the relief of the place, Totila 
thought it advifeable. to raife the (lege, and retire to Micole* a 
town about a da,y's journey from Florence. The Romans, leav^ 
ing. a fmall garifon in the town, purfued them with the reft of 
their forces ; and it was agreed, that one of the commanders, 
marching with all poflible expedition after them, fhould keep 
them in play till the others came up. The lot fell upon John \ 
but unfealbnable difputes ariftng among the commanders, and a 
report being fpread, that John was killed by one of his own 
men, the army halted ; and in the mean time John being forced 
to engage the enemy with his own troops only, he. was utterly 
defeated. When news of this defeat was brought to the army, 
fcized with a ('udd^u panic, they all difperfed, every one drift- 
ing for himfelf in the beft manner he could. Totila treated the 
prifoners he took in this and the former engagement with fo 
much humanity, that moft of them entering into his fervice, 
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his army was by that means coniidera6iy increafed c . The fol- Tufcany, 
lowing year, the eighth of the Gothic war, Tatila* taking the 
field early in the fpring, made himfelf mailer of all the ftrong ra/ other 
places in Tujcany* and, marching from thence into Campania provinces, 
and Samnium* reduced and difmantled the ftrong town of Bene- r * c °jercd 
ventum* and laid fiege to Naples : during which feveral detach- G^ths. 
ments from his army took Cum** and recovered all Brutia* Lu- Y ear ^fter 
cania* Apulia* and Calabria* where they found confiderable C&riftc+i. 
fums, which had been gathered for the emperor. The Got hs 
having thus feized on the tributes and the money that had been 
levied to pay the army, the emperor's troops were reduced to 
great ftraights, and thereupon began to mutiny, and refufc to 
take the field 5 fo that Conjlantianus lay idle at Ravenna, John 
at Rome* Bejfus at Spoletum* Jujlin at Florence* and Cyprian 
at Perugia* the places to which they had fled after the late de- 
feat. The emperor, informed of the bad fituation of his affairs 
in Italy* ordered a confiderable fleet to be equipped, and a 
great number of forces to be raifed, committing both to die con- 
duct oiMaximinus* whom he honoured with the title of preefec- 
tus pratorio of Italy ; but, as he was a man quite unacquainted 
with military affairs, naturally timorous and indolent, Jujii- 
uian appointed Demetrius to command under him, who had 
formerly ferved under Belifarius as general of the foot. Deme- 
trius* to retrieve the reputation of the Roman arms in Italy* re- 
folved to attempt the relief of Naples* already reduced to great 
ftraights. With this view, leaving Mqximinus on the coafts of 
Epirus* he failed with part of the fleet to Sicily ; and there, as 
he had but a fmall number of forces with him, he ailembled a 
great many veffels, with a defign to terrify the enemy, who 
would conclude, that fo confiderable a fleet had a proportionable 
army on board ; but, his heart failing him after he had put to 
fea, inftead of failing direflly to Naples* he fteered his courfe to 
Rome* in order to raife foldiers, and then return to Naples ; 
but, the Romans refufing to ferve againft the viftorius king of 
the Goths, he was obliged either to lie idle, or to attempt the re- 
lief of Naples with the few troops he had brought with him. The 
latter expedient he chofe ; but Totila* having timely notice of his ma ns <fe- 
defign, manned with incredible expedition a great number of fen ted by 
light veflels, which, unexpectedly failing upon him as he was/**, 
riding at anchor on the coaft of Naples* took or funk every 
ftip of his fleet, and made all on board prifoners, except a few, 
who betook themfelves to their boats, among whom was Deme- 
trius himfelf. The befieged being greatly difheartcned by this 
lofs, Conon* who commanded in Naples* difpatched a meflfen- 
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ger to MaximinuSy acquainting him with the deplorable condi- 
tion to which the city was reduced, and earneftly preffing him 
to haften to their relief. Maximinus was already advanced as 
far as Syracufe ; but could not be perfuaded to ftir from thence 
forfome time. At length, being threatened with the emperor's 
difpleafurc, importuned by repeated mcflages from the befieged, 
and openly reviled for cowardice by the foldiers, he fent the fleet 
to Naples under the command of others ; but, indulging his na- 
Attotber tural timidity, flayed himfelf behind. As the fleet put to fea 
Roman i n the depth of winter, it was, by a violent ftorm, driven 
feet de- afhorc near the enemy's camp, who funk the (hips, and with- 
ftroyed. out rc fift ance , made what flaughter they pleafed of the feamen 

and foldiers. Few of them efcaped being either taken or killed. 
Among the prifoners was Demetrius, who, after the lofs of his 
own fleet, had gone a- board that of Maximinus. Totila or- 
dered him to be led, with a rope about his neck, to the town 
wall, and there obliged him to exhort the inhabitants to fur- 
render, by alluring them, that they were to expe£t no further 
fuccours, and that all hopes of relief were loft with the navy. 
Naples At the fame time, Totila offered them honourable terms, upon 
Surrenders, condition they fubmitted immediately; which they did accord- 
ingly, and were treated by him with the utmoft humanity. As 
they had been pinched with a long famine, Totila apprehending 
they might endanger their lives by indulging at firft their rave- 
nous appetites, placed guards at the gates to prevent their going 
out, taking care at the fame time to fupply them fparingly with 
proviflons, but increafing their allowance every day. Being 
thus, by degrees, reftored to their former ftrength, he ordered 
the gates to be fet open, and gave every one full liberty to ftay, 
or retire to what place he thought fit. He treated Canon and the 
garifon in a moil friendly and obliging manner ; for, upon their 
pretending to return to Conjlantinople he fupplied them with 
fhips ; and having difcovered, that their real defign was to fail 
to Rome* and reinforce the garifon of that city, which he in- 
tended in the next place to befiege, he was fo far from punifh- 
ing them as they expeded, or even upbraiding them for thus 
impofing upon him, that, on the contrary, the winds not 

E roving favourable for a long time, he furnifhed them with 
orfes, waggons, and provifions, and ordered a body of Goths 
to efcorte them to Rome. He difmantled Naples, as he had 
done Beneventum* not caring to weaken his army by gari foiling 
the many ftrong-holds that fubmitted to him d . 

Totila y now mafter of Naples and moft of the fortrefles in 
thofe parts, began to turn his thoughts upon Rome. In the fii ft 
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place, he wrote a letter to the fenate, whom he earneftly de- Totila 
fired to draw over to his party, taxing them in gentle terms writes to 
with the ingratitude they had ihewn to the family and nation of *&*Homan 
the great Theodoric and Amalafuntha. He ad vifed and intreated 
them to return to their duty ; put them in mind of the treatment 
they had met with from the emperor and his officers ; and con* 
eluded by alluring both them and the peopie of his favour and 
prote&ion, provided they returned to their allegiance. John* 
who commanded in Rome* would not fuffer the fenate to anfwer 
this, or receive more letters from Totila* who neverthelefs found 
means to convey other papers into the city, which were potted 
up by night in the mod frequented places* The Avian priefts 
were fufpe&ed of holding a private correfpondence with the 
Goths and their king, who profefled the fame do&rine, and on 
that account were ban i filed Rome. Totila* finding his letters and 
manifeftoes had no effedt on the fenate and people of Rome* re- 
folved to purfue other methods ; and accordingly, having fent a 
detachment into Calabria to reduce Otranto* which had not 
yet fubmitted, he marched, with the reft of his forces, againft 
the towns in the neighbourhood of Rome. The city of Tibur* 
now Tiveli* about eighteen miles from Rome* was betrayed 
to him by one of the inhabitants ; and, upon his entering it, 
he put all the citizens to the fword, together with their biihop. 
Several other ftrong-holds in that neighbourhood he took by 
ftorm ; fo that Rome was in a manner blocked up by land, all 
communication with the neighbouring country being' cut off. 
The emperor, greatly perplexed at the bad news he received 
daily out of Italy* and unwilling to lofe Rome* which was now 
in imminent danger of falling anew into the enemy's hands, re- 
folved to call Belifarius out of Perfia* notwithftanding the fuc- 
cefs that attended him there, and fend him again into Italy. 
Accordingly he wrote to Belifarius* ordering him to repair n yr . 
forthwith to Italy* and to take upon him the command of his ° clirariu » 
armies in that country. Belifarius no fooner received this order, a fta\v 
than leaving Comagene* where he then was, he fet out for the ° Y * 
weft. In his way through Thrace* he raifed above four thou- 
fand men at his own expence, and, arriving with them at Sa- 
lon** he difpatched from thence Vitalius* general of Illyricum* 
with a body of troops to the relief of Otranto* at whofe approach 
the Gotbs retired ; fo that the town was reinforced with frefh 
fuppljes both of men and provifions. As for Belifarius himfelf, 
he embarqued in Dalmatia* and came by fea to Ravenna* 
whence he fent feveral partiep againft the cities of /Emilia ; but 
without fuccefs, though they defeated a fmall body of troops 
difpatched by Totila to drive them out of that province. After 

this, they threw th*mfelves into Auximum % then befieged by 

the 
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the Got ht ; but finding there were not fufficient provifions in 
the place to maintain To numerous a garifon, they refolved to 
fally out, and march to Pifaurus* now Pefaro* which ftood at 
a fmali diftance, and was ftill held by the Romans. In their 
retreat, two hundred of them were (lain by the beiiegers ; but 
Auximum, thc reft reached pij au rus* whither Totila purfued them, hop- 

anTbScxi- ln & tota ' cc tne P^ ce ftorm ; but, being vigoroufly repulfed 
Jum be- ^ ^ e & Tl fon% he returned to the fiege of Auximum ; and, at 
fieged by *» c ^ ame time, finding that Belifarius was not in a condition 
the Goths. t° ta ^ e tn e field, he fent ont detachments to befiege Firmum 

and Afculum* two places of great importance in the province of 
Picenum. Belifarius * chiefly concerned for Rome, appointed 
Bejfas governor of that city, and fent Artafaris* a Perjian 
and Barbation a Thracian* men of valour and great experience 
in war, to command under Bejfas* ftriclly injoining them to 
make no fallies, in cafe the town was befieged. Being himfelf 
utterly unable to relieve the befieged towns, or put a ftop to the 
progrefs of the Goths* he difpatched John to Conjiantinople, 
with a letter to the emperor, wherein he acquainted him with 
the fltuation of his affairs in Italy* telling him at the fame time, 
that, being deftitute of men, arms, and money, it was impof- 
for him to profecute the war. Jujlinian* upon the receipt of 
this letter, ordered new levies to be made, the veterans being 
all employed againft the Perjians. But in the mean time, To- 
tila* purfuing his good fortune, took feveral ftrong-holds and 
cities of great confequence, viz. Firmum* Afculum* Auximum* 
JRome be- Spoletum* &c. and at length approached Rome* which he invefted. 
fog*<f h on all fides. As he drew near the city, Artafaris and Barbation* 
* ot " a " contrary to the cxprefs command of Belifarius* made a fally, 

thinking they fhould furprife the Goths , but they were them- 
selves taken in an ambufcade, and, moil of their men being 
cut in pieces, narrowly efcaped falling into the enemy's hands. 
The town had not been long befieged, when Belifarius was in- 
formed, that a confiderable number of troops, fent by the em- 
peror, were in full march to join him. Hereupon Belifarius* 
committing the care of Ravenna to Jujlin* marched with a 
fmall body of forces to Epidamnus* where he met them. Soon 
after, Narfes the eunuch arrived with fome auxiliary troops 
raifed among the Heruli* and commanded by Phi/imuth and 
other leaders of their own nation. With part of this reinforce- 
ment Belifarius failed to the port of Rome* which he was mighty 
defirous of relieving ; and fent the red, under the command of 
"John* into Calabria* with orders to drive the Goths out of 
thofe parts, and then join him in the neighbourhood of Rome. 
John took fome places; but, being afraid to pafs by thc 
city of Capua* or to make any attempt upon it, though 

defended 
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defended only by three hundred Goths* he did not, purfuant to 
his orders, join Belifarius at the time appointed c . In the mean 
time, Rome being fo clofely blocked up, that no provifions 
could be imported either by land or water, a dreadful famine A great 
began to rage in the city. The unhappy citizens, having con- ** 
fumed every thing that could give them any nourifhment, and Rome * 
even the grafs that grew near the walls, were in the end obliged 
to feed on their excrements. Several, to avoid the calamities 
they groaned under, laid violent hands on themfelves. In this 
extremity they flocked in great multitudes to Bejfas their gover- 
nor, earneftly entreating him to fupply them with food, and, 
if that was not in his power, either to give them leave to go 
out of the town, or to deliver them from their miferies by 
putting them to death. Bejfas replied, That to fupply them 
with food was impoflible ; to let them go, unfafe ; and to kill 
them, impious. To raife their drooping fpirits, he aflurcd 
them, that an army was hourly expected from Conftantinople* 
which, under the command of Belifarius* would oblige the 
Goths to abandon the fiege, and retire f . Vigilius* bifhop of 
Rome, fent from Sicily, where he then was, feveral (hips laden 
with corn, to relieve the city ; but they were all intercepted by 
the enemy, who, after the reduction of Naples* kept a great 
number of veffels conftantly cruizing between Sicily and Rome . 
In the end, Bejfas fuffered fuch of the citizens as were willing 
to retire, to go out of the city, upon their paying him a cer- 
tain Aim of money ; but mod of them either died on the road, 
or, falling into the enemy's hands, were by them cut in pieces. 
Belifarius* well apprifed of the miferable condition to which 
the befieged were reduced, ufed all poffible means to relieve 
them ; but fortune, or rather Providence, feemed to fight 
againft him ; for his attempts, however well concerted, proved 
all unfuccefsful 5 which gave him fo much uneaiinefs, that he 
fell into a fever, and was thought, for fome time, to be in great 
danger. In the mean time, the befieged, no longer able to 
bear the miferies with which they were afflicted, and defpairing 
of relief, began to mutiny, and prefs Bejfas to come to an agree- 
ment with Totila ; which he refilling to do, four of the IJau- 
rians* who guarded the Porta Aftnaria* letting themfelves. 
down from the wall by ropes faftened to the battlements in the 
dead of the night* while their companions were afleep, went 
to Totila* and undertook to receive his army into the city. 
The king with great joy embraced the overture, and fending 
four Goths of great ftrength, intrepidity, and rcfolution, into 
the city with the Ifaurians* he filently approached the gates 
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with his whole army ; which being opened by the Ifaurians, 
with the iuHftanceof the four Goths within, he entered the city 
at the head of his troops. Upon the firft alarm, Bejfas, with the 
other commanders and mo ft of the foldiers, fled out at another 
gate. Such as remained behind, took fan&uary in the churches, 
whither the inhabitants likewife fled. Totila, who had kept 
his men under arms all night, and united in a body, through 
fear of an ambufcade, finding he had nothing to apprehend, 
went early in the morning to St. Peter's church, to return thanks 
for the fuccefs of the enterprife. His men, in their way, killed 
iix-and- twenty foldiers, with about fixty of the inhabitants 5 
and this is all the blood that was fhed ; for Pelagius the deacon, 
throwing himfelf at his feet when he entered the church , with 
the book of the gofpels in his hand, earneftly entreated him to 
fpare the inhabitants. Totila, highly provoked againft the in- 
habitants, refufed at firft to comply with his demand ; but was 
in the end prevailed upon to forbid his Goths , under the fevereft 
penalties, to put any, either of the citizens or foldiers, to 
death. However, he gave them full liberty to plunder the city, 
which they did for feveral days together, ftripping the inhabit- 
ants of all their wealth, and leaving nothing in their houfes, 
but the naked walls. Thus many perfons of great diftin£tion, 
and among the reft Rujliciana, the widow of Boetius and 
daughter of Symmachus, a matron of exemplary piety, were re- 
duced to beg their bread from door to door. In the houfe of 
Bejfas they found an immenfe treafure, which he had fcanda- 
loufly amaffed during the fiege, by felling to the people, at an 
exorbitant price, the corn that had been ftored up for the ufe of 
the garifon. The Goths were*for putting Rujliciana to death, 
becaufe (he had perfuaded, as they pretended, the Romans to 
pull down the images, and deftroy theftatues, ofTheodoric, to 
revenge, by that means, the death of her father and huiband. 
But "Totila, taking her and all the women under his protection, 
fe cured them againft the cruelty and infolence of the foldiery s. 
Thus was Rome recovered by the Goths in the year of the chrif- 
tian sera 547, the twentieth of Jujlinian** reign, and the 
twelfth of the war. Totila, according to the moft probable 
opinion, entered Rome on the feventeenth of January. 

Totila, now mafter of the capital of Italy, font for the fe- 
nate, and putting them in mind of the favours they had received 
from the Goths, and the fevere treatment they had met with 
from the emperor and his officers* he bitterly reproached them 
for behaving fe ungratefully to their benefa&ors, and, in the 
Iranfport of bis paflion, threatened to make them all flaves % 
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but his anger foon affuaging, he pardoned them at the intercef- 
fion of Pelagiusy and difmtfed them untouched. Soon after, 
he difpatched Pelagius y and one 'Theodoras a Roman orator, as 
his embaffadors to Jujiinian^ with letters full of refpecl, in 
which he defired to live in peace and amity with him, as Theo- 
dork had done with Anaftajlus^ promifing, in that cafe, to re- 
fpeft him as his father, and to ailift him, when wanted, with 
all his forces, againft any other nation whatfoever. On the 
contrary, if the emperor rejected his offers, he threatened to 
level Rome with the ground, to put the whole fenate to the 
fword, and carry the war into Illyrlcum. The emperor re- 
turned no other anfwer, than that he referred the whole to Be- 
lifaritis* who had full power to manage all things of that na- 
ture as he pleafed. Totila, provoked at this anfwer, and ar the 
defeat of a body of troops, which he had fent to open a paffoge 
into Lucania y refolvcd to demolifh Rome, fo as not to leave one 
ftone upon another. Accordingly he began with the wall, of 
which he threw down a third part, a*id was ready to fit fire to 
the moft ftately and beautiful buildings of the city, when he re- 
ceived a letter from Belifarius, diffuading him from the refolu- 
tion he had taken. Belifarius laid great ftrefs on the grandeur 
and majefty of that antient city, which being raifed to fuch a* 
height of fame and greatnefs by the induftiy and valour of fo 
many celebrated and eminent men, potter ity would look upon 
him, who deftroyed it, as an enemy to mankind, fince he de- 
prived them of fo many monuments of the worth and merit of 
their anceftors. He added, that if, in the end, the Goths 
fliould prove victorious, he would never forgive himfelf for de- 
ftroying the moft beautiful city in his dominions, nay, the moft 
beautiful and magnificent in the whole world. On the other 
hand, if in the courfe of the war, fortune fhould happen to 
abandon him, he would, by pref.rving fo favourite a city, 
highly oblige the conqueror, who would not fail to make him 
a fuitablc return ; whereas, by dcmolifhing it, he would pre- 
clude himfelf from all favour. Toti/a, having ferioufly confi- llr is <?i- 
dered the contents of this letter, and weighed, with attention, wre. J fo 
the arguments alledged by Belifarius 9 refolvcd to' follow his ad- Belifarius 
vice, and, laying afide all thoughts of deftroying Rome, he/" m de- 
marched with his army into Lucania. The fenate he carried 'J'W 
with him, and the reft of the inhabitants, with their wives and # /v *. 
children, he fent, under a ftrong guard, into Lucanta before ^^f/jy' 5 
him, not leaving a fingle inhabitant in Rome. Being anivcd 'f 9 
in Lucanta} he reduced all that country, and then mare'vd 
with his army towards Ravenna h . Upon his departure, "John 
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feized on Tarentum? which he fortified with a ditch cut through 
the ifthmus. The city of Spoletum was likewife recovered by 
the Romans? being betrayed to them by one Martianus* a Ro* 
man foldier, who pretended to be a deferter. Belt far ius had 
continued all this time at Partus? about ten miles from Rome \ 
but being informed that Tot Ha had bent his march towards Ra~ 
venna? and being mighty defirous of recovering once more the 
Home n- capital of Italy? he led his fmall army thither ; and, finding 
gained and the city quite deftitute of inhabitants, and a third part of the 
fortjfitdby walls levelled with the ground, he undertook the repeoplingof 
BelLarius. the place, and began to repair the walls. He cleared the ditch 

round the city, which had been filled up by Totila? and, for^the 
prefent, contented himfelf with heaping huge ftones, one upon 
another, in the many breaches, which he had made in the 
wall. The whole work being finifhed in the fpace of twenty- 
five days, and the city fupplied with great ftore of provifions, 
which Belifarius took care to have imported by water, the an- 
tient inhabitants, who had been difperfed up and down Italy? 
returned in flocks, and were kindly received by Belifarius? 
who reftored to every one his own houfe and poffeflions, and 
promifed an immunity from taxes to fuch as were willing to 
TotiJa re- fettle there. Upon this news, Tot i la haftened back to Rome? 
turns a- not doubting but, at his approach, Belifarius would abandon 
gainfl it. the place, and return to Partus? which was ft r on gly fortified ; 

but finding, contrary to his expectation, that the Roman gene- 
ral was determined not to quit the city, but to defend it to the 
lafl, he encamped at a fmall diftance from the walls, and early 
next morning advanced in battle-array, and began the attack 
But is wi- Wltn i ncrca ^ e fury. The Romans? animated by the example 
g§ro/(/lv °^ tne ' r general, defended themfclves with no lefs valour and 
repulttJ ly intrepidity j fo that the fight lafted from morning to night, 
Belifarius. when the Goths? who had loft a great number of men, return- 
ed to their camp. The aflault was renewed the three follow- 
ing days ; but Totila > being conftantly repulfed with great lofs, 
abandoned the entcrprife, and retired to Tibur y where he con- 
tinued for fomc time, leaving Belifarius at full leifure to com- 
plete the fortifications of Rome ; which he did accordingly, and 
once more font the keys of that city to the emperor. But the 
Goths? who had hitherto extolled their king, and, equalling 
him to the greateft heroes of antiquity, had accounted them- 
fclves happy in the choice, began to complain loudly of his 
conduct, and, with great liberty, to blame him for not having 
either intircly demoliflied Rome? or left a ftrong garifon in it, 
to prevent its falling anew into the enemy's hands. The whole 
army grew fo difcon tented, that, when he prepared to march 
to the :ie£e of Perugia? they betrayed a great reluc~Ui.cv to 

follow 
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follow him thither, till, in a fet fpeech, he made an apology 

for his late conduct, afcribing his bad fuccefs, not to any want 

of forcfight or negkft on his fide, but to an inconftancy of 

fortune, which in all human affairs, but more efpecially in 

matters of war, bears a chief fway. Having thus regained the 

efteemand affection of his foldicrrs, he leftT/farr, and, march* 

ing with his whole army to Perugia, he fat down before that 

city. Upon his departure, John* who had continued in thofe 

parts, being matter of Otranto, haftened into Cmmpania, and 

there fit at liberty the Roman fenators and their wives, after 

having routed a ftrong party of Goths, that had been left by 

Totila to guard them- Hereupon Totila^ to be revenged on 

John* rifing from before Perugia, haftened, over mountains 

and through by-ways, into Apulia, where he then was ; but, John put 

falling unadvifedly upon him in the night, the Romans* by fa- *y fi'-^htby 

vour of the darknefs, made their efcape, with the lofs of no Touia. 

more than an hundred men, and got fafe into Tar en to. This 

was a great overfight in Totila ; for, as his army was ten times 

their number, had he waited with patience till day light, he 

might have (unrounded them and cut them off to a man. In 

the mean time, Belifarius, having received from Conjiantino- 

pie a fupply of twelve thoufand men, failed with them for Sicily, 

being informed that Totila defigned to pafs over into that ifland, 

which was then quite unguarded. But Totila, inftead of male- ff'fo fa 

ing any attempts upon Sicily, inyefted with his whole army Ruf- f ie 

pes and 

ciana, a city of great ftrength in Calabria. Hereupon Belifa- takes Ruf- 
rius, leaving Sicily, failed to Otranto, where he received a fe- ciana. 
cond fupply from Conft antinople of two thoufand foot, under 
the command of Valerianus* He then ordered John to join him 
with the body he commanded ; and, having aflcmbled a great 
number of tranfports, he fet fail for Rufciana, with a defign 
to relieve that place ; but, finding the Goths drawn up on the 
fliore, and ready to receive him, he abandoned the entcrprife, 
and returned to Rome, fending "John and Valerian, with part of 
the forces, to lay wafte Piccnum, and by that means oblige 
Totila to raifc the fiege of Rufciana. But the king of the 
Goths, purfuingthe fiege with more vigour than ever, detached 
two thoufand horfe into Picenum, who, being joined by the 
Goths, in that province, obliged the Romans fent by Jielifarius 
to retire. In the mean while, the garifon of Rufciana, being 
reduced to great ftraights, and defpairing of relief, fubmittcd to 
Totila, who, notwithstanding the vigorous reft (I a nee they mad 
treated them with great humanity, receiving fuch nf th« m 
were willing to ferve under him into hii arm;*, and frfi' run; 
the reft to retire unmoleftcd whither they pi.-;.tal. () ,!•.• c\"\;- 
luzar, who had formerly broken !:is word la him, S.j p:.i ?•/ 
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death, after having caufed his hands and privy parts to be cut 
off 1 . 

During thefe tranfa&ions in Italy, the Perjians having 
gained confiderable advantages over the Romans, Jtift inian -was 
eafily perfuadcrd by Antonia, the wife of Belifarius, to rccal 
her hufband, and employ him anew againft that nation. Belt' 
farius therefore left Italy, having ratheT loft the reputation he 
had gaine d by his former expedition, than acquired a greater ; 
for, during the five years he commanded againft Totila, he 
fcarcc performed any thing worthy of notice, being, as it were, 
in a perpetual flight, and failing from one fea-port to another k . 
Procopius, in his books of the Gothic war, which were pub- 
lifhed while Juflinian and Belt farius were yet alive, lays the 
whole blame on fortune ; but, in the anecdote or fecret hiftory, 
he, or fome other writer, charges him with feveral miftakes, 
and befides, accufes him of levying vaft fums on the inhabit- 
ants of Ravenna, of Sicily, and of all the places that had fub- 
mitted to the Romans, on pretence of punilhing them for hav- 
ing once Tided with the Goths . He adds, that Herodian, go-^ 
vernor of Spoletum, not being able to fupply him with the money 
he required, renounced his allegiance to the emperor, and deli- 
vered up the place to the Goths, having no other ways to re- 
deem himfelf from the importunity of the avaricious and ever- 
craving commander. The fame writer afcribes the mifunder- 
ftanding between him and yohn, which greatly retarded the 
emperor's fervice, to Antonia, the general's wife, who, to in- 
gratiate herfelf with the emprefs Theodora, the declared enemy 
of John, preffed her hufband to difpatch him by fome means or 
other 5 which John being apprifed of, declined, as much as he 
could, joining or affifting him. But to return to Tot i la : Upon 
the departure of Belifarius, he returned before Perugia, which 
he took by ftorm ; but, according to his cuftom, fpared both 
the inhabitants and the garifon. And now the Franks, who 
had long continued quiet, concluding thcjGoths, as well as the 
Romans, to be greatly weakened by fuch a long and deftru&ive 
war, thought it high time to lay hold of the opportunity, and, 
breaking into Italy, to feize, without diftinfiion, on the coun- 
tries belonging to both. In the very beginning of the war, the 
Ojlrcgctks, as we have related above, not able to make 
head at the fame time againft the Romans and the Franks, at- 
tempted to g;iin over the latter to their party, by yielding to 
them the provinces they held in Gaul. This Juftinian was fo 
f.ir from oppofing, that, on the contrary, carefully avoiding to 
give the Franks the leaft pretence of making war upon him, he

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fotemnly confirmed them in the poffeflion of the countries the 
Goths had yielded them, renouncing in their behalf all claims to 
the faid countries. Thus, adds our hiftorian, the kings of the 
Franks* whom he commonly ftyles Germans* became matters 
of Mar Jellies* an antient colony of the Phocaans* and of the 
other maritime towns, with the fea itfelf. And now, con- 
tinues Procoplus* they prefide at the equcftrian combats in the 
city of Jrles* and coin the gold, which they draw from the 
mines of Gaul* not with the image of the emperor, as they 
have dene hitherto, but with their own Thus the Franks 
became lawful fovereigns of the countries formerly held by the 
Ojlrogoths in Gaul* and behaved as fuch, according to the obfer- 
vation of Procoplus* by presiding at the equeftrian fports in 
Jtrles* at that time the capital of Gaul, and coining gold with 
their own images. But no favours, no grant, could make the 
Franks forget their natural treachery, or ftand to their engage- 
ments, when they had the leaft profpeft of advantage from their 
acting contrary to them. The O/Irogoths had yielded to them 
the rich countries, which they held in Gaul ; yujlinlan had 
transferred to them the claim and title he had to thofe countries. 
By their treaty with the Goths* they were to affift them againft 
the Romans ; by their treaty with the Romans* they were to 
ftand neuter \ and both treaties they equally obferved ; for, 
thinking both nations greatly weakened by fo long a war, they 
laid hold of that opportunity to fall upon both ; and according* T/^Franks 
ly, entering the province of Venetla* belonging partly to the make 
Romans* and partly to the Goths* they feized it for themfelves. tbemfttoes 
In the mean time, Totila* having received a reinforcement of mafters of 
fix thoufand Lombards* commanded by Ildlges* one of their Venecia, 
princes, refolved to march to Rome, and once more attempt 
the reduction of that city. Belljarlus had left there three thou- 
fand chofen men, under the command of Diogenes* an officer 
of great experience and known valour, who held out, for a 
considerable time, againft the repeated aflfaults of the enemy. 
Totila inverted the city on all fides, and, from the very begin- Rome Be- 
ning of the fiege, made himfelf matter of Portus ; fo that, all ficged hy 
communication being cut off both by fea and land, he hoped to Totila. 
reduce the garifon in a (hort time by famine. But againft this 
evil Diogenes wifely provided, by caufingcorn to be fowed with- 
in the walls \ fo that the town would, in all likelihood, have 
held out till the arrival of the promifed fuccours from Conjlan- 
finople* had it not been betrayed a fecond time by the IJaurlans. 
One of the gates was guarded by a body of that nation, who, 
being difcontented for want of their pay, which they had not 
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received for fome years, and hearing that their countrymen, 
who had formerly betrayed that city, had been preferred and 
jindbc- enriched by the Goths, refolved to follow their example ; and 
grayed to accordingly, fome of them having firft had a private conference 
him a fe- w jth Totila, they opened, at the time agreed on, the gate which

Tear after P°^ te g ate > pretending to attack the city on that fide, the gari- 
C.ln'fi'-o. f° n haftcned thither j fo that he met with no oppofition. When 

the inhabitants found the town was taken, they fled out at the 
oppofite gate towards Ccntumcella the only ftrong place held by 
the Romans in that neighbourhood ; but great numbers of them, 
and likewife of the foldiers who took the fame route, were cut 
off by the Goths % whom Totila had placed in ambulhes on the 
road, not doubting but they would fly that way. Diogenes 
efcaped with a flight wound ; but Paul a Cilician, whom Belt- 
farius had appointed to command under him, retired with a 
body of four hundred horfe to Adrian's tomb, and poflefled 
himfelf of the bridge leading to St. Peter's church, now Ponte 
Sant' Angelo. There they defended themfelves with incredible 
valour againft the enemy's whole army, till they had no provi- 
fions left ; when they refolved to fally out, and either open 
themfelves a way through the midft of the enemy, or die in the 
attempt* Having taken this refolution, they embraced and 
took leave, of each other, as ready to die ; which Totila hear* 
ing, and dreading the, effects of fuch a defperate refolution, 
thought it advifeable to offer them terms. Accordingly he let 
them know by a meffenger, that, upon their delivering up their 
horfes and arms, and fwearing never to ferve more againft the 
Goths, he was ready to grant them leave to return to Conjlan- 
tinople ; but that, if they chofe rather to ftay in Italy, and 
fcrvc under him, they ihould have all their effects reftored to 
them, and be treated upon the fame footing with the Goths* 
They chofe at fiift to return to Conjlantinople \ but afterwards, 
changing their mind, they lifted themfelves among the troops 
of Totila. Only Paul, and one Mindus an Ifaurian, begged 
leave to return home ; which Totila not only granted, but al- 
lowed ihem a fafe conduct, and money to bear their charges. 
About three hundred more of the garifon, who had taken fane* 
tuary in the churches, abandoning their afylum, fubmitted to 
Totila, upon his promifing to fpare their lives. He was for- 
merly bent upon deftroying Rome, as we have hinted above, 
flrvepairs but diverted from it by Belt farius. Now he made it his chief 
r\.hii be ftudy to embellifli the city, repairing, at a great expence, what 
' " / v ne ^ Jt ^ fwnin'ly deftroyed. He recalled the fenate, and reftored 

"! ' y / ' them to their anticnt rank and fnlcndor, invited the citizens to 
ft'**' take 
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take poffeffion of their eftates, fupplied the city with plenty of 
provifions, and peopling it with Goths and Italians, exhibited the 
Circenfian games, after the manner of the Roman emperors, and 
prelided at them in perfon. This, fo different from his former 
conduct, was owing to the anfwer given him by the king of the 
Franks , when he afked his daughter in marriage, viz. that he 
would not difpofe of his daughter to any but a king ; and that 
Totila ought not to be looked upon as fuch, fince he was not 
able to preferve the capital city, but had been obliged to de- 
molifli part of it, and abandon the reft to the enemy m . And 
now Totila, once more matter of Rome, difpatched cmbafladors 
to Conjlantinople, with propofals for a peace, offering, upon 
the emperor's relinquifhing Italy to him, to affift him as a faith- 
ful ally againft any other nation whatsoever. But yujiinian 
was fo far from hearkening to the overture, that he would not 
even admit the embafladors to his prefence. Hereupon Totila, 
determined to purfue the war with more vigour than ever, hav- 
ing left a ftrong garifon in Rome, marched with the reft of his 
army to Centumcella, now Civita Vecchia, which he invefted ; 
but Diogenes making a vigorous refiftance, it was agreed be- 
tween him and Totila, that he flhould acquaint the emperor with 
his fituation, and that if, by a time prefixed, he received no 
relief, the place fhould be delivered up, and thirty hoffages 
were given. After this, he pafled with his army into Sicily, 
and, in his paflage, made an attempt upon Rhegium\ but find- 
ing the place ftrongly garifoned, he left part of the army to 
block it up, in order to reduce it by famine ; and with the reft 
crofled over into Sicily, after having made himfelf mafter of ia &' s 
Tarentum. As he was embarquing his forces, news was brought ^ aren ~ 
him, that driminum had been betrayed to the Goths he had left tun V atui 
in Picenum. Having crofled the ftraights, he landed without ^ 
oppolition at Mcffina ; but, not being* able to reduce that ° 1C1 *' 
city, he laid watte the neighbouring country, deftroying all 
with fire and fword. In the mean time, the garifon of Rht- 
gium, being reduced to the laft extremity for want of provi- 
fions, fubmitted upon terms, and delivered up the city to the 
troops left by Totila before it n . 

yuflinian, alarmed at the progrefs Totila made, forgave Ar~ 
tabanes, who had lately confpired againft him, and fent him 
into Sicily, to defend thatifland againft the Goths, and, if pof- 
fible, to drive them from thence. At the fame time he named 
his nephew Germamu general againft the Goths in Italy * allow- Germanus 
ing him a large fum to raife troops in Thrace and Illyricum, "Pp 0 " 1 *^ 

whence he was to march into Italy with Phillmuth commander tf'";'™'

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of the Heruli* and John then general of Illyricum. As Ger* 
manus was a man of a generous temper, and greatly beloved by 
the foldiery, he foon raifed a very considerable army, not only 
the Romans* but the barbarians, flocking to him from all parts. 
With this army, the beft the emperor had ever fent into Italy* 
he hoped to add to the reputation, which he had lately ac- 
quired againft the Vandals in Africa* the glory of driving the 
Goths out of Italy* and reuniting that country to the empire. 
This, he thought, he might the more ealily accomplifh, as he 
had married Matafuntha* the daughter of Amalafuntha* and 
grand-daughter ot Iheodoric* who, he hoped, would draw great 
numbers of the Goths over to his party ; for he defigned to take 
her with him into Italy. The Goths were greatly difpirited, 
when they heard, that a general of confummate experience, uni- 
verlally beloved by the foldiery, and fo nearly allied to Tbeodo- 
ric* whofe memory they adored, was to command againft them. 
On the other hand, the Romans began to take courage anew, 
and fuch of them as had been difperfed by their frequent defeats, 
aftembling in one body on the borders of IJlria* waited his ar- 
rival there. And now Germanus* having drawn together all 
his forces in the neighbourhood of Sardica* ordered them tq 
be ready within three days, to march into Italy. But Provi- 
dence had otherwife difpofed of affairs ; for Germanus was fud- 
denly feized with a violent diftemper, which, in a few days, 

He dies. P ut cna< to °i s life at, d all his great defigns. The emperor, 

upon the news of his death, which gave him the utmoft con- 
cern, ordered Jujlin* the fon of Germanus* and John* who 
had married his daughter, to lead the army into Italy. But as 
the winter approached, and they wanted fhips to convey the 
troops thither by fea, they marched into Dalmatia* and there 
put them into winter* quarters, taking up their own in Salon* 
In the mean time, Totila* having laid wafte great part of Sicily* 
fat down with his army before Syracufc \ but Liberius* whom 
Jujlinian had fent with a fquadron to protedl that coaft, having 
forced his way into the haven, relieved the garifon with a con- 
fidcrable fupply both of men and provifions. However, Totila 
purfued the fiege with great vigour, though valiantly oppofed 
by the Romans within, who, hearing that Artabanes was com- 
ing to their relief with a mighty fleet, would hearken to no 
terms. But the fleet being difperfed on the coaft of Calabria 
by a violent ftorm, and Artabancs driven to the ifland of Malta* 
where, with much difficulty, he faved himfelf, Liberius* de- 
Syraeufe fpairing of relief, abandoned Syracufc to the enemy, and con- 
taken^ and veyed the garifon by fea to Palermo. And now Totila* having

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no enemy in Sicily to oppofe him, intirely reduced that ifland, 
and, leaving four ftrong garifons in it to awe the inhabitants, 
he returned to Italy loaded with booty p . Early in the fpring, 
Juftin and Job** w b° h ac * pafled the winter in' Salon**' hav- 
ing drawn together their forces, fet out on their march to Ra- 
venna. But in the mean time, the Sclavs, paffing the Danube* 
either at the mitigation, of Totila* or prompted' by a deli re of 
booty, broke into the Roman provinces, committing every- 
where unheard-of cruelties. This greatly retarded- the march of 
the army, the Raman generals . being obliged to fend ftrofig de- 
tachments againft them ; which in the end obliged them to re- 
pafs the Danube* and return home. But* before the two ge- 
nerals reached the confines of Italy* they received orders from 
the emperor to proceed no farther, but to wait the arrival' of 
Narfes, whom he had appointed commander in chief of all his Narfes 
forces in thofe parts, with an abfolute and uncontrouled autho- tinted to 
rity. But, while Narfes was making the neceflary preparations 
for his intended expedition, Tatila* having equipped a fleet of in Iu v' 
three hundred galleys, fent them to pillage the coafts of Greece* 
where they got an immenfe booty. They made a dafcent upon 
the ifland of Corfu ; and, having laid it wafte, they failed to 
Epirus* where they furprifed. and plundered the cities of Nico- 
polis and Anchialus* and took upon the coaft many fhips, and 
fome among the reft laden with provifions for the army of Nar- 
fes. At the fame time, Totila blocked up the city of Jncona by Ancona 
fea and land, and by that means foon reduced it to great bejiegedly 
ftraights; which Valerianus* who was then in Ratenna, being the Goths, 
well apprifed of, he acquainted "John* who, purfuant to the 
emperor's orders, was waiting the arriva^of Narfes in Dalma- 
tia, with the condition the city was in, earneftly foliciting him 
to haften to the relief of the only place the emperor had in thofe 
parts, and promifing to join him with all the forces under his 
command. John had been ordered not to flir from Dalmatia 
till the arrival of Narfes ; but, venturing on this occafion to 
difobey his orders, h^ put the flower of his army on board forty 
vefTels, and failed with them to Ancona, where Valerianus 
joined him with a fquadron of twelve (hips more. Upon their 
appearing before Ancona, the Goths, having manned forty-feven 
of their be ft (hips, failed out againft them ; whereupon an en- 
gagement enfued, in which the Goths, quite ignorant of fea 
affairs, were utterly defeated, thirty-fix of their fhips being are 
taken or funk, with all the men on board, and the reft driven ^/^fJiy 
afhore, where they were fet on fire by the Goths themfelves, rf a an j 
left they fhould fall into the enemy's hands.' The Goths, after forced to 

raifi the 
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this defeat, broke up the fiege, and retiring in great hade, left 
their camp, and part of their baggage, to the Roman generals, 
who, having reinforced the garifon, returned, Valerianus to 
Ravenna, and John to Salona. At the fame time, Artabanes, 
having afiembled his fleet, which, as we have related above, 
had been difperfed by a ftorm, landed in Sicily, and every* 
where driving out the Goths, recovered all the caftles held by 
them in that ifland. Thefe loffes difheartened the Goths, and 
Totila himfelf to fuch a degree, that he once more difpatched 
embafladors to Conjlantinople, offering to yield Sicily and Da /- 
matia to the emperor, to pay an annual tribute for Italy, and 
to affift the Romans as a faithful ally in all their wars. But Juf- 
tinian, bent upon driving the Goths out of Italy, ordered the 
cmbafladors to return home, without fuffering them to appear 
in his prefence ^. 

Totila, finding Jujtinian would hearken to no terms, began 
to levy new forces, and make vaft preparations both by fea and 
The Goths land. Having equipped a confiderable fleet, he fent it againft 
make Corjica and Sardinia, both which iflands were Toon reduced. 
themfel<ves On the other hand, the city of Croton in Calabria, which had 
maflers of \^ etl \ Qn g befieged by the Goths, was relieved by the garifon of 
°vl ca Thermopylae in Greece, conveyed by fea into Italy. But now 
£?K ** m Narfes drew near at the head of a formidable army, bringing 

with him an immenfe treafure to fupply the wants of the troops, 
and to pay the emperor's forces in Italy their arrears, which 
had been due ever fince the beginning of the war. His army 
confuted not only of Romans levied by him in Thrace and Illy- 
ricum, but of barbarians, who had flocked to him from all parts. 
Beiides, Auduin, king of the Lombards, fent him a body of five 
thoufand chofen men i^hilimuth, prince of the Heruli, joined 
him with three thoufand of his countrymen ; Aruth, another 
prince of the fame nation, came to his afliftance at the head of 
a chofen body of veterans. A great number of Gepidar, Hunns, 
Per/tans, &c. chearfully followed his banner, fome in acknow- 
ledgment of his former favours (for he had been always kind 
to the barbarians), and others in expectation of fpoiland booty; 
for they were all convinced, that the Goths could not make 
head againft fo numerous an army, commanded by a general of 
great valour and confummate experience. Narfes, on his en- 
tering Dalmatic, was joined by John and the army under his 
command ; but being advanced as far as the confines of Vene- 
tian the Franks, who, as we have related above, had feized on 
that province, refufed him a paflage j fo that, not caring at fo 
critical a conjuncture, to provoke that nation, by the advice of 
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John, who was well acquainted with thofe parts, he changed 
his route, and, marching along thefea-coaft, he got fafe, with Narfes *r- 
his whole army, to Ravenna* where he was joined by the re- rives with 
mainder of the Roman forces, under the command of Valeria- « great 
nus and Juftin. Having ftaid nine days in Ravenna to refrelh army in 
his army, and appointed Jnftin governor of that city, he began Italy, 
his march towards Rome. Being arrived at Ariminum 9 TJfdri- 
lasy governor of the place, (allied unexpectedly out upon him 
with part of the garifon, as he was looking for a ford, attended 
by a fmall guard ; but a party of Heruli coming feafonably up, 
put the Goths to flight, and killed Ufdrilas in the purfuit. The 
Romans might have eafily made themfelves matters of the city, 
the garifon being greatly difheartened by the death of their gover- 
nor ; but Narfes 9 purfuing his main defign, and avoiding every 
thing that could retard it, proceeded on his march, the Goths 
fuffering him to pafs the river undifturbed. He left the Via 
Flaminia 9 being informed, that a ftrong body of Goths guarded 
the narrow pafs in the mountains called Petra Pertufa 9 now the 
Furlo 9 and, turning to the left, purfued his march towards Rome. 

In the mean time, Totila 9 having aflembled all his forces in the 
neighbourhood of that city, marched through Tufcany towards 

the Apennine 9 and, having reached that mountain, encamped 
at a village called Tagiria 9 with a defign to give the Romans 
battle upon the firft advantage that offered. He had fcarce 
formed his camp, when Narfes came to incamp on the fame 
mountain, at a fmall diftance from the place, which was me- 
morable for the defeat of the Gauls by Camillus 9 and was called 
BtiJIa Gallorum 9 becaufe the Gauls (lain by him were buried 
there. Narfes 9 upon his arrival, difpatched a meflenger to He it met 
Totila 9 adviflng him not to contend with the whole ftrength of h Totila. 
the empire, commanding the meflenger at the fame time, if he 
found Totila bent upon war, to bid him appoint a day for a 
pitched battle. Totila 9 without betraying the leaft fear, told 
the meflenger, that the difpute mult be decided with the fword ; 
and that, eight days after, he would not fail to meet the Roman 
general. Narfes 9 fufpe&ing fome defign in this delay, made 
the neceflary preparations, as if he were to fight the day follow- 
ing: and aded therein very wifely ; for the next day Totila ad- 
vanced with his whole army in order of battle. Narfes had in. 
the night detached fifty men to feize on an eminence at a fmall - 
diftance ; which they did accordingly. But Totila 9 equally de- 
firous to gain it, fent feveral detachments of horfe, one after 
the other, to diflodge them. The Romans ftood their ground, 
and, being animated by the example of their leader, named 
P who behaved with unparallelled bravery, they continually 

*cpulfctf the enemy, and obliged them in the end to give over 
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the attempt, though far fuperior to the Romans in number, and 
fupported by frefh fupplies. While both armies flood in battle* 
army, waiting die fignal, a Goth 9 by name Cocas, who had for- 
lerly ferved in the emperor's army, advancing before the ranks, 
challenged any on the Roman fide to a fingle combat. The 
challenge was readily accepted by one Anxelas an Armenian, 
.who flew his infulting adverfary at the firft encounter ; and, re- 
turning to his companions, was received with joyful fhours by 
the whole army, who looked upon his fuccefs as an omen of 
their future victory. Totila, being informed, that a body of 
two thou fan d 1 horfe, whom he had long expected , were near at 
hand, in order to gain time, defired an interview with Narfes, 
but, before the place was agreed on where they were to meet, 
the two* thoufand horfe joined the army ; and then Tot i la drew 
off his troops, and ordered them to refrefh themfelves, as if he 
did not intend to engage that day, it being already noon ; but 
loon after, he fuddenly led them out againft the enemy, hoping, 
by fo unexpected an onfet, to fiirprife them. But Narfes, who 
fufpe&ed his defigw, and therefore had kept his men in battle* 
array, received him with great refolution. Both armies fought 
y 3 * Goths f or f ome ^th a fyry hardly to be exprefled ; but in the 
defeated. efM j ^ Gothic hot fe being put to the rout, and retiring in great 

confufion among the foot, their infantry was by that means 
thrown into fuch diforder, • that they could never afterwards 
rally* Nar/es> 9 obferving the enemy's army thus difordered, 
encouraged his men to make a laft effort ; which the Goths not 
able to withftand, they betook themfelves to flight, leaving fix 
thoufand of their men dead on the fpot. Totila finding the day 
irrecoverably loft, fled, attended only by five horfemen ; but 
was purfued and mortally wounded, by a commander of the 
Gepld&y named AJbadcs. However, he continued his flight till 
he arrived at a place called Caprar, where he halted, and had 
^//rfToti- his wound d re fled ; but, he expired foon after, and was pri- 
la killed, yatcly buried by thofe who attended him in his flight. As Af- 

hades, who gave him the mortal wound, did not know him, 
the report of his death was not believed by the Romans, till a 
Gothic woman having difcovered the place where he was buried, 
they opened the grave, and viewed the body r . Thus Proco- 
pius. But other writers tell us, that Tot i la was mortally 
wounded in the engagement ; that he withdrew to have his 
wound drefTed, but died under the cure ; and that his men mif- 
fing him, and concluding he was killed, betook themfelves to 
a precipitous flight \ Totila is highly commended by all the 
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writers of thofe times, not only for his valour, but for his hu- 
manity, temperance, moderation, and, above all, for his jus- 
tice and equity. Upon his acceilion to the throne, he found the 
affairs of the Got hs in a moft deplorable condition ; but brought 
them, in the eleven years he reigned, altnoff to the fame ftate, 
in which Theodoric had left them. Tit Ha* fays Paulus Diaco- 
nus, though a Goth, lived with the Romans like a father with 
his children, without making the leaft alteration in their laws or 
form of government. Procppius, though a Greek , and confe- 
quently no friend to the Goths, could not help extolling, on 
fever al occafions, his mildnefs and clemency to the vanquiflied. 
The fame writer often commends him as a great lover of juftice 
and equity. In the many cities he reduced, he took particular 
care, that no affront fliould be offered to the women ; and even 
put to death one of his officers for abufing the daughter of a 
Roman in Calabria, though he was a man of known valour, 
and the whole army interceded in his behalf : His eftate, which 
was very confiderable, he beftowed on the woman, to make 
feme amends for the affront that had been offered her. In fhort, 
all the writers who fpeak of Tot i la, reprefent him as a perfon 
endued with every good quality becoming a prince. 

Such of the Goths as had the good luck to efcape the fwords 
of the Romans, fled over the Po, and aflembling at Ticinum, 
now Pavia, chofe Teia for their king. He was defervedly Teiarfo- 
efteemed one of the moft valiant men in their nation, and had, f e9 king. 
on feveral occafions, diftinguifhed himfelf in a moft eminent 
manner. His firft care was to aflemble the Goths, who, after 
the late defeat, had taken refuge in the feveral ftrong-holds be- 
yond the Po. Having fecured the treafure, which his predecef- 
for had left in Pavia, he endeavoured to draw the Franks to * endea- 
his afliftance by the offer of a large fum, and by reprefenting to fours in 
Theodcbald their king, that, if the Romans once recovered va '* *° 
Italy, they would, in the next place, attempt, under fome fpe- £ acu i 
cious pretence, to drive them out of Gaul, to which they had jj^l/gi* 
no better claim, than the Goths had to Italy. The fpeech, a ^ ce ^ 
which the embafladors of the Goths made on this occaiion to 
Theodebald, has been tranfmitted to us by Agathias % and is 
well worth perufing. But the Franks, fays Procopius, could 
not be prevailed upon to lend the Goths any afliftance, chufing 
rather to feize on Italy for themfelves, than to employ their 
arms in fecuring it either to the Goths, or the Romans u . 

In the mean time, Narfes, informed that the Goths had 
raifed Teia to the throne, and that he was aflembling his coun- 
trymen beyond the Po, detached Valerius, with part of the 
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army, to watch their motions, and prevent, if pofiible, their 
uniting, while he himfelf marched with the reft towards Rome. 
Narfes On his march, he made himfelf mafter of Norma, Spoletum, Pe- 
takes fc~ rugia \ and then, approaching Rome, invefted it with his whole 
wal army. Tot Ha, before the arrival of Narfes in Italy, had burnt great 
towns. p art Q f tne c j tv . an( j 3 n ot having a fufficient number of men to 

guard the whole circuit of fo large a place, he had furrounded 
with a new wall that part of it nearer tan's tomb, which feemed 
to him the moft ftrong and defenfible. Into this, as we may 
call it, fortrefs or caftle, the Goths retired with their beft effedts, 
at the approach of Narfes, leaving but a fmall number of men 
to defend the walls where they f emed the weakeft ; fo that the 
Narfes Romans, by the help of fcaling ladders, got into the city with- 
er j out oppofition. Then Narfes marched againft the caftle, which 
Rome. held out for fome time ; but the garifon, defpairing of relief, 

furrendered in the end upon a promife from Narfes, that their 
lives fhould be fpared. Thus was Rome once more recovered 
by the Romans, and the keys fent again to the emperor. And 
The cruelty now the Goths, defpairing of being able to maintain themfelves 
of the in Italy, vented their rage on the Roman fenators, killing them 
Goths to where -ever they fell into their hands. Such of that body as 
wards the na( j Deen confined by Totila to Campania, and were now return- 
ivomans. j n g tQ R om ^ u p Qn fa report, that the city was in the empe- 
ror's hands, were all murdered by the Goths quartered in thofe 
parts. Totila, upon his leaving Rome to march againft Narfes, 
had taken with him, as hoftages, the children of the principal 
Romans to the number of three hundred, and fent them beyond 
the Po ; and now Teia, finding them there, ordered them all 
to be put to the fword. At the fame time Ragnaris, a Goth, 
who commanded in Calabria, cut in pieces fifty Roman foldiers, 
who had been delivered to him as hoftages. Teia, during the 
fiege of Rome, had conveyed the beft part of the royal treafures 
to the caftle of Cuma? y and fecured it there with a ftrong gari- 
fon. Hereupon Narfes detached from Rome, where he conti- 
nued to repair the ruins in the walls, a ftrong detachment to be- 
fiege Cumat, and at the fame time another to attempt the re- 
w, . du&ion of Ccntumcella:. But Teia, fearing the royal treafure 

C,J might fall into the enemy's hands, refolved at all events to re- 

the rcUef " cvc tnc c ' tv °^ C umar * where it was lodged. Purfuant to this 
efCumx, refolution, he drew together all his forces, and pafling the Po, 
bffifged by bent his march through Tufcany. Narfes, informed of the 
thf Ro- route he had taken, detached the greater part of his army to 
n\an5, keep him at bay, till Cuma had fubmitted. But he, avoiding 

the neareft way, and fetching a great compaft by the fea-coaft, 
got, without meeting the enemy, into Campania, Hereupon 

Narfes, recalling his forces, marched with his whole army into 
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Campania, with a defignto oblige the Goths, if they attempted 
the relief of Cionce, to come to a general engagement. Both 
armies encamped at the foot of mount Vefuvius, being parted 
by the river Draco, now Sarno, and continued there two 
months, Narfes not daring either to pafs the river, the Goths 
being mafters of the bridge, or retire, left they fhould relieve 
the city of Cumar. But at length, Narfes having erciled on his 
fide of the river feveral wooden towers, whence the Goths 
were galled with continual ftiowers of arrows, and, by a fleet 
fent him from Sicily, cut off their communication with the fea, 
they were forced, through want of provifions, to abandon their 
camp, and retire to a neighbouring mountain, by Procopius 
called Mons LacJarius. Thither Narfes followed them ; but, 
not thinking it fafe to attack them, he made himfelf mailer of 
all the avenues leading to the mountain, and by that means re- 
duced them to fuch ftraights, that they refolved in the end to 
put the whole to the iflue of a battle. Purfuant to this refolu- 
tion, they came down unexpectedly upon the Romans, and 
gave a beginning to one of the moft bloody battles, if Procopius , . 
is to be credited, that ever was fought. The Goths, like men fyT^ 
in defpair, exerted their utmoft efforts ; and the Romans chofe a e * 
rather to die on the fpot, than fhamefully yield to an enemy fb 
much inferior to them in number. During the action, Teia 
gave moft furpriflng proofs of his valour and conduct, fuch as 
equalled him, in the opinion of Procopius, to the moft re- 
nowned heroes of antiquity. Being well apprifed, that the 
whole lay at flake, and that the fate of Italy depended upon the 
fuccefs of that day, he placed himfelf in the firft rank, to en- 
courage his men by his example. The Romans, discovering 
him, and knowing that his death would put an end to the dif- 
pute, and, in all likelihood, to the war, directed their whole 
force againft him, fome attacking him with their fpears, others 
difcharging at him ftiowers of darts and arrows, which he re- 
ceived on his (hield, killing in the mean time great numbers of 
the enemy, who, with all their efforts, were not able to make 
him retire, or yield one inch of ground. When his (hield was 
fo loaded with darts, that he could not eafily wield it, he called 
for another, and, renewing the fight, made a great (laughter of 
the Romans. Thus he (hifted his (hield three times ; but, in 
the third charge, having left his bread expofed, he was, in that 
moment, wounded with a javelin, and inftantly died of the Teia/fa/». 
wound, falling in the place where he had flood from the begin- 
ning of the battle, and upon heaps of the enemy, whom he 
had killed with his own hand. The Romans, feeing him fall, 
cut off his head, and fixing it upon a long pole, carried it about, 
GKpofed to the view of the Goths, not doubting but, diftieartcned 

at 
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ed at the fight, they would yield in the end, and retire. But 
notwithftanding the death of their king, they continued the 
fight, till, night coming on, both armies were obliged to re- 
tire. Early next morning they engaged anew, and fought with 
unparallelled bravery, til! night again parted them. The third 
day, the Goths, defpairing of being able to overcome the Ro- 
mans, fo much fuperior to them in numbers, refolved to come 
to an agreement with them ; and accordingly fent deputies to 
Narfes, offering to lay down their arms, provided fuch of them, 
as chofe to live in Italy , were allowed to enjoy their eftates and 
poflefltons without moleftation, as fubje£ls of the empire ; and 
thofe who were willing to retire el fe where, were fuffered to 
Tbs Goths carry with them all their goods and effects. Thefe terms being 
fubmit to readily agreed to by Narfes and the other commanders of the 
tbeempe- army, the Goths, laying down their arms, either repaired to

rt J 553* Such of the Goths , however, as had been left by Tela in 

the ftrong-holds, refufing to ftand to the agreement made by 
their countrymen, had recourfe to the Franks, who, thinking 
this a favourable opportunity of feizing on Italy for thcmfelves, 
promifed to ailift them againft the Romans to the ufmoft of their 
r/^Franks power. Accordingly, they entered Italy, notwithftanding their 
entcrltaly. alliance with the emperor, to the number of fixty thoufand 

men, moft of them the fubj . cls of Tbeudebald* king of Afetz 9 
under the conduct of the two brothers Lutharis and Bucilinus y 
giving out, that they were come to afliil the Goths, but with a 
view to make thcmfelves maftcrs of Italy, with the affiftance 
of thofe whom they pretended to protect. Narfes, informed 
of their march, refolved to reduce, if poflible, before their 
arrival, fuch towns as were ftill held by the Goths. Having 
therefore left part of his army before Cuma, which city Tcia 
had committed to the charge of his brother Aligern, who re- 
fufed to deliver it up to the Romans, even after the agreement, 
several ^ c marc h e d \t\toTufcany, where the cities of Volaterr.v, Pfa, 
T'tL F'fd** and feveral others, fubmitted to him ; but Lucca held

' Heved by the Franks. But the march of their pretended allies 
\arfcs. bem S retarded by the troops, which Narfes had fent to difputc 
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with them the pafTage of the Po % the city, after three months 
fiege,. was obliged to fubmit. By this time Aligern* being re- 
duced to'great ftraights in Gumes* began to confider with him- 
felf, that if the Franks* who were coming to his afilftance, 
fliould in the end drive the Romans out of Italy* the Goths 
would be no gainers by their vi&ory, fince it was not to be 
doubted, but the Franks* whofe treachery was well known, 
inftead of reinftating the Goths* would fecure the country in 
difpute to themfelves. He therefore judged it more realbnable 
to deliver it up to the antient owners, than to ft rangers ; and 
accordingly, opening the gates to the Romans* he put them in 
poflcf&on of the town, and the royal treafure of the Goths. 
There were ftill remaining feven thoufand Goths* who, being Sewn 
headed by one Regnares* had feized on a ftrong-hold near Ga- thoufand 
pua* called Cajffinum* Againft them Narfes marched with his Goths be- 
whole army '» but, finding he could not ftorm the place with- 
out^reat lofsof men, he refolved to reduce it by famine. The *" a " inunu 
Goths* who had laid up great ftore of proviiions, held out all 
winter ; but early in the fpring, Regnares demanded a con- 
ference with Narfes ; which being granted him, he in fitted 
upon fuch unreafonable terms, that the general difmifTed him 
with indignation. This Regnares refented to fuch a degree, 
that having gained a hill near the walls, he let fly an arrow at 
Narfes* with a delign to kill him 5 but, having miffed his aim, 
the general's guards fent a fliower of arrows after him, with 
one of which being mortally wounded, he was carried by his 
own men into the caftle, where he died two days after. The 
befieged, diftieartened by the death of their leader, fubmitted, 
upon promife that their lives fliould be fpared.

who had entered Italy under the conduct of Leutharis and Bu- 
cillnus* their numerous army was entirely deftroyed, partly by 
thefword, and partly by ficknefs, as we flivill relate at length in 
a more proper place ; fo that now all Italy was anew brought 
under fubjection to the emperor, and united to the eaftcrn em- 
pire, fome of the Goths retiring elfe where, but mod of them 
remaining in Italy* where they continued to enjoy, purfuant to 
their agreement with Narfes* the lands and pofleflions which) 
they held there* Narfes , who had delivered that country from 
the dominion of the Goths* was appointed by Juflinidn to go- 
vern it as a province of the eaftern empire, which he did, to 
the great (ktisfa&ion of the inhabitant?, till the year 568, when 
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Narfesrr-he was recalled by the emperor Jtifiin II. the fucceflbr of Juf 
called \ and tinian, at the inftigation of his wife Sophia , and Longinus was 
Longinus f en t to govern Italy in his room. As Longinus introduced a 
fait i<\ bis new f orm pf government, we (hall, in a few words, acquaint 
r ° om ' . the reader with the alterations he made, and then proceed to the 
QMftt62 biftory of the Lombards, with which that of the exarchs, the 
r ^ * ' lucceilbrs of Longinus, is infeparably interwoven- The pro- 
vinces of Italy had, ever fince the time of Conjiantine the 
Great, been governed by confulares, correftores, and provides, 
no alteration in the government having been made, either by 
the emperors who fucceeded Conjiantine, or by the kings of the 
The begin- Goths. But Longinus, being fent to fucceed Narfes with an 
ningofibe abfoiute power and authority, fupprefied thofe magiftrates, and, 
exarchate. i n their room, placed, in each city of note, a governor, whom 

he diftinguifhed with the title of duke. The city of Ramev?z% 
not more honoured than any other ; for Longinus, having abo- 
liflied the very name of fenate and confuls, appointed one to 
govern that metropolis with the title of duke, common to the 
governors of the other cities. For himfelf he took the title of 
exarch^ which, by the Greeks* was given to thofe who prefided 
over a diocefe, and confequently over the many provinces, of 
which the diocefc was compofed. Thus likewife in the eccle- 
fiaftic hierarchy, which was formed upon the model of the civil 
government, the bifliop, who was put over one lingle province, 
was ftyled metropolitan ; but he, who governed a diocefe, and 
confequently feverai provinces, was diftinguifhed with the tide 
of exarch. This title was adopted by the fucceffors of Longi- 
nus, who, refiding, as he had done, at Ravenna, were thence 
called the exarchs of Ravenna. They governed all Italy y 
naming and removing the dukes at their pleafure, and to them 
the people had recour.fe in atl matters of moment. Longinus 
was fent by JuJiin to govern all Italy \ but great part of that 
country, in the fir ft year of his government, was feized on by 
the Lombards* called in by Narfes* as we have related at length 
clfc where *. This magi i\ rate maintained the power and autho- 
rity of the emperors of the eaft in Italy for the fpace of an 
hundred and eighty-three years, that is, from the year 568, 
when Langhws was fent into Italy* to the year 751, wh«nis«- 
tychius* the laft exarch, was driven out, and Ravenna taken by 
jf/lulphus* king of the Lombards. The exarchs, who govern-

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lajlicus* Paulusy and Eutychius *. But as the Lombards were 
the only people that invaded Italy during their time, and with 
whom they waged war in defence of that country* we cannot, 
without repeating the fame things, feparately deliver their re- 
fpedive hiftories ; and therefore (hail now, purfuant to our plan, 
refume the hiftory of the Lombards* in which the reader will 
find whatever has been tranfmitted to us concerning the exarchs, 
till the taking of Ravenna by AJlulphus* and the end of the 
exarchate.

SECT. II. 



The hijiory of the Lombards, from the death of Clephis, 
to Defiderius, taken captive by Charlemagne. 

T N the foregoing chapter, we have delivered the hiftory of 
the Lombards* from their firft original to the death of Clephis* 
the fucceffor of Alboin* and fecond king of Italy a , and lhall 
now proceed to the hiftory of the other princes of that nation* 
to Defiderius their laft king, taken captive by Charlemagne. 
The Lombards* upon the death of Clephis* who had treated 
them with great cruelty, refolved to be no more governed by 
kin{*s ; and accordingly chofe none for the fpace of ten years, 
but, during that time, lived fubjecl: to their dukes, as we have 
related elfewhere b . The moft powerful among thefe dukes, n € Lom- 
uniting their forces* entered Gaul* and committed there dread- bards 
ful ravages. Gontran* king of Orleans* difpatched a confider- break into 
able army againft them, under the conduct of Amatus a patri- Gaul, 
cian, who engaged them, but was cut off with the greater part 
of the army. After this victory, the Lombards ravaged Bur- 
gundy without controul, made a dreadful (laughter of the Bur- 
gundians* who attempted to oppofe them, and then returned 
home, enriched with an immenfe booty. Encouraged with 
this fuccefs, they returned foon after, and, laying the country 
wafte, advanced as far as Ebrodunum or Ambrun* where they 
were met by Ennius* called alfo Mummulus* at the head of a 
ftrong body of Burgundians* who cut them off almoft to a j& w / w a 
man c . About this time, that is, about the year 578, the great 
Saxons* who, as we have related elfewhere d , had attended the overthrow 
Lombards into Italy* and were, by an agreement with Alboi- from the. 
nits* to fharc with him his future conquefts, falling out with Franks,

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72*Saxons their old friends and allies, refolved to quit Italy, and return to 
and Lom ^heir own country. They pretended to live quite independent 
bards dij- Q f tne L om bards, and in a diftinfk body ; which the Lombards 
c Z ret - not confenting to, they left Italy with their wives and families, 

and took their route homewards through Gaul. But Mummu- 
/us, one of Gontran's captains, meeting them on the confines, 
killed a great number of them, took many prifoners, and 
T/^Saxons forced the reft to repafs the Alps. However, they returned 
return anew, and having, with a confiderable fum, purchafed a paf- 
home y and f a g e c f Mummulus ; who met them at the Rhine* they re« 
arc mofi of turne( j to t h e j r antient feats ; but found them pofleffed by the 
t e l m y!**L $ uan *i who, unwilling to quarrel with them, offered them 
SuanV £ two tn ' rc k °f the. lands. This offer being rejected with indig- 
nation by the Saxons j a bloody battle was fought, in which 
twenty thoufend Saxons were killed, and on the fide of the Suani 
only four hundred and eighty. The Saxons , who remained 
alive, being about fix thoufand in number, renewed the buttle ; 
but were again defeated, and obliged to fubmit to the terms, 
which the Sahni were pleafcd to grant them c - But to return 
to the Lombards : Three of their dukes, viz, Amo, Zaban y 
and Rhodanus, notwithstanding the overthrow their country- 
men had lately received in Gaul 9 broke anew into that country, 
. and, dividing themfelves into three bodies, laid it wafte far and 

v** Lom- near. But Mummulus, falling upon them before they could 

unite their forces, cut great numbers of them in pieces, andob- 
mne*o ' l*Z e & tne rc ft to *l u ^ tnc ' r booty, and return through by-ways 
Gaul * nto Itob* Thither a party of Franks followed them, who 

made themfelves matters of a ftrong-hold in the neighbourhood 
of Trent, and, having killed Ragilo, who came to oppofe them, 
pillaged the country to the very gates of Trent. But Euin, 
duke of that city, (allying unexpectedly out againft them, cut 
moft of them off, with their leader Charamnichis, and purfued 
the reft to the Alps, which they pafled, leaving their booty be- 
9*"y fx- hind them, and returned home r . At the fame time the Lom- 
tend their lards extended their conquefts in Italy, and, having defeated 
conqufjts t 1C f orccs 0 f lne exarch Longinus, reduced the cities of 
m ta y. Satri, Bomarzo, Orta, Todi 9 Amelia, Perugia, Luceoli, 

and feveral others of lefs importance. But in the mean time 
Tiberius* who had fucceeded Jujlin, dying, Mauritius, who 
was chofen in his room, alarmed at the progrefs the Lom* 
bards made in Italy, refolved to put a ftop to their vic- 
tories, and, if poifible, to drive them quite out- With 
this view, he recalled Lznghius, whom he judged no- ways 
equal to fuch an undertaking, and lent lamaragdus in his room, 
a pet fun of great prudence, and well (killed in military affairs.

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Zamaragdus landed at Ravenna with a confiderable army in the 
beginning of the year 584, and taking the field early in the 
faring, made himfelf mailer of Broxillus* now Briffello* a 
place of great ftrength on the Po. He Hkewife prevailed upon 
Droftulf* an officer of great experience, to revolt from the 
Lombards: who had raifed him, though by nation a Suevian* 
to the rank of a duke, and to bring over with him a confidera- 
ble number of men. At the fame time Mauritius* concerting 
other meufures to deliver Italy from the yoke of the Lombards^ 
had recourfe to Childebert king of the Franks* and, with a large 
fum, prevailed upon him to engage in the war again ft the Lom- 
bards* This confederacy, and the vaft preparations made both 
by Zamaragdus and Childebert* alarmed the Lombards to fuch 
a degree, that, apprehending they fhould not be able to with- 
ftand two fuch powerful enemies, fo long as they continued di- 
vided, as it were, into fo many petty kingdoms, they refolved 
to reftore their antient form of government, to fubmitanewto 
the authority of one tingle perfon, and to commit to him the 
whole management of fo dangerous a war. Purfuant to this The royal 
refolution, they aflembled in 585, and, with one voice, raifad authority ^ 
Autharis* the fon of Clephis* to the throne. Autharis* with reftored 
his valour and prudence, fo eftabliftied the kingdom of the a ™ on g 
Lombards* that, in fpite of the utmoft efforts of the Roman '* em > *?* 
emperors, it lafted for the fpace of two hundred years. He had 
no fooner mounted the throne, than he undertook the recovery ^ e J r after 
of Briffello* being refolved, as it was a place of the utmoft im- CbriJUZz. 
portance, to force it, by all means, out of the enemy's hands. 
But Drottulf* who was in the town, and expected, if he were 
taken, to be treated with the utmoft feverity by the Lombards* 
made fuch a vigorous defence, that the fiege continued a long jj e reta kes 
time ; but the garifon being in the end reduced to great ftraights, Briflell«. 
Dro&ulf found means to withdraw in the night, and repair to 
Ravenna* with fuch of his men as were able to follow him. 
Autharis* being thus mafter of the place, difmantled it, that 
it might no longer ferve as a place of refuge to the enemy, in 
cafe it (hould fall again into their hands. After the re- 
duction of Brijfello he put his troops into winter-quarters, the 
feafon being already far advanced, and employed himfelf till the 
following fpring, partly in fettling the affairs of the kingdom, 
and partly in making the neceflary preparations for the enfuing 
campaign 2. In the firft place, he took upon him the name of 
Flavius* and ordered it to be ufed, in imitation of the Roman His com* 
emperors, by all the Lombard kings his fucceffors h . In the fi> du3 to- 
cond place, confidering that the dukes, who, for the fpace of *?*' r ds tk* 
(en years, had ruled with an abfolute fway over their refpcclive %1u ^ es%

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dukedoms, would not willingly p^r.t with all their authority, hjs 
allowed them to continue in their governments ; but obliged 
them to contribute one moiety of their revenues towards the 
maintenance and fupport of his royal dignity, fufFering them to 
difpofc of the other as they pleafed. He refer ved to himfelf the 
fupreme dominion and authority, and took an oath of the dukes, 
that, in time of war, they would readily afljjft him to the utmoft 
of their power. Tho* he could remove the dukes at his plea- 
fure, yet he deprived none of their dukedoms, except in cafes 
of treafon, noi; gaye them to others, but when their male ifliic 
The origin failed s. And tnis was the origin of the fiefs in Italy. Some 
of fiefs in hayelraagined , that fi$fs were firft introduced by the Lombards, 
* Ca v • and, in imitation of them, adopted by other nations. But thejr 

are therein certainly mi (taken, fx nee' it is. manifeft from Aimoi- 
nus h and Gregory of Tours ! , that fiefs had been introduced into 
(iaul by the Franks fome years before the reign of Autharis* 
yrhp firft eijlab}i£hed them in Italy* Gregory of Tours tells us, 
th$t in ttye year 574,, that is eleven years before A ut bar is was 
Xmp4. ta th^- throne, king Guntran deprived one Erpon of his 
^ulfedom, smd created another in bis, room k . Paulus Mini- 
lius and Cujaccius obferve, that, when dukedoms were firft in- 
ftitutcd in Gaul y the king removed the dukes at his pleafure ; 
but that a ^uftom afterwards obtained, that they were not to be 
removed, unlefs cpnvifted of treafon, or fome other enormous 
^rim^ At laft tfye kings, by an oath, confirmed them in the 
dukedoms^ v^hjeh a,t firft they held only during pleafure K Thus 
were fiefs, firft introduced by/ the Franks into Gaul* and a few 
years after by the Lombards , in imitation of « the Franks* intp 
j[tajy m p However^ it rnuft be owned, that fiefs in fome degree, 
owe their origin to the Roman emperors, wjio, for the greater 
fecurity. of the frontiers of the empire, ufed to grant to the offi- 
cers and (oldiers lands on the confines, as a reward for their long 
fcryice. By this grant which was called beneficium* the foldiers 
were encouraged to defend, with all their might, the fr.op.tiers 
of the empire, fince they defended, at the fame time, their 
lands and eftates n . AH the cuftonjs and laws, which were af- 
terwards introduced and publifhed concerning fiefs, are owing 
to the Lombards* who gave them a certain and regular form ; 
£0 that among all other nations, fuccefllons, acquifitions, invef- 
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titures, and every thing clfe relating to fiefs, were regulated by 
the cuftoms and laws of the Lombards, "Hereupon a hew body 
of laws fprung up, Which were called feudal laws, and ftill are 
in fome provinces of ''Italy , especially in the prefent kingdom of 
Naples ; the chief part of the jurifpruderice. But to return to 
Autkaris. Having fettled matters with the dukes in the man- 
ner we Have related above, he ena&ed feveral whdlfome and 
fealbnable laws againft theft, rapine, murder, adultery, and 
other crimes, which, at that time, prevailed among his fubjedts. 
He was the firft of the Lombard kings, who, renouncing pa- f] e £fn _ 
ganifm, embraced the chriftian religibh ; ahd his example was bracts the 
followed by moft of 'his fubjecls. But as they We're all iriftructed chriftidn 
by Arian bifhops, they continued long ihfeAed with that herefy; rcligib*.

Autbaris, having fettled the affairs of his kingdom during the Childc- 
winter, received news early in the fpring, thit Childebert king bert, king 
of the Franks had, purfuant to his agreement With the emperor of the 
Mauritius , parted the Alps at the head of a powerful army. Franks, 
Hereupon, being well apprifed, that he had not fufficicnt ftrength enters 
to withftand him in the field, he ordered his dukes to provide * ta ty »

This conduit retire 
was attended with the wifhed for fticcels j for Childebert, con- 
fidering it Would prove a ' very tedious and difficult undertaking 
to lay liege to fo many cities, accepted khe prefents fent him by 
Autbaris, and returned home. Of this the emperor Mauri- 
tius loudly complained, and, reproaching Childebert with breach 
of faith, infilled upon his returning the money he had received, 
vi%. fifty thoufand folidi, for making War on the Lombards, if 
he did not, within a time prefixed, perform his engagements. 
Hereupon Childebert, unwilling to return the money, and, on 
the other hand, thinking himfelf bound in honour to perform 
forrie remarkable fervice iii favour of his ally worthy of fo large 
a fum, raifed a far more numerous army than he had before ; 
and, having fupplied them with every thing neceflary for the 
expedition, he ordered them to march, under the conduct of 
his beft generals, into Italy. Author is had formerly, as We fj e 
have related above, declined coming to a battle, and, acting turns ; hui 
only defenfively, had kept his troops within the fortified towns, bis a* my 
But now, confiJering, that if he fliould haVc the good luck to is entirtly 
crufii fo powerful an enemy, other nations, as well as the defeated. 
Franks, would be thereby deterred from invading his dominions, 
he refolved to alter his conduct, and meet the enemy in the 
open field. With this view, he drew together all the forces he 

had 
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had, and, having encouraged them with a feafonable fpeech, he 
inarched in quell of the enemy, and offered them battle. The 
challenge being readily accepted by the Franks, a bloody en- 
gagement enfued, in which both armies fought with a fury 
hardly to be expreffed ; but the Franks were in the end utterly 
defeated. The Lombards purfued them in their flight with great 
flaughter, and obliged fuch of them as had the good luck to 
efcape, to take refuge among the barren mountains, where 
moll of them perifhed with hu nger and cold ; fo that very few 
Italy in- °^ triem g°* *° their own country- Cbildebert 9 to revenge 
vaded a- the Io& °f his army, fent another, twenty thoufand men ftrong, 
menu by under the command of Anduald, Olo, and Cedinus, three ge- 
tbe Franks nerals of known valour, and long experience in war.

And Anduald, advancing as far as Verona, laid fome 
open places in alhes, carrying with him the inhabitants into 
captivity, contrary to the articles of the treaty between him and 
Wh* re- the emperor. But in the mean time diftempers beginning to 
turn borne ra g e among the Franks, occafioned by the hot feafon, and 
ym great wan j Q f provilions, and the Lombards keeping, as they had 
°' s * done formerly, within their fortified towns, the generals of 

the Franks thought it advifeable to return home, left the Lom- 
bards fhould fall upon them, after their army had been confi- 
derably weakened by the diftempers that daily fwept off great 
numbers. On their return, they were reduced to fuch ftraights, 
that they were forced firft to fell their cloaths, and at laft their 
arms, to purchafe provifions °. Autharis, thus delivered from all 
fear of fo powerful an enemy, refolved to employ his whole 
ftrength in fubj e&ing fuch provinces of Italy * as were ft ill held 
by the Romans. He had already made himfelf m after of all the 
hither Italy , except the dukedom of Rome, and the exarchate, 
which was at that time governed by Romanus, who had fuc- 
ceeded Zamaragdus, and comprifed the prefent Bolognefe^ Ro* 
magna, the dutchy of Urbino, and great part of Picenum, now 
La Marca. The provinces which make up the prefent king- 
dom of Naples, were ftill in the hands of the Romans, the chief 
* cities being governed, according to the form of government 
which Longinus had introduced, by their dukes, who were all 
immediately under the exarch. But the moft powerful among 
them, viz. the dukes of Naples, Surrento, Amalfi, Tarentc, 
and Gaeta, defpifing the exarchs, ruled almoft with an abfu- 
lute fway ; which has induced fome to imagine, that thefe ci- 
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ties were abfolutely free ; whereas nothing is more certain in 
hiftory, than that they acknowledged the emperor for their fo- 
vereign, tho* they often refufed to obey the exarch. As thefe 
provinces lay at a great diftance from Pavia 9 the royal feat of 
the Lombards* and could receive fpeedy fuccours by fea in cafe 
they were attacked, the emperors kept but fmall garifons in the 
cities, being obliged to employ all the forces they could fpare in 
the Per fian war, which lay heavy upon them at the fame time. 
Of this Autharis was well apprifed, and therefore, leaving Autharis 
Rome and Ravenna behind him, which were defended by nu- reduces 
merous garifons, in the fpring of the year 589, he appointed Samnium, 
his troops to rendezvous at Spoletum* and, pretending to march mvd the 
elfe where, turned all on a fudden, and entered Samnium* which C **J °f Bc " 
province, together with the city of Benevento* he reduced al- nevento. 

Encouraged with this fuccefs, he 
over-ran all Calabria* and, advancing as far as Rhegium on the 
fartheft point of Italy* he rid into the fea, and ftriking with 
his lance a pillar, that ftood near the fhore, Thus far* faid he, 
Jball the bounds of the Lombards extend. This pillar was ftill 
ftanding in the days of our hiftorian, and known by the name of 
Author is 's pillar v. Autharis* on his return into Samnium* 
reduced that province to a dukedom, appointing Zoto* or Zotto 9 
firft duke of Benevento* which he made the metropolis of Sam- 
nium Thus to the two famous dukedoms of Friuli and Spoleti 
was added a third, which, in procefs of time, became as much 
fuperior to the other two, as they exceeded the other dukedoms 
of Italy. Some authors, and 2mong the reft Camillus Pere- e p je £ r * 
grinus* are of opinion, that the dukedom of Benevento was j u £ e 0 f 
founded before the time of Autharis r ; but all agree, that Benevento 
Zotto was the firft who governed that city and province with 
the title of duke. This dukedom, by degrees, extended its 
limits, fo as to comprife the far greater part of the prefent king- 
dom of Naples. Autharis* after the reduction of Samnium* 
refolvcd to carry the war into the exarchate and the dukedom 
of Rome ; but apprehending he might be diverted anew by Chil- 
debert king of the Franks from purfuing his conquefts, he 
thought it advifeable to conclude a peace, if pofliMe, with fo 
troublefome and powerful an enemy. Accordingly, he dif- 
patched cmbafladors to Guntran* uncle to Childebert* hoping, 
by his mediation, to lay the foundations of a lading peace with 
the king of the Franks. Guntran readily interpoft:d ; but Au- 
tharis did not live to fee the fuccefs of the mediation, bt-ing in 
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Autharis the mean time taken off by poifon. He died in Pavia on the 
dies. thirteenth of September 590, after having reigned about fix 
fear after years ; but the author of his death was never known s . Au- 
Cbrijl $go. tfaris had married Theudelinda^ the daughter of Garibald, king 

of the Boioarians ; but, as he had no children by her, the 
Lombards , upon the news of his death, affembled in Pavia to 
chufe a new king; but, not being able to agree among them- 
felves in the choice, they referred the whole affair to Tbeude- 
linda, having firft fettled among themfelves, that the perfon fte 
Ihould chufe among the dukes for her hufband, fhould be in- 
veiled with the royal dignity ; fo great was the opinion they had 
of the wifdom and prudence of that excellent princefs, who, to 
fhew herfelf worthy of the confidence they repofed in her, after 
having confulted the wifeft men of the nation, by their advice, 
Agilulf beftowed herfelf and the kingdom on Agilulf duke of Turin^ a 
cho fin king, perfon of extraordinary merit, and nearly related to the late 
Tear after ^jpg. Her choice being applauded by the whole nation, Agi- 
Cb,ift S9 \. lul jr y a f ter his marriage, was crowned king of the Lombards in 

a lull aflembly held at Milan in the month of May 591. 

In the firft year of his reign died Zotto, the firft duke of Be- 
nevento* of whom we find nothing in hiftory worthy of notice, 
except his plundering and deftroying the famous monaftery of 
Monte CaJino 9 built about fixty years before by St. Benedict, 
and already wonderfully enriched with the donations of feveral 
Arechis princes*. Upon his death, Agilulf appointed Arechis* coufin 
fecund duke to G ilulpbus duke of Friuli, to fucceed him in the dukedom of 
of Bene- Benevento* The dukes, according to the regulations introduced 
vento. by Autbaris t could only in cafes of treafon be deprived of their 

dukedoms ; and, upon their death, they were fucceeded by their 
male iffue, if the king judged them capable of fo great a com- 
mand. If the duke died without iffue male, the king was at 
full liberty either to chufe another in his room, or to fupprefs 
the dukedom : and truly feveral dukedoms were fuppreffed by 
the prefent king, the dukes having attempted to {hake off all 
dependency, and to ufurpan abfolute power in their refpeftive 
diftrifls. The example of Agilulf was followed by his fuccef- 
fors, who, declining to appoint new dukes in the room of thofe 
who died without iffue male, reduced, by degrees, the duke- 
doms to a very fmall number. During the government of Are- 
t his, which lafted for the fpace of fifty years, that is, from the 
year 591, to 641 , the bounds of the dukedom of Beneventu 
were greatly extended ; for, at that prince's death, they reached

faith. Hence Theudelinda is highly commended by Gregory the 
Great, who infcribed to her the four books of the lives of the 
faints, which he had compofed. She had done all that lay in 
her power to induce A ut bar is, her firft hufband, to profefe the 
catholic faith ; but to no purpofe, that prince refufing to quit 
the religion in which he had been brought up u . Agilulf \ in Some dukes 
the third year of his reign, was forced to turn his arms againft rebel i but 
his own countrymen ; for two of the dukes, viz. Minulf duke are re ' 
of the ifland of St. Julian, and Gaidulf duke of Bergamo, re- J * ' 
volting from him, claimed an abfolute authority in their re- ^ l u " 
fpe<3ive diftritSts. Agilulf marched againft them, and, having 
found means to get Alinulf into his power, he put him to 
death, becaufe he had formerly revolted to the Franks, and 
joined Childebert in the irruption he made into Italy. As for 
Gaidulf, he befieged him in the city of Bergamo ; but, upon his 
fuing for peace, and fubmitting, he received him again into favour. 
About the lame time Ulfaris, another duke, but of what place, 
we are not told, refufing to acknowledge the authority of Agilulf \ 
raifed great difturbances, which were quelled not without blood- 
fhed ; but Vlfaris not only obtained his pardon, but was con- 
firmed^ the king in his dukedom w . While the arms of Agilulf _ 
were thus employed againft the rebellious dukes, Romanus, who, arehjur- 
as we have related above, had fucceeded Zamaragdus in the exar- prifesfew- 
chate, laying hold of fo favourable an opportunity, broke the truce ral citits.

to the Lombards. Hereupon the king, drawing together all 
his forces, marched againft the exarch, who, at his approach, 
retired to Ravenna, leaving fmal! garifons in the towns he had 
taken. Upon his retreat, Agilulf eafily recovered the cities he 
had feized. Only the city of Perugia held out for fome time, 
being defended by Mauritius duke of the place, who had deli- Which are 
vered it up to the Romans \ but in the end the city was forced *eco*uirid 
to furrender. Alauritius attempted to make his efcape, but was h Agilulf. 
taken, and by the king's order put to death \ From Perugia 
Agilulf marched into the Roman dukedom, and, having laid it 
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wafte, encamped with his army at a fmall diftance from the 
city ; but Theudelinda, at the earneft requeft of Gregory the 
Great, then bifhop of Rome, prevailed upon her hufband to 
grant a peace to the inhabitants of that city, and retire y - The 
prifoners, taken by the Lombards on this occafion, were all ran- 
fomed by Gregory the Great , the other catholic bifliops gene* 
roufly contributing to fo good a work z . Paulus Diaconus 
takes no notice of the ravages committed by the Lombards in 
the dukedom of Rome ; but fuppofes them to have returned to 
Pavia after the taking of Perugia. However, from the letters 
of Gregory the Great, whoflourifhed at that time, it is manifeft, 
that they invaded the Roman dukedom, and laid it wafte with 
fire and fword, for feveral months together. From a letter of 
this bifliop to the emprefs Conftantina it appears, that the inha- 
Tbe empe- bitants of thofe parts fuffered more from the emperor's officers, 
rors fub- than from the Lombards themfelves ; that the Corjicans in par- 
ft£is op- ticular were loaded with fuch taxes, as obliged them to fell even 
prtjjcd^ by t h e j r children in order to raife money for the collectors j and 
bis oft- t h at thereupon they repaired in great numbers to the Lombards 
terSm in Italy, leaving the ifland, in a manner, defolate. In Sicily, 

one Stephen, fent from Conjlantinople to guard the coaft of that 
ifland, committed fuch rapines, fo many a&s of violence and 
injuftice, as hardly could be contained, fays our prelate, in one 
volume. He therefore earneftly intreats the emprefs to acquaint 
her hufband with thefe grievances, that, by fpeedily redrefling 
them, he may avert the judgments, that muft otherwife fall 
upon him and his family. He concludes his letter by telling her, 
it was far better Italy mould want fupplies of money, than that 
they Ihould be raifed in fo fcandalous a manner ; and that the 
emperor's minifters, being at fo great a diftance from their 
mafter, promifed themfelves impunity, though guilty of the 
greateft extortions ; and therefore defeated all his endeavours for 
concluding a peace with the Lombards, which, they knew, 
would take away all pretence of levying fuch heavy taxes *. 
'Aeilulf ^ peace however was foon after concluded, by means of the 
tontLtJesa no ty Palate, between Jgilulf and the exarch Callinicus, who, 
peace i'Atb upon the death of Romanus, had been fent from ConftantinopU 
the Ro- to fucceed him. At the fame time Theodebert, the fucceflbr of 
mans and Childebert, was in the end perfuaded, not only to conclude a 
Franks. peace, butto enterinto an alliance, with the king of the Lombards. 

This peace with the Romans and Franks proved very feafonable; 
f jr foon after, three of his dukes, rebelling, raifed great diftur-

While he was yet engaged in this domeftic war, the exarch 
Callinicus* with a manifeft breach of treaty, which had been <The war 
lately concluded, furprifed the city of Parma* in which he w >£ the 
found a confiderable treafure, and took the king's daughter and Romans 
her hufband Godefcalk prifoners. This breach of faith in the renewed. 
exarch provoked the king of the Lombards to fuch a degree, 
that he refolved to purfue the war, which had been thus begun 
by the Romans* with the utmoft vigour, and not to lay down 
his arms, till he had driven them, if poffible, quite out of Italy. 
Purfuant to this refoiution, he entered into an alliance with 
Chagan king of the Avares* who was to make a powerful diver- 
fion in Thrace* while Agilulf carried on the war in Italy. The 
king of the Lombards* having raifed a confiderable army, and 
finding that the exarch declined meeting him in the field, 
marched from Milan* where his troops had aflembled, to 
Cremona* which city he invefted on all fides. The Roman ga- 
rifon made a vigorous refiftance ; but, defpairing of relief, they p rom 
were obliged, after having held out for a month, to deliver up whom 
the place, which, by the king's orders* was levelled with the Agilulf 
ground. From Cremona he led his army, reinforced by a body takes fe- 
of Sclavi fent him by his ally the king of the Avares* againft *veral ti- 
the cities of Padua and Mantua* which were both taken, ties. 
plundered, and laid in afhes, the garifons being allowed to 
retire to Ravenna* and the inhabitants to what place they 
thought fit. While Agilulf thus purfued his conquefts in Italy* 
Chagan* breaking into Thrace* committed dreadful ravages 
there; and, having over-run both that province, and all fldce- 
fa, approached the imperial city with his numerous army i 
which alarmed the inhabitants to fuch a degree, that th«y 
thought of quitting Europe* and retiring with their beft eftedte 
to Chalccdon* and other places in AJia. But in the mean time 
Chagan was obliged to return home by a plague, which broke 
out in his army, and carried off feven of his fons in one day. 
Upon his departure he offered to releafc all his prifoners, of 
whom he had twelve thoufand,"at a crown a head ; but his 
offer being rejected by Mauritius* who was a prince of a nar- 
row, parfimonious temper, Chagan* in great indignation, caufed 
all the captives to be put to the fword. During this war died 

the 
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the exarch Callinicus 9 who had firft begun it, as we have re- 
lated above ; and in his room was fent Zamaragdus to govern 
Italy a fecond time, with orders from the emperor to fet at li- 
berty the king's daughter, with her hufband, and to reftore the 
whole treafure, that had been feized by his predeceflbr in the 
city of Parma. By this obliging behaviour, Agilulf was fo far 
Won, as to grant the Romans a truce from the month of Sep- 
tember till the following April b . 

During the truce, Agilulf having aflembled the chief men 
of the nation at Mi 'lan , declared, in their pretence, his fon 
Adalualdy or, as others call him, Aldonaldy yet an infant, his 
collegue, and caufed him to be crowned in the open circus with 
great folemnity. After this, the peace was renewed with Theo- 
debert king of the Franks^ whofe embafladors were prefent at 
the inauguration of the young prince, and a perpetual league 
concluded between the two nations. And now the truce with 
the Romans being expired, the Lombards began hoftiiities anew, 
feizing on two important pods, w'z. Orbitum and Balneoregium; 
but the exarch, with twelve thoufand folidi, prevailed upon the 
king to reftore them, and to renew the truce for a whole year, 
which the king employed in embellifhing and fortifying Fer- 
rara 9 till that time an inconfiderable village, but conveniently 
fituated on the Po y and on that account furrounded by Agilulf 
with walls, and beautified with feveral (lately buildings ; by 
which means it became, by degrees, one of the moft consider- 
able cities in thofe parts, and has continued as fuch ever fince. 
In the mean time the truce between the king and the exarch 
expiring, Zamaragdus prevailed upon the king to renew it for 
three years longer. But, not wi thftanding this truce, the inha- 
bitants of Italy did not enjoy the tranquillity they had promifed 
themfelves; for Cacanus king of the Hunns, leaving Pa nnonia y 
made a fudden irruption into the dukedom of Friuli : , deftroy- 
ing all with fire and fword. Hereupon duke Gilulf, having 
drawn together what forces he could, marched out againft him; 
but, in the battle that enfued, he was overpowered by the ene- 
my, and cut off, with moft of his men. Cacanus, elated with 
this victory, laid fiege to Forum JuM* the metropolis of the 
dukedom, which was betrayed to him by Rami Ida, the deceafed 
duke's widow, upon his promifing to marry her ; for (he is faid 
to have been greatly taken with the cornel inefs of the young 
prince in feeing him from the walls ; but he, inftead of per- 
forming his promifc, caufed her to he put to an ignominious 
death, after having abufed her himfelf, and caufed her to be in 
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like manner abufed by feveral of his foldiers, to gratify, as he 
faid, her vicious inclination. The duke's fons, Tato 9 Caco 9 
Rodoald, and Grimoald, found means to make their efcape on 
horfeback ; but the latter, being yet a child, was overtaken by 
fume of the enemy's horfe, and delivered to the cuftody of one 
of them, while the others purfued the reft. But while the 
Hunn rid before him leading his horfe, he all on a fudden gave 
him fuch a blow on the head with his fword, that he left him 
dead on the fpot, and then riding full fpeed, overtook his bro- 
thers, and, together with them, reached a neighbouring caftle. 
The Hunns 9 upon their departure, carried with them all the Their 
inhabitants who had fallen into their hands, giving out, that cruelty to 
they defigned to allot them lands in Pannonia ; but, having tf ] c **ba- 
reached the confines, they put all the men to the fword, ana 
carried the women and children into captivity c . While the 
Hunns were thus ravaging the dukedom of Friuli 9 great dif- 
turbances happened in Ravenna ; for Joannes Lemigius y who 
bad been fent by the emperor Heraclius to fucceed Zamarag- 
dus in the exarchate, levying heavier taxes on the people than 
they had formerly paid, the multitude, rifing all on a fudden, 
broke into the palace, and there tore the exarch to pieces, toge- The ae- 
ther with the judges, whom he had called together for the ad- arch mur- 
miniftration of juftice. When news of this mutiny was dered* 
brought to Naples^ Joannes Compo/inus, who governed that 
city for the emperor with the title of duke (S), thought he

The dukedom of 
Btnevettto was governed by its own duke, who was fubjeft to the

the Brut H . the dukedoms of Naples, Gaeta, Surrento, Amalfi, and 
other fmaller dukedoms, were governed by their dukes, according 
to the new polity introduced by Longinus the firft exarch. Thefe 
dukes were fubject to the exarch, and he to the emperor. The 
dukedom of Naples had at firft very narrow bounds ; for it com- 
prifed only the city of Naples, and its territory. But it was greatly 
inlarged by the emperor Mauritius, who added to it the i (lands of 
J/chia, Niftda, and Procida, and afterwards the cities of Lum<c, 
Stabia, Surrento, and Amalfi (i) ; which were comprifed under 
the dukedom of Naples till the time of pope .Idrian and Charles the 
On tit, as is evident from a letter of that pope quoted by the learned

The duke committed to his charge. Accordingly, he caufed himfelf to 
of Naples be acknowledged by the inhabitants for their prince, and pro- 
rebels. vided the city with a ftrong garifon, not doubting but forces 

would be foon difpatched againft him either from Ravenna or 
Cortjl antinople . And truly Heraclius* upon the firft notice he 
had of the murder of the exarch, and the rebellion of the 
duke, appointed Eleutherius his chamberlain, a perfon highly 
efteemed for his prudence and valour, to fucceed Lemlgius in 
the exarchate, injoininghim to appeafe the mutiny in Ravenna y 
and then march, with all the troops under his command, 
againft Compojinus* the rebellious duke of Naples. Eleuthe- 
rius , arriving at Ravenna , punifhed with death fuchas he found 
guilty of the murder of his predeceflbr ; and, having thus 
quelled the tumult, he fet out on his march for Naples* with 
all the troops he could affemble. He took his route through 
Rome , where he was received with high demonftrations of joy 
by the inhabitants, who were greatly attached to the emperors, 
and bore an utter averfion to the Lombards* From Rome the 
exarch purfued his march to Naples* where he was, for fome 

Cnmillus Pellegrinus (2). This dukedom being, by fuch additions, 
become a province, the name of Campania was given ic, and the 
duke took the title of dux Campania?, or duke of Campania ; which 
title Gregory the Great often beftows on Scolafticus and Gudifcakus % 
dukes of Naples (3). This dukedom held out againft the Lombards, 
after they had reduced almoft all the cities in that part of Italy ; nay, 
it was never by them entirely fubdued, but only obliged to pay a 
yearly tribute to the dukes of £ene<vento 9 who, in procefs of time, 
became very powerful. ** The dukes, who governed Naples, were 
ufually appointed by the emperor himfelf ; but, upon urgent occa- 
fions, the exarch was impowered to name a' new duke. Thus Eleu- 
thtr'tus % having put Compofirius^ 'to death,' appointed another in his 
room ; and feveral years before, the duke of Naples being dead, 
and the two dukes of Bencvcnto and Spdleio uniting their forces, 
with a defign, as was fuppofed, to fall upon the dukedom of Na- 
ples, Gr/gory the Great, apprehending that, if the Lombards made 
themfelves mailers of that dukedom, they would ealily reduce the 
reft of Italy* and Rome itfelf, wrote to "John biftiop of Ravenna, 
earneftly in treating him to reprefent to the exarch the danger that 
dukedom was in, and to prevail upon him to fend, without lofs of 
time, a new duke (4).

made himfelf mafter of the city, he put the duke to death, and, duced 9 and 
appointing another in his room, he returned to Ravenna d (T). the auk* 
During thefe difturbances, Jgilulf died in the twenty- fifth ? uf *° 
year of his reign. He was the firft of the Lombard kings who ea 
embraced the catholic faith ; and his example being followed 
by great numbers of his fubje£ls, the Lombards 9 by that means, 
became left odious to the inhabitants of Italy, and their govern- 
ment more tolerable. By the advice of his queen Theudelinda 9 
he rebuilt the churches, which had been ruined in the former 
wars, repaired the monafteries, and enriched both with large 
pofletfions, there being few churches or monafteries in his do- 
minions, which could not {hew fome monuments of his piety 
and munificence c . • 

Jgilulf was fucceeded by his fon jfdaluald, whom he had Adaluald 
taken fome years before for his collegue, as we have related faccecds his 
above. As he was yet very young, he fuffered himfelf to hcf at ^ er , 
entirely governed by his mother Tbeudelinda 9 who applied her- '* 
felf wholly to works of piety and religion ; fo that, during his ^ ^ ™ftb* 
reign, the Lombards enjoyed a profound tranquillity. But great j^mbards^ 
difturbances happened in the exarchate ; for Eleuthertus the year after 
exarch, elated with the fuccefs that had attended him againft Cbrijl 61%. 
the duke of Naples^ and forgetting that virtue and moderation, 
which till then had recommended him to the efteem of the em- 
peror, and all the Romans, began to entertain thoughts of 
ufurping the fovereignty of Italy. The great diftance between

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him and the emperor, the authority he had in thofe parts, and 
the war with the Saracens^ in which the emperor was then en- 
gaged, offered him, he thought, a favourable opportunity of 
accomplifliing his defign. Having therefore, in the firft place, 
gained the affection of the foldiery by feveral popular a£b of 
condefcenfion, but above all by paying them their arrears, which 
had been long due, he refolved to fet out for Rome with his 
whole army, and caufe himfelf to be acknowledged there king 
of Italy. He was encouraged to this by the news he received 
of the death of Deufdedit bifliop of that city ; for he thought, 
that, while the people were bufied in the election of a fucceflbr, 
he might, with great eafe, feize on the city, and then influence 
the election, fo as to have one of his own friends raifed to the 
fee. But on his march he was informed, that Boniface y the 
fifth of that name, was already elefted ; which obliged him 
to alter his meafures : for having commanded the army to halt, 
he made them a plaufible fpeech, inveighing againft the difor- 
ders and abufes which then prevailed, promifed to redrefs them 
to their fatisfa&ion, and aflured them of his favour and protec- 
tion. Having by this fpeech attached them, as he imagined, to 
Eleuthe- his intereft, he openly aflumed the title of king, telling them 
xiwstbicx- at the fame time, that he was marching to Rome y in order to 
arch takes be inverted there, as in the moft proper place, with the enfigns 
upon him Q f ro y a lty.

room. In the beginning of his adminiftration, one Gregory a 
patrician, who governed for the emperor thofe parts, which 
bordered on the dutchy of Friuli, pretending great kindnefs for 
Tato, who in that dukedom had fucceeded his father Gifulf or 
Giiuify killed by the Hunns, as we have related above, invited 
the youth to Of>tigeriuw, where he refided, in order to adopt 
him there, as he pretended, for his fon. Tato % not fufpefling 
the leaft treachery, readily complied with the invitation, taking 
with him his fecond brother Caco> and feveral other perfons of 
The trca- diftindtion. But they had no fooner entered the town, than 
tht-ryof Gregory , having caufed the gates to be (hut, ordered his men 
Gregory, to fall upon them. The two brothers and their followers de- 
0,1 •' n f tb* fendcJ themfelves for fome time with great courage, killing

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to ftreet, overpowered with multitudes, and quite fpent, they 
were in the end all cut off. Gregory , by this inhuman piece of 
treachery, hoped to make himfelf matter of the whole dutchy, 
the two remaining brothers, Rodoald and Grimoaldy being yet 
very young. But their uncle Grafulf y informed of what had 
happened, haftened to Forum Julti, and, taking upon him the 
adminiftration, ordered matters fo, that Gregory thought it ad- 
vifeable to make no further attempts. Grafulf kept the duke- 
dom for himfelf, and the two brothers Rodoald and Grimoaid 9 
not thinking thernfelves fafe while in his power, fled to Arcchh 
the fecond duke of Beneventum, by whom they were kindly re- 
ceived, and entertained in a manner fuitable to their rank s. 
This happened, according to fome, during the exarchate of 
Eleutherius* and foon after the death of Agilulf h . In the eighth 
year of Adaluald's reign, one Eufebius was fent by the em- 
peror HeracliuSy with the chara&er of embailador, to con- 
clude a lafting peace with the king of the Lombards* and 
to fettle other affairs of great importance. He, having gained 
the confidence of the king, either of his own head, or in 
compliance with his private inftru&ions, prefented him, as 
he came out of the bath, with a draught, which foon de- 
prived him of the right ufe of his fenfes, and brought him to 
a kind of melancholy madnefs. While he was in this con- 
dition, Eufebius 9 pretending that his nobles had entered into a 
confpiracy againft him, advifed him to put the moft powerful 
among them to death. The king followed his advice, and im- 
mediately" caufed twelve of the chief nobility to be inhumanly 
maflacred; which alarmed the reft to fuch a degree, that, 
taking up arms, they removed both him and his mother Tbeu* 
delinda from the government, and raifed to the throne Ariovald 
duke of Turin* who had married Gundeberg the filler of Ada- Ada! u aid 
luald. This revolution occafioned great difturbances among dtpo/ld, 
the Lombards* and rent their kingdom into two parties. Art- and Ario- 
ovald was fup'ported by the nobles, who had depofed Adaluald 9 vMfiof** 
and all the bifliops beyond the Po* who carneftly laboured to ;;/ * ts 
draw the reft to their party. On the other hand, Honor ius 9 r ^ m ' ^ 
bifhop of Rome, cfpoufed with great zeal the caufe of the de- tr ™jfi*f 
pofed king, and left no ftone unturned to have him reftored to aJ;:or „n t f JS 
the throne, being prompted thereto by the regard he had for Lombard:. 
Theudeiinda, to whofe piety the catholic religion was highly in- 
debted, and by his averfion to Ariovald* who held the tenets of 
Arius 9 and had been brought up in that perfuafion. He found 
means to gain Ifttacius the exarch over to his party, and prc- 



e Idem ibid. h Vide Si con . ad aim.

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vailed upon him to join the friends of Adaluald with all the 

troops under his command.

^ princefs no lefs commendable for her exemplary piety, than for 

the excellent endowments of her mind, and worthy, on account 
of both, to be ranked among the moft illuftrious women men- 
tioned in hiftory. Ariovaid reigned nine years after the death 
of Tbeudelinda i during which time the Lombards enjoyed a pro- 
Dijlurb- found tranquillity both at home and abroad. Only fome di- 
ancesintbe flurbances happened in the royal family, which gave the king 
royal fa- no fmall uneallnefs. One of the chief lords at court, byname 
mi 'y* Adalulf, having folicitcd the queen, with whom he was paflion- 

ately in love, to comply with his unlawful defire, and his pro- 
pofal being rejected by her with the utmoft indignation, the 
lover, apprehending (he would difcover the whole to her huf- 
band, refolved to be before-hand with her, and prepoflefs the 
king againft the virtuous princefs. Accordingly, pretending 
great zeal for his fafety, he allured him, that the queen was 
confpiring againft his Hfe with Tato duke of Etruria who was 
to marry her after his death. Hereupon Ariovaid, tranfported 
with rage and jealoufv, without further inquiry ordered the in- 
nocent queen to be kept under clofe confinement in the cattle 
of Amelluniy where fhe continued, till Cletair king of the 
Franks, pitying her condition, expoftulated with her hufband 
for thus treating one of the royal blood of the Franks, and 
Gripping her of her dignity, upon the depofition of a fingle 
evidence. Ariovaid replied, That he was fully convinced of 
her guilt; whereupon the embafladors of the Franks, purfuant 
to their inftru&ions, propofed the trying of the caufe by a fingle 
combat between the accufer and one of the queen's friends, ac- 
cording to the cuftom that then prevailed among the Lombards, 
and moft of the northern nations. As the king could not well 
reject this propofal, Adalulf was obliged to enter the lifts

Hereupon Gundeberg made Uvv A 0 36- 
choice of Rot bur is duke of Brefcia, a perfon equal in every re- 
fpcft to thatfublime itation, but tainted with the Arian herefy , 
whence, in his time, there were two bifhops in moft cities of 
Italy , the one catholic, and the other Arian k . He is no lefs 
commended by the writers of thefe times for his equity and mo- 
deration, than for his valour and prudence, and was the firft 
who gave written laws to the Lombards. His example was fol- 
lowed by the other kings his fucceflbrs; fo that, in procefs of 
time a new volume of laws appeared, called the Longobard laws % 
which prevailed in all the provinces fubje£k to that nation, that 
is, all over Italy, except the exarchate of Ravenna^ and duke- 
doms of Rome, Naples , Gaeta y and Amalfi % and the mari- 
time cities of Apulia, Calabria, and Lucania, which con- 
tinued fubje£fc to the emperors, the Lombards being mafters of 
all the other cities and provinces. The Lombards had no writ- 
ten laws till the time of Rot bar is ; but had been governed by 
cuftorns handed down to them by tradition. Rotharis there- .Rotharis 
fore, in imitation of the Romans and Goths , undertook the pub- the jirft 
lifting of written laws; and to thofe he enafted, many were lawgiver 
added by the fucceeding princes. The incomparable Grotius a7f ^ong the 
prefers the method, which the Lombards followed, in making ^ om bardi. 
laws, to that which was pradlifed by the Romans themfclves. 
Among the latter the emperor was the fole lawgiver; fo that 
whatever pleafed him, had the force of a law. But the Lom- 
bard kings did not aflume that power to themfelves, fince their 
laws were enacted in public affemblies, convened for that pur- 
pofe, after they had been maturely examined, and approved of 
by all the lords of the kingdom. From thefe afTemblics were 
excluded the ecclefiaftic order, and the people; fo that the le- 
giflative power was lodged in the king and the nobles alone ! . 
Rotharis, the firft lawgiver among the Lombards, having fum- 
moned , in the year 643, a general diet in Pavia, enacted, 
with the approbation of his nobles, feveral laws, which he caufed 
to be committed to writing, and inferted into an edi&. This 
editSt, containing no fewer than three hundred and eighty-fix

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laws, was publifhed in the eighth year of king Rotbaris^ 
reign, that is, in the year 644, in all the provinces under his 
dominion, efpecially in the dukedom of Benevento y which was 
reputed at this time, as it had greatly extended its bounds, the 
beft part of the kingdom of the Lombards, The example of 
Rot bar is was followed by the other Lombard kings his fucceffors, 
efpecially by Grimoald^ Luiiprandy Rachis 9 and Aftolpbus\ 
but the laws of Rotbaris far exceeded in number thofe of the 
other princes (U). The reign of king Rotbaris is not only 

memorable 

(U) To the laws of king Rotbaris, comprlfed in the above men- 
tioned edict, is prefixed the following preface : " Here begins the 
•* edift, which, with the advice of my principal judges, I have 
" compofed, I in the name of God, king Rotbaris , the feventh 
*' king of the nation of the Lombards, in the eighth year of my 
44 reign, and thirty-eighth year of my age, the fecond indict ion, 
" and fince the coming of the Lombards into the province of Italy 
*« under Alboitt, at that time, by divine clemency, king, the fe- 
venty-fixth. Given at Pat/ia in the palace. How great our 
care and anxiety is, and has ever been, for our fubjects, the fol- 
" lowing decree fufficiently declares." He then fays, that he 
thought it incumbent upon him to make thofe laws, in order to re- 
lieve the poor from the oppreffion they groaned under, and to re- 
ftrain the infolence of the rich, and of men in power, that every 
one might live in peace, and enjoy his property undiflurbed. He 
declares, that thefe, and no other laws, mould, for the future, be 
in force, referving, however* to himfelf the power of adding fuch 
other laws to them as fhould be approved of by the wife men of 
the narion. He orders all controverfies, that were not yet decided, 
and fuch as mould arife after the twenty fecond day of November, 
the day of the publication of the edict, to be determined according 
10 the laws comprifed in it ; but at the fame time forbids the caufes 
already decided to be re-examined, and orders the parties to ac- 
quiefce to the fentence given by proper judges. He concludes by 
declaring, that no other copy or copies mould be of any authority, 
but fuch as were written, revifed, or approved of, by Anfuald his 
notary, to prevent, by that means, litigious perfons from taking ad- 
vantage of the miftakes, to which writers or copy ids are liable (1).

chapters. To the laws of Rotbaris, and oF the other Lo?nbard 
kings his fuccefTors, the Roman laws in the end gave way Jufli- 
nian indeed had taken care to have the volumes of his laws fpread 
all over Italy* and annulling all other laws, had ordered them alone, 
aad the nwell* conflitutiones, to be obferved. But. in fpite of all 
the pains he had taken to eftablifh them, their authority ended in 
Italy almofl with his life; for that country being in great part re- 
duced by the Lombards in the reign of yuftin, the fucceflbr of 
Jujlinian, the Roman laws were only obferved in fuch places, as 
continued fubjett to the emperor, that is, in the exarchate of Ra- 
venna, in the dukedom of Rome, in the fmall dukedoms of Naples , 
Gaeta and Jmalfi, and in fome maritime towns of Apulia* Cala* 
bria, and Lixania. The Lombards, to the reign of Rot bar is, were 
governed only by their antient cuftoms As for the natives of Italy 
\ibje& to the Lombards, they were allowed to retain the Roman 
laws, but fuch only as we; e contained in the Tbeodoftan code, which 
was in greater repute among the Lombards, than the Juflinian code. 
The former therefore, and the compendium made by order of A 1 la- 
rk, were the only books that had any authority either among the 
Lombards, or the Vifigotbs, at this time matters of Spain. In Rome 
the popes drove with all their power and might to maintain the au- 
thority of the Juftinian laws, having much at heart the intereft of 
the emperors, to whom they chofe rather to live fubjec"t, than to 
the Lombards. Their zeal for the fcrvice of the emperors was, as 
the learned Pietro Giatincnc, a moft impartial writer, rightly ob. 
fervea, nothing at the bottom but felf- intereft. As the emperors 
lived at a great diilance, they could not eafily difcover or defeat the 
defign the popes had of making thcmfelves, by degrees, mailers of 
Rome; whereas, if the Lombards had once got poflefiion of that 
city, they inuft have laid afide all thoughts of ever ufurping the fb- 
vereign authority over the metropolis of Italy. Hence Rome was 
no fooner threatened by the Lombards, than the popes, pretending 
great zeal for the emperor's fervice, folicited fuccours with great 
earneltnefs, both from the emperor and the exarch. By this means 
they prcferved Rome, not for the emperors, but for themfelves, as 
we (hall relate hereafter.

Jl rebel- About this time, Mauritius ^ who had been, by Heraclius y 
lion in appointed duke or governor of Rome, taking advantage of the 
Rome fuf* diffracted ftate of the empire, occafioned by the ufurpation 
freffedby of Heracleon 9 and the invafion of the Saracens^ ufurped the 
tbeexarcb. fovereignty of the city committed to his charge. But an end 

was foon put both to his life and ufurpation ; for the exarch 
Ifaacius was no fooner informed of what had paffed at Rome, 
than he difpatched againft the ufurper one of his officers, a per- 
fon of great authority, with a confiderable fum of money, and 
at the head of his beft troops. This commander, marching 
up to the walls of the city, caufed a declaration to be read, 
wherein Mauritius was declared a rebel, and not only a pardon 
promifed, but a confiderable gratuity, to all who mould quit 
the traytor,- and return to their duty. Upon this encourage- 
ment, Mauritius was abandoned by all his troops, and forced, 
as he had no other refource, to take fandtuary in a church ; but 
he was dragged from thence, and, by an order from the exarch, 
beheaded, after he had been for fome time kept in chains. 
Not long after, IJaacius died, and Theodoras Calliopa was fent 
by the emperor to fucceed him in the exarchate. Tbeodorus go- 
verned Italy with great applaufe for the fpace of feven years, 
that is, from the year 643, to 650, when Olympius was ap- 
pointed exarch in his room. Olympius gained feveral advan- 
tages over the Saracens in Sicily^ and at la ft drove them out of 
thatifland; but died in the third year of his exarchate, being 
quite fpent and worn out by the toils and f.itigues he underwent 
in that expedition. Upon his death, the emperor Can flam II. 
fent Tbeodorus Calliopa to govern Italy once more. In the fe-

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cowl year of the exarchate of Olympius, that is, in 652, died King Ro- 
king Rotharis, after he had governed the Lombards for the fpace tharis dies. 
of iixteen years with fuch prudence, equity, and moderation, Year after 
that he was dcfcrvedly efteemcd the moil illuftrious prince of 
his age. He himfelf profefTcd the do&rine of Arius y but al- 
lowed his fuhjefts full liberty to embrace which of tho two re- 
ligions they liked belt; and therefore took care, that, in all 
the cities of his kingdom, thru? fhould be confiantly two bi- 
(hops, the one catholic, and the other Avian. 

In the fifth year of the reign nf king Rotharis, that is, in Arechis 
641, died Arechis the fecond duke or" Benevenio, after hs had the ft co fid 
governed that dukedom for the fpace of fifty years, and fo in- duh of Be- 
hrged it at the expence of the Romans , that on one fide it nevento 
reached to Naples, and on the other to Sipontutn in Apulia n . dies. 
He was fucceeded by his fon /Ho, whom he had taken for his Aio his fin 
partner in the government five months before his death °. AioJ™ ceeds 
was a man of very flender parts, and fometimes, as Paulus i^j'ji* 9 * 
Diaconus infinuates, diftra&ed in his mind; which that writer ^sdavo 
afcribes to a potion given him by the Romans. The father n j ans 
therefore, fenfible of the incapacity of his fon, recommended 
him on his death- bed to Rodoald^vA Grimoald, the fbns of Gi- 
fulf duke of Friuli, who, as we have related above, had fled 
to him, and were now in the flower of their age. Thefe 
Arechis looked upon as his own children, and therefore ap- 
pointed them by his laft will to fucceed in the dukedom, in cafe 
his fon fhould die without iflue male p. While Aio governed 
the dukedom, the Sclavonians, pafling by fea from Dalmatia, 
which they had feized, into Italy, landed at Sipontum, and laid 
wafte great part of Apulia. They dwelt originally on the banks 
of the Boryjthenes, now the Nieper, in European Sarmatia y 
and from thence advancing to the Danube, they paflTed that ri- 
ver in the reign of Juftinian, and made themfefves mafters of 
that part of Illyricum, which lies between the Drave and the 
Save, and is to this day from them called Sclavonia. Upon 
their landing in Apulia, they encamped in the neighbourhood 
of Sipontum, and furrounded their camp with deep ditches, 
which they covered with branches of trees, laying fome earth 
and green turf over them. As Apulia was for the moft part 
fubjeft at that time to the duke of Benevento, Aio, hearing of 
their invafion, marched againft them with what troops he could 
aflemble, without waiting the return of Rodoald and Grimoald, 
who were then abfent. But, having attacked their camp, he

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fell into one of the above-mentioned ditches, and was there 
flain by the enemy, after he had governed the dukedom five 
mqntjis with his father, and one year alone. Rodoald, hearing 
what bad happened, affembled with incredible expedition a coti- 
fider^ble body of forces, and, falling upon the enemy before 
they had the leaft intelligence of his march, he gave them a 
total overthrow, and drove them quite out of the dukedom. 
Having thus revenged the death of Aio, he took, together with 
his brother Grimoald, pofleflion of the dukedom, purfuant to 
the laft will of Arechis, who had appointed them to fucceed 
himfelf and hisfon i. Thefe two princes governed jointly for 
the (pace of five years, during which time they laid liege to 
Surrento, ftill held by the Romans ; but the inhabitants, en- 
couraged by Agapetus their bifhop, made fuch a vigorous re- 
fiftance, that the Lombards , after having attempted in vain to 
take the place by ftorm, raifed the fiege, and returned home. 
Rodoald died in Benevento, in the year 647, but his brother 
G rimoald held the dukedom fixteen years after his death, and is 
faid to have gained feveral victories over the Neapolitans anj 
Romans , and to have greatly extended the bounds of his duke- 
9 dom. After he had governed the dukedom five years with his 
brother, and fixteen alone* he pofleiTed himfelf of the throne, 
and reigned nine years m^re over the whole nation of the Lom- 
bards, as we (hall relate anon. 

But to return to the Lombard kings : Rotharis was fuc- 
eeeded by his fon Rodoald, who, as he was a prince of a peace- 
able difpofition, performed nothing which authors, have thought 
worthy of tranfmitting to po^erity. He was tainted, as his 
fathers had beep, with the Avian herefy, which occafioned 
fome religious contefts between him and the orthodox biftiops; 
but thefe difturbances were foon appeafed. He had reigned 
four years with his father, but fcarce reigned one after his fa- 
ther's death, being killed by a Lombard, whofe wife he had 
debauched. He had married Gundeberg the daughter of Agilulj 
and Theudelinda ; but, as he had no children by her, the Lorn* 
bards, upon his death, affembled, in order to chufe a new 
king, when the choice fell upon Aripert or Aribert, the fon 
of Gundoald, and brother of Theudelinda. The only thing w< 
find recorded of him in hiftory, is his building in Pavia the 
oratory of St. Saviour. He died, after he had reigned, ac- 
cording to Paulus Diaconus r , nine years, though Sigonius al 

lows him but five at moft. He left two fons behind him, Par 
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tharit and Gundebert * between whom he moft imprudently di- He divides 
vided his kingdom. Partharit^ the eldeft, chofe Milan for the the king- 
place of his refidence, and Gundebert Pavia. But the latter, <* om 
hot fatisfied with the part allotted him began to quarrel with feween hu 
his brother ; and, being pufhed oh by his ambitioft, and en- p W *£*' t 
couraged by the evil counfellors about him, he refolved in a ^Q^ 
the end to drive his brother from the throne, and make him- debert 
felf maffer of the whble kingdom. He was well apprifed, eujho guar- 
that he could not accomplifti this with his oWn ftrangth ; and re/. 
therefore he difpatched Garibald duke of Turin as his embaf- Gunde- 
fador to Grimoald duke of Benevento 9 at that time by far the bert i*- 
moft powerful of all the Lombard dukes, inviting him to his af- vius Ro- 
fiftance, and prorriiiing to give him his fifter in marriage, if he niuald 
fucceeded in the undertaking. But the duke of Turin a£ting quite °f 
contrary to his inftru<ftions, inftead of perfuading Grimoald to Be " evento 
aflift his mafter, advifed him to lay hold of the prefent oppof- ^ " 
tunity, and to decide the cohtroverfy between the two brothers, a J t J tance - 
by driving them both out, and feizing on the kingdom for 
himfelf. He told him, That the two brothers were young, 
rafh, arid unexperienced ; that the affafrs of the Lombards re- 
quired a prince of prudence, valour, and experience ; and that 
the difagreement between the two princes would, in all likeli- 
hood, end in the ruin of the whole nation. Grimoald 9 being 
naturally of an aftive and ambitious, temper, was eaiily perfuaded 
to follow the advice of the erhbauTador ; arid accordingly, hav- 
ing raifed a conilderable army, he marched at the head of it 
towards Pavia 9 leaving his fori Romuald to govern the duke- 
dom in his abfence. Being advanced as far as Placentitis he 
difpatched Garibald to acquaint the king with his arrival. The 
inconfiderate prince received the news of his approach with the 
greateft demonstrations of joy imaginable ; arid, being at a loft 
where he (hould lodge and entertain his fuppofed friend and ally, 
Garibald told him, that his own palace was the only proper place 
for the reception of a perfon, to whom he had promtfed his fifter 
in marfidge. He added, that if he did not repofe an intire con- 
fidence in Grimoald^ or had the leaft fufpicion of treachery* 
he ought, for his greater fafety, to receive him With armour 
under his royal robes. The king put on armour accordingly, 
and the duke, with unheard-of treachery, returning to Gri- 
moald y advifed him to be upon his guard, fince the king was 
coming to meet him in armour, no doubt with a deflgn to mur- 
der him. Grimoald could not pcrfuade himfelf, that the king had 
any fuch defign, till they met, when, upon their embracing 
each other, he found, that Gundebert was really in armour; and, 
not doubting in the leaft but that it was with a defign to murder 
him, in order to be before-hand with him, he drew hig 
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fword that inftant, and killed the unhappy prince on the fpot. 
Upon his death, he feized on the royal palace, and the treafurcs 
lodged there, caufing himfelf to be acknowledged king of the 
Lombards, in his room. Gundebert left a fon named Rambert 
or Reginbert, who was privately conveyed away, and brought 
up with great care by the friends of the deceafed king, Gr/mo- 
old making no great inquiiition after him, as he was but an in- 
fant. Part bar it no fooner heard of his brother's fate, than, 
abandoning Milan in the utmoft confufion, he fled to Chagan 
king of the Avares, and took refuge in his court. He left his 
queen Rodolind and his fon Cunibert, yet an infant, to fhift for 
themfelves j Co that they both fell into th • hands of Grimoald, 
by whom they were fent to Benevento, anJ kept under con- 
finement in that city. The inhabitants of Milan, finding them- 
felves abandoned by their king, opened their gates to Grimoald, 
who, having taken pofTeflion of that important place, marched 
from thence to Pavia, where, in the latter end of the yeai 
672, he was with one voice proclaimed by the people king of 
the Lombards. To gain the affe£tion of the Lombards, and by 
that means cftablim himfelf more firmly in his new kingdom, 
to the great joy of the whole nation, he married Gundebert^ 
fitter to the two unhappy young princes. He then fent back hu 
army to Benevento, having firft diftributed confiderable fumj 
amongft them, but kept with him fome of his moft truft) 
friends, whom he raifed to the firft employments of the 
kingdom *. 

The new king, 
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though confirmed in the power he 
ufurped by the genera! confent of the nation, yet refle&ing or 
the ficklenefs and inconftancy of the multitude, did not thinl 
himfelf fafe, fo long as Partharit, his competitor, refided ai 
the court of the king of the Avares, at that time a powerfu 
prince. He did not doubt but the bammed king would watel 
all opportunities of attempting the recovery of his paterna 
kingdom, and would, in fuch an attempt, be feconded by grea 
numbers of the Lombards* To prevent therefore the difturb 
ances that would thence enfue, he difpatched embafiadors t< 
Chagan, complaining of the prote&ion he had given to his ri 
val, and threatening to make war upon him, if he did not forth 
with banifli him his dominions. The king of the Avares 
though greatly afFefled with the misfortunes of the unhappj 
prince, yet did not think it advifeable to engage in a war foi 
his fake ; and therefore, to avoid it, commanded him to qui 1 
his dominions. Partharit, feeing himfelf thus abandoned by hi 

friend and ally, and not knowing where to find an afylum, re 
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folved, in that defperate condition, to throw himfelf upon the 
honour and generofity of his greateft enemy. Accordingly, he 
difpatched one of his trufty friends, by name UnuI/ 9 to acquaint 
Grimoald with his refolution, and obtain leave for him to re- 
fide at Pavia. Grimoald, highly pleafcd with the confidence ff e recurs 
the unfortunate prince repofed in him, and glad of fuch an op- to Gri- 
portunity to fliew his generofity, complied with the requeft, and moald, 
ordered a houfe to be got ready for him in Pavia 9 every way <wbo re- 
fit for his reception. Upon his arrival, he received him with ceiws him 
the greateft demonftrations of friend fhip and kindnefs ; but kindlj. 
obferving, that the multitude attended his entry with unufual 
marks of joy, and that perfons of diftin&ion flocked to him 
night and day, and feemed, in a manner, to refpe£t him ftill 
as their prince, he began to be apprehenfive, left they mould 
attempt to reftore him to the throne. This jealoufy increafed £ uf a f urm 
daily, and at length wrought upon him fo far, that, after fome numr ^ t or . 
time, he placed a guard upon him ; and his fears, by degrees, j ers him to 
getting the better of his generofity, he one day fent private or- be put to 
ders to the guard to difpatch him the following night. Thefe death. 
orders, however private, did not efcape the vigilancy of his 
trufty friend Unulf, who, acquainting Partharit with them, 
advifed him to change cloaths with him, and, thus difguifed, 
to attempt his efcape. Partharit followed his advice, and, He makes 
having by that means deceived the centinels, he pafTed the Ti- his efcape* 
Jino undifcovered, and finding, on the other fide of the river, 
horfes and guides provided for him by the care of Unulf, he 
efcaped firft to Hafia, thence to Turin, and at laft into Gaul. 
Qrimoald, being informed the next morning of what had hap- 
pened, was To far from punifliing Unulf, that on the con- 
trary, he beftowed the higheft commendations upon him for his 
unfhaken fidelity, leaving it to his choice either to ftay at home 
or follow his mafter. Clotaire III. then king of the Franks, y^p^^g 
was fo touched with the misfortunes of Partharit and his family, e fp QU f e his 
that the following year he fent a powerful army into Italy to tau f im 
replace him on the throne. Grimoald, well apprifed that he 
was far inferior in ftrength to the Franks, had recourfe to the 
following ftratagem : at their approach he pretended to fly, 
leaving his camp well ftored with all manner of provifions, 
efpccially with wine. Hereupon the inconfiderate Franks, in- 
ftcad of purfuing the enemy, began to plunder the camp; and, 
finding in it great plenty of provifions, they abandoned them- 
felves to eating and drinking, which when they had done to But re- 
excefs, they betook themfelves to reft, without theleaft appre- cciwa t$- 
henfion of an enemy. But Grimoald, returning in the dead of outr- 
the night, fell upon them while they lay faft aflcep, and made y^after 
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fiich a dreadful havock of them before they could betake them 
felves to their arms, that few of them were left alive to carry 
home the news of their defeat *. 

Grimoald 9 thus happily delivered from one War, was (bon 
involved in another. Hitherto the emperors^ neglecting the 
affairs of Italy , Teemed to have laid afide all thoughts of reunit- 
ing it to the empire, being well fatisfied if they could but keep 
the few provinces arid cities they held there, v/z. the ex- 
archate of Ravenna* the dukedom of Rome* and thofe of Na- 
ples* Gaeta, and Amalfi, with fome cities of Calabria and Bru- 
Ihe expe- tium* But Cbnftans* the fon of Con/fantine and graridfon of 
dition of Meraclius, having fettled the affairs of the empire rent into par- 
the empe- ties and factions, refolved tc employ his whole ftrength in driv- 
er Con- ing the Lombards quite out of Italy. Purfuant to this refblution, 
ttans into ne caufed a powerful fleet to be fitted out in Sicily ; and, not 
Italy. fatisfied with appointing the beft officers he had to command in 

this expedition, he left Conjlantinople* and, coming into Italy* 
put himfelf at the head of his army. Some writers tell us, that, 
having murdered his brother Theodore* he was fo haunted vvitn 
ghaftly fpeftres and terrible dreams, that, being no longer abld 
to bear the fight of tlie place where the murder had been com- 
mitted, he left Gbnjlantinople* and repaired to Italy* hoping to 
find thfcre (ottit relief for his tormented confcience. Others 
afcribe his departure from the imperial feat to the hatred, which 
the Conjlantinopolitans bore him, on account of his having em-, 
braced the tenets of the Monotbelites ; and add, that he defigned 
to transfer the feat of the empire from Conjlantinople to Rome tt . 
But the moft credible writers, and among the rtft Anajiafius 
Bihlioihecarius arid Paulas Diaconus w , fuppofe h?m to have un- 
dertaken his journey into Italy upon no other account, but to 
drive the Lombards quite out of that country. Be that as it 
will, he landed at Tarentum in the fprihg of the year 663, and 
Be takes thence marched dire£t!y to Benevento, being joined on his march 
/owe places by the troops in the dukedom of Naples. This unexpected in- 
and be- vafion with a very confiderable army, commanded by the em- 
fteges Be- peror in perfbn, ft ruck the Lombards of Benevento with fuch 
nevento. terror and confirmation, that they abandoned feveral places 

in Apulia '* and among the reft Luceria* Which Conjians de- 
ftroyed. From Luceria the emperor marched to Acerenza ; but 
not being able to take it by ftorm, on account of its ftrong fttu- 
ation, he purfued his march without Iofs of time to Benevento* 
and invefted the place with his whole army. Romuald* the fon 
of Grimoald* at that time duke of Benevento* immediately dif-

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patched Gefuald, who had been his guardian, to acquaint his 
father with the danger he was in, and to foiicit fuccours. In 
the mean time, the Lombards not only repulfed with great vi- 
gour the Romans in their repeated affaults, but killed great num- 
bers of them in the fallies they daily made. Grimoald no fooner 
heard, that the city was befieged, than he aflembled, with in- 
credible expedition, all his forces, and, putting himfelf at their 
head, he marched to the relief of his fon. He difpatched back 
Gefuald to give him notice, that, in a very ftiort time, hefliould 
be relieved, and to encourage him to hold out till his arrival. 
But Gefuald was unfortunately taken by the Romans* as he was 
attempting to get into the bclieged city, and carried before the 
emperor, to whom he ingenuoufly owned, that he was fent by 
the king to acquaint the beiieged, that he was in full march, 
and already very near, with a powerful army to relieve them. 
The emperor, perplexed and greatly alarmed at this news, re- 
folved to conclude a peace with Romuald, that he might retire 
unmolefted to Naples before the arrival of the king. But, in 
order to obtain better conditions, he commanded Gefuald to go 
to the walls, and tell Romuald, that his father could not poflibly 
come to his relief, threatening to put him to a cruel death, if 
he refufed to obey. Gefuald promifed to doashe required ; but 
vthenRomuald appeared upon the walls, with undaunted courage, 
and a loud voice, that the Romans there prefent might likewife 
hear, Take courage, he cried, and banijh all fear ; for your fa- 
ther is near at band with a powerful army to relieve you. Thi* 
night he will reach the river Sangro. / earnejlly recommend to 
you my dear wife and children ; for I am in the hands of a per- 
fidious enemy, who this moment will put me to death. The em- 
peror, highly provoked at this generous and bold action, in- 
ftantly caufed his head to be cut off, and with an engine to be 
thrown into the town, where it was taken up, and carried 
to Romuald, who, having kiffed it with great affection, and 
bathed it with his tears, caufed it together with the reft of the 
body, which was foon after found, to be interred with the ut- 
moft pomp and magnificence. In the mean time, the emperor, 
hearing the king of the Lombards was within a ftiort march of 
him, raifed the liege, and began, in great hafte, his march 
to Naples. But Mitula duke of Capua, meeting him at the 
river Galore* cut off great numbers of his men, and obliged the 
reft, together with the emperor, to fave therhfelves by a preci- 
pitous flight. To revenge this difgrace, Saburrus, one of the 
emperor's generals, engaged to give the Lombards a total over- 
throw, and put Grimoald himfelf to flight, provided he were 
allowed but twenty thoufand men, with an unlimited command. 

Con/lam 
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Conjlans having granted him his requeft, he encamped at the 
pafs of Formice, now, as is generally fuppofed, Mola di 
Gaeta, with a defign to cover the emperor's march, who in- 
tended to vifit Rome, and, when he was out of danger, to go 
Me raifes j n qucft of the enemy. In the mean time, Grimoald, arriving 
thejiegr, w j m n j s army at Benevento, and being there informed of the 
andisde- b oa ftj n g engagement of Saburrus, refolved to march dirc&ly 
featedtn ^gfalk him, and offer him battle $ but his fan Romuald earneftly 
ti retreat. j ntreat j n g ri i m to f u ff er him to command the army in his room, 

he complied with his requeft, and detached the young prince 
with the flower of his army, who, meeting Saburrus in the 
neighbourhood of Formiee, fell upon him with great intrepidity. 
The Romans j animated by the example of their leader, who 
behaved very gallantly, made a vigorous ftand j fo that the 
The Ro- victory continued a long time doubtful. But, while both ar- 
man army mies were fighting with the utmoft fury, a Lombard, by name 
utterly de- Jmelogus, engaging a Roman horfeman, firft ftruck him from 

fitted by his horfe, and then, lifting him up on the point of his fpear, 
Komuald. hdd him QVer hjs hcad in the flght of the R oman army . which 

Or/066 ** ruc k tflem witn ^ ucn terror > tnat tnev began to give ground, 

and, being vigoroufly prefled by the Lombards, they abandoned 

in the end the field of battle, and betook themfelves to a preci- 
pitous flight. Romuald, having purfued them for fome time 
with great (laughter, returned to the field of battle, and from 
thence to Benevento, which he entered in a kind of triumph,, 
being met at the gates by the king his father, and received with 
loud acclamations by the inhabitants, as the deliverer of his 
country x . In the mean time, Conjlans, arriving at Rome, 
was received there with extraordinary marks of honour, no em- 
peror having, for a long time, fet his foot in that city. He 
fpcnt twelve days in vifiting, or rather in plundering, the re- 
markable places of that great metropolis j for he (tripped her of 
all her moft valuable ornaments in gold, filver, brafs, and mar- 
ble, not fparing even the coverings of churches, which hecaufed 
to be conveyed by fea into Sicily, in order to tranfport them 
from thence to Con/lantinoplc. He himfelf went by land to 
Naples^ and from thence to Rhegium, where his army was a 
third time defeated by the Lombards. From Rhegium he eroded 
over into Sicily, and fixed his refidence at Syracufe, where he 
was murdered in the bath by his own people in 668, fo that the 
ineftimable wealth and plunder, which he had brought from Rome, 
being left in Sicily, was, foon after his death, feized by the Sara- 
cens % and carried x&Alexandria After his departure from Italy, 
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the Lombards, wholly intent upon improving their late vi&ories, The Lorn- 
made themfelves matters of Bari, Tarento, Brindifi, and all bards 
the places in that country now known by the name of Terra ***** 
d'Otranto, which were added to the dukedom of Renevento. tfy *fefa** 
Grimoald, to reward Mi tula duke of Capua, who had defeated " °f 
the Romans in their retreat from Benevento, gave him his daugh- f^f™ 
ter in marriage, and at the fame time appointed him to fucceed 
the late duke Zotho in the dukedom of Spoletum ; which two 
dukedoms he governed for many years. 

While Grimoald was employed againft the Romans in the 
dukedom of Benevento, Lupus duke of Friuli, taking advan- 
tage of his abfence, oppreffed his people in a moft enormous 
manner, and, not fatisfied with the wealth, which, by heavy 
taxes, he extorted from them, he broke into the territories of 
the Venetian Lombards, and there plundered the church of 
Jquileta of all its rich ornaments. For this the king, upon his 
return to Pavia, refolved to call him to a fevere account ; which 
* he apprehending, renounced his allegiance to Grimoald, and ykcdukeof 
openly revolted. Grimoald was determined at all events to Friuli re- 
punifh him with exemplary feverity ; but being unwilling to Wn. 
lead his Lombards againft their countrymen, or fuffer them to 
imbrue their hands in the blood of each other, he employed 
Chagan king of the Hunns to make war upon him, who broke 
into his territories the following year at the head of an infinite 
multitude, and laid them wafte far and near. This Lupus did 
not tamely fuffer ; but, drawing together what forces he could, 
he marched againft the Hunns * and, engaging them four days 
fucceffively, made a dreadful havock of the undifciplined mul- 
titude ; but, in the fifth engagement, his men being tired out 
and quite fpent, they were, after a moft obftinate difpute, in 
which Lufus himfrlf was killed, overpowered and put to flight. He is killed 
Upon the death of Lupus and the defeat of his army, Chagan by the 
over-ran the whole country, and laid it wafte without controul. Hunns. 
But Grimoald, who had employed the king of the Hunns only 
to punifli the rebellious duke, fent embafladors to put him in 
mind of their agreement, and require him to retire with his 
forces, fince there was no further occafion for them in the 
dukedom of Friuli , or the territories of the Lombards. Cha- 
gan anfwered plainly, That he would not quit a country, which 
he had conquered with his arms, and the blood of fo many of 
his fubjefts. Grimoald, provoked at this anfwer, refolved to 
drive him out by force ; and accordingly marched againft him 
at the head of a very confidcrable army ; but as it waa far infe- 
rior in number to that of the Hunns, in order to make it ap- 
pear more numerous than it really was, he muttered his troops 
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in the prefcnce of Chagan's embafladors, and made the fame 
men pafs thrice before him in different cloathing. By this de- 
vice they appeared to be treble the number they really werej and 
fuch they were by the embafladors reprefented to the king, who 
thereupon, in great fear, retired to his own dominions Upon 
the retreat of C bag an, Warn ef rid, fon to the deceafed duke, 
attempted, with the affiftance of the Sclavonians^ to pofiefs 
himfelf of his father's dukedom ; but Grimoald, having defeated 
W clear the Sclavonians, and killed Warn ef rid, appointed one Welcar 
appointed to fucceed Lupus in the dukedom of Friuli ; and at the fame 
duke of time married Theodora ta, the daughter of Lupus , to his fon 
Friuli. Romuald, duke of Benevento a . About this time yflczecus, 

one of the princes of the Bulgarians, abandoning his own 
country, entered Italy with a body of his countrymen, and, 
repairing to Pavia, offered his fervice to Grimoald, who, think- 
ing he might prove very fer'iceable to his fon againft the Ro- 
mans, fent him to Benevento, in which dukedom feveral cities 
were allotted to him and his followers, as we have related eife- 
where b . 

Griinoald And now Grimoald, having no wars on his hands, and no 
corrc&s enemy to fear, applied himfelf wholly to the arts of peace. 
the cdift The laws of king Rotbaris, which hud been publiflied twenty- 
^Rotha- f our vears before, were by this time become familiar, not only 

to the Lombards^ for whom they had been made, but likewife 
to the natives of Italy , who chofe to follow them, though they 
had never been forbidden the ufe of the Roman laws j but thefe 
laws, in procefs of time, proving, as it generally happens, de- 
fective, and fome of them being thought too fevere, Grimoald, 
in the fixth year of his reign, undertook the revifing of the edict 
of Rot bar is, and, in a general diet held in the year 668, with 
the confent and approbation of his nobles, repealed fome laws, 
enacted others in their room, publilhed a n<-w edict c , contain- 
ing eleven chapters, which is ftill to be feen in the above- 
mentioned code lodged in the monaftcry of Cava. Grimoald, 
having thus performed all the duties of an excellent prince, was t 
to the great grief of the Lombards, unexpectedly fnatched away 
by the following accident : he had been let blood in one of his 
arms, and as he was, nine days after, bending a bow, the vein 
opened, and, all poflible means for clofing it proving ineffectual, 
Grimoald he bled to death u . He was a prince of uncommon parts, and 
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in every refpecl equal to the high ftation to which he was raifed. 
Though he had been brought up in the principles of Arius, he 
renounced the errors of that herefiarch, and embraced the ca- 
tholic religion, yielding to the arguments of John bifliop of 
Bergamo, a prelate of great piety and learning. The example 
of Grimoald was followed by the kings his fucceflbrs, who all 
profeffed the catholic religion ; fo that Arianifm was, in a fhort 
time, forfaken by the whole nation of the Lombards. He died 
in the year 672, the ninth of his reign, leaving behind him, 
befides Romuald duke of Benevento, another fon, by name Ga- Garibald 
ribald, to whom, though yet very young, he bequeathed on fucceeds ; 
his death-bed the kingdom of the Lombards. From his exclud- but is dri- 
ing Romuald, authors concluded that prince to have been his v en out by 
illegitimate fon. Be that as it will, Garibald did not long en- Partharit. 
joy his new dignity ; for he had fcarce mounted the throne, 
when Partbarit, who was ftill in Gaul, hearing of the death 
of his rival, haftcned into Italy, and, being received with ex- 
troardinary joy by great numbers of Lombards, he advanced, 
attended by crouds of followers, to Pavia, and was there re- 
ceived by the inhabitants and the great men of the nation, as 
their lawful fovereign, Garibald having withdrawn to his bro- 
ther in Benevento after a fhort reign of three months. Partba- 
rit, thus reftored to the throne, recalled his wi£e Rodelinda and 
his fon Cunipert, who, ever fince his expulfion, had been in 
exile at Benevento. Having reigned alone in great peace and 
tranquillity for the fpace of eight years, in the latter end of the Who takes 
year 680, he took his fon Cunipert for his partner in the king- hit fon Cu- 
dom, and reigned with him ten years more. During their joint nipertyfcr 
reign Alacbis duke of Trent, openly revolting, affumed the /jn P art ' 
title of king of the Lombards . Hereupon Partbarit, marching mr " 
againft him with all his forces, befieged him in his own city j 
but Alachis, fallying out with the flower of his troops, obliged 
the king to raife the fiegf, and fave himfclf by flight. How- 
ever, /llacbis, finding himfelf abandoned by the greater part 
of his men, who refufed to bear arms againft their lawful fove- 
reign, thought it advifeable to fubmit, upon promife of pardon i 
which Partharit granted him, at the earncft requeft of his fon 
Cunipert, who had a great friendfllip for the duke, with whom 
he had been brought up from his infancy i nay, the young 
prince, in order to win him by kindnefs, not only prevailed 
upon his father to take him anew into favour, but to create 
him duke of Brefcia, adding that dukedom to the dukedom of 
Trent. The king on that occafion told his fon, That, by his 
good offices, he did not fo much oblige a friend, as 1 1 l engthen 

an enemy j but ncverthdefs he could not help complying 
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his requcft. Some time after, Part bar it died, a prince highly 
commended by our hiftorian for his piety, juftice, moderation, 
and above all for the great care he took of the poor e . Three 
years before his death, Deo dor us CalUopa the exarch was re- 
called, and one John fent to govern Italy in Jjis room. Ala* 
chisy duke of Trent and Brefeia, was no fooner informed of 
the death of Partharit, than, unmindful of the favours he had 
received at the hands of Cunipert ^ he refolved to drive him from 
the throne, and place the crown upon his own head, agreeable 
to what Partharlt had foretold his fon, while he was ftudying 
to gain him by kindnefs. The rebellious duke, having drawn 
into the confpiracy two brothers, Aldo and Granfo y the two 
moft confiderable citizens of Brefcia % and feveral other Lorn- 
hardtj while the king was abfent, feized on the royal palace of 
Pavia 9 and took upon him the title of king. Hereupon Cuni- 
pert y who was quite unprovided, not imagining the duke could 
be guilty of fuch treachery and ingratitude, fled to an ifland in 
the lake Larius, now Logo di Como> and there fortified himfelf 
in the beft manner he could. In the mean time, the ufurper, 
behaving in a moft defpotic and tyrannical manner, highlv dif- 
obligcd all his fubjects, even thofe to whom he was chiefly in- 
debted for the crown he wore. As he was one day telling 
money in his clofet, he happened to let a piece drop, which the 
fon of Aldo, who was prefent, oflficioufly took up, and gave 
him. The tyrant, in receiving it, Tour father^ faid he, has 
many fuch pieces* which, ere it be long, Jhall be all mine. As 
the fon of Aldo was but a child, the tyrant was not upon his 
guard ; but the boy, remembering what he faid, upon his return 
home, told it to his father, who concluding from thence, that 
his death and the ruin of his family would be the reward of all 
his fervices, if he did not, by fome means or other, prevent 
them, consulted with his brother Granfo and his other friends, 
about depofing the ufurper. They all agreed to feize on the city 
of Pavia, and recal their lawful fovereign, the firft time Ala- 
chis fhould go out to take the diverfion of hunting. This they 
did accordingly, to the great fatisfa&ion of the inhabitants, 
efpecially of the clergy, whom the tyrant had chiefly difobligedi 
Alachis, finding upon his return the gates (hut againft him, and 
Cunipert anew pofleffed of the royal palace, fled into IJtria % 
and, havingraifed a confiderable army there, he returned at the 
head of it^ not doubting but he (hould be able to drive Cunipert 
anew from the throne. The king, hearing of his return, drew 
together all his forces, and, meeting the ufurper in the plains of 
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Coronata, he challenged him to a {ingle combat, in order to 
fave the lives of many innocent men, who muft other wife pe- 
rifti ; but Alachis refuting the challenge, the two armies began 
to prepare for a general engagement. While they were drawn 
up, and Cunipert ready to charge the enemy, one Zeno 9 a 
deacon of the church of Pavia, greatly attached, as were all 
the ecclefiaftics, to the king's perfon, and firmly perfuaded, 
that the welfare of the church depended upon his fafety, with 
the greateft earneftnefs imaginable, begged leave to put on hit 
armour, and counterfeit his perfon : If I perijh* faid he, the 
lofs will be fmall ; but upon your fafety depends the welfare both 
of the church and ftate. The king being, with much- ado, pre- 
vailed upon by the tears and intreaties of his friends to accept 
the propofal, Zeno put on his armour, and appeared in itfo like 
the king, whom he refembled in fhape and ft at u re, that he could 
hardly be diftinguiflied from him ; fo that, when the two 
armies joined battle, Alachis* miftaking him for the king, en- 
gaged him with the utmoft fury, and, having with great eafe 
overcome and (lain him, in the greateft tranfports of joy ima- 
ginable, he ordered his head to be cut off, and expofed to the 
view of both armies on the point of a fpear ; but, finding it 
was the head of a prieft, and not of the king, his joy was fuc- 
ceeded by a violent rage and paflion, in which he vowed to 
emafculate all the ecclefiaftics, in cafe he obtained the victory* 
In the mean time, Cunipert \ obferving that his men, di (hear- 
tened with the report of his death, began to give ground, 
fhewed himfelf to them, and, by (hewing himfelf, encouraged 
them to fuch a degree, that, returning to the charge, they re- 
newed the fight with frelh vigour. However Cunipert , to 
avoid the efFufion of blood, fent a fecond time to Alachis, in- 
viting him to decide the quarrel by a fingle combat ; but he de- 
clining anew the challenge, the two armies fought with the ut- 
moft fury, till, Alachis being flain, his men, diflieartened by Alachis 
his death, fled in the utmoft confufion. Moft of them were tilted, and 
cut off in the flight, and the reft drowned in the Adige. The bis army 
army of the dukedom of Friuli* which Alachis enticed to his d e f* at **** 
party, while they were marching to the afliftance of the king ? 
withdrew in the beginning of the battle, fcrupling either to 
fight againft him, to whom they had fworn allegiance, or againft 
their lawful fovereign. Cunipert* after this victory, which put 
an end to the civil war, returned in triumph to Pavia* havin 
firft caufed the deacon Zeno to be interred with the greate 
pomp and folemnity. He afterwards built, in honour of St. 
George* a magnificent monaftery in the field where the battle 
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fiad been fought Cunipert, having thus happily fuppreffed fo 
dangerous a rebellion, reigned in great peace and tranquillity 
till the year 703, when he died, univerfally lamented ; for he 
was a prince, fays our hiflorian, of a moft comely afpect, of a 
Tear after f wee t temper, engaging behaviour, great courage, and extra- 
Cbrijljoi . orc ji nar y piety B . He had married Hermelinda, a princefe of 

the blood royal of the Anglo-Saxons, and had by her one fon, 
Luitbert named Luitbert, to whom he bequeathed the kingdom ; but, as 
Succeeds i he was then an infant, he committed him to the care of Af- 
'* ^ r [ ' prand, a per fon of great diftin£Uon among the Lombards, and 

highly efteemed for his wifdom. Luitbert, or rather Afprand^ 
had fcarce governed eight months, when Ragumbert, duke of 
Turin 9 taking upon him the title of king, defeated Afprand in 
battle, and caufed himfelf to be acknowledged by the whole 
nation ; but he died the fame year, and was fucceeded by hij 
fon Aripert ; in whofe reign Luitbert aflifted by feveral dukes, 
attempted the recovery of his paternal kingdom ; but he was 
utterly defeated by the ufurper, and taken prifoner, in a battle 
fought at a fmall diftance from Pavia. Rot bar it duke of Ber- 
gamo, who had efpoufed with great zeal the caufe of the king, 
fled, after the defeat of the army, to his own city, in which he 
was clofely heueged by Aripert, who, having in the end made 
himfelf matter of the place, fent the duke to Turin, where he 
was foon after put to death by his orders. Luitbert, his young 
competitor, met with no better treatment ; for he foon after 
ordered him to be ftifled in a bath. As for Afprand, whom, 

all ethers, the tyrant was defirous of getting into his 
ppwer, he fled firft to the above-mentioned ifland in the lake 
partus but being informed, that a ftrong detachment was 
marching againft him, he fled from thence to Ravenna, and 
and from Ravenna to Theudebert duke of the Boioarii, with 
whom he continued for the fpace of nine years. Ariperii 
men reduced the ifland \ but, not finding Afprand there, they 
returned to Aripert, who, tranfported with rage at his difap- 
pointment, put out the eyes of Sigi brand the fan of Afprand^ 
and at the fume time caufed the nofe and ears of his wife Tbew 
derata, and daughter Aurona, to be cut off. Afprand had an- 
other fon, by name Luitprand ; but the tyrant fpared him, as 
he was yet a child, and fent him to his father, Pruvidence re- 
ferving him, as our hiflorian obferves, for great things Art' 
pert, notwithftanding the a£ls of cruelty he pradlifcd in the be- 
ginning of his reign, is faid to have ruled afterwards with great 
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prudence and equity. He was a great friend to the eeclcfiaftics, // liberal 
and very liberal to the churches, which he enriched with ample *° the 
donations. To the church of Rome he rcftored many lands, churches. 
efpccially the patrimony of the Alpes Cotticc^ which had been 
feized on by king Rothatis. We are told, that he fent the in- 
ftrument of this donation to the biftiop of Rome written in 
golden letters 1 (W). In the ninth year of his reign, Afprand

(\V) The lands and e dates, which the churches acquired, not 
only within thcdiftricr. of their refpeclive cities, but in diiiant coun- 
tries, were ilyled patrimonies, as were likewifethe hereditary eilates 
both of princes and private perfons, but with this difference, that 
the prince's eftate was called patrimonium facrum, as appears from f«k> 
veral conftitutions of the Jujlinian code (1). The patrimonium lu- 
crum was what we now call the king's demefne. As for the churches, 
fo many profufe donations were made to them, both by princes and 
private perfons, that, in procefs of time, they acquired great 
eftates, which, according to the ftyle of thofe times, were called 
patrimonies. Thus, in the letters of pope Gregory the Great, fre- 
quent mention is made, not only of the patrimony of the church of 
Rime, but of the church of Milan. Rimini, Ravenna, and feveral 
others. The churches of great cities, fuch as Rome, Ravenna, and 
Milan, where the emperor's officers, and other illuftrious perfons, 
refided, acquired patrimonies, not only within their own diftricl, 
but in diiiant countries; whereas the churches of fmaller cities, 
whofe inhabitants had but moderate fortunes, and their eftates within 
their own limits, had no patrimonies out of their diftritts The 
church of Rome, above all others, acquired, by degrees, immenfe 
patrimonies, not only in Italy, but in the moll diiiant provinces of 
Europe (2). In the time of Gregory the Great , that church hcid 
ample patrimonies in Sicily ; for Gregory, in a letter to Juftin go- 
vernor of Sicily for the emperor, intreats him to caufe the corn of 
the patrimony of St. Peter tobc, without delay, conveyed to Rome % 
where there was great fcarcity. The church of Rome had like wife 
a patrimony in France, and another in Dahnatia, of which the lat- 
ter was committed to the care of one Antoninus a fubdeacon, and 
the former to that of a prieft named Candidas, whom Gregory, in 
one of his letters, earncftly recommends to queen Brunichild 9 and 
likewife to king Cbildebert her fon. In a letter to Candidas, he (hews 
him how the revenues of that patrimony are to be difpofed of * 
nay, from the letters of the fame pope it appears, that the church 
of Romehad, in his time, a patrimony in Africa ; for, inaletrer 
to Gennadim exarch of that province, he returns him thanks for

taking care of the patrimony of St. Peter there, and in particular 
for fending fuch as depended upon him to till the lands, which had 
been abandoned by the tenants In Italy the patrimonies of the 
Roman church were almoft without number. In the province of 
the Alpes Cottite (he had a large patrimony, which was feized, and 
for a long time poflened by the Lombards ; but reftored to her by 
king Aripert in the time of pope John VII. Aripcrt king of the 
Lombards, fays Paulus Diacottus, reftored the patrimony of the 
Alpes Cotti^ belonging to the apoftolic fee, but for a long time pof. 
fefled by the Lombards , and fent the donation to Rome in golden 
letters (3). This donation was, according to the fame writer, con- 
firmed by king Luitprand* Other patrimonies were held by the 
fame church, as appears from the letters of feveral popes, in the 
exarchate of Ravenna, in the dukedom of Naphs, in the territories 
of Salerno and Nola , in the provinces of Campania, Lucania, Ca- 
labria, Abrnzxo, Liguria, Tufcany, &c. That thefe patrimonies 
might be the more refpecled, the bifhops gave them the names of 
the faints, which each church had in fpecial veneration. Thus the 
poffemon? of the church of Ra<venna were called the patrimony of 
St. jipollinaris ; thole of Rome. Milcn, JSap/es, &c. the patrimony 
of St. Peter, St. Ambrofe, St. Afpremus, &c. The name of patri- 
mony did not import any fovereignty or jurifdiclion; for the pope, 
as well as the other biihops, held their patrimonies of the prince, 
in whofe date they lay, paying the fame taxes and impofitions as 
other fubjects. It is true, that in fome places, thofe who had care 
of the patrimonies of St. Peter, attempted to take the adminU 
ftration of juftice into their own hands ; but this no prince would 
fuffer ; and befides, Gregory the Great forbid all attempts and en- 
croachments of that kind, on pain of excommunication (4). In 
the year 681, the emperor Conjlantine Pogonatus granted an ex- 
emption from all tribute for the patrimonies of the Roman church 
iu Sicily and Calabria ; and the tribute paid for the patrimonies of 
the fame church in Lucania and Abruz,xo was remitted by Juftinian, 
the fucceilbr of Conjlantine, in 687. B it Leo Jfauricus, provoked 
againlt the biihop of Rome, on account of his hindering the impe- 
rial edict againil the worfhip of images from being put in execution, 
tirft revoked the exemptions granted by his predecefl'ors for the pa- 
trimonies in Sicily and Calabria*, and afterwards, as the biihop 
continued to oppofe the edict, he feized on thofe patrimonies, and 
ordered the revenues to be paid into che exchequer. The church 
of Rome poflefled, as we have obferved, feveral patrimonies in the 
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great warmth, refolved to affift him with all his ftrength, in 
revenging the cruel treatment his wife and children had met 
with at the king's hands. Aripert met him on the confines 
with an army no-ways inferior to his. Hereupon a bloody bat- 
tle enfued, which lafted till night parted the combatants. The 
next day Afprand was for renewing the fight ; but Aripert % 
though he had not loft near fo many men as his adverfary, yet 
declining, for reafons unknown to our hiftorian, a fecond en- 
gagement, he left the enemy mailers of the field of battle, and 
retired to Pavia. Being purfued by Afprand, whofe men were 
no lefs encouraged by his retreat, than Aripert's were dif- 
heartened, he abandoned Pavia, with a defign to pafs into 
Gaul, and there hire a new army, carrying with him for that 
effect the beft part of his treafures ; but, attempting to fwim 

different provinces of Italy, and this gave rife to a great miftake 
among the writers of later times, who, confounding the fpatrimo- 
nies which the church of Rome held in thofe provinces with the pro- 
vinces them fe Ives, have fuppofed the provinces of the Alpes Cot- 
ticCy of Sicily and Calabria, the dukedoms of Benevento and Spoleto, 
and part of Tufcany and Campania, to have belonged to the church 
of Rome. Into this miftake feveral eminent authors have fallen, 
and among the reft Scipio Ammiratus, who, though otherwife a 
moft exact and accurate writer, fuppofes king Aripert, by the do- 
nation we have mentioned above, to have reftored and confirmed to 
pope John VII. the province of the Alfes Cottia? (5); whereas it 
is evident from the words of the hiftorian, that the king reftored to 
the church of Rome the patrimony, which ftie had in that province, 
and not the province itfelf, which reached as far as Genoa, and com- 
prifcd a great tra& of country, in which were many cities of note, 
and places of great importance. It is furprifing any one mould 
imagine, that the king of the Lombards would have diverted him- 
felf of fuch a country, and given it to the pope, whom he knew 
to be greatly attached to the emperors of the eaft, the implacable 
enemies of the Lombards. But of this fubjeft we mall fpeak more 
at length hereafter, on occafion of the many famous donations 
made to the church of Rome by Charlemagne and Lewis the Pious, 
where it will appear, that what we read in them of Naples, Bene- 
vento, and Salerno, ought to be underftood of the patrimonies, 
which the church of Rome had in thofe dukedoms, and not of the 
dukedoms themfelves, it being certain, that the dukedom of Be- 
nevento came firft under the dominion of the church in the year 
105 2, by way of exchange made between the emperor Henry II. 
and pope Leo IX. for the church of Bamberg (6).

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croft the T tfmo 9 he was drowned in that river. His body wai 
found the next day, and buried with great pomp in the church 
of St. Saviour % founded by Jribert, the firft of that name. 
His brother, by name Guntbert, fled to the king of the Franks, 
and continued at his court to his death. Raginbert> the eldeft 
fon of Guntbert, governed the city of Orleanslot the king of the 
Franks in the time of our hiftorian k . The throne being vacant 
by the death of Aripert, Jfprand was placed on it by the una- 
nimous confent of the whole nation ; but he dying three 
months after his acceflion, his fon Luitprand fucceeded him in 
the kingdom of the Lombards. But before we fpeak of hb 
reign, welhall relate what happened till his time, worthy of 
notice, in the other provinces of Italy* fubjedt to the Lorn* 

bards. 

In the year 677 died Romuald duke of Benevento, and was 
fucceeded by Grimoald II. his ion, to whom he left that duke* 
dom greatly inlarged by the addition of Tarento, Brindifi, 
Bart, and their territories, which he took from the emperor of 
the eaft, as we have related above. G rimoald governed, with 
his brother Gifulph, not quite three years ; and, upon his death, 

Gifulph held the dukedom alone fourteen years more. All we 
find recorded of him in hiftory is his laying wafte, upon what 
provocation we know not, the territory of Rome. Gifulph dy- 
ing in 694, was fucceeded in the dukedom by his fon Romu- 
ald II. who ruled twenty-ilx years, during which time he 
greatly har raffed the Neapolitans ; and, by a ftratagem, made 
himfelf mafter of Cuma, belonging to them. Hereupon Gre- 
gory II. then bifhop of Rome* apprehending that metropolis to 
be in danger, did all that lay in his power to perfuade the" duke 
to reftore Cuma, offering him even a confiderable fum in lieu 
of it. But his offers, and every other fair means, proving in- 
effectual, the bifhop in the end thundered againft him the fen- 
tence of excommunication ; but finding, that Grimoald made 
no more account of hid excommunication, than his offers, he 
had recourfe to John duke of Naples, whom he advifed to at- 
tack the city in the night ; which he did accordingly, and, 
having made himfelf mafter of the place, he put three hundred 
Lombards, with their gaftald, to the fword, and took five hun- 
dred more prifoners, whom he carried with him to Naples* 
As for the city, he fold it to the bifhop, as had been agreed on 
before-hand, for feventy pounds weight of gold l . Romuald 
died in 720, and was fucceeded bv his fon Adelais who ffovern-

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ed only two years, and performed nothing worthy of notice. 
In the dukedom of Friuli 9 TVelcar 9 who had been appointed The dukes 
duke by Grhnoald 9 as we have related above, was fucceeded by °S Friuli, 
Landar 9 and he by Rodoald 9 in whofe abfence one Jnsfrid 
feized on the dukedom, and foon after, afpiring at the crown, 
began to make vaft preparations for fo great an undertaking. 
But Cunipert 9 who reigned then, being privately acquainted 
with his defign, found means to intercept him as he was going 
to Verona. However, he fpared his life, but fent him into 
baniftiment, after lie had caufed his eyes to be put out. In the 
mean time Rodaald dying* his brother J Ida fucceeded to the 
dukedom, wtvch he governed, according to our hiftorian, but 
one year and feven months m , though Sigonius will have him 
to have held it (even years. Aldo 9 who by Paulus Diaconus is 
ftyled only prote&or of the dukedom, was fucceeded by Fer- 
dulfy who was killed by the Sclavonians 9 with all the nobility of 
the dukedom, except Munlchis 9 who had the good fortune to 
make his efcape. One Corvulus was then appointed duke by 
king Aripert 9 whom he foon difobliged, and was on that ac- 
count depofed, and deprived of his fight. In his room was 
ratfed to the dukedom one Pemmo 9 who, feeking for the tons 
of the nobility killed by the Scla t vonians 9 brought them up with 
his own children * 1 . During this time died Mitula+ who had And of 
been rewarded by king Grimoald 9 as we have related above, Spoleto. 
with the dukedom of Spoleto 9 for his gallant behaviour againft 
the emperor Conjlans. He was fucceeded by his fon Faroald 9 
who governed jointly with his brother Wachilap °. To return, 
after this fhort digrefEon, to Luitprand : 

That prince, from the very beginning of his reign, gave Luitprand; 
great inftances of his courage and prudence. He had fcarce Year after 
mounted the throne, when one of his kinfmen, named Rat ha- Chriftjw. 
risy confpiring againft him, invited him to a banquet at his cf w0 con _ 
houfe, where he had aflaflins concealed, who, upon a fignal [piracies 
agreed on hefore-hand, were to rufli into the room where the againft 
king was, and difpatch him. But Luitprand 9 receiving private hint. 
intelligence of the treafon that was hatching againft him, fent for 
Rotkaris to the palace, who, finding himfeif difcovered, drew 
his fword all on a fudden, with a defign to kill the king ; but 
he defended himfeif with great bravery, not fhcwing the leaft 
tokens of fear or furprife, till his guards, coming in at the 
noife, difpatched the traitor. He fometimes fuffered himfeif to 
be tranfported by his courage beyond what was prudent in a

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prince, on whofe fafety depended the welfare of his fubjefis. 
Thus, being informed that two of his attendants had confpired 
againft his life, and only watched a favourable opportunity of 
putting their defign in execution, he one day walked out with 
them alone into a thick wood, and there, drawing his fword, he 
upbraided them with their treachery, and told them, that they 
now had what they fo long wifhed for, the king alone ; and 
therefore might try, if they pleafed, to compafs their wicked 
defign. Thefe words, with the king's generofity, and their 
own guilt, made fuch a deep impreflion upon their minds, that 
they threw themfelves difarmed at his feet, and, owning the 
whole truth, acknowledged themfelves unworthy of mercy. 
The generous prince, however, not only forgave them, but, 
receiving them into favour, preferred them afterwards to great 
employments p. Having thus won his enemies at home by his 
kindnefs, and ftrengthened his intereft abroad, by marrying the 
daughter of the duke of theBoioarii, who had received and enter- 
tained him and his father in their diftrefs, he applied himfelf, in 
imitation of his predeceflbrs Rotharis and Grimoald, to the mak- 
ing of new laws, for the better regulation of his kingdom, and 
adminiftration of juftice. Having therefore, in the firft year of 
his reign, convened a general diet in Pavia 9 with the confent 
and approbation of his nobles, and the judges from all parts of 
his kingdom, he ena&ed feveral laws, which he added to the 
He pub- edufts of Rotharis and Grimoald. In the following years he 
HJhes a publifhed many others, as occafion required ; fo that, next to 
ne<vo cdia Rotharis, he ought to be accounted the chief lawgiver of the 
of laws. Lombards His firft edi£t was publifhed the laft day of Febru- 
ary, in the eleventh indication, and the firft year of his reign, 
as appears from the preface prefixed to it (X), and feveral

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others he publifhed the following years; fo that his laws 
amounted in the end to an hundred and fifty-two. But the 
wifdom this prince fhewed in fettling his kingdom with excel- 
lent laws, and his other extraordinary parts, were not a little 
eclipfed by his unbounded ambitiop ; for, not fatisficd with the 
large and extenfive dominions left him by his predeceflbrs, he 
undertook to drive the Romans quite out of Italy ; which in 
the end occafioned the ruin of the kingdom of the Lombards 
in that country : for the popes growing jealous of their too great 
power, and finding the emperors of the eaft incapable of mak~ 
ing head againft them, or putting a ftop to their conquefts, had 
recourfe to a foreign nation, which raifed a new empire in Italy % 
upon the ruins of the kingdom of the Lombards ', as we fhall re- 
late in the fequel of this hiftory. Luitprand y pufhed on by his 
ambition, watched all opportunities of inlarging his dominions 
at the expence of the emperors ; and in the fifth year of his 
reign a very favourable one offered : for Leo Ifauricus* who at 
that time reigned in the eaft, having, by his famous edidr, for- 
bidden the worftiip of images, and ordered them to be every- * 
where pulled down, the people were fo provoked at that inno- 

*• God, I Luitprand, the mod excellent, the chriftfan and catholic, 
" king of the nation of the Lombards, beloved of God, in the fir ft 
e< year of my reign, the day before the kalends of March* in the 
41 eleventh indidtion, together with all the judges from the parts 
«• of Auftria and Neuftria, and borders of Vhujcia, with others of 
" my faithful Lombards, and all the people affixing, am pleafed 
** with the following regulations, which to us have appeared good, 
*' according to the fear and love of God." Then follow the fix 
chapters of the editt, whereof the firft bears this title De fuccefftove 
fit arum.

laws of Luitprand are in all an hundred and fifty- two, as appears 
from the above-mentioned code ; but the compiler of the three books 
of the laws of the Lombards has thought fit to infert in that work 
only an hundred and thirty feven of them, forty-eight in the 
firft book, and eighty nine in the fecond. As for the third book, 
it i; chiefly compofed of thofe laws, which were made by the em* 
erors who reigned in Italy, as fucccflbrs to the kings of the Lorn- 
ards \ for fever.i! laws were enaflcd by them, not as emperors oc 
kings of France, but as kings of Italy, or of the Lombards ; and 
hence the Ltmhurd laws were never of any force in France, nor the

the eaft Germanus, patriarch of Con/iantinople, oppofed the em- 
peror's defign with great warmth ; but Leo caufed him to be de* 
pofed, and Jnajiafius to be raifed to that fee in his room, on 
dering at the fame time all the images in the imperial city to be 
Diflurb- pulled down, and publicly burnt.

of images. Thus a kind of civil war being kindled in the city, 
Luitprand thought he had now a favourable opportunity of 
making himfelf mafter of the feat of the exarch, not doubting 
but the conqueft of fuch an important place would be followed 
by that of the whole exarchate. Having therefore drawn toge- 
ther all his forces, he unexpectedly appeared before Ravenna^ 
Luitprand and clofely befieged it. The exarch little expected fuch a fur- 
in<vadestbe prif e , as a friendly correfpondence had been maintained for many 
exarchate. y qars between the exarchs and the Lombard kings. However, 

he defended the place with fuch courage and refolution, that 
Luitprand* defpairing of fuccefs, broke up the fiege, and led 
his army againft Claffis at a fmall diftance from Ravenna* which 
place he took, plundered, and levelled with the ground. The 
lofs of this place, and the fevere treatment the inhabitants met 
with from the king, threw the citizens of Ravenna into the ut- 
moft confirmation ; which Luitprand being informed of, he 
refolved to take advantage of their fears, and, returning before 
Ravenna while the inhabitants were thus difheartened, to at- 
tempt once more the reduction of that place. Accordingly he 
led his whole army againft it, and, by frequent attacks, tired 
the inhabitants and garifon to fuch a degree, that the exarch, 
finding they could hold out no longer, and defpairing of relief, 
privately withdrew. Luitprand, informed of his retreat, at- 
nlfilun- tac k C( i town with more violence than ever, and, having 
ders Ra carried it by ftorm, gave it up to be plundered by his foldiers, 
venna. ^ oun ^ m xt an immenfe booty, as it had been for a long 

y ear a ft er time the feat of the Roman emperors, of the Gothic kings, and 
Chri/lyzz. the exarchs. The king ftripped it of moft of its valuable monu- 
ments of antiquity, and caufed, among the reft, an equeftrian 
flame of an emperor, of wonderful workman/hip, to be con- 
veyed to Pavia, where it is to be fecn to this clay. The re- 
duction 
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du&ion of Ravenna was followed by the. furrender of feveral 
cities of the exarchate, which Lultprand reduced to a dukedom, 
appointing Hildebrand, his grandfon, to govern it with the 
title of duke, and giving him, as he was yet an infant, Pere- 
deus duke of Vicenza for bis guardian \ 

The conqueft of Ravenna, and the greater part of the exar- 
chate, ' did not a little alarm Gregory II. bifhop of Rome. He 
was then at variance with the emperor, whofe edi& againft the 
worfhipping of images he had oppofed with all his might, and 
by that means provoked Leo to fuch a degree, that he had 
threatened to drive him from his fee, and fend him into exile. 
However, the pope, no lefs jealous of the power of the Lom- 
bards ^ than all his predeceflbrs had been, refolved, by fome 
means or other, to put a ftop to their conquefts. The only 
prince in Italy, to whom he could have recourfe, was Urfus 
duke of Venice* the Venetians making already no inconfiderable 
figure. To him accordingly he wrote a very prefling letter, 
conj uring him to affift his worthy fon the exarch, and, for the 
love of the holy faith, to attempt with him the recovery of the 
exarchate, which the wicked nation of the Lombards had un- 
juftly taken from his fons Leo and Conftantine emperors. Urfus 
and the Venetians, moved with the pope's letter, and at the 
fame time greatly alarmed at the growth of fo powerful a neigh- 
bour, promifed to affift the exarch with the whole ftrength of 
their republic, and accordingly fitted out a confiderable fleet, 
pretending it was defigned for the fervice of the emperor againft 
the Saracens. At the fame time the exarch, who had taken 
refuge in Venice, abandoning that place, as it were in defpair of 
bringing the duke over to his party, raifed, in the places frill 
fubjeft to the emperor, what forces he was able ; and having 
got together a confiderable body he marched with them towards 
Imola, giving out, that he defigned to befiege that city ; but 
turning all on a fudden towards Ravenna, as had been agreed 
on between him and the Venetians, he laid fiege to it by land, 
while they invefted it almoft at the fame inftant by fea. Peredeus Ravenna 
defended the town for fome time with great courage and refolu- recovered 
tion, obliging all thofe, who were able to bear arms, to repair to by the ex- 
the walls. But the Venetians having, in fpite of all oppofition, arch and 
forced open one of the gates on the fide of the fea, the city was the Veae- 
taken, and Peredeus flain, while he was attempting, at the head tians « 
of a choice body, to drive the enemy from the pofts they had 
feized. As for Hildebrand, he fell into the hands of the Vene- 
tians, who, having thus recovered Ravenna to the emperor, 
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returned home, leaving the exarch in pofleffion of the city. 
Luitprand was then at Pavia ; but the town was taken before 
he could affemble his troops to relieve it And now Gregory 
biihop of Rome, to whom the recovery of Ravenna was chiefly 
owing, perfuading himfelf, that the emperor would, out of gra- 
titude, give ear to his remonftrances and admonitions, began to 
folicit him with more preifing letters than ever to revoke his 
edi& againft the worihip of images 5 but Leo well apprifed, that 
the bifliop, in all the meafures he had taked, had been more in- 
fluenced by a regard to his own intereft, than to that of the 
empire, inftead of hearkening to bis remonftrances, was ftill 
more provoked againft him for thus obftinately oppoiing the ex- 
Leo and ecution of his edi£t. Being therefore refolved at all events to 
pope Grc- have it obferved in Rome itfelf, and, on the other hand, not 
gory quar- doubting but the pope would oppofe it to the laft with all his 
rel - might, in order to remove all obftacles, he fent three officers 

to Rome* with private orders either to difpatch the pope, or to 
take him prifoner, and convey him to Conjianttnople. At the 
fame time he wrote to Mauritius duke of Rome, fecretly injoin- 
ing him to affift his three officers in their undertaking ; but no 
favourable opportunity offering to put their defign in execution, 
the emperor, in the year 725, recalled Scholajiicus, and fent 
Paul a patrician into Italy, to govern in his room, with pri- 
vate inftru&ions to encourage the above-mentioned officers with 
the promife of great rewards, and to aflure them of his protec- 
tion. But in the mean time the plot was difcovered, and two 
of the confpirators apprehended by the citizens of Rome and put 
to death, the third having efcaped into a monaftery, where he 
took the monaftic habit, and ended his days Hereupon the 
exarch, in compliance with the emperor's orders, refolved to 
n proceed no longer by fecret plots, but by open force. Accord- 

rchat ^ e ** rew t0 S et ^ er a confiderable body of troops, and fet 

tempts to out at ^ e k ea d °^ them on his march to Rome, with a defign 
get the to k* ze on t * ie P°P e > ana * fend hi m > 33 he had engaged todo, in 
pope into chains to Conjlantinople* But, on this occafton, Luitprand, 
bis power, though highly provoked agninft Gregory for having ftirred up 

the Venetians againft him, yet refolved to affift him, and the 
citizens of Rome, againft the exarch, in order to keep the ba- 
lance even between them, and, by affift in g fometimes the one, 
Who is de- and fom :times the other, weaken both. Purfuant to this re- 
f ended by folution, he ordered the Lombards of < Tufcany % and thofe of the 
Luitprand. dukedom of Spoleto, to join the pope, and the inhabitants of 
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Rome, who, being, by this reinforcement, far fuperior in 
flrength and number to the exarch, obliged him to return to 
Ravenna, and give over al! thoughts of any further attempt on 
the perfon of the pope. In the mean time Leo, perfifting in 
his former refolution of fupprefling throughout his dominions 
the worihip of images, fcnt frcfh orders to the exarch Pan!, 
ftrictly injoining him to caufe his edict to be put in execution in 
all the cities of Italy under his empire, efpecialiy in Rome. At 
the fame time he wrote to the pope, promifing him his favour 
and protection, if he complied wjth the edict, and declaring 
him, if he continued tooppofe it, i rebel, and no longer veiled

with the papal dignity. But Gregory was fo far from yielding <77, » pc 9f 
to the emperor's threats or promifes, thar, on the contrary, hz oipi/es the 
folemnly excommunicated the exarch for attempting to put the empa^s 
imperial edict in execution ; and at the fame time wrote circular cdu-i a- 
letters to the Venetians, to king Luitprand, to the Lombards/""/' 
dukes, and to all the chief cities of the empire, exhorting them '* a S ef * 
to continue ftedfaft in the catholic faith, and to oppofe with ;j11 
their might fuch a deteftable innovation. Thefe letters made 
fuch an impreflion on the minds of the people in Italy, that 
though of different interefts, and often at war with one another, 
they all united, protecting they would defend the catholic faith, Setvcr ~i 
and the life of the pope in fo glorious a caufe, at the expence of cg ' t :. s 
their own; nay, the citizens of Rome, and the inhabitants of ^oh* 
Pentapolis, now Marca d? Ancona, not contenting themfelves 
with fuch a proteftation, openly revolted from the emperor, 
and, pulling down his ftatues, they elected, by their own 
authority, magiftrates to govern them during the interregnum. 
We are even told, that, tranfported with a blind zeal, they 
were for chufing a new emperor, and conducting him to Con- 
ftantinople, not doubting but the people would every where join 
them. But the pope, thinking this refolution unfeafonable, 

and not to be eafily put in execution, oppofed it ; fo that it did 
not take place u . 

In the mean time the exarch Paul, having gained a confider- 
able party in Ravenna, began, purfuant to the repeated orders 
from the emperor, to remove the images, asfo many idols, out 
of the churches. Hereupon the adverfc party, fupported and Gt -eat dif- 
encouraged by the pope, flew to arms, and, falling upon the tw-banccs 
iconoclafts or image-breakers, as they flyled them, gave rife to Ra ven- 
a civil war wichin the walls of Ravenna. Great numbers were na > 
killed on both fides* but thofe who were for the worfhip of e *"j ,

and great Marca d' Ancona* abhorring the emperor as an heretic, fub- 
part of Ro- mitred to Luitprand king of the Lombards? who, pretending 
magna, a great zeal for the catholic religion, took care to improve the 
fubmit to difcontent of the people to his advantage, by reprefenting to 
Luic- them, that they could nevef maintain their religious rights un- 
prand. <] er a p r i nC e, who was not only a heretic, but a perfecutor of 

the orthodox. In Naples? Exhilaratus? duke of that city, 
having received peremptory orders from the emperor to caufe 
his edict: to he put in execution, did all that lay in his power to 
perfuadcthc people to receive it; but, finding all his endeavours 
til war ted by the bifhop of Rome^ for whom the Neapolitans had 
a great veneration, he hired aflaflins to murder him. But the 
plot b.ing difcovcrcd, tho' carried on with great fecrecy, the 
The Nea- Neapolitans? highly provoked againft the duke, tore both him 
pohtans ant | his fun to pieces, and likewife put to death one of his chief 
put tbeir officers, who had compofed a libel againft the pope w . Luiu 
death* P ran d? an d Gregory? at that time duke of Benevento? laying 
' hold of fo favourable an opportunity to make them felves mailers 

of the dukedom of Naples? did all that lay in their power to per- 
fuade the Neapolitans to fubmit to them. But the Neapolitans? 
bearing an irrcconcileable haired to the Lombards? with whom 
they had been conftantly at variance, rejected every overture of 
that nature with the utmoft indignation, and, continuing fted- 
faftin their allegiance to Leo? received from Con/lantinople one 
Peter? who was fent to govern them in the room of Exhilara- 
tus. Some writers fuppofe the Neapolitans? in this general 
revolt of the cities of Italy? to have fhaken off the yoke with 
the reft, and to have appointed magiftrates of their own election 
to govern them, in the room of the officers hitherto fent from 
Conjlantinople? or named by the exarch •? but they are therein 
certainly miftalccn, it being manifeft from hiftory, that Peter 
fucceeded Exhilaratus in that dukedom •? and that the Neapoli- 
tans continued to live under the emperors, till they were con- 
quered manv years after by the Normans? as we {hall relate 
hereafter. In the mean time Leo? hearing of the murder of 
the'exarch, and the general revolt of the cities, and not doubt- 
ing but the pope was the chief author of fo much mifchief, fent 
the eunuch Eutycbius into Italy? with the title and authority of 
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exarch, ftri&ly injoining him to get the pope difpatched by fome 
means or other, fince his death was abfolute'y neceffury for the 
tranquillity of Italy. The exarch left no ftone unturned to get Eutychius 
the pope into his power; but a meffenger, whom he had fent the new 
to Rome, being apprehended by the citizens, and an order from r *'^' r ^ a *~ 
the emperor found upon him to all his officers in that city, tl "'P** t0 
commanding them to put the pope to death at all events, the s *' [^°t e 
pope's friends thenceforth guarded him with fuch care, that the mur erc ' 
exarch's emiflaries could never afterwards find any opportunity 
of executing their defign- As for the me/Tenger, the Romans 
were for putting him to death ; but the pope interpofed, con- 
tenting himfelf with excommunicating the exarch *. And now rfhe origin 
the Romans, provoked more than ever againft Leo, and, on cfthepope's 
the other hand, unwilling to live under the Lombards, refolved temporal 
to revolt from the emperor, and appoint their own magiftrates, power. 
keeping themfelves united under the pope, not yet as their 
prince, but only as their head. This they did accordingly, an<| 
from thefe (lender beginnings the fovereignty of the popes in 
Italy took its rife, though they did not then, as is commonly 
fuppofed by hiftorians, but many years after, become fovereign 
lords of Rome (Y).

(Y ) The Greek writers, who flouriihed long after Gregory, Paulas 
Diaconus, and Anaftafius Bibliotbecarius, tell us, that the Romans, 

revolting from the emperor Leo, chofe Gregory for their prince, and 
took an oath of allegiance to him. They add, that the pope readily 
accepted the fovereignty offered htm ; that he forbad the Romans, 
and the other inhabitants of Italy, to pay tribute for the future to 
the emperor : that he abfolved all the fubje&s of the empire from 
their oath of allegiance ; and finally, that, with great folemnity, 
he excommunicated and depofed Leo. Hence, fay the Greek 
writers, vise. Theopbams, Ctdrenus, Zonaras, and Nicephorus, the 
temporal dominion of the popes over Rome, and the Roman duke- 
dom, took its rife; to which were afterwards added, by Pepin and 
Charles the Great, the exarchate of Ra*vt:nna, Pentapolis or tho 

Mure a et Ancona, and feveral other cities of Italy. On the other 
hand. Pan /us Diaconus, slnaftajius Bibliotbecarius and Damafce?tus % 
take no notice of the pope's depofing or excommunicating the em- 
peror ; of his forbidding tribute to be paid to him ; or of his ac- 
cepting from the rebellious Romans the fovereignty of Rome. Thefe 
writers only fay, that he oppofed with all his might the edicls of 
Lo\ that he prevented them from being received by the people; 
and that he curneilly exhorted and conjured the emperor to revoke 
Uiem, and give over, as they flylo it, fuch an impious undertaking,

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Eutychius failed in his defign upon the life of the pope ; but, 
having brought with him from ConftantinopU a good number of 

troops, 

Anafiafius, after having told us, that Leo depofed Germanus pa- 
triarch of G>njiantinrpic for oppofing his edict, and appointed 
Am.jtc.Jiu. in h s room, add? , that Gregory excommunicated the new 
patriarch, and wrote to the emperor, exhorting him to revoke his 
edict. Had he iikewife excommunicated the emperor, we cannot 
perfuade ourfelves, that Anajiafius, Paulus Diaconus, and Da- 
majcenusy would have palled over in filence fuch a remarkable inci- 
dent, it being agreed on by all writers, that no prince or emperor 
had been excommunicated till that time. As for what Cedrems, 
Vkeopbancs, Zonaras, and Nidpborus, write of the pope's depofing 
the emperor, it is evidently falfe, fince Gregory acknowledged Lea 
for emperor as long as he lived, as did Iikewife Gregory III. his 
fucctffor, who wrote feveral letters to him full of refpect ; nay, 
the dates of moft of that pope's letters bear the years of Leo\ 
reign ; and in that, which he wrote to Boniface, he gives Leo the 

title of Molt pious , Jmperante domino piijjimo Auguflo Leone imperii 

ejus xx til i ). Hence the French writers, and among the reft P. 
de Marca, Nut a lis, and Du Pin, maintain, that Gregory never ex- 
communicated, or attempted to depofe, the emperor Leo; that 
what the above mentioned Gi eck authors have written on that head, 
ought to be deemed fabulous ; and, that, in fo remarkable an inci* 
dent, the filence of the Latin writers, who flourilhed in times lefs 
diiianr, ought to be of far greater weight with every unbiafled 
reader, than the authority of the Greeks, who, out of their natural 
averfion to the Latin church, have obtruded fuch fables on the 
public. But moft of our proteftant writers feem to give intire 
credit to the Greiks, and by all means will have it, that G> egory ex- 
communicated the emperor; that he abfolved all his fubjects from 
their allegiance; that he forbad them to pay him the ufual tribute; 
and that, being offered the fovereignty of Rome by the rebellious 
Romans, he accepted the offer, and thenceforth took upon him all 
the date of a temporal prince. Spanbemius thinks, that all this 
was denied by the French writers, left, in the reign of Lewis tht 
Gnat, they mould feem to acknowledge fuch a power in the popes 
(2). The Italian writers, even thofe among them who are moft 
addicted 10 the court of Rcme, agree with the proteftants in giving 
credit to the Gretfo, but with a different view, a//ss. to (hew, that 
the power of excommunicating and depefing princes was fo early 
exerted by the popes. To conclude, Tbeopbanes, Cedrenus, Zo- 
nams, and Nietpborut, fay , that Gregory II. not only excommu- 
nicated tiic emperor Leo, but ablolved his fubjects from their alle- 
giance, declaring, thut ihey were no longer bound to obey him;

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troops, he eafily quelled the rebellion in Ravenna, and feverely 
punifhed the authors of the late disturbances. As for the rebel- 
lious 

that on this occaiion the Romans , (baking off the yoke, offered the 
fovereignty of Rome to the pope ; and that he, accepting the offer, 
became fovereign lord of that city, and its dukedom. On the 
other hand, Paul us Diaconus, Anaftafius and Damafcenus, who 
fiouriihed before the Greek writers, only fay, that the pope oppofed 
the edicts of Leo ; that he excommunicated both the exarch of Ra- 
<venna 9 and the patriarch of Conjlantinople ; and that he exhorted 
the emperor to revoke his edift. Some modern writers give entire 
credit to the Greeks ; others, from the filence of the Latins, con- 
elude the accounts of the Greeks to be fabulous : and fuch truly 
they appear to us, fince Gregory, fo long as he lived, acknowledged 
Leo as emperor ; and Gregory III. his fucceiTor, not only wrote re- 
fpe&ful fetters to him, but dated thofe he wrote to others by the 
years of his reign, as we have hinted above. As for the temporal 
dominion of the popes in Rome, we mall (hew in a proper place, 
that it did not begin till feveral years after ; and that their firft ac- 
quiutions were in the exarchate ; that they became afterwards maf- 
ters of Pentapolis, of feveral places in the Roman dukedom, and 
laftly of Rome. As for the famous donation of all Italy, faid to 
have been made by Conftantine the Great, in the year 324, to pope 
Sytoefter, it is now univerfally exploded as fabulous. It was indeed 
formerly defended with great warmth by moft of the Italian wri- 
ters, who even maintained in their works, that the emperors, who 
fucceeded Conftantine, had no right or title to any part of Italy, as 
belonging to the pope, and being the patrimony of St. Peter 5 that 
from thence the inveftitures given by the popes took their rife ; and 
that, from that time, Italy began to be disjoined from the empire, 
and was never afterwards fubjeel to the emperors ; nay, Mattea 
<Vdfilitti, a civilian of no (mail account, from this fuppofed dona- 
tion, will have the conftitutions publiihed by the emperors, the 
fucceflbrs of Conftantine, to be of no force in Italy, fince thofe 
princes had not tne power of caufing them to be received by the in- 
habitants of that country, who were no longer fubjeel to them ; 
and feveral eminent civilians, members of the collateral council 
of Naples, were of opinion, that in Italy recourfe ought to be had 
to the canon, and not to the civil, law (3). But, in later times, it 
has been evidently proved by many able writers (4), that this do- 
nation was forged in the eighth or ninth century, and then inferted 
into the decrees of Gratiau, no mention of it being made by any 
writer before that time. The many copies of this famous inftru- 
ment, which are ftill extant, and widely differ from each other, are

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Iious Romans , he was well apprifed he could never reduce them^ 
fo long as they were fupported by the king of the Lombards ; 
and therefore he employed all his art and policy to take off that 
prince from the party of the Romans^ and bring him over to his 
own. Luitprand* for fome time, withftood all his offers; but 
Trafimund duke of Spoleta revolting at this very juncture, the 
exarch, laying hold of that opportunity, offered to aiUft the 

fo many evident proofs of forgery to every perfon, who does not 
delight in darknefs, to ufe the expre&an of Pietro Giannone, and 
therefore fhuts his eyes, left he Ihould be forced to fee. A copy of 
(his f uppofed donation is fliil to be feen in the V a tic an library, but 
greatly differing from that, which we read in the decrees of Gra- 
tian. It is related in quite different words by the popes Mclchias % 
Kichqias \\. and Lea IX. and quoted by Pet r us D ami anus, Balfiar, 
Jua d& Cbartres, Burjattus, and Albcricus, with great difagree- 
ment both in words and fenfe. Beiides, who can imagine, that 
Euj'<bufs 9 and other contemporary writers, who have transmitted to 
goJJirity the molt minute incidents of Conftantine's, reign, would 
ha.ve patted over in filence this, perhaps the mod remarkable of all ? 
This donation is faid to have been made by Con ft amine at Rome in 
fp*ing of the year 324, and four days after his baptifm. But it 
ift. evident from hiftory, that Conjlantinc was not then at Rome, but 
J»gag*d in a war againft Licinius in the eafl ; and that, the war be- 
ing ended, he went the fame year to Theffalonica, and continued 
the.re till the foil awing year (5). He defeated Licinius in his third 
coftfulftip, having Crifpus for his collegue, who was likewife in his 
third co nfuJJhip, as is affirmed by nil hiliorians. Now, according to 
sli£ unanimous couient of chronologers, Conftantine and Crifpus were 
confute for the thir4 time in 324, and in the fpring of that year, 
the very time when he is fuppofed to have made that donation, he 
was atTbejJ'aloNtca, as is manifell from two of his cooititucions Hill 
to be fecn in the Thcodojian code, the one bearing the following

conltitutions, and ijkewife from the molt credible hiftorians, both 
Grab and L«t in* it has been evidently proved by feveral writers, 
that Conftantine was baptized in NicomcJia when he was dying, and 
not in Rome by pope Syl<vefler 9 to whom he is f uppofed to have 
made the above mentioned donation four days after his baptifm : fo 
that, upon the whole, we may conclude Cmfia mine's yielding Rome 
tp Sj/<vrft t r 9 and his receiving baptifm at the hands of that pope, 
to be equally fabulous.

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king with all his ftrength againft the rebellious duke, provided 4n alii.

Romans. With this propofal Luitprand readily clofed, and a t wen the 
league being concluded upon thefe terms between him and the * *f 

exarch, the two armies joined, and began their march towards 1 P ran * 
Spoleto. At their approach, the duke, defpairing of being able 
to refift two fuch powers, came out with a fmall attendance to 
meet them, and, throwing himfelf at the king's feet, fued, in 
that humble pofture, for pardon ; which Luitprand not only 
granted him, but confirmed him in the dukedom, after he had 
obliged him to take a new oath of allegiance, and give hoftages 
for his fidelity in time to come. From Spoleto the two armies 
marched, in purfuance of the treaty, to Rome, and encamped <j-/ Jf y 
in the meadows of Nero, between the Tiber and the Vatican, fiege 
Gregory had caufed the city of Rome to be fortified in the beft Rome, 
manner he could ; but being fenfible, that the Romans alone 
could not long hold out againft two fuch armies, and reflecting 
on the kind treatment the duke of Spoleto had met with upon 
his fubmitting to the king, he refolved to follow his example ; 
and accordingly, taking with him fome of the clergy, and the 
principal inhabitants of the city, he went to wait on the king in 
his camp ; and there, with a pathetic fpeech, as he was a great 
mafter of eloquence, foftened Luitprand to fuch a degree, Metope 
that, throwing himfelf at his feet in the prefence of the whole perfuades 
army, he begged pardon for entering into an alliance againft Luitprand 
him, and, affuring him of his protection for the future, he to ratfe 
went with him to the church of St. Peter, and there, difarm- the fit 



ing himfelf in the prefence of his chief officers, he laid his Year after 
girdle, his fword, and hi6 gantlet, with his royal mantle, his Cbrifiyzg. 
crown of gold, and crofs of filvcr, on the apoftle's fepulch re- 
After this, he reconciled the pope with the exarch, who was 
thereupon received into the city, where he continued for fome 
time, maintaining a friendly correfpondence with the pope y. 
At this time an impoftor, taking the name of Tiberiu s, and pre- 
tending to be defcended from the emperors, feduced a great 
many people in Tufcany, and was by them proclaimed emperor. 
The exarch refolved to march againft him ; but, as he had not 
fufHcicnt forces to oppofe the rebels, Gregory, who let no op- 
portunity flip of obliging Leo, perfuaded the Romans to attend 
the exarch in this expedition j by which means the ufurper be- 
ing taken in a caftle, his head was fent to the emperor, and the 
rebellion utterly fupprefied. But the emperor ftill infifting 
upon his edi£l againft the images being received in Rome, the

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Romans, at the inftigation of the pope, publicly renounced 
theirr allegiance to Leo, paid him no more tribute, and with- 
drew for ever their obedience to the emperors of the eaft. Leo, 
informed of this revolt, and not queftioning but the pope was 
the author of it, immediately caufed all the patrimonies of the 
church of Rome in Sicily, Calabria, and his other dominions, 
Leo re- to be confifcated. At the fame time he ordered a powerful 
fotocsto army toberaifed, with a defign to recover the towns that had

warlike preparations that were carrying on throughout the em- 
pire, and well apprifed, that they were chiefly defigned againft 
him and the Romans* refolved to recur to the protection of the 
French y the only nation at that time capable of coping with the 
emperor, and on whom, on account of their zeal for religion) 
he thought he might depend. The Lombards were then very 
powerful ; but, as they wanted to be mailers of Rome, he did 
not think it advifeable to truft them. The Venetians, though 
zealous in the defence of the pope, were not yet in a condition 
to withftand the power of the emperor, and, befides were 
jealous of the Lombards, who watched all opportunities of in- 
larging their dominions at the expence of their neighbours. 
As for Spain, it was then in a moft deplorable condition, being 
over-run, and almoft wholly ruined, by the Saracens. The 
French nation was at this time governed by the celebrated 
Charles Martel, who had diftinguiftied himfelf in a moft emi- 
nent manner in the wars of France and Germany, and had, 
not long before gained a fignal viftory over the Saracens in the 
neighbourhood of Tours ; whence he was generally reputed the 
Who has beft general, and the greateft hero, of his time. To him 
recourjeto therefore Gregory fent a folemn embafly, with a great number 
/^French. 0 f re liques, earneftly intreating him to take the Romans, and 

Ck'-fl * * e church > under bis prote&ion, and defend them againft the 
r *j 73 1 • attempts of Leo. The embafladors were received with extra- 
ordinary marks of honour, and a treaty foon concluded between 
them and Charles, who engaged to march into Italy in perfon, 
at the head of a powerful army, in defence of the Rowans, 
and the church, if they fhould be attacked either by the empe- 
ror, or the Lombards. On the other hand, the Romans were 
to acknowledge him for their proteflor, and confer on him the 
honour of the confullhip, as it had been formerly conferred on 
Clovis by the emperor dnallafius, after that prince had defeated 
the Viftgoths. The embafladors returned from France loaded 

with 
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with rich prefents 2 . But Gregory did not long enjoy the fruit 
of their negotiations ; for he died the fame year 731, and was 
fucceeded by pope Gregory III. in whofe time fome place the 
above-mentioned em')afly. Thefe authors tell us, that Luit- 
prand, having defeated Thrajimund, who had revolted a fecond 
time, invaded, after his victory, the Roman dukedom, and 
laid clofe fiege to Rome, being provoked againft Gregory for re- 
ceiving and entertaining the rebel ; that the pope, finding his 
prayers and entreaties did not make the fame impreflion on the 
king, as thole of his predecefior, had recourfe to Charles Mar- 
tel ; and that Charles perfuaded the king of the Lombards to 
raife the fiege, and, contenting himfelf with four cities only, 
to leave Rome, and the reft of that dukedom, to the Romans 
and the pope a . Be that as it will, it is certain, that, upon the 
pope's recurring to France,' the French firft began to concern 
themfelves in the affairs of Italy, and afterwards, by degrees, 
made themfelves matters of the country, as we (hall relate 
anon. 

In the mean time died the emperor Leo, and was fucceeded 
by his fon Conjiantine, furnamed Copronymus, who, treading 
in the footfteps of his father, renewed his edi<St againft images, 
and began to profecute all thofe, who flood up in their defence ; 
nay, not fatisfied with ordering the images to be removed, he 
went farther, and forbad the invocation of faints, efpecially of 
the virgin Mary, not fuffering any holy days to be kept in her 
honour, or her afliftance to be implored. This eduSr. occa- 
fioned new difturbances in Italy, and confirmed the Romans in 
the refolution they had taken of feparating themfelves entirely 
from the empire, the more as, being now under the protection 
of Charles Mart el, they had nothing to fear from the emperor. 
They therefore drove out of their city fuch of the imperial of- 
ficers, as they had hitherto fuffered to continue there, and by 
that means abolilhed the very fhadow of dominion, which the 
emperor had till this time among them. Soon after the empe- 
ror Leo, died Gregory III. and was fucceeded by Zachary, who 
was no fooner elected, than he difpatched a folcmn em bally to 
Luitprand, intr eating him to reftore the four cities, which 
had been yielded to him upon his railing the fiege of Rome. 
Luitprand received the embafladors with extraordinary marks 
of honour, and feemcd inclined to comply with their requeft ; 
but, as the defired reftitution was put off from time to time, 
Zachary, in imitation of Gregory, went in perfon to wait on

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the kings attended by all the clergy of Rome. Luitprand, who 
was then at Terni, received him with the greatcft refpeft ima- 
ginable, and not only granted him his requeft, but reftored to 
the church of Rome the patrimony in Sabina, which had been 
confifcated thirty years before, and concluded a peace with the 
Romans for twenty years. Towards the latter end of his reign, 
being impatient of reft, he invaded the exarchate, and, having 
taken Cefena, was making the neceflary preparations for be- 
fieging Ravenna, and bringing that place once more under his 
dominion. But Z a chary, for whom the king had the greateft 
veneration, interpofing, Luitprand, at his requeft, not only 
laid afide all thoughts of making further conquefts, but even re- 

ftored Cefena, and fome other places, which he had taken \ 
Luitprand j^ ot j ong after ^ £ u i t p ra „d died, in the year 743, the thirty- 

fecond of his reign, and was buried with great pomp and fo-

r 'J 743 • nus fceftows on him the high eft encomiums, and not undefer- 

vedly j for he was endued with every good quality becoming a 
prince c . He governed with great juftice and moderation, treat- 
ing his fubjecls as his children, and giving daily inftances of his 
generoilty and good-nature, even to his greateft enemies. He 
inlarged his dominions by the addition of Pentapolis, and the 
greater part of JEmilia ; and this his thirft after conquefts, and 
his ambition, are the only faults, which the writers of thofe 
times have been able to d ifcover in his charader. He founded 
many churches and monafteries, enumerated by Paulus D'ta^ 
tonus d , whereof the veftiges are admired to this day. With 
his death Paulus Diaconus clofes his hiftory of the Lombards

hiftory of the Lombards. He was deacon of the church of Forum 
Julii, in the territory of which city his great grand- father's father 
fettled, when the Lombards, his countrymen, firft came into Italy. 
He left five fons, who were carried into captivity by the Avaru, 
when Forum Julii was betrayed to them, as we have related above, 
by Romilda the wife of Gi/ulf. Of the five brothers, one only, by 
name Lupicis, returned to the place of his nativity, where he mar- 
ried, and had a fon named Arecbis. The fon of sirecbis % named 
Warnefrid, had, by his wife Tbcudelinda, Paul WartieJ rid ourhifto- 
rian, commonly called Paulus Diaconus , or Paul the deacon. He 

betrays throughout his whole work, great partiality for his country- 
men, 
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Luitprand was fucceeded by his grandlbn Hildeprandox HiU Hilde- 
debrand* whom he had, fome years before, taken for his part- brand fuc- 
ner in the kingdom. But the Lombards* finding him unequal c ? cci * » *>ut 
to fo great a charge, depofed him, after a (hort reign of feven 15 f j*°f t ??

Friuliy a perfon highly efteemed tor his piety and eminent vir- C L *f^L'£ 
tues e . He afcended the throne in 744, to the unfpeakable 
fatisfa£tion of the whole nation, and, in the beginning of his 
reign, confirmed the peace with Zachary and the Romans* 
which had been granted them by his predeceflbr. In the fe- 
cond year of his reign, finding the laws of the Lombards ftill 
defective, notwithftanding the many alterations and additions 
made by the preceding kings, he refolved to add fome new laws 
to them, and foften the rigour of others. Accordingly, hav- 
ing convened the dates in Pavia* with their confent and ap- 
probation, he publifhed a new edict in 745, and ordered it to He pub- 
be obferved throughout his dominions. This edict, containing lijhes a 
eleven chapters, is ftill to be feen in the often-mentioned code ediel 
of the monaftery of Cava in the kingdom of Naples f . Hav- of law. 
ing thus provided his fubjects with excellent laws, and fettled 
the affairs of the kingdom to his fatisfaction, though naturally 
inclined to peace, he turned all on a fudden his thoughts upon 
war, and pufhed on by an ambition of inlarging his dominions, 
as bis predeceffors had done, he raifed a confiderable army, and, 
putting himfelf at the head of it, he firft retook feveral places 
in Pentapolis, which had revolted from him, and then, enter- 
ing the Roman dukedom, laid clofe fiege to Perugia. The He in* 
emperor was at a great diftance, and did not mind the affairs of *>ades the 
Italy.

Being overcome, while he was in that 
city, with thefecret force of religion, he renounced his king- 
dom, and proftrating himfelf at the pope's feet, took the habit 
of St. Benedict, and retired to the monaftery of Monte CaJJino, 
where he fpent the remainder of his days, and was honoured 
after his death by thofe monks as a faint (A).

Beatillus (g), and the abbot 
de Nucf (10), are of the fame opinion ; for, at this time, the duke- 
dom of Bencvento extended as far as Bari, fo that it comprifed the 
city of B arietta ; and it is not improbable, fay they, that the Lom- 
bard* of Btnevento mould in one of their cities, ere£l a ftatue to their 
king. They were, it is true, immediately fubjecT: to their own 
duke ; but both he and they were at the fame time fubjeft to the 
king, the kingdom of the Lombards comprifing not only that 
country, which is now known by the name of Lombards, and the 
other fmall dukedoms, but likewife the three famous dukedoms of 

Friuli, Spoleto, and Bcnewento. But Pietro Giannone ailed ges two 

ilrong arguments again ft the opinion of FUlani, and the two above- 
mentioned writers, who have efpoufed, without due confideration, 
his opinion. In thefirft place, it is altogether improbable, fays he, 
that the Lombards of Benemento would have erec"led fuch a large and 
magnificent ftatue in a town at that time of no account, and fituated 
on the very borders of their dukedom, and not in Beneucnta thejr 
metropolis, or in fome other city of note, fuch as Capua, Salerno, 
Mart, &c. which were all cities of that dukedom. Ft Hani, who 
flourished in the reigns of Charles II. of Anjou, and Joan I. 
his niece, when Barletta was become one of the mod considerable 
cities of Apulia, thinking it had been fuch in the reign of Raehis, 
and feeing a ftatue there, called hy the natives Arracbio, concluded 
it to be the ftatue of Racbis. The other reafon alledged by Gid*

In the be- y €ara fl er 
ginning of his reign, he confirmed the peace concluded be- cbriftj^x. 
t ween his brother and pope Zachary y who died the following 
year 752, and was fucceeded by Stephen II. But Stephen^ 
having held the fee three days, died on the fourth, and in his 
room was chofen another named likewife Stephen^ whom the 
antients call Stephen II. not reckoning his predeceilbr, who died 
before he was confecrated ; for, in thofe days, the ele£tion 
alone did not make a pope, but the confecration ; and hence 
this pope is by Echerempertus^ and Leo OJiienfis* called Ste- 
phen II. and not Stephen III. but at prefent it is a fettled point 
in the church of Rome 9 that the pope receives all authority from 
his election, contrary to what was believed by the antients ; 
and therefore the writers of later times reckon Stephen^ who 
lived but three days, and was not confecrated, among the 
popes, altering by that means the number of the fubfequent 
Stephens ; fo that the fecond is by them called the third, the 
third called the fourth, &c. and the ninth called the tenth, 
which has bred confufion in the hiftory of the church. Ste- 
phen II. or, as the modern writers call him, the third, three 
months after his election, difpatched legates to king Aftulphus^ 
with rich prefents, to confirm the peace, which had been lately 
granted by that prince to Zacbary. The king received the new

none is, that the prince reprefented by that ftatue is d re fled after 
the manner of the Roman emperors, has in one hand a crofs, in the 
other a globe, and no beard ; whereas the kings, of the Lombards 
are reprefented, as appears from the antient code of the monaftcry 
of Cava, with long beards, military garments, a fceptre in their 
right hand, and a crown on their head, none of them having either 
the crofs or the globe. Hence Giannone concludes it to be the ftatue 
of fomc Roman emperor, perhaps of Heraclius y there being fome 
refemblancc between that emperor's name and the name, which, 
time out of mind, has been given to the ftatue by the inhabitants of

the emperor Conjlantine Copronymus being then engaged in a 
war with the Saracens and Bulgarians , and all AJia and Greec$ 
miferably wafted by a dreadful plague. He thought he could 
not have a more favourable opportunity of fubje&ing Ravenna 
He in- and tr| e re ft °f the exarchate ; and therefore, having raifed a 
ntades the very confiderable army, he marched ftrait to that city, and 
exarchate, clofely befieged it. Eutychsus, who was ftill exarch, defended 
and takes the place for fome time with great valour ; but finding his men 
Ravenna, quite tired out, and defpairing of relief, he at laft abandoned it 

to the enemy, and returned by fea to Conftantinople* AJlul- 
phusj thus become mafter of the metropolis of the exarchate, 
reduced, with great eafe, the other cities, and all Pentapolis ; 
which he added to his kingdom, and, by that addition, raifed 
the power, of the Lombards to a higher pitch than any of his 
end of predeceffors had done.

As the 
i^^f^ ter dukes of the other cities of Italy* and of Rome itfelf, were 
Gbrtjty$z. un j cr t h e exarch, who refided at Ravenna* the bifhops of that 

fee contended for precedency even with the bifhops of Rome. 
But a period was at the fame time put to the exarchate, and to 
the luftre of that antient metropolis, which was reduced by the 
Lombards to a dukedom ; fo that, by degrees, it decayed, and, 
in procefs of time, came to the deplorable condition in which 
it is at prefent. Marquardus FreheruSj in his chronology of 
the exarchs of Ravenna* writes, that the exarchate lafted for 
the fpace of an hundred and feventy-five years \ But he docs 
not reckon well \ for he himfelf tells us, that it began in 5681 
and ended in 752 ; fo that, even according to him, it mult 
have lafted an hundred and eighty- three years. 
Aftulphus sf/iulphus, now mafter of the exarchate, thought he had a 
invades juft title to all the places depending on it, and confequently to 
/A.'Roman the Roman dukedom, and to Rome itfelf. He therefore dif*

The 
pope, alarmed at this fevere meflage, attempted firft to divert The pope 

the king from this refolution by a folemn embafly, at the endeavours 
head of which were the two abbots of Monte Cajjino and St. *» vain to 
VincentiuSy who meeting the king at Vulturnum* a city in Cam- divert him 
pania, ftanding on a river of that name, put him in mind off rom tfjat 
the peace he had lately concluded with Stephen and the Romans, * nt v*fi 0 ** 
and endeavoured, by arguments, prayers, and intreaties, to 
perfuade him not to break it, but to employ his arms elfewhere 1 . 
The two legates had brought rich prefents with them for the 
king ; but he, rejecting them, infilled upon his being acknow-* 
ledged by the pope and the Romans for their fovereign. This 
threw Stephen into the greateft perplexity imaginable ; for he 
found the king of the Lombards unalterably determined upon the 
reduction of Rome, and the Roman dukedom ; and, on the 
other hand, the emperor was no- ways in a condition to defend 
them, or put a ftop to the conquefts of fo powerful and war- 
like a prince* The pope, upon the firft irruption of the Lom- 
bards into the exarchate, had written prefling letters to the em- 
peror, reprefenting to him the danger Italy was in, the dis- 
grace, which, from the lofs of the countries, he ftill held there, 
would, in future ages, redound upon his memory, and the 
glory, that would accrue to him from prefer ving fo valuable a 
portion of the empire. But the emperor, inftead of an army, 
fent one John, with the character of embafTador, to the king 
of the Lombards* requiring him to reftore the places he had 
already taken, and not to difturb the peace of Italy* by at- 
tempting the reduction of others. John went firft to Rome, 
and from thence, attended by Paul* the pope's brother, to Ra- 
venna* where Aflulpbus then was. The king received the 
menage with the utmoft contempt, and difmified the meffengcrs 
with great fcorn, which they might well have expected. 
Hereupon the .pope fent his brother to Confl antinople * to ac- 
quaint the emperor that the king of the Lombards was not to 
be reft rained by his authority alone, and to in treat him to fend 

a powerful army into Italy* without which Rome, and the re- 
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mains of the Roman empire in that country, would be irrepa- 
rably loft. But Conjlantine at that time had no troops to fpare, 
being engaged in other wars ; fo that the pope, upon the inva- 
lion of the Roman dukedom, thinking it was in vain to have 
recourfe to him, refblved, after the example of 'Zachary and 
the two Gregories, to recur to the prot.efr.ion of France. That 
kingdom had been transferred fome years before from the Me- 
rovingian to the Carlovingian line ; and the celebrated Pcpin> 
fon to Charles Martel, was then king. As pope Zachary had 
had a great (hare in that tranflation, Pepin had promifed to pro- 
ted his fee againft all its enemies, efpecially again ft the Lorn- 
Pope Ste- bards* Stephen therefore, not doubting but Pepin would readi- 
phen re- ty perform what he had promifed, difpatched privately a meilen- 
cursto Pe- gcr into France* to acquaint him with his diftrefs, and the de* 
pin king of fire he had of conferring with him in perfon, provided he could 
France. do it without danger, and a (afe condu& was procured for him 

from the king of the Lombards, who already kept Rome, in a 
manner, blocked up. Pepin, glad of the opportunity of oblig- 
ing the pope, fent immediately tyro per fon s of diftin&ion, to 
beg, in his name, of the king of the Lombards, leave for Ste- 
phen to come out of the city, and go with them into France* 
The two embaftadors found the Lombards in pofleflion of all the 
caftles and ftrong- holds in the neighbourhood of Rome, and 
ready to inveft that city. However, Aftulphus readily com- 
plied with their requeft, and fuffered the pope, not only to 
Hr goes in come fafe out of Rome, but to repair with them to France, 
ft-r/on to where he was received by Pepin with the greateft marks of 
France. efteem and veneration. He laid before the king the deplorable 

condition to which he was reduced by the Lombards, and, im- 
ploring his afliftance and protection, he promifed, as one good 
turn deferves another, to employ all the authority of the apof- 
tolic fee in his behalf. On the other hand, Pepin affured him 
of his afliftance, and, having prevailed upon him to ftay till 
the winter was over, and the army ready to march, both he, 
and his two fons Charles and Carloman^ were in the mean time 
anointed by him with the holy un&ion, and, with great folem- 
nity, confecrated in the church of St. Denis kings of France* 
This ceremony, Pepin thought would recommend him to the 
refpeft of his fubje&9, and greatly contribute to the eftablifhing 
of the kingdom in his perfon and pofterity k . 
Aftulphus In the mean time Ajiulphus, not aware of the danger that 
fublijhfs a threatened him, was wholly intent upon publifhing a new edi£t 
xt<w niicl. of laws, which is ftiil to be feen in the code of the monaftery

The preface pre- 
fixed to this edic-fc is couched in the following words : " Having 
maturely and ferioufly weighed and examined the laws enacted

** diibrders arifing from that want: Therefore, in the fifth year of 
u my happy reign, in the name of God, on the fir It day of March \ 
*' the feventh indi&ion, having called together the chief lords and 
"judges of my kingdom, I have caufed to be added to the laws of 
** my predeceflbrs, and to my own, what to me feemed juft, and 
cc pleafing to God." But while Aftulphus was bufied in making 
new laws, pope Stephen was negotiating in France the ruin of 
him and his kingdom • Pepin, upon the arrival of Stephen in 
France, had prom i fed to affift him againft the Lombards with 
the whole ftrength of his kingdom, and to drive them out of 
the exarchate and Pentapolis, which were to be reftored, as 
Pepin underftood, to the emperor, from whom the Lombards 
had taken them. But the pope finding the king ready to gratify 
him in all his demands, he refolved not to let flip fo favourable 
an opportunity of aggrandizing himfelf ; and therefore infinu- 
ated to Pepin, that he could not better acquit himfelf of his 
obligations to the apoftolic fee, confult the welfare of his foul, 
or reward him for the dangers he had undergone, and the pains 
he had taken for the fafety of Italy, and the church, than by 
granting both the exarchate and Pentapolis to St. Peter, that is, 
to himfelf. As for Conftantine, the pope pretended he had for- 
feited all right to thofe countries, by for faking the protection of 
Italy, and perfecuting the church. Pepin, to oblige the pope, p e p] n ,7 
not only promifed to put him in pofleflion of the exarchate and ptrfuadtd 
Pentapolis, if he mould fucceed in driving the Lombards out, by the pope 
but confirmed his promife, with a folemn oath, which was to make 
likewife taken by his two fons Charles and Carlo man l . When *w*r oh 
Pepin was ready to fet out on his march for Italy , in order to the Lom- 
perform his promife, the pope was taken ill ; fo that the expe- barcls - 
dition was put off till the month of Auguft, In the mean time 
the pope, by frequent letters and mefTages, endeavoured to per- 
fuade Aftulphus to reftore what he had taken, conjuring him by 
the holy myfteries, and the tremendous day of judgment, to 
prevent, by his compliance, the effufion of chriftian blood. 
Pepin likewife interpofed his good offices, fending three diffe- 
rent embaflles to the king of the Lombards, and earneftly in- 
treating him to content himfelf with fuch countries as had been 
held by the kings his predeceflbrs. But finding Aftulphus deaf 
to his intreaties, he refolved to employ force ; and accordingly, 
putting himfelf at the head of his army, he marched, attended

all with fire and fword. At laft he approached Rome with his 
army, and clofely befieged it, not imagining that Pepin would 
pafs the Alps a fecond time. In this extremity, Stephen had re- 
courfe to his prote&or, writing to him the three letters that are 
ft ill extant 1 ", and couched in the moftfubmiflive terms imaginable. 
St. Peter, to whom the donation had been made, is introduced 
fpeaking in thefe letters to the king, his two fons, and all the 
ftatcs of France, conjuring them to come to his relief, on pain of 
being debarred from the kingdom of heaven". Pepin, greatly 
afteded with the pope's letters, and looking upon the breach of 
faith in the king of the Lombards as an affront offered to him, re- 
folved to have recourfe anew to arms. Having therefore, with 
great expedition, aflembled his forces, he again fet out on his 
march fat Italy ; which AJlulphus no foonerheard, than, breaking 
up the ficge of Rome, which had lafted already three months, he 
returned in great hafte to the defence of his own country. In the 
mean time Pepin, having defeated, as formerly, the troops 
that had been fent to defend the pailes in the Alps, and entered 
Italy, AJlulphus, whofe army was not near fo numerous as

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that of Pepin, threw himfelf a fecond time into Pavia, with 
the flower of his army. Thither Pepin followed him, and in- 
veiled the city on all fides. In the mean time the emperor Con- Aflulphus 
ftantinus Copronymus, receiving intelligence of the agreement be- bcfiegcd a 
tween the pope and Pepin, in virtue of which the king was tof*<*nd time 
drive the Lombards out of the exarchate, and then deliver it up» *" Pavia 
not to him, but to the pope, immediately difpatched embaftadors Jz ^ e P in ' 
to Pepin, to proteft againft that donation, to convince him, if 
poffible, of the injuftice of it, and perfuade him to reftore to the r g'jr 1 
empire what had been rent from it, and not to the pope, w!io ™ r /ff~ 
had no manner of claim to any part of his dominions. The claim the 
embafladors went firft to Rome, and thence to Marfeilles, where exarchate. 
they were informed, that Pepin had already patted the Alps, 
Hereupon one of them made privately the beft of his way to 
Pavia, where he underftood the king then was, leaving the 
reft at Mar fellies with the legate, whom the pope had fent with 
them from Rome* and who, as they apprehended, would have 
thwarted their negotiations* The embaflador, who was im- 
mediately introduced to the king, after having extolled, in his 
mailer's name, the courage, valour, and con duel;, which he 
had ihewn in the prefent war with the Lombards* the common 
enemy of the empire and France, reprefented to him, that the 
exarchate, without all difpute, belonged to the empire, from 
which it had been taken with the greateft injuftice, while the 
emperor was engaged in a war with the Saracens ; that, fince 
the king had retaken it from the unjufi invader, it was agreea- 
ble to the rules of equity, that he ihould reftore to the emperor 
what was his ; that the bifhop of Rome was his fubjeft j and 
that fince he fuffered him peaceably to enjoy what had beei 
given him by princes and private perfons for maintaining his 
dignity, he could not ufurp the dominions of his fovereign, 
without being guilty at the fame time of high treafon, and the 
moft crying injuftice. The embaflador concluded his fpeech by 
telling the king, that his m after, who deiired nothing of others 
but what fecmed agreeable to equity, was ready to pra&ife it 
himfelf ; and therefore would willingly reimburfe him ail the 
expences he had been at in the recovery of the exarchate, and 
other places taken by the Lombards. Pepin, having heard p e pin 9 / 
with great attention what the embaffador faid, replied, that the aufwr to 
exarchate belonged to the conqueror of the Lombards* who thm* 
had acquired it by right of war, as their forefathers had done ; 
that many places had, of their own accord, fubmitted to Luit- 
prand) the inhabitants having no other means to maintain their 
religion j that therefore the right of the Lombards to thofe coun- 
tries was no more to be qucftioaed, than that of the French tt> 
the countries, which they had taken from the Rojnans and Vift*

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goths ; that the right which the Lombards had was devolved 
upon him, fo that he could difpofe of thofe countries as he 
thought fit ; and he had judged it proper to beftow them on the 
pope, that the catholic faith might be preferved in its full purity, 
and be no longer defiled with the many abominable errors of 
the Greeks ; that this was his firm refolution, which nothing 
Could make him alter ; and that he was determined to maintain, 
to the laft drop of his blood, the pope, and the church, in the 
pofleflion of what he had given them. He then difmifled the 
Aftulphus embafladors, without fuffering them to reply o • an d, purfuing 
jubmits. tne fiegeof Pavia with great vigour, reduced Aftulphus tofuch 

ftraights, that, being no longer able to hold out, he fent em- 
ballad ors to fue for peace ; which was granted him by Pepin* 
upon his promifing to perform immediately the treaty made the 
year before, and, over and above, to deliver up to the pope the 
city of Commachio* a place at that time of great im porta nee* 
This promife was confirmed by a folemn oath, and hoftages 
Fcpin re- wcre g* ve n as formerly. Pepin then renewed his donation, 
news his whereby he yielded to St. Peter * and his fucceffors, the exarch- 
donation to ate * Mmilia* now Romagna* and Pentapolis* now Marca 
the pope. <T dncona* with all the cities therein, to be held by them for 

ever ; and, having caufed a new inftrument of the donation to 
be drawn up, he delivered it, figned by himfelf, by his two 
fons Charles and Carloman* and by the chief barons and pre- 
lates of France* to Fulard fibbot of St. Denis* to be given into 
the pope's hands. Fulard* whom Pepin had appointed his 
comrniflary, having received this inftrument, went, together 
with the commiflaries named by Aftulphus* to all the cities of

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the Pious, by which Pepin's donation was confirmed. The 
pope committed the government of the exarchate to the arch* 
biihop of Ravenna , who thereupon took the tide of exarch, not 
as arch bi (hop, but as an officer of the pope, now a temporal 
prince. Thus was the fceptre added to the keys, the fovereignty 
to the priefthood, and the popes enriched with the fpoils of the 
Lombard kings, and the Roman emperors. As thofe countries 
belonged, wkhout all doubt, to Conjiantine then emperor, fome 
authors have thought, that this donation was made in his name, 
and that this gave rife to the fable of the donation of Conjiantine 
the Great r . Be that as it will, from this time the popes left 
off taking notice of the years of the emperors in their bulls and 
letters, as they had done hitherto ; and, depending upon the 
protection of France », they withdrew their obedience to the em- 
peror, and would be no longer deemed his fubjeds. The Whether 
French , who pique themfelves upon being the firft authors of the pope 
the popes temporal grandeur, will not however allow Pepin to <MWM »*- 
have ever in veiled them with the fovereignty, it being manifeft, w ft** 
fay they, that the fovereignty remained in Pepin and his de- *r 
fcendants, and was exercifed by them all over Italy. With '™ J^F*" 
them moft authors agree, and, among the reft, the learned Si- fy 0 r e €0UHm 
gonius. Petrus de Marca maintains this opinion, and at the tries. 
fame time tells us how the popes, by degrees, became fovc- 
reigns of Rome. The exarchate of Ravenna, fays that writer, 
being yielded to the pope, the government of Rome, of courfe, 
devolved on him ; for the Roman dukedom had been always 
ftibjeft to the exarch : the fovereignty indeed was vcfted in the 
emperor, but the adminiftration belonged to the exarch ; 
whence the pope, when he became mafter of the exarchate, 
claimed it, and continued to govern Rome, not as fovereign, 
but only with the authority that had been vefted in the exarch, 
till the year 876, when the authority of the emperors, fuccef- 
fors of Charlemagne, declining in Italy, Charles the Bald yielded 
all his claim to, and fovereignty over Rome, to the apoftolic 
fee Hence Conjiantine Porphyrogenitus, defcribing the ftate 
of Europe in his time, that is, about the year 914, writes, that 
Rome wasfubjefit to the pope as its fovereign. It was upon the 
declenfion of the weftern empire, when it was confined to Ger- 
many alone, that the pope, as well as the feveral princes of Italy , 
aflumed the fovereignty, which they enjoy to this day, as we 
We (hall plainly demonftrate in our modern hiftory. A modern 
writer has endeavoured to prove, from the coins of the popes, 
that the French emperors were never fovereigns of Rome, nor

had 
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had any authority in that city, but what was granted them by 
the pope ; for, according to him, the fenate and people of 
Rome* (halting off the yoke of the emperors of the eaft, fub- 
jefted themfelves to the pope, and acknowledged him for their 
fovereign *. But that writer is, in our opinion, fully confuted 
by Le Blanc* in a treatife which he publiflied on the coins of 
Charlemagne* Lewis the Pious* Lothaire* and their fuccefibn, 
coined in Rome u . 

But to return to Aftulphus : That prince, finding himfelf 
conftrained to furrender the exarchate, and the other countries, 
to one who had no more right to them than himfelf, began to 
make vaft preparations, with a defign to retake what he had 
been obliged to give up, and at the fame time to put himfelf in 
a condition of with {landing the French, who, he did not doubt, 
would return into Italy* and renew the war. But while, in the 
height of thefe warlike preparations, he was one day taking the 
Aftulphus diverfion of hunting in a neighbouring foreft, he was killed, ac- 
dies. cording to fomc, by a wild boar, according to others, by a fall 
Year after from his horfe, Erchempertus writes, that he was killed with 
€hriftj$6. an arrow. w . We (hould perhaps have been able to give a more 

favourable account of his reign, had Paulus Diaconus continued 
his hiftory ; but that writer, living in the time of Charlemagne* 
the fon of Pepin, prudently declined writing the hiftory of this 
and the following king's reign, left by relating the tranfactions 
of thofe times, he (hould difoblige the French princes, who, hav- 
ing driven out the Lombards* fucceeded them in the kingdom of 
Italy. His countrymen were, for the fame reafon, all filent ; 
fo that thofe events have been tranfmitted to pofterity by fuch 
writers only, as were biafled in favour of the prevailing party. 
As the deceafed king left no ifliie male behind him, and his 
brother Rachis had taken the monaftic habit, the Lombard 
lords began to aflemble, in order to proceed to a new election. 
Befiderius But in the mean time Deftderius* whom Aftulphus had raifed 
caufes t 0 the dukedom of Tufcany* and befldes made him his comes 
himfelf to jJabuli* or mafter of the horfe, caufed himfelf to be proclaimed 
/ d *"' n g Tufcan Lombards. This Rachis no fooner under- 

e at me ftood^ than, repenting of his former refolution, he refolved to 
' s ' quit the monaftic life, and refume the purple, being encouraged 

thereunto by feveral perfons of great authority among the Lom- 
bards, and by the inhabitants of Liguria and Venetia* who be- 
gan to flock to him in great numbers. This gave great uneafi* 
nefs to Defiderius* who thereupon had recourfe to the pope, 
offering him the cities of Faenza, Ancona* Secchia* and Fcr-

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rara 9 which had not been reftored by AJlulphus, provided he 
aflifted him at this jun&ure, and, by his authority, maintained 
him on the throne. The pope readily clofed with the propofal, jj e h y a . 
and, entering into an alliance with Defiderius, found means to p Qrte d [y 
perfuade Rachts to continue in the ftate he had embraced, and the pope. 
lay atide all thoughts of recovering the kingdom, which was to whom 
held by his friend and ally. Defiderius, being thus delivered he yields 
from the danger that threatened him, furrendered the above- fame cities. 
mentioned cities to the pope, purfuant to the agreement. Pope 
Stephen died foon after, that is, on the twenty-fixth of April of 
the prefent year 757. To him the church of Rome is chiefly 
indebted for the grandeur it ftill enjoys. He was fucceeded by 
his brother Paul, who renewed the alliance with the king of 
the Lombards, but died in the third year of that prince's reign. 
In his room was chofen Stephen the third, or, as the modern 
writers will have it, the fourth, between whom and Defiderius 
great jealoufies arofe, which at laft came to an open rupture. 
Defiderius having, bv his intereft, caufed one of his intimate 
friends, named Michael, to be chofen by the people and clergy 
archbifhop of Ravenna, the pope, not approving the election, 
drove him from that fee. Hereupon the king, to be revenged 
on the pope, caufed the eyes of Chrijiopher and Sergius to be 
put out. Thefe were two legates fent from Rome to demand 
the reftitution of fome lands belonging to that church. After 
this, Defiderius, not doubting but the pope would have recourfe 
to the kings of France, refoived to be before-hand with them, 
and gain them over, if poflible to his fide. In order to this, 
he offered his two daughters in marriage to Charles and Carlo* 
man, who, upon the death of their father Pepin, had divided 
the kingdom between them. Pope Stephen was no fooner in* 
formed of this treaty, than he wrote to the two princes, ear- 
neftly intreating them not to enter into any fort of alliance with 
the king of the Lombards, and threatening them with excom- 
munication, nay, and damnation % if they confented to marry 
his daughters. But Defiderius having gained Bertrade, the 
mother of the two princes, the marriages were, by her means, 
concluded, in fpite of the utmoft endeavours of the pope to pre- 
vent them. This alliance however was but (hort-lived ; for Mifander- 
Charles foon after divorced his wife, pretending, that fhe was Handing 
incapable of bearing children, and married in her room llde- between 
garda, a princefs of Suevia. His brother Carloman dying him and 
about the fame time, Berta, the deceafed king's widow, not ^harle- 
thinking herfclf, and the two fons flic had by him, fafe in ma g n *- 
France fled to her father in Italy, and put herfelf, and her

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children, under his protection . Defiderius* who was highly 
incenfed againft Charles for divorcing his daughter, received 
them with great joy, not doubting but he (hould, one time or 
other be able, by their means, to raife difturbances in France \ 
which would both give him the fatisfa&ion of being revenged on 
Charles* and divert that prince from intermeddling with the af- 
fairs of Italy. In the mean time died pope Stephen* and 
Adrian I. was, in the year 772, chofen in his room. He no 
(boner faw himfelf raifed to the apoftolic fee, than he fent two 
legates to conclude a lading peace with Defiderius \ and it waf 
agreed, that neither of them (hould difturb the other in the pof- 
feffion of the countries they held* Defiderius* concluding, 
from this ftep taken by Adrian* that, he did not entertain fuch 
jealoudes and fufpicions of the Lombard kings, as his predecef* 
fors had done, nor Was fo attached to the princes of France^ 
propofed to him the confecrating and anointing the fons of Car- 
Uman kings, not doubting but that would raife tumults and dif- 
fer bances in Franc** and at the fame time create a mifunder* 
Handing between the pope and Charles, which would give him 
an opportunity of recovering the countries taken by Pepin* and 
tod yielded to the church. The ceremony of anointing, after 
the example of Pepin and his two fons, had been, by degrees, 
introduced among chriftian princes, the people deeming thofe, 
was were thus anointed, lawful kings. But Adrian* who, 
notwithstanding the peace he had concluded with the Lombards*, 
Was no Ids jealous of their power, than his predeceflbrs had 
been, peremptorily refufed to comply with the requeft of Deft- 
derius* being well apprifed, that, by granting it, he (hould in- 
cur the difpleafure of Charles* the only prince capable of pro* 
He quar- te&ing him againft the Lombards. Defiderius left no ftone un- 
rels with turned to bring the pope into his meafures 5 but, finding he. 
the pope, could obtain nothing by fair means, he refolved to employ force* 
and takes Accordingly, he broke unexpectedly into the exarchate, and* 
federal having made himfelf matter of Ferrara* Comma chio* vnAFaemw* 
eities. he threatened Ravenna itfelf with a liege. .Adrian* alarmed at 

thefe hoftilities, immediately difpatched emhafladors to put the 
king in mind of the peace lately concluded, and to demand the 
rcftitution of the places, which he had taken with an opea 
breach of the late treaty. The king received the embafladors 
with the greateft marks of honour, and told them, that he was. 
defirous of treating with the pope in perfon ; and that, if he. came 
himfelf, nothing (hould be denied him. But Adrian* rejecting 
the invitation, anfwered with great haughtinefs, That he would 
never appear before him, unlefs he reftored the cities he had 

feized. Defiderius* highly provoked at this anfwer, marched 

his army into Pentapolis % and, having there laid waftc the ter- 
ritories 
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ritories of Sinigaglia, Monteferetro, Urbino, and Eugubio, he 
approached Rome y deftroying pll with fire and fword, and car- 
rying into captivity fuch of the inhabitants, as fell into his hands. 
Hereupon Adrian ordered the abbot of St. Vincent, attended by 
twenty monks in great reputation for the fanclity of their lives, 
to wait upon the king in his name, and earneftly intreat him to 
refto re the places he had taken, and defift from further hoitili- 
ties. The king received them in a very obliging manner, and 
affured them, that, if the pope would come in perfon to confer 
with him, the cities ftiould be immediately reftored, and an end 
put to all hoftilities. Not fatisfied with fignifying to the legate 
his earneft defire of a private interview with the pope, he fent 
embafiadors of his own to acquaint Adrian therewith, and per- 
fuade him, if poffible, to comply with his requeft, iince he had 
matters of the utmoft importance to impart to him. But Adrian^ 
firm in his former refolution, folemnly protefted, that he would 
never appear before the king, till the towns he had taken were 
reftored 5 but that, as foon as they were reftored , he would meet 
him in what place foever he fliould think proper to appoint, in * 
order to fettle, in concert with him, the tranquillity of Italy* 
Upon the return of thefe embafladors, Dejiderius fent others, 
to whom the pope made the fame anfwer, adding, that, if he 
did not comply with the king's requeft, as foon as the cities 
were reftored, he gave them leave to take them anew, and in- * 
vade the territories of the church at his pleafure. But Dejids- 
rius, provoked more than ever at the obftinacy of the pope, 
threatened to bring his army before Rome, and, by that means, 
oblige Adrian to grant him his requeft. The pope was fo terri- 
fied with thefe menaces, that, thinking himfelf in the utmoft: 
danger, he refolved, in imitation of his predeccflbrs, to have 
recourfe to France. Accordingly he fent one Peter by fea, all The pope 
the panes by land being guarded by the Lo?nbards, to acquaint ™ c . urs ta 
Charlemagne, then king of France, with the danger he was in, c ' iarlc - 
and not only to implore his afliftance, but to invite him to the ™^ n J^ 
conqueft of Italy, almoft intirely ruined by the Lombards. Dc- prance 
fiderius was no fooner informed of the arrival of the pope's le- 
gate in France, and of the things laid there to his charge, than 
he difpatched embafladors to Charlemagne, affuring him of his 
inclination to live in peace with the pope, and complaining of 
Adrian's obftinacy, in refufing him a private interview for fet- 
tling the tranquility of Italy. But Charlemagne, who only 
wanted a favourable opportunity of revenging himfelf on Deji- 
c.frius for keeping his two nephews, with a view v as he fuppofed, 
ol railing diflurbunces in France, received the invitation made 
him by Adrian with incredible fatisfatSiion, and heGjan Co niake 
fuch preparations, as plainly Ihewed, that his Jtril »n was not 
Vat. XIX. T uniy 
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only to afift the pope, but to make an intire conqueft of the king* 
dom of the Lombards *. He appointed Geneva for the place of 
the general rendezvous, and there, when the troops were all af- 
fcmbled, he divided his numerous army into two bodies, whereof 
the one he led in perfon, and committed the other to the condud 
of his uncle Bernard. On the other hand, Defiderius, having 
certain intelligence of his motions, fent fome trooops to guard the 
paflcs in thtJflps* and then, making numerous levies in the duke- 
doms of Friuli* Benevtnto* Spoleto* Etruria, and the other 
dukedoms, of which his kingdom was compofed, he raifed a 
mighty army, and, putting himfelf at the head of it, marched 

to Turin, with a defign to give Charlemagne battle, in cafe he 

forced the ftraights, and came into the plain country. We are 
told, that Charlemagne* as he drew near the Alps* to prevent 
the effiriion of chriftian blood, difpatched embafladors to the 
king of the Lombards* offering him fourteen thoufand folidi, 
provided he reftored to the pope the cities he had taken ; but 

that Defiderius would hearken to no propofals, being bent on 
the conqueft of all Italy. Be that as it will, Charlemagne pur- 
sued his march to the Alps ; and, finding the paiTes guarded by 
the Lombards* he fent a detachment, under the conduit of ex- 
perienced guides, to crofs the mountains another way. Thk 
they happily accompUfhed, and, falling unexpectedly upon thofe 
who guarded the paflcs, (truck them with fuch terror, that, 
abandoning their pofts, they fled in the utmoft confternatioo. 
Charle- Upon their retreat, Charlemagne pafied unmolefted with his 
magnc whole army, and, defcending from die mountains, marched m 
enters queft of the enemy. Some authors write, that the two armiei 
Italy. came to an engagement, in which, after an obftinate difpute, 

Defiderius was defeated. They add, that the place, where the 
battle was fought, from the great number of the (lain, took 
the name of Mortumria. Others, lefs afFe&ed to the Lom- 
bards* tell us, that, at the approach of Charlemagne* thejr 
fkd in the utmoft confufion, hot daring to look the enemy in 
Defiderius the face. Be that as it will, it is certain, that Defiderius retired 
retires \and and (hut himfelf up in Pavia* not being in a condition to keep 
is befieged tnc fi c u # At the lame time he fent his fon Adalgifus, and his 
*■ Pavia. daughter Berta* the widow of Carloman, with her two fons, 

to ferona* a place not inferior in ftrength to Pavia itfelf. Char' 
lemagne, hearing that the king had (hut himfelf up in Pavia, 
led his whole army a gain ft that city, and clofely befieged it. 
The Lombards defended the place with great vigour ; and, on 
the other hand, Charlemagne determined not to withdraw his 
troops from before it till it had fubmitted, fent for his wife and 
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fons, and continued with them in the camp till Cbr!fim*s f 

which feftival he celebrated with great pomp, and then, leaving 

his uncle Bernard to purfue the fiege of Pavia 9 he went, widt 

part of his army, to inveft Verona. Adalgifus defended the Y^ 0 ^, 

town, for fome time, with great bravery; but, in the *ri*ch£l 

finding himfelf reduced to the laft extremity, and defpalring of 

relief, he withdrew in the night ; and, after having wandered a ' * 
long time about the country in difguife, he found means at laft, 
to make his efcape by fea to Conjtantinoph 9 where he was re- 
ceived and entertained with great kindnefs by the emperor. 
Upon his departure, the garifon and inhabitants of reran* 
furrendered to Charles* who, having got Berta and her two 
ions into his power, fent them immediately, under a ftrong 
guard, into France ; but what became afterwardsjof thefe twm 
unfortunate princes, was never known. Verona being reduced, 
all the other cities on the fame fide of the Pa fubmitted upon 
the firft fummons to the conqueror, who, returning before 
Pavia 9 purfued the liege with more vigour than ever. But, 
in the mean time E after approaching, Charles refolved to keep Charles 
that folemnity at Rome ; and accordingly, committing a fecond goes e» 
time the care of the fiege to Bernard, he fet out for that city Rome, 
with a fplendid train, and, being received, ill all the placet 
through which he pafled, with the greateft marks of honour 

imaginable, he reached Rome the day before Eajler. Adrian 
exerted himfelf on this occafion, thinking it incumbent upon 
him to receive fo great a prince, and one Co whom the church 
Was fo highly indebted, with the greateft demonftrations of ». - 
honour, gratitude, and efteem. By his orders the magiftrates 
and judges, with their banners, and the badges of their re* 
fpe&ive offices, met him thirty miles from the city. At a mild 
from the gate he was received by a proceffion of children, car-* 
tying in their hands branches of palms and olives, and finging 
his heroic exploits and virtues. After them came a great num- 
ber of crofs- bearers, for whom it was cuftomarv to attend die 
public entries of the exarchs and patricians. Charles^ as (bom 
as he faw the crofles, alighted from his horfe, and, attended by 
his own nobility, and the Roman magiftrates, went the reft of 
the way on foot. As for the pope, he went early in the morn- 
ing, with the clergy and people, to the church of the Vatican^ 
and there, fitting on a kind of throne on the fteps, waited the 
arrival of the king, who going dire&ly to the church, afcended 
the fteps, kiffing each of them as he mounted. Being arrived 
at the throne, the pope, coming down, received him with great 
tendernefs, and, after mutual embraces, and congratulatory 
fpeeches, they went together into the church, the people fol- 
lowing them with loud acclamations, and the clergy frequently

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repeating^ Biejfed is be that cometh in the name of the Lord. 
When they came. to the place, called then, as it is to this day, 
the confejjioriy proftrating themfelves on the ground, they re- 
turned thanks to the Almighty, and to his apoftle St. Peter , 
for the fuccefs that had hitherto attended the Icing's arms 
againft his enemies, and the enemies of the church, that is, the 
unhappy Lombards , who, in reality, were as well-wifhers to 
the church as Charles, but were not willing the churchmen 
fhould rob them of .the countries they had purchafedat the ex- 
pence of their blood and treafure. After this, Charles begged 
leave to go into the city, for the Vatican flood then without the 
walls, to perform a vow, and vifit the holy places ; which was 
granted by the pope, after they had both (worn upon the body 
of the apoftle, that they dcfigned no harm or injury to each 
Hsnv.r.i pther- The day following, being the feftival of Eajier, the 
/ .vi at king made a folemn entery into the city, attended by the nobi- 
P.ojuc. lity, clergy, and Roman people, who accompanied him to the 

church of St. Mary ad Preefepe 9 whence, after divine fervice, 
he went to the-Lateran 9 and dined there with Adrian. The 
next day he aflifted at public prayers in the Vatican ; and, when- 
the fervice was over, Adrian caufed thanks to be given him for 
his kindnefs to the church in an oration, on which occafion the 
generofity of Charles Martel y and his fon Pepin, to the church 
of Rome, were highly extolled, the exemplary piety of their 
moft iiluftrious family mightily commended, and great enco- 
miums beftowed on the whole nation. The orator told his au-' 
dttors, that Charles, not degenerating from the piety of his 
glorious ancestors, was come, with a mighty army, to humble 
the enemies of the church ; that he had hitherto, with the af- 
fi fiance of Heaven,- been as fuccefsful in fo commendable an 
enterprife, as he had been ready to undertake it ; and that ac- 
cording to all appearance, Italy would, in a few days, have 
occafion to congratulate him upon his accomplifhing the work, 
which he had fo happily begun, as now both Italy and the church 
returned him their hearty thanks for what he had already per- 
formed y. When.the rejoicings, feaftings, and congratulations, 
Were over, Adrian came to the main point, requiring Charles 
t> confirm the donation, which his father Pepin had made to 
He con- the church of Rome* Charles readily complied with the pope's 
trms tie re qucft ; and, having ordered Iterius his fecretary to draw up 
donution a/ a ncw i n ft rumcnt> he figned it himfelf, caufed it to be figned by 
e P in the abbots, biftiops, and other great men, who had attended 

him to Rome, and, with his own hand, fays Leo Ojlienfts, laid

nay, according to that writer, the generofity of Charles did not tr * es *° 
even ftop here ; for he tells us, that the new inftrument com* ' . d0 ~ 
prifed the provinces of Venetia and Ijiria, and the two duke- natlon - 
doms of Benevcnto and Spoleto a . In the chronicle of the mo- 
nalrery of St. Clement , Charles is faid to have added to the do- 
nation of Pepin only thofe two dukedoms. Sigonius will have 
the donation of Charles to have comprifed, befides thofe duke- 
doms, and the countries given by Pepin, the Sabinian territory, 
lying between Umbria and Latium 9 with part of Tufcany and 
Campania* Petrus de Marca adds all Campania, with the city 
of Naples, and the provinces of Abruzzo and Puglia ; and 
hence, according to him, the kings of Naples have ever been, 
as they ftill are, invefted by the pope b . Some modern writers 
fuppofe Charles to have given likewife Saxony, which he had 
lately conquered, and other countries, which he never con- 
quered, viz. Sardinia and Sicily ; for thefe two iflands were 
held by the emperors of the eaft, till the Saracens became 
matters of them. But as no copy of the fuppofed donation of 
thefe feveral countries is to be found, either in the archives of 
the Vatican, or the annals of France', and, on the other hand, 
it is manifeft from hiftory, that Charles* as king of Italy, held 
the dukedoms of Friuli, Spgleto* and Bcnevento, in the fame 
manner as they had been held by the Lombard kings his prede- 
ccflbrs, and that they were immediately governed by their own 
dukes ; we may conclude from thence, that Charles only con- 
firmed the donation of the exarchate and Pentapolis made by his 
father Pepin, Charles indeed caufed the patrimonies, which the 
church of Rome poffefled in the Alpes Cottia, and in the duke- 
doms of Benevento and Spoleto, to be reftored ; and hence, ac- 
cording to the learned civilian Pietro Giannone, arofe the mif- 
take of thofe writers, who will have Charles to have given that 
province, and thofe dukedoms, to St, Peter : they confounded 
the patrimonies of the church in thofe countries with the 
countries themfelves c . 

Charles, having thus fatisfied his own curiofity, and the de- Charles 
fires of the pope, after a ftay of eight days in Rome, returned returns to 

the fiegt of

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to the camp before Pavta, which city he was refolved at all 
events, to reduce, being well apprifed, that, if Defiderius re- 
mained mailer of it, he might eafily recover all the reft* The 
fame motive that prompted Charles to exert his utmoft endea- 
vours in the redu&ion of the place, animated the king of the 
Lombards to defend it with all his might. Charles finding his 
men conftantly rcpulfed in their repeated attacks, and deipairmg 
of being able to carry it by force, refolved to reduce it by fa- 
mine. Accordingly, befieging it more clofely, he ftmt up all 
the pafles and avenues, fo that nothing could poffibly be conveyed 
into the city ; which by that means Was, in a {hort time, re* 
Defiderius duced to the utmoft extremity. Defiderius however ftill held 
taken pn- out f or a confiderable time ; but, a violent plague beginning to

Chtifl-j-j^. where they ended their days, being never afterwards heard of. 

Thus ended the kingdom of the Lombards in Italy, after they 
had held that country for the fpace of two hundred and fiat 
years. They wefe at firft a cruel and barbarous nation ; but 
dtvefting themfelves, by degrees of their native fiercenefs and 
Barbarity, cfpecially after they had embraced the chriftian re* 
ligion, they gqverned with fuch equity and mildnefi, that moft 
other nations envied the happinefs of thofe, who lived under 
chert. As they had no other kingdom nor dominions elfewhere* 
Itafy became their oWn country ; whence the natives looked 
upon their kings as their natural princes, not thinking themfelves 
governed, much lefs kept in flavery, by a foreign natio 
happened to then* afterwards, when, by frequent changes, they 
grbarted under the heavy yoke, fometimes of one nation, and 
fotnetimes of another. Under the government of the Lombards* 
fays Paztlus Diaconut d , and with him agrees the abbot of Wet* 
firgy no violence was committed, no one unjuftly difpofiefled 
of his property, none opprefled with taxes ; theft, robberies, 
murder, and adultery, were fcldom heard of ; every one went* 
without the leaft apprehenfion of danger, whither he pkafed : 
and truly their many wholfome laws, retraining, and feverely 
punifhing all forts of crimes, the magnificent churches, and rich 
morrafteries, with which they filled that part of Italy , which 
was fubjc£t to them, the many bifhopricks, which they ere&ed, 
the towns and cities, which they either built, or repaired, in 
moft provinces of Italy, their generofity even to the bifhop of

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Rome* their avowed enemy, and finally, the great numbers of 
perfons among them, whofe faruftity and eminent virtues have 
been acknowledged by the popes themfelves, mult convince 
every impartial reader, that the Lombards were not fuch a fa- 7 he Lorn* 
vage, barbarous, and inhuman nation, as they are defcribed by bards «»- 
(bme of the popes, efpecially by Adrian* the chief author of de/irved/p 
the downfal of their kingdom. They ware the only power in «fp*rfed ij 
Italy capable of defeating the ambitious views of the bifhops of P°P et - 
Rome, whom they would not fuffer to enrich themfelves witfc 
the fpoils of the emperors, but looked upon them as their own 
by right of conqueft ; and hence arofe the inveterate hatred, 
which the popes bore them, and could not help betraying in 
ail their writings. But the many wholfome laws which they 
left behind them, and devouring time has fpared, are convincing 
proofs of their juftice, humanity, and wifdom, and at the fame 
time a full confutation, as Grotius obferves, of the many ca- 
lumnies, with which the popes, and their partifans, have en- 
deavoured to afperfe them. Their laws were found fo juft and 
equitable, that they were retained in Italy, and observed there, 
tome ages after their kingdom was at an end. Paulas Diaconus* 
Grotius 9 Gunter, who wasfecretary to the emperor Frederic I. 
and feveral other writers, equal, and, in many particulars, 
prefer, the laws of the Lombards to thofe of the Romans them- 
felves. Gunter 9 who was far from being prejudiced in their fa* 
vour, after examining their laws, could not help calling them a 
fagacious, wife, and induftrious people, and above all, excel- 
lent lawgivers c . Hence it fufficiently appears, with how much 
injuftice they are ftyled by pope Adrian* in his letter, an un~ 
polifhed, barbarous, and cruel people. 

Before we difmifs this fubjed, it may not be improper to ^ he ~ 
give the reader a fuccin£t account of the ftate of Italy at the 0 f j^j'* 
time Charlemagne y by the captivity of Defiderius, put an end to t h e J, " Q 'f 
the kingdom of the Lombards, and of the new form of govern- Charle- 
ment introduced by the conqueror. Italy was, at that time, magne. 
divided, as it were, into four ftates, held by the V metians, the 
Lombards 9 the popes, and the emperors of the eaft. The Ve- 
netians, by their trade to the Levant, were become very confi- 
ierable, and, having a great number of vefTels, they bore no 
fmall fway in the affairs of Italy, though we do not yet find 
them pofteiTed of any town on the terra firma or contint nt. 
The pope, by the generoflty of Pepin, and his fon Charles, 
was mailer of the exarchate and Pentapolis* which we have 
defcribed above. The dukedom of Naples, and fome cities in 

the Hither and Farther Calabria, were ftill held by the empe* 
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rors of the eaft. All the other provinces of Italy were held by 
the Lombards j vin. the three famous dukedoms of Friuli 9 Spo- 
leto* and Benevento* and the provinces of Ligurza* Venetia 9 
Tufcany 9 and the Alpes Cottier* which were properly called the 
Ibe extent kingdom of the Lombards. When Dejiderius was taken pri- 

foner, the dukedom of Benevento was governed by Arechis* fon- 
auiedom °f xti ^\2^ to the unhappy prince. It comprifed then almoft all the 
cnevcato prefent kingdom of Naples; for of the twelve provinces, into 

which that kingdom is now divided, nine were fubje£t to the 
duke of Benevento* viz.. Terra di Lavoro* Contado di Molije 9 
the Hither Abruzzo* Capitanata 9 'Terra di Bari* Bafilicata* 
the Hither Calabria* and the Hither and Farther Principal's ; 
fo that it was bounded on the weft by the dukedoms of Rome 
and Spoleto ; on the fouth by Gaeta* and its territory ; on the 
eaft by the territories of Cofenza and Cajfano ; and on the north 
by Siponto* and the promontory of Gargano. This dukedom, 
on account of its extent, was by the Latins called Italia Cifti- 
berina* and by the Greeks Longobardia Minor 9 to diftinguifh 
it from the Greater •, which, lying on both fides the Po in Cifi 
And its go- alpine Gaul 9 retains to this day the name of Lombardy. This 
mgrnment. extent of the dukedom induced the dukes to divide it, for the 

more convenient adminiftration of juftice, into fever al dift rifts, 
called counties* each of which had its proper governor, ftyled 
count or guajlald. Thefe counts or guaftalds were, at firft, ap- 
pointed and removed by the dukes at their pleafure ; but, in 
procefs of time, it became cuftomary not to remove them, tm- 
lefs convicted of treafon, and not to transfer the counties to 
other families, till their male line was extinct : and this was the 
firft origin of counts and counties in that part of Italy. The 
only difference between the counts and guaftalds was, that the 
latter governed only during pleafure, and the former were ne- 
ver removed, unlefs guilty of treafon : hence the title of count 
denoted dignity, and that of guaftald only office. The other 
two great dukedoms, viz. of Spoleto and Friuli* were far in* 
fcrior, both in power and extent, to that of Benevento. The 
former comprehended all Umhria* in which were many cities 
of great note ; and the latter all Friuli 9 and the greater part of 
The duke- IJlria. The dukedom of Naples* which continued fubje£t to 
iotn of the emperors of the eaft, extended towards the weft as far as 
Naples, Cuma* comprehending within its limits the iflands of Ifchia* 
its extent Niftta 9 and Provi da* with the maritime towns of Pozzuolo* 
*n*g°- Baia* and Mifeno. Towards the fouth Cajlella mare* Sorrento ^ 
vernment. J ma jj[ 9 an( j tne ifiand of Caprca 9 were comprifed in it. To- 

wards the eaft and north its limits were much confined, the, 

dukedom of Benevento reaching almoft to the very gates of the 

city. The cities of this dukedom were governed by their par- 
ticular 
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ticular reSforcs* who were appointed by, and fubordinate ta> 
the duke of Naples. Thefe rc&lores were likewife called counts ; 
but were not, as in the dukedom of Benevento t feudatories ; 
they only governed during the pleafure of the duke : fo that they 
were upon a footing with the Lombard guaftalds. As for the 
duke, he was appointed and removed at pleafure by the empe- 
ror. The duke of Naples was likewife ftyled magijier militia?* 
and conful ; but how the title of conful came to be given him, 
no writer has yet had the curiofity to inquire (B). Befides the Cities in 
dukedom of Naples, the emperors of the eaft poflefled feveral Italy be- 
cities in antient Calabria* and in the country of the Brutii* longing to 
now known by the name of Farther Calabria. In antient G?- *he em - 
labria they held the cities of Gallipoli and Otranto 9 and, \nP eror ' 
Farther Calabria , Reggio, Gerace, Santa Severina* Crotone* 
and, befides thefe, the two cities of Amantea and Agripoli* 

(B) The title of conful, which the emperors had long had in great 
efteem, and looked upon as an honour to themfelves, was, towards 
the latter end of the empire, intirely flighted by them, and laid 
aiide. What made them undervalue and defpife it, was its being 
aflumed by thofe princes, whom they looked upon as barbarians and 
ufurpers. Thus Charlemagne ; to ftiew, that he fucceeded to all 
the rights of the emperors of the welt, took upon him, amongft 
other titles, that of conful. The other French emperors, his fuc- 
ceflors, followed his example, as did likewife the Italian emperors* 
Benngorius duke of Friuli, and Guido duke of Spoleto ; nay, even 
the Saracens, after they had conquered Spain, in imitation of the 
emperors of Conftantinople, ftyled themfelves confuls. Thus dbde- 
ramus, who began to reign in Cordova in the year 821, and Moham- 
med, his fon and fucceflbr in that kingdom marked, in their writs, 
not only the years of their reign, but likewife of their confulfliip 
(1). The emperors therefore, finding it thus afTumed by foreign 
and barbarous nations, took it no longer themfelves, but gave it to 
their officers Father Pagi thinks, that the emperors laid it quite 
aiide about the year 933 (2). The Saracem gave the title of con- 
Tut to their admirals ; whence, in procefs of time, it became com- 
mon not only to them, . but to all the governors of the maritime 
towns, and to thofe who, rending in the fea- ports, took care, that 
jufticc fiiould be adminiftered to the merchants of their refpettive 
countries. Thus Codinus (3), Pachimercs (4J, and Gregoras (5), 
obferve, that the Pi fan and Anconitan magiftrates, refiding at Con- 
ftantinople, were ftyled confuls. No wonder therefore, that the title 
of conful was given to the dukes of Naples, fince it was bellowed 
on magiftrates of a much inferior rank.

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with the promontory now called Capo di Licofa f , the duke- 
doms of Gaeta and Amalfi. All thefe cities were immediately 
governed by their reclores, who were appointed and removed 
by the patrician, as he is ftyled, or governor of Sicily ; for to 
him were fubjeft, at this time, all the places, the dukedom of 
Naples excepted, which the emperors ftill held in Italy : hence 
they are all comprifed by Conftantine Porphyrogenitus under the 
Thema of Sicily (C). In more antient times, only the Far- 
ther

barous nation?, who had feized on Epypt, Africa, Syria, and other 
large provinces, confined to JJia Minor, Greece, Thrace, and a 
fmallpart of It.tly, with Sicily, and the adjacent iilands, no further 
regard was had to the antient divifion of provinces ; but new divi- 
fions into diftricls, which had their particular governors, were in- 
troduced, and called tbemata. Of thefe themata or divifions Con- 
ftantine Porphyrogenitus wrote two books, whereof the firft contains 
the themata or provinces of Afta, feventeen in number, and the fe- 
cond thofe of Europe, which were but twelve. Among the themata 

of Europe, Sicily is the tenth, and Longobardia, or Lombardy, the 

eleventh. We have obferved above, that, under the name of 
Lombardy, properly fpeaking, came thofe provinces in Gfalpint 
Gaul, of which the kingdom of the Lombards was compofed, and 
that the dukedom of Btnensento was likewife called Lombardy. Of 
thefe two Lombardies the former was called Longobardia Major, and 
the latter Longobardia Minor ; but neither of them was in the pof- 
fefiion of the Greeks, the Greater Lombardy being held by the 
Trench kings of Italy, and the L Jftr by the Bene<ventan Lombards, 
whofe dukes had the fame power and authority under the French 
kings of Italy, as they had had under the princes of their own na- 
tion. By the province of Lombardy therefore, mentioned by Con- 
ftantine in his themata, mult be underitood that fmall part of Italy, 
which was ftdi poftefled by the emperors, who, out of vanity and 
oftentation, gave it the name of Lombard;. The countries, which 
Conftantine names under the thema of Lombardy, are the dukedom 
of Naples, and antient Calabria, in which however the Greeks pof- 
i'efled, at this time, but two cities, via. Ga/lipoli and Otranto. 
The country of the Brutii, now Farther Calabria, with the ci- 
ties of Riogio, Giraee, Santa S evert na, C rot one, and fome other 
places, are comprifed under the thema of Sicily $ as being fubjeclto 
the patrician or governor of that ifland. That magiftratc feems to 
have had fome authority even in the dukedom of Naples, for An- 
thrmius duke of that cny being dead, and difputes ariiing about the 
election of a new duke, the N.apolitans had rccourfe to the patri- 
cian of S/\Jy, wl o appointed one IbeoJiftus to be their duke j but 

the emperor, unapproving of lib choice, removed Tlwitftus, and 
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ther Calabria was fubjecl: to the patrician of Sicily ; but the 
cities, which the emperors held in that part of Italy, being re- 
duced to a very fmall number, they were all put under the go- 
vernment of the patrician, who was fent from Conjl antinople to 
govern Sicily, as is evident from the themata of Conjiantine Por- 
phyrogenitus s, and like wife from one of pope Adrian 9 * letters 
to Charlemagne, wherein he complains of the Bcneventan Lom- 
bards, whom he calls a mod wicked race, for taking from him 
the city of Gaeta, and reftoring it to the patrician of Sicily. 
Gaeta belonged to the emperor, and was under the govern- 
ment of that patrician ; Charles took it from the emperor, and 
yielded it to the pope ; the Lombards of Benevento retook it, and 
reftored it to its lawful owner ; and on that account they are 
called by the pope a moft wicked people h . From the fuperin- Whence 
tendency over the countries on this fide the Faro, which, in the king- 
thofe times, belonged to the patrician of Sicily, fome writers dam of 
will have thofe countries to have been called Sicily ; which name Naples 
was afterwards extended by the Norman and Suevian princes, called 
and likewife by the popes, to all the provinces, of which the Sicily, 
prefent kingdom of Naples is compofed. It is certain, that in 
the time of the Normans, the name of Sicily was common 
both to that ifland, and to the prefent kingdom of Naples ; but 
with this difference, that the former was called Sicily beyond the 
Faro, and the latter Sicily on this fide the Faro, as appears from 
a charter of Roger the Norman of the year 11 15, quoted by 
Vghellus 1 . 

Defiderius being taken captive, as we have related above, 

and the city of Pavia reduced, all the other cities fubmitted of 
their own accord to Charles, who thereupon, claiming the 
kingdom of the Lombards by right of conqueft, caufed him- Charle- 
felf to be crowned king of Lombardy, with an iron crown, by magne 
the hands of the arehbifhop of Milan, The ceremony was crowned 
performed by Thomas then archbifliop of Milan, at a place Aing of 
called Modojlia, about ten miles from that city. Charles, as J-om-

font one Theodore to govern in his room (6). From this account 
Capacity, or whoever elfe is the author of the Latin hiilory of N/r.

at leatt tome times* allowed to chufe their own dukes.

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wc read in an antient ritual called Or do Romanus* was led out 
of his chamber by feveral bifhops to the church 5 and, being 
conducted to the high altar, after fome folcmn prayers, the 
archbifliop alked the people, Whether they would fubje£t them- 
felves to Charles, and, with conftant fidelity, obey his com- 
mands ? The people anfwering they would, the bifhop anointed 
his head, breaft, fhoulders, and arms, praying, that the new 
king might prove fuccefsful in his wars, and happy in his iflue. 
He then girt him with a fword, put bracelets on his arms, gave 
him a robe, a ring, a fceptre, and, having placed the crown 
upon his head, he led him through the choir to the throne, and, 
having feated him there, and given him the kifs of peace, he 
celebrated divine fervice k . Charles ordained, that the fame 
ceremony fhould be obferved in the coronation of his fucceflbrs, 
and performed by the archbifliop of Milan, who thenceforth be- 
gan to contend for dignity with the archbifliop of Ravenna. The 
ceremony of the coronation being over, Charles * now king of 
Italy* thought it neceflary to fettle the frame and polity of his new 
kingdom, and, in order to this, refolved to go to Rome, and advife 
with Adrian. The pope, having notice of his defign, afTembled 
fifty bifhops, and a great number of abbots and other dignitaries, 
in order to confult with them, what honours ought to be paid 
to fo great a prince, whofe father and grandfather, as well as 
himfelf.. had fo much deferved of the Roman church. After 
feveral confultations, it was unanimoufly agreed, that he fhould 
be made a Roman patrician ; that, throughout the provinces, he 
fhould inftitute all bifhops and archbifhops, who were not to be 
confecrated, unlefs inftituted by him ; and that he mould ap- 
point the bifhop of Rome, and be declared protedtor of the 
He goes to apoftolic lee.

The 
nours are naming of the bifhop of Rome was granted to him, for pre- 
eonferred venting the tumults, that, to the great fcandal of all good chrif- 
upon nm. t j anSj began to arife among the people and clergy, on occafton 

of thofe elections, no one having any power or authority tore- 
ftrain them. But this right Charles ufed with great moderation, 
and, after fome time, remitted it to the clergy and people. The 
dignity of patrician was, at that time, the firft in the whole em- 
pire, and the conferring of it belonged of right to the emperor \ 
but his authority being now extinct in Italy, the pope arrogated 
to himfelf that, as well as he did, by degrees, all the other im- 
perial honours and ornaments. Charles, extremely well pleafcd 
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with the reception he met with at Rome, continued fonrte time 
in that metropolis, confulting with the pope about the manner 
of fettling the affairs of Italy ; and then returned to Pavia 9 
where he declared, that 1 he intended to maintain the fame form g e reia j ns 
of government, which had been introduced by the Lombard t i Je r ame 
princes his predeceflbrs. Accordingly, he allowed every one form of go* 
full liberty to live under the fame Roman or Lombard laws, to merriment. 
which they had been accuftomed , but to the latter he added, as 
king of the Lombards, fome of his own. He did not difturb 
the emperors in the poffcflion of the dukedom of Naples, and of 
the other places, which they ftill held in Italy. As for the three 4llo*ms the 
famous dukedoms of Friuli, Spoleto^ and Benevento, he allow- dukes the 
ed thofe dukes the fame power and authority, which they had J ame 
enjoyed under the Lombard kings, requiring only, that, as they t Q ™ cr ~ 
had been fubjed to thefe princes, they ftiould acknowledge him 
for their king. The exarchate, the Pentapolis, and the duke- 
dom of Rome, he yielded to the pope ; but retained the fovereign- 
ty to himfelf. The other provinces, which we have mentioned 
above, he kept as the kingdom of Lombardy He continued, 
as his predeceflbrs had done, the other dukes in their dukedoms, 
contenting himfelf with the oath of allegiance, which he 
obliged them, as well as the greater dukes, to take annually to 
him. The oath was conceived in the following terms : I pro- 
mt fe, without fraud or deceit, to be faithful to my fovereign 
Charles, and his Jons, as long as I live ; and I fwear, by thefe 
holy go/pels, that I will be faithful to him, as a vajfal to his 
lord and fovereign ; neither will I divulge any thing, which in 
virtue of my allegiance, he Jhall commit to me. The dukedoms 
he never transferred from one family to another, but when the 
dukes broke this oath, or died without iffue male. This trans- 
lation from one to another was called invejliture ; and hence it 
came, that fiefs were 1 not granted but by inveftiture, as was 
afterwards obferved with refpeft to other vaflals and feudatories, 
viz. counts, captains, and ^valvafours, the model of whofe 
fer vices and tenures were afterwards perfected by the princes of 
Germany. The limits of the kingdom, and the towns, Charles Magif- 
committed to the care of counts, who were verted with great t rat ft ap- 
authority. Thefe limits or borders were called marches or pointed by 
marches ; whence thofe, who had the fuperintendency of them, bim. 
were fly led counts of the marches, and marqnifes ; and hence 
the title of marquis had its rife. Thefe were the ordinary ma- 
giftrates appointed by Charles for the government of the cities, 
and the limits of the kingdom ; but he fometimes appointed ex- 
traordinary magiftrates, or commiflarics, who had greater autho-

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rity than the counts, and were called mijfi. It was their pro- 
vince to part and diftinguifli the limits of each city, which, un- 
der the Lombards j were greatly confufed ; whence arofe fre- 
quent difputes among the neighbouring cities about their boun- 
daries ; but the mijji affigned to each city its boundaries, and, 
for the mod part, following nature, appointed mountains, ri- 
brooks, vallies, and other perpetual and lafting limits to 



vers 



ferve for marches, that time might not alter and confound them. 
He likewife obliged the cities to take an oath of allegiance to 
him, and impofed upon them, as well as upon the fiefs, 
churches, and monafteries, a kind of tribute, called foderum y 
par at a , and manfionaticum, which was to be paid to him, 
efpccially when he came into Italy ; but this tribute he after- 
wards generoufly remitted for himfelf and his fuccefibrs. That 
Italy might retain at leaft fome fhadow of liberty, as often as he 
returned thither, he convened a general aflembly of all the 
bifhops, abbots, and barons of the kingdom, in order to fettle 
with them the public affairs of importance. The Lombards 
had but one ftate, compofed of barons and judges ; but the 
French^ in the time of Charlemagne* had two, viz. of the 
ecclefiaftics and nobility ; hence by Charles was added likewife 
in Italy, after the manner of France, the order of the ecclefia- 
ftics to that of the barons or nobility. This cuftom of afTem- 
bling the two ftates lafted in Italy till the time of the emperor 
Frederic I. They met, for the moft part, at Roncaglia, a 
place not far diftant from Placentia, and there enacted feveral 
laws for the better regulation of public affairs m . The affairs of 
Italy being thus fettled, Charles, leaving a ftrong garifon in 
Pavia, returned to France in the year 774. But he was fcarce 
gone, when the Lombard dukes, thofe efpecially of Friuli, 
S pole to, and Bencvento, fcorning to live fubjecl to a foreign 
pince, refolvcd to fliake off the yoke, and make themfelves 
abfolute in their refpective dukedoms. While Charles therefore 
was engaged in a war with the Saxons, Rodgand duke of Friuli, 
laying hold of that opportunity, renounced his allegiance, and 
caufed himfelf to be acknowledged fovereign in his dukedom. 
But Charles, who had already put an end to the Saxon war, 
by the reduction of that country, was no fooner informed of 
the revolt of Rodgand, which he apprehended might prove of 
dangerous confequence, if it was not timely fupprefled, than he 
haftencd into A If ace, and, having kept his Chrijlmas there, 
marched, in the depth of winter, with a powerful army crofs 
the Alps, and entered the dukedom of Friuli. Rodgand met 
him with all the forces he could raife ; but, in the engagement

Thus ended the dukedom of Friuli, the firft that was ere&ed That duke* 
under Alboinus, and likewife the firft that was fupprefled by dom ended* 
Charlemagne. Paulus /Emilius tells us, thai it was afterwards 
reftored by Charles, who appointed one Henry, a native of 
France, to govern it with the title of duke n . But of this, and 
the dukes who arefuppofed to have fucceeded him, no mention 
is made by other hiftorians. Hi Ide brand duke of Spoleto, who 
had likewife revolted, upon the news of the defeat and death of 
Rodgand, fubmitted of his own accord, and was again receiv- 
ed into favour by Charles. At this time Arechis, who had 
married Adelperga, daughter to Defiderius, the laft king of the 
Lombard s<> was duke of Benevcnto ; but he, waiting a more 
favourable opportunity of fhaking off" the yoke, continued quiet 
till fuch time as Charles, after having appointed Pepin his eldeft 
fon king of Italy in 781, was returned to France, and engaged 
there in other wars. Then Arechis, fcorning to live in fubjec- Arechis 
tiontoa foreign prince, as he had done to his father-in-law, duke o/Be- 
and trufting to his own ftrength, and the affection his fubje&s nevento, 
bore him, not only revolted, but, laying afide the title of duke, changes his

As it was then cuftomary among princes, when they were n ^ ' 1 * 
crowned, to caufe their images to be placed in all the churches 
throughout their dominions, reprefenting them with a crown 
on their head, this cuftom was likewife obferved by Arechis % 
who was thereupon acknowledged by all the inhabitants of the 
dukedom as their fovereign. He coined money with his own 
image, made what alterations he thought fit both in civil and 
military affairs, without confulting either Charles or Pepin, and 
even enaevted fevcral laws ; for his capitular ia have reached our 
times ; and, in the often- mentioned manufcript code lodged in 
the monaftery of Cava, among the edifts of the Lombard kings, 
is to be found one of this prince, containing feventeen chapters. 
His example was followed by the other princes his fucceflbrs, 
namely by Adelchis, Sicardus, and Radelchifus, as appears 
from their capitular ia publiftied by Camilla Pellegrino °. Thus 
to the laws of the Lombard kings were added thofe of the

The peace being thus concluded, Charles 
returned to France , leaving Arechis in pofleflion of the 
principality of Benevento, which was held by him, with the title 
of prince, as it was by his fucceflbrs, who greatly enlarged it,

which divifion two principalities were made out of one ; that of 
Benevento was allotted to Radelchifus ; and the other, called 
from its metropolis the principality of Salerno, to Siconulphus, 
the emperors of the weft exercifing, as kings of Italy, the fame 
authority over them, as the Lombard kings had formerly done. 

And thus far of antient hiftory, or the hiftory of antient na- 
tions, from their firft original, to their being either blended 
with, or giving rife to, fome of the modern nations, which 
naturally paves us the way to modern hiftory. We have fpared 
no pains in the execution of our propofals, and hope we have 
made no flips, but fuch as the candid reader will think excufe- 
able, when he reflects on the many difficulties, that attend a 
work of this nature. We have not the vanity to think we 
have been guilty of no faults ; but the encouragement which, 
far beyond our expe&ation, we have met with, we may fay, 
from all ranks of people, both at home and abroad, and which 
we now acknowledge with the utmoft gratitude, inclines us to 
believe, that the miftakes we may have committed, are no- 
ways material. This we are the more apt to imagine, as wc 
find but very few alterations from the original made by the 
fcvcral men of learning, who have thought it worth their while 
to tranflate our work into their refpe£Hve languages. As for a 
perfectly complete hiflory, it is not to appear, as a modern 
writer exprcfles it % but in that year, which difcovcrs the phi- 
lofophers ftone, and the perpetual motion.

AT our firft letting out in this work ( Pre/, to Vol. 
I. pag. 67.) vve gave our readers the chronology 
of the world from the creation to the flood, ac- 
cording to the various fyftems of the mod eminent chro- 
nologies in all nations, after which we fubjoined our rea- 
fons for preferring that of the Samaritan pentateuch to 
that of the Hebrew, feptuagint, Jofepbus 9 ^ &c. as far as 
relates to that remote and impenetrable epocha ; upon 
which account we were induced to compute all the 
events from the latter period by the years of the flood,' 
rather than by thofe of the world . ( Preface ibid. pag. 
75 J We need not repeat our reafons at large here, but 
only remind our readers, that as we engaged to fubjoin 
the year of the world to that of the flood in the chronolo- 
gical tables, whenever they came to be printed, fo we 
have accordingly performed our promife in thofe that 
follow. 

As' for the Julian period, wc have in purfuance of our 
reafons there given wholly omitted it, as imaginary, and 
therefore 11 felcfs, Thofe readers who retain a fondnefi; 
for ir, may, however, fupply it all along, by adding its 
complement to ti e sera of the world ; only let them 
remember, that it is not (according to thefe tables) that 
of 7 jo, which is the Hebrew computation, but of 408,' 
which is the Samaritan, that we have here followed.

Upon Himilco' 's defeat, the African t revolt 
from the Carthaginians, and with an ar- 
my of 200,000 men they take Tunis, and 
come to Carthage : but mutinying among 
themfelves, they return home again 

The Carthaginians imagining all their mif- 
fortunes happened to them for violating 
the temple of Ceres and P>oferpina at Sy- 
racu/e, to appeafc them they dedicated 
temples, and fet up magnificent ftatues to 
their honour, and feleft priefts out of the

Upon a great mortality that happened in 
the Roman army, by the fuel den change of

Brennus, king of thofe Qauls called the Se- 
nones, fituate between Parit and Meaux, 
comes into Italy, and befieges Clufium ; 
the Clufini beg afli (lance of the Romans, 
who fend the three Fabii ambafladors to 
Brennus ; who behaving haughtily, the 
ambafiadors go into the town, and head 
the befieged in a faHy, wherein they kill 
a principal Gauli/b officer ; this enrages 
Brennus , upon which he demands of the 
Roman fenate, that the Fabii fliould be de- 
livered up to him ; but inftead thereof, 
the people chufe them military tribunes 
fpr the year enfuing ; upon which Bren- 
nus marches towards Rome 

Dionyfius 9 the Syracufan tyrant, fond of being 
thought a great poet, fends his verfes and 
chariots to the Olympic games, where he 
is defpifed, which makes him mad, and 
caufes him to break out into extravagan- 
cies, killing fome of his friends and ba 
n idling others 

The Lacedaemonians fall upon the Thebans, 
and feize their capital ; 400 principal 
Thebans fly to Athens for fuccour, where 
they are kindly received, and by their 
afli(lance retake Thebes 

The Perfians, under the command of Tsri 
hazus 9 invade Cyprus with 300,000 men, 
and 300 (hips, and, after an engagement 
with Evagoras king of Cyprus, obtain a 
great victory j upon which Evagoras 
flies to Salamine 9 whither the Perfians pur- 
fue,and beflege him by land and fea, Where 
he is forced to yield on very hard terms 

The military tribunes aflemble a Roman 
army of 40,000 men, and go to mecc 
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Brttmus, king of the Gauls, whofe army 
was 70,000 : They meet and engage, 
upon the banks of the river Ai/ia, where 
the Roman* were entirely defeated ; upon 
which the people fled from the city of 
Rome into the neighbouring cities and 4 
days after the battle Brennus entered Rome, 
killed all the people he met with, ravaged 
and burnt the city, demoliflied the temples 
and public edifices, and razed the walls to 
the ground, and beiieged the capitol 
The Gam/* befiege Ardea, with a confider- 
able force ; but thinking themfelves fe- 
cure, neglect ducip'ine ; whereupon Ca 
millus 9 the great Roman general,' heads 
the Ardtan youth, and fal lies out in the 
night, furprifes the Gauls drowned in 
wine, and makes a dreadful daughter; 
whereupon the /battered Romans fend de- 
puties to beg Camillas to take upon him 
the command of all the remaining Roman 
forces, but he refuting, the fenate reverfe 
his fentence of condemnation 9 And pro 
claim him dictator 
The Gauls beiiegxng the capitol, find a pri 
vate paiTage of very difficult afcent, get 
up it undiscovered in the night ; but fome 
geefe that were kept in the court of the 
capitol in honour of jfuno, and near her 
temple, making a noife at the Gauls ap- 
proach, Manlius (a gallant foldier, who 
had pafs'd the con fu late) attacks them 
and beats them off the walls, and fo faves 
the capitol ; for which he was highly 
honoured, and geefe were ever after had 
in honour at Rome, a flock of them being 
always kept at the public expence : A 
golden image of a goofe was erected in 
memory of them, and a goofe every year 
carried in triumph, upon a foft litter 
finely adorned. From this time the dogs 
were held in abhorrence, and every year 
one impaled on a branch of elder 
Gaus, admiral of the Perfian fleet, revolts 
from Artaxerxes, is joined by the Egyp- 
tians and Laced tmonians ; but while valt 
prepararions were making to fupporr him, 
Gam was murdered by one of his officers, 
and the whole affair dropc 
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The plague and famine rage in Brennus'* I 
army, and Co many of them died in one I 
quarter of the city, as occaiioned it to be I 
called Bufla Gallic*, or the place where I 
the dead bodies of the Gauls were burnt I 
Both fides fuffering extremely, 'twas a- J 
greed upon oath, that upon the Romans I

pitiusj one of the Roman military tribunes, I

This con- 1 
tinuing the difpute, Camillas with his ar-J 
my comes up, and he with a few follow-!

from Rome, and encamp there ; in the I 
morning Camillas purfued, engaged, and I 
totally overthrew them, with a great!

was not one left to carry the news home ; I 
and Camillas returned to Rome in triumph, I 
loaded with fpoils, the foldiers in their I

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Epasninondas, the Theban genera!, upon his 
leaving Sparta, rebuilt the city of Me/- 
ftne, and recalled and replaced the ancient 
inhabitants, after they had been difpof- 
fefled 300 years 

Epaminondas, the Theban general, attacks and 
forces the lines of the Spartans and their 
confederates, and wades the country of 
Peloponnefus, reduces Sicyon, and attacked 

Corinth 

Tachot, king a££gypt 9 (the fucceflbr to Wee 
tanebis) while he was gone to oppofe the 
Perjsans in Phoenicia , was depofed at 
home, and Netfanebus his kinfman fet up 
in his Head 

The Roman ftate fall into a fort of anarchy 
for four years, by the contentions of the 
tribunes, there being only tribunes and 
acdileschofe governors during that time 

The Lacedaemonians kill 10,000 Arcadians, 
without the lofs of one man 

Agefilavs defeats the Mendefian that oppofed 
NeBanebus, being king of Egypt 9 and 
thereby fettles him upon the throne 

Dionyfius the Syracufan breaks the peace, and 
falls upon the Carthaginians, takes fevera! 
cities from them in Sicily, &c. but grow- 
ing fecure and negligent, the Carthagi- 
nians furprize his galiies in the port of 
Eryx, and take and deftroy moll of them, 
upon which a peace enfues 

Cleomenes fucceeds his brother Agcfipolis as 
joint king of Sparta, which he held only 
one year 

Cleomenes acls as firft magiftrate of Sparta, 
and Archidamus (fon of "Age/If aus) has the 
command of the 'army ; he goes into 
Arcadia, takes Cary<e, and puts ail to the 
fword. Ci/Jidai* general of Dionyfius, de- 
claring his time Was out, and that he mud 
return home, which attempting, he was 
in part furrounded** by the Mejfenians ; 
hereupon he fendsHo acquaint 1 Archidamus 
with it, who comes to his afliftance, falls 
upon the Arcadians, and utterly defeats 
them, and kills 10,000 upon the fpot, 
without loiing one Spartan ; which for 

that reafon was called the tearlefs battle 
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The Velitra declaring war againft Rome, and 
over-running the Reman territories befiege 
Tufculum, whofe inhabitants were now 
admitted as Roman citizens. Six military 
tribunes are chofe, who raife an army, 
defeat the enemy, relieve Tufculum, and 

inveft Velitrtt 

The difputes between the patricians and 
pfebeians at Rome rife to To great a 
height, that Cam ill us is chofe a fourth 
time dictator ; but the faction for the 
people was fo ftrong, that he could do but 
little good, and therefore laid down his 
office ; upon which, after a fhort inter- 
regnum, P. Manlius fucceeded 

Six military tribunes govern Rome this year; 
but upon an information that the Gauls 
were in full march againit Rome, CamUIus 
was a fifth time made dictator, though 
now 80 years of age 5 he goes?againft the 
Gauls, encamped upon the banks of the 
sfm'o, and by ftratagem puts them into 
confuiion, and entirely routs them ; then 
goes againit Velitrte, which immediately 
fubmits ; then returns to Rome, where he 
is decreed a triumph both by fen ate and 
people. Rome being now delivered from 
public danger, the private difputes riiing 
too high to be allay'd, the fenate is forc- 
ed to enact the three following laws, the 
firlt for fuppreffing the military tribune 
(hip and reitoring the confulate, one of 
which was to be a plebeian, the other a 
patrician ; the 2d, that what incerelt any 
pcrforf in debt had paid, mould be ef 
teemed as fo much principal, and his debts 
fo much reduced,- and the remainder to 
be paid by equal v payments ; -the 3d, 
that no Roman (hodld hold more than 500 
acres of land ; the farplus- to be divided 
among the potirer citizens 

The confulate re/lored in the perfons of L. 
sTimilius Mamerctnus, a patrician, and L. 
Sex/us, a plebeian. The fenate order* 
the great games, and a new officer, cal- 
led a Pneeor, is chofe out of the patri- 
cians, to be a judge in all civil matters : 
Likcwife two patrician ^.diles are chofe 
to take care of the temples, theatres, 
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games, markets, tribunals of juftice, and 

the city walls, &c. 
New commotions break out in Peloponnefus, 
between the Teget^ans and Mont weans, 
which draw in the Athenians and Spartans 

Epaminondas t in a very obftinate battle with 
the Lacedemonians, Sec is killed, and a 
great number of men on both fides 
Diomfim the tyracufa.i tyrant, having caused 
a tragedy compofed by himfelf to be acted 
at Athens, tor the prize of poetry ai the 
feall of Bacchus, was proclaimed viclor, 
upon which he treated al ! Syracufe for fc- 
verai days, and drinking excefiWely, 
contracted a violent diforder, for the cure 
of which requiring an opiate, his pn>- 
ficians gave him one from which he never 
siwokc 

Perdiccas, king of Macedon, goes againft the 
lllyrians ; they engage, and the Macedo- 
nians are routed with a great (laughter ; 
among the (lain was Perdiccas himfelf, 
with many of the officers ; his fon Amyn- 
tas, then a child, was declared his fuc- 
ceflbr 

L. Genucius, a plebeian, and Serwilius A- 
hala, a patrician, being confuls this year 
at Rome, a dreadful plague broke out, 
which carried off great numbers of the 
people, one cenfor, three tribunes of the 
people, and one Curule *dile, and the 
great Camillas, whofe character was, that 
he never fought a battle without getting 
a complete vidory, never befieged a city 
without taking it, nor ever led an army 
into the field which he did not bring 
back loaded with glory, honour, fpoil, 

and booty, &c. 
Diowfius II. (the fon of the late Dionyfius 
by his wife Doris, the Locrian) fucceeds 
his father in Syracufe, and fends to Athens 
for Plato the philofopher, to inftruct him 
in polite literature, who came accord- 

Dion, a great man in Syracufe, being banilh 
ed, -onfpires againft Dionyfius, and comes 

with 800 well disciplined troops, who 
were immediately joined by a vail mul- 
titude of malcontents, they enter Syra- 
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cafe without oppofition, cake Epipold* hy 

ftarm, and fet all the citizens at liberty 

who were prisoners in the fort, and then 

block up all the tyrant's friends 

Dionyfius returns from Cau Ionia in It*lf 9 and 

finding his affairs defperate, offers the Sy- 

racufans to rcftore the government of the 
democracy 

The parties of Dion and Dionyfius engage, 
wherein many being killed on both fides, 
Dion at length prevails ; upon which Dion 
is presented with a gold crown , &r. Soon 
after Dionyfius offers to furrender the cita- 
del, all the troops in garifon, and money 
to pay them five months, and to retire in 
to Italy i but this not being granted, he ef- 
caped in a fingle veflel , with his treafure, 
. into Italy , leaving his fon Apollo crates 
^ governor in the citadel 
*he Macedonians, under their king Philip, 
defeat Mantias, the Athenian general, who 
was allifting Arg*?us, Philip's competitor 
for the crown of Macedon 
394-6(2639 , 360 J Philip, brother of the deceafed Ptrdiccms, re- 

turns from Thebes, and (though at firft he 
pretended to acYas guardian to his ne- 
phew) prefently takes upon him the king- 
dom of Macedon, with the free confent of 
all parties ; and to ftrengthen his intereft, 
j declares Amphipolis a free city, makes large 
prefents to the great men of Peonia, and 
to Paufanias king of Sparta 
C Sulpitius, a patrician, and C. Liciniut Sta 
a plebeian, are chofe confuh at Roma : 
The plague continuing, to appeafe the 
gods they ufe the Lc&ifternium, and conili- 
tute new fports, called the Scenici, or pan- 
tomime dances, and revive the ceremony 
of driving a nail by the dictator T. Manli- 
«'» (who was now named for that purpofe) 
into that part of the wall of Jupiter Capita 
Hmts's temple which divided it from the 
chapel of Minerva, under the fame 
roof; which being performed, he offers 
to raife an army to go againll the Het 'nici, 
but is oppofed by the tribunes, who com- 
pel him to lay down his office, then im- 
peach him for his ill conduct 
Jgefilam one of the famous Spartan kings, 
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dies in his return from Perfia, and is fuc- 
ceeded in the joint kingdom of Sparta by 
Arcbidamus the zd, who reigned 23 years

Befits, governor of Bailria, Barxaeutes, pre- 
iidcnt of Aracofia, and Nabarzanes, a ge- 
neral of horfe, feeing Darius s misfor- 
tunes, revolt from and feize him, with 
intent to fet up themfelves : Upon A 
founder's hearing of it, he purfues the 
rebels, and upon his coming up to them, 
they ftab and kill Darius, and then fly 
The Sidicins and An/ones, who had infefted 
the country of the A V unci, ax this time in 
alliance with Rome, are defeated by the 
confuls, &c. 
A confpiracy is formed againfl the life of 
Alexander, which being difcovered, Dym- 
nus, the perfon who was to have killed 
the king, upon his being apprehended 
flabs himfelf 
Alexander, after vaft marches in a very ri-

Alexander goes to Sufa, where Abulites and 
his fon Oxathres y being proved guilty of 
male adminiltration, are put to death ; 
and then he gives a loofe to luxury, plea- 
fure and eafe, takes Barjine, or Stafira, 
the daughter of Darius, and Pari/atis, 
the daughter of Ochus, for his wives : 
To Hepbeftion, Craterus, &c, he gave the 
greateft Perfian ladies, to the number of 
80, all which marriages were folemnized 
at once : Next, he ordered all his troops 
to make their demand, which coming to 
20,000 talents, he pays them, and orders 
a crown of gold to be given to each of 
favourites 

Alexander being returned to Opis, a city on 
the Tigris, he makes proclamation for 
fuch as were infirm, or deiirous to have 
leave, to lay down their arms, toV. A 
mutiny arifing, he orders 13 of the ring- 
leaders to be put to death on the fpot, 
and fo prevented its fpreading further 

The Macedonians come to the king's palace, 
and lay down their arms, proteiting they 
would remain there day and night till he 
had companion on them ; which fo melt- 
ed him, that he came and kitTed them, 
and ordered a public feaft, at which 9000 
pcrfons were picfent; the Macedonians 
fat next the king, next them the Per/tans, 
and next them people of all nations 

Harpalus having again robbed the king's 
treafury of 5000 talents, for fear of pu 
nifhment, raifes 6000 mercenaries, leaves 
them at Tenants, and goes himfelf to 
Athens i but being forced away from 
thence, returns to his troops, where he 
is killed by '[himbrv, his intimate friend 
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Alexander \ upon Harpalus's revolt, marches 
immediately to E chat ana, where he of- 
fered facrifice, and exhibited folemn 
fports ; but Hepbefiion dying, makes him 
melancholy ; he honours him with great

Perdiccas goes againft Ariarathes king of 
Cappadocia ; upon the frontiers they en- 
gage, and Perdiccas kills 1 000, takes 
Ariarathes and 6000 more prifoners, and 
dtfperfes the reft ; crucifies Ariaratbes, 
and fettles Eumenes governor under the 2 

kings of Macedon, fcfr. 
3984I 2677! 322 \ Perdiccas, to revenge the death of Balacrus, 

the governor of Lauranda, and Ifaurus t 
whom the people had killed, aflTaulcs and 
takes Laurmnda by ftorm, pats all able 
to bear arms to the fword, and fells the 
youth, women, and children, for flaves ; 
then befieges Ijaurus, a ttrong and po 
pulous city, which was long defended with 
great bravery, but at Iatt, rather than be

The Roman fenate make a law to abrogate

common foidier, for his beauty, ftrength, 
and activity, was by Demas the Jgrigentine 
general, made a Ckilia* cb (or commander 
of 1000 men) and upon Demas" s dying, 
married his wi low, and fo became the 
richeft citizen of Syracufi : But Sofiftra- 
tus having ufurped the fupreme authority 
diovehimoutof Syracuje ; from whence 
he retired to Italy and fettling at Cro- 
tona, attempted the fovereignty thereof, 
but was forced to fly from the rage of 
the multitude to Tarentum, from whence 
he was likewifc driven for the like prac- 
tices, and now all cities refuting him, he 
collected a body of exiles, and lived by 
robbery and plunder. Sofiftratus coming 
into Italy bedeged Rbeginm ; Agat bodes 
and his band unexpectedly fell upon him, 
and obliged him to return h?ine, where 
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he was foon after forced to abdicate the 
fovereignty, and quit Syracufe, with about 
600 citizens fufpe&ed ofdeiigning to de- 
moiifh Democracy, and fet up Oligarchy ; 
upon which they apply to the Cartbagi 
nians, who efpoufe their caule ; and the 
Syr acu fans call home jf gat bodes 9 and 
make him their commander in chief, who 
overthrows Sofiftratus and the Cartbagi* 
nians in a pitched battle, wherein he re- 
ceived (even wounds : Upon this begin- 
ning to exercife fovereign power, the 
Syracufans have recourfe to Corinth, who 
lent Ac eft or ides to command their army, 
who commanded Jgatbocles to go out of 
the city ; but he got a young man that 
refembled him to go in his Head, who 
was feized, murdered, and buried, as 
foon as he came without the city, think 
ing him to be /'gat bodes, but were foon 
undeceived by Jgatboeles making his ef- 
cape privately, and raifing troops in the 
heart of Sicily ; upon which the Syra 
cufans offered to recal him home, if he 
would difband his troops, which he agreed 
to, and being conducted to the temple of 
Ceres* fwore to do nothing prejudicial to 
theeftablifhed Democracy, then confiding 
of 600 of the chief citizens: He was 
again made commander in chief of the 
forces going againft the revolted Erbi 
tans ; he employs his army to feize Syra 
cufe, under pretence of ridding them of 
the 600 tyrants, and their abettors, who 
murder all they meet with, without re 
gard to age, fex, or rank, plundered the 
houfes, and committed all manner o 
cruelties ; fo that a few hours they firewed 
the flreets with upwards of 4000 dead 
carcafes. This horrid work continued 
two days ; the third day Jgathoclcs funi 
mons thofe citizens that were lefc alive, 
tells them his defign was only to ellab.ifl! 
the Democracy free, and that he would 
live a private life : This (aid, his adhe- 
rents proclaimed him king, with an ablb 
lute power. His fi r ft jaw was, that all 
the lands mould be equally divided be- 
tween the rich and thtf poor, which 
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gained him the populace, and then be- 
haved very mildly, freely, and equitibly ; 
and *hus, in about two yeais time, he 
m.ide himfelf mailer of all Sicily, when he 
behaved as cruelly and inhumanly as ever 
any before him had done 
Per die cm firrt murders Cynane, the daughter 
of Philip late king of Macedon, anu pro- 
motes her daughter Ada (or Eurydice) to 
be the wife of king Aridarus (or Philip ; ) 
upon which Antigomts, governor of Pant- 
philya, &c. retires to Greece, to accufe 
Per dice as to Antipater and Craterus 

Ptolemy % governor of Egypt, fends Ophelias 
again 11 Thimbro ; who conquers, cakes, 

and crucifies Thimbro, and ib adds Cyrene 
to Egypt 

Arid ecus (one of Alexander the Great's com- 
manders) after two years preparation for 
the burial of Alexander the Great, late 
king of Macedon, & c. carries his body 
from Babylon into Egypt : Ptolemy goes 
as far as Syria in peribn, to meet and do 
honour to his dead matter ; and conduct- 
ing his corpfe to Alexandria, buries him 
in a rich temple, built there on purpofe 

Per die cas hearing that Ptolemy, Craterus, and 
Antipater defigned to unite and take his 
power from him, (which he exercifed to 
thediflike of every body) raifes a great 
army, takes the two kings with him, and 
goes into Egypt ; where, after lofing a 
great many of his men, by death and 
defer t ion, &c. he is murdered by the re- 
mainder in his tent ; upon which Ptolemy 
comes and treats the army with great 
tendernefs ; and Arid*? us and Pi than were 
chofc protectors of the kings perfons and 
chief minifter of ilate 

Eumenes obtains two victories over Craterus 
and Antipater for Per dice as, in which 
Cruterut, and Neoptaletnus, the revolted 
governor of Armenia, were flain ; upon 
hearing whereof, in two days after Per 
d. scat's death, the foldiers put all the 
friend* of Per dice as to death, profcribed 
Eumenes and 50 men of quality with him, 

and then left Egypt, and returned into 
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Car/e Syria, under the command of Art- 
d<tus and Pitbon. At their arrival at Try- 
par adi Jus, Ant i pater, governor of Greece, 
CSV. join them. Arid*cus and Pitbon lay 
down their office, and Ant i pater is chofen 
prote&or, with fovereign power ; but 
Eurydice, wife of king Pbilip, behaving 
imperioufly, is check' d by Antipater; up- 
on which, in a fet oration, flie accufed 
him to the army, which occafions great 
diforders ; but after fome days matters 
were fettled, and Antipater continued in 
the adminiftration ; upon which he made 
a new divifion of the provinces, and de- 
clared Eumenes a public enemy, and or- 
dered Antigonus, general of the houfhold 
troops, to profecute the war again ft him ; 
then returns with the two kings into his 
own province, highly commended and 
admired by all the Macedonians 
The Veftini (a people on the Adriatic fea) 
take arms againft Rome : The conful D. 
Junius Brutus goes againft them, defeats 
them, and takes the cities Cutina and Ctn- 

galia from them 
The other Roman conful L. Furius Cams litis 
falling fick, names L. Papirius Cur/or to 
be dictator , and to act againft the Samnites. 
He took the field, but was obliged to re- 
turn home upon account of the aufpices 
being reported unfavourable, and ordered 
Fabius, his general of horfe, not to engage 
the enemy in his abfence : He difobeys, 
and overthrows the Samnites , and kills 
20000 of them on the fpot ; then burns 
the fpoil, inftcad of lodging it in the 
hands of the r/?or t that they might 
not increafe the pomp of the dictator's 
triumph. The dictator commands Fabius 
to be (tripped, Effc. which while the licton 
arc doing, he efcapcj, and great commo- 
tions and mutinies are in the army. Fa

The Boii, being defeated by the Romans,

The Ach<tans having rendered themfelves 
famous for their regularity, juftice, and 
impartial behaviour, induced moft of the 
Greek cities to join their democracy, and

The inhabitants of Patra and Dyma begin

Lyjimachus king of Thrace, and Seleucus king 
of Mace don, &c. engage, and after a long

The Volfimenfes* one of the twelve Leueomo- 
nies of the tietruriaus, beg the affiftance 

of Rome* to free them from the tyrannical 
and abominable government of their ma- 
giftratet ; upon which the conful Faiius 
Gurgtt goes againft them with a fmall ar- 
my, and is killed in a battle with the 
M. Ful vius F I actus, the Roman conful, forces 
the Volfinienfet to furrender at discretion, 
and puts all that had been guilty to death : 
The antient citizens not concerned in the 
revolt were tranfplanted to another place, 
and the city razed. Flaccus at his re-

Another Hanno the Carthaginian admiral 
comes into Sia/y, and befieges Claudius 
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and his Romsrts ; and upon his refuting 
to fur render Mejfana, orders all the Ita- 
lians in his army to be maflfacred. The 
conful Appius coming to Rhegium, fend* 
from thence to Hiero king of Syracu/e zo

Carthaginians, returns with his troops to 
Syracu/e ; upon which Claudius Tallying 
out upon the Carthaginians, routed them 
with great flaughter, and fo raifed the 
liege of Meffkna, then over- ran and laid

War breaks out between the Rhodians and

and plunder fcveral towns and villages, 
and returning with j»rcat booty, were 
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overtaken by a violent ftorm, and loft 1 60 
galleys and a great number of tranf ports ; 
upon which the fen ate en aft, that no 
more than 50 veflbls fhould be equipped 
ac a time for the future 

Antiochus, king of Syria and Macedon, makes 
peace with Ptolemy Philadelphia king of 
EgJP** an <* contracts to put away his 
wife hoodie e y and marry Berenice \ Ptole- 
my'% daughter, and fettle the crown upon 
her children 

The Romans take Himera in Sicily* and 
afterwards Li para, by ftorm, and put 
mo t of the inhabitants to the fword 

Tib. Coruncanius was this year made Pontifgx 
Alaximus, though a plebeian, who con- 
curred with the confuls and the cenfors 

to punifh the profans, irreligious, and 

difobedient ; 13 fenators were ignomi- 
nioufly ftruckoff the lift, and 400 knights 
degraded. By the cenfus 297,797 men fit 
to bear arms were found in Rome 

The Roman conful Metellm artfully draws 
Afdruhal the Carthaginian general "into a 
difadvantageous piece of ground, near 
Panormus in Sicily, then lets upon him, 
kills 2000 upon the fpot, and many ele- 
phants, and takes feveral. which made 
his triumph at Rsme very remarkably mag- 
nificent ; but Afdruhal upon his return to 
Carthage is crucified for his misfortunes 

Ptolcmv Eucgetes (or the Beneficent) fucceeds 
his father Ptolemy Philadelphus in the king- 
dom of Egypt, who is fuppofed to have 
died of grief at the death of hit beloved 

wife Arjinoe 
Ptolemy Euergetes king of Egypt takes Si- 
leucia, a famous city 15 miles from In 
tioch, from the Syrians near the mouth of 
the O rentes, and puts a ftrong Egyptian 
garifon into it 

Conon the mathematician, to appeafe Ptole- 
my" s wrath againft the priefts of the Ze- 
phyr ian Venus, for lofing the hair his queen 
Ben/iire cut off from her own head as a 
token of joy for his Syrian viftory, points 
out to him (even liars, near the tail of the 
lion, declaring them cobe Berenice's hair, 
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and which dill remain a conftellation un- 
der that name 
Antiochus Tbeos, as foon as he heard Ptolemy 
Philadelphia was dead, removed his daugh 
ter Berenice from his bed, and recalled 
Laodice and her children, Seleucus Callini- 
cus and Antiochus Hierax. Laodice firft 
poifons her hufband, and then gets her 
ton Seleucus Callini cus proclaimed king of 
Syria ; (he then endeavoured to murder 
Berenice and her fbn, who fled to Antiocb, 
where (he was befieged, taken, and mur- 
d ered, with ail the Egyptians that attended 
her, before her brother could come with 
his army to her relief : But the AJians 
joining the Egyptians, feverely revenge 
the murder, by conquering moft of the 
provinces, and carrying away 40,000 ta- 
lents of filver, a prodigious quantity of 
gold and filver veffels, and 2500 fta- 
tues, CSV 

Demetrius, the fon of /ntigonus Gonatus fuc- 
ceeds his father in the kingdom of Mace- 
don, which he enjoyed 10 years, full of 
much trouble and many wars, &c . 
The Carthaginians fend rhe conful Regulus 
(their prifoner, having fworn him to re- 
turn) to Rome, with other ambaffadors, 
to treat of a peace; Regulus perfuades 
the Romans to continue the war, for 
which the Carthaginians put him to death 
with extreme torments, and the Romans 
feverely revenge his death upon the Car- 
thaginian prifoners

oufly perfuading the reft to conclude a

Hippacra join the rebels, and r?ut the 
Carthaginian garifon to death, confiding 
of 500 men, and then the rebels went 
to Carthage, and befieged it : The Car- 
th agin tans recal Hanno, and fend Hanni-

The cenfors finding the 
number of Rome y s inhabitants detreafe, 
obliged all the citizens to fwear they 
would marry only with a view of getting 
children. This occafioned Cbrvi/ius Ruga, 
a man of diftinclion to divorce his wife, 
whom he pafllonately loved, upon account 
of her being barren, and marry another 
This is the firft in (lance of a divorce ft no 
the foundation of Rome ; which intro 
duced marriage contracts, to fccure the 
womens portions in cafe of a divorce, &c. 
This year the poet Narwus introduced the 
firft regular comedy after the Greek man- 
ner on the Latin ftage 

Hamilcar the Carthaginian general goes with 
an army into Spain, and fixes his head 
quarters ziGades, (now Cadiz) where he 
continued nine years, and gained great 
advantages, and took abundance of (poi!, 
which he divided among his troops and 
the great men at Carthage ; but at laft 
was flain in battle, with abundance of 
his men ; upon which JJdruhai his fon- 
in-law is c ho fen general in his it cad 
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Seleucus Callinicus fits up a mighty fleet, and 
goes to recover what Ptolemy had taken 
from him in Syria : but a violent Horm 
deftroys almoft all of it, himfelf and few 
more efcaping with great difficulty ; how- 
ever, the Syrians pitying him, many of 
them voluntarily fubmic : He raifes a 
great army, and engages Ptolemy, but is 
intirely defeated, and flies to Antiocb, 
where promiiing his brother Antiochus the 
Leffer Afia, he prepares an army to affift 
hira, upon which Ptolemy makes a truce 
for ten years 

The conful fabius drove the revolted Ligu- 
rians out of the plain country, and forced 
them to (belter themfelves among the 
Alps ; and Pompom us the other conful 
gaining confiderable advantages over the 
Sardinians, was honoured with a triumph 

A new tribunal of juftice eftablifhed among 
the Romans* called the Centum V^iri, though 
their true number was 105, who were 
divided into four courts or chambers, un- 
der whofe cognizance came profcriptions , 
guardianfhips, Uft wills, inheritances, &e. 
In future times thefe courts confided of 
180 perfons, but ml! bore the name of 

Centum Viri 
Seleucus king of Syria, having been prifoner 
in Part hi a four years, dies by a fall from 
his horfe, as he was riding to take the

Seleucus ( fur named Cer annus, 
derer) fucceeds his father 
dom of Syria, who after a difagrceable 
reign of three years, was poifoned 

The confuls M Pomponius Mat bo and C Pa- 
pirius Mafo finiftied the conquelt of Sar- 
dinia and Corjica, and reduced them to 
a Roman province. Papyrius being re- 
fufed a triumph, marched at the head of 
his victorious army, crowned with myrtle 
in (lead of laurel, to the temple of Jupiter

This year the art of furgerv wms introduced in- 
to Rome by one Archagatbus a Pclo^uiujhm 
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The fecond panic or Cartbagini an war breaks 
out. The Roman and Syracufan fleet en- 
gage the Crtbaginian fleer, and defeat 
them ; take feven fhips, kill abundance 
of men, and take 1 700 prifoners, with a 
very fmall lofs 

Hannibal, marching from Spain to Italy, went 
about 1000 EngHjh miles in five months 
and a half, and iolt by ficknefs, defertion, 
fatigue, and various engagements 30,000 
foot, and 3000 horfe, having upon a re- 
view in the fruitful plains of Infubria. no 
more than 26,000 effective men.

Hannibal cakes Mttapontum, and the inhabi- 
tants put all the Romans to the (Word ; 
Heraclta did the fame, and fubmitted to 
the Carthaginians ; and Thssrium treachc- 
roufly (hut the gates, and denied the Ro- 
mans entrance at their retreat from a fally, 
whereby they were all cut to pieces by 
Hanno y except Jttinus the commandant, 
and a few with him 
The Romans , now at war with the Carthagi 
nians, fend ambaffadors to Egypt to de- 
fire a renewal of their old alliance of 
friendship, with great prefents 
As the Romans were irregularly draggling 
about Capua, and ravaging the country. 
A/ago overtakes them, and kills 1 500 of 
them, and recovers all the booty, takes 
many prifoners, and cjifperfes the reft. 
Soon after Hannibal meets with M. Cen 
tenius Penula with 16,000 men, and cuts 
off Centenius and 15,000 of his men : 
Quickly after Hannibal engages Cm. Fu/vi- 
us the prsetor with 18,000 men, cuts off 
16,000, fo that only the praetor and 2000 
efcaped 

The Romans and JEtolians join, and lay 
wafte the fertile country between S icy on 
and Corinth ; but upon Philip king of 
Macedvns coining againit them, they retire 
with great precipitation 
Hannibal attempts the relief of Capua, and 

the gatifon falliet out at the fame time; 
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but both are defeated, Hannibal having 
8000 men killed, and the Capuans 3000 
15 colours taken from the firft, and 18 
from the lad 

2oS\Hannihal marches up to the gates of Rome 

but durft not attempt to dorm it, or run 
the hazard of a battle, but fuddenly 
marches back to Capua, and fell upon Ap 
ptus's camp, and kills a great man/ of his 
men, and then marches oft : Soon after 

Capua fubmicted, the Carthaginian gari- 

fon were made prifoners of war, but the 
fenators were cried by the proconfuls, out 
of whom 25 were fent to Calo, and 28 to 
Teanum, to be confined til! their fate ihould 
be determined ; but Fulvius went and 
put them all to death. Rome kept the 
fruitful plains as its own property, and 
tranfplanted freed men thither to manure 
the lan J, and annually fent a praefeft for

blood and treafure 
Upon Scipio** return to Rome, he brought 
into the public treafury 120,000 pounds

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Rome ; the fenate offered him the perpe-

mol ifhed, their mercenaries difbanded, C5V. 
Three embaffkdors come to Rome from An- 
tiochus king of Syria 9 to propofe an alliance , 
but the fenate requiring his renunciation 

to Thrace, jEolis, and Ionia, they return 
diflati6fied 

P. Cornelius Scipio (furnamed Nafica) gained 
a confiderable victory over the Lufitani- 
ans, (now called Portugal ) and Fulvius 
defeated the united forces of the Vacc*i, 
Ve&oneSy and Celtiberians, (in Further 
Spain) and took Hilermus 9 one of their 
kings, prifoner. In Hither Spain Flami 
nius took lllucia, a ftrong town, and clear- 
ed the country of banditti. Tn Cifalpine 
Gaul the conful Merula defeated the Boii 
near Mutina, killed 14,000 upon the fpot, 
took 2000 prifoners, three generals, 2 1 2 
colours, and 36 Gallic carts loaded with 
baggage 

The Ligurians are engaged by the proconfu! 
Thermui, and defeated with the lofs of 
9000 men, and their camp taken and 
plundered 

Ptolemy king of Egypt prefents the Aclneam 
with 6000 (hields and 200 talents, and 
renews an alliance with them. Eumenn 
king of Pergamut offers 1 20 talents to 
them for an alliance, but they refufed him \ 
and Seieutus king of Syria offers them 10 
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(hips of war completely equipped, 
they accept 

Antiocbus king of Syria goes into Cr«^ with 
10,000 foot, 500 horfe, and fix elephants, 
having rtrft facrificed to Minerva at Ilium, 
takes Cbalcis and winters there, whre he 
married the daughter of Cleoptolemus, a 
beautiful woman about twenty years old, 
in whofe. houi'e he lodged 

The Romans coming into Greece, engage 
Antiocbm at Thermopylae , and en tire" y de-

The Syrian and Roman fleets engage near 
Cyjfus, where the Romans are conquerors, 
finking ten and taking thirty of Antia

Scipio No/tea having reduced the Bo it abfo- 
lutely, thdr lands were divided among 
the Roman colonies fent thither, and he 
honoured with a triumph, adorned with 
all forts of fpoils, chariots made after the 
Gallic fafhion, ftandards, vales of brafs, 
1470 collars of gold, 1220 horfes, 2340 
pounds weight of gold, aud many cap- 
tives. At the fame time Fulvius had an 
ovation for h« victory in Spain, adorned 
with fpoils of great value, i 30,000 pieces 
of filver money, 1000 pounds of filver in 
bars,and 1 25 pounds of gold in iiigots,Wr. 

Polyxenidas, admiral of the Syrian fleet, de 
ceives Paujiftratu$ admiral of the Rhodian 
fl^et, kills him, and takes and deltroys 
hia flv.ee. Antiuchus and his (on SeUucus in 
vade the kingdom of Ptrgamus, but are 
drove out again 

Scipio the Roman con fa 1 engages Antiocbus 
king of Syria at Magtufia, totally over- 
throws hint, kills 50,000 foot 4000 horfe, 
and takes 1^00 prifoners, and \ 5 ele- 
phants ; the fpoil of the camp was inex- 
preflible ; the Roman t loll but 300 foot 
and 25 horfe : All the neighbouring 
country lubmitted, and the conful was fur 
named Afiaticus, Antiocbus Cues for paace, 
whicii is granted upon the following con- 
ditions ; 1.

The confu! Cn. Manlius Vulfo goes IntoAfia, 
and attacks the Gallo Grecians , or Galati- 
ens, for their pall Cervices to ,'ntiochus : He 
nrtl goes again il the Toliftobii, who had 
polled themfeives upon mount Olympus, 
forced their intrenchments, killed great 
numbers, and took 40,000 prifoners ; 
then went again ft the Teelofagi and Tro

The Meffemans having revo'red from the 
Acbseam by the iniligation of one Pino 
crates, Pbiloparmen marches againfl them, 
but is defeated, taken prifoner, and poi- 
foned. The Ach tans to revenge his death 
fend Lycsrtas, their moll ab e genera!, a- 
gainll ihem ; the people frighted, imme 
diately fubmit, and furrender up the ring- 
leaders of the rebellion, and thofe concern- 
ed in Philoparmsns dea:h, bound in chains, 

who were afterwards carried to Megalo- 
polls to be facrificedon thedeceafed hero's 
tomb ; but Dinocrates became his own 
executioner.

4i26|28i9| i8o| Three commiflioners are Cent into Greece* to 

terminate the difpute of Greece and Philip 
king of Macedon ; they appoint the vale of 
Tempt and Cite, cite the contending parties 
to appear there before them ; the feats 
were fodifpofed that the judges fat upper- 
mod, the accufers next, and the king low- 
ed, as a criminal. After the pleadings of 
both fides were heard, the commiflioners 
declared. Our Will and Plea/ure is, That 
the Macedonian Garifons immediately eva- 
cuate all the places in difpute, and that the 
kingdom 0/*Macedon be reduced to its ant tent 
Limits. Thus Rome began to determine 
the fate of monarchs, and treat them as 
vaflals to their commonwealth 
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The Roman praetors in Spain, £>uinclius and 
Calpurnius, engage the Lujitauians, and 
are defeated with the lofs of 5000 men ; 
but foon after engaging again, they ob- 
tained a complete victory, killing and 
taking 30,000 of the enemy, which qui- 
eted the country for fome time 

The two confuls going againit the revolted 
Ligurians, Semproniui attacks the Apuans 
in the eaft ol Liguria, ravaging the fields, 
pillaging the villages, and burning the 
woods, and thereby opens a way into the 
heart of the country, while Calpurnius 
fights fevcral fuccefsful battles with the 
Ingauni, takes fix of their cities, makes 
many prifoncrs, and puts 43 of the prin- 
cipal ringleader! to death 
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The Raman cenfors, Cato and Valerius Flac- 
cus, degrade feveti ienators ; £>uiti3ius, 
for killing with his own hands a Boian 
nobleman ; Manlius, or Manilius for hav 
ingfaluted his wife. in the prcfence of his 
daughters ; and five others. Then fine 
moveables, jewels, &c. were greatly taxed 
Cat Iterates, Lyfiadus, and Aratus, being fenc 
amhatfadors from the sic ha an* to Rome, 
Ca! Iterates having betrayed his country by 
fubtle fpeech.es, brought back an anfwer, 
that the Acb tans mould re do re the Lace- 
d tmonian exiles, and fubmit abfolucely to 
the fenate's orders, tfe. 

Heliodorus is fent by Seieucus king of Syria to 
fetch away all the Creafure that was in the 
temple at Jerufalem ; the high-prieit and 
people oppofe his entry, upon which the 
gates were ordered to be thrown down, 

Philip king of Mace Jon dies with grief, for 
having creduloufly contented to put his 
fon Demetrius to death, and by other great 
misfortunes fubjecling himfelf to the Ro- 
mans, and is fucceeded by his natural fon 
Perfes, notwithstanding he had recom 
mended his coufin Aniigonus to the Mace 
donians, who fent an embaffy to Rome, to 
defire their acknowledgement of his title, 
and to renew the alliance they had made 
with his father, for which he promifed to 
be their faithful ally, to let his neighbours 
live in peace, and to make no war without 
their permiflion ; and at home drove to 
ingratiate himfelf by all manner of popu- 
lar artifices, by which means Antigonus 
was rejected, and Perfes ertabliftied 
2820I iyg\Orcius, a tribune of the people, got the 

Roman fenate to make a law, that no 
man fhould fpend more than 100 afles of 

brafs, or 6s. 50*, at one feaft 
2820I 176] Seieucus ia poifoned by Heliodorus, his trea- 

furer, who places the crown upon his own 
head, but is engaged by Antioebus Epipba- 
nes, brother to the deceafed Seieucus, 
overthrown and drove out of the king- 
dom, and Antioebus crowned in his ftead, 
who conquered Egypt, and twice ravaged 
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Jerufaiem, murdering the people by 
thoufands, and felling as many for (laves, 
profaned the temple, &c. 
Jafon the brother of Onias the high-prieftof 
the Jews j taking advantage of king Anti- 
ocbus*s neceffity, goes to Antioch, and buys 
the high-priefthood of him for 3 50 ta- 
lents, with an order that Onias mould be 
fent to and confined in Antioch ; he like 
wife purchafes, for 1 50 talents more, liber- 
ty to build at Jerufalem a Gymnafium, to 

train and exercife the Jewijh youth in the 
Grecian manner, and to make them free 
of Antioch i which doing, the Je-wijh 
religion and cuftoms were fet afide by 
thefe heathenifli practices 
Theproconful Pauius AZmilius defeats the 
revolted Ligurians, and reduces the whole 
! country to obedience : And ^ Fulvius 
Flaccus, praetor of Hither Spain, engages 
the Celtiberians, and kills 25,000, makes 
4800 pri Toners, and takes alfo 500 horfes 
and 98 ftandards : Gentius, one of the Illy- 
rian kings, having committed piracies in 
the Adriatick % fubmits and is pardoned 
Jafon the apoftate Jewijh high- pried fends 
a great number of his partisans to Antioch, 
whom he had made free to aflift at the 
Olympic games, with a great furn of mo 
ney to be fpent in facrifices to the Tyrian 
Hercules, r.ntigonus going againft Ptolemy 
king of Egypt, calls at Jerufalem in his 
way, and is magnificently treated by Jafon 
Villus Tappulut got the famous plebifcitum 
pa fled, whereby it was enadted, that no 
man mould be qua; ft or, before he was 3 1 
years of age, curule edile under 37, pra> 
tor under 40, conful under 43 ; which 
law continued in force till the fall of the 
republic 

Jajon the Jevuijb h : jh prieft fending hi 
brother Menelaut to Antioch, to negotiate 
fomething with king hit to thus, he, in- 
(lead of doing his brother's buftnefs, offers 
the king 300 talents more, and was by 
him granted the highprielthood ; upon 
which each fide ftruggle with their 
friends to keep the port ; but Menelaus 
having promifed to renounce Judaifm, 
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is afliilcd by Anthchus, and drives J a fan 
away 

Menclaus, high- pried of the Jenus, being 
fen t for to Antiocb upon account of not 
paying the money he had promifed the 
king, orders his brother Lyjimacbus to itrip 
the temple of Jerufalem of its golden 
veflels, &c. with which he raifes money, 
both to pay his arrears and to bribe the 
courtiers into his favour : but Onias mak 
ing a great outcry again ft him, flies to 
Daphne, an afylum near Artthcb ; Mene- 
laus having bribed Andronicus the king's 
lieutenant, he went and murdered Onias, 

notwithstanding he folemnly fwore the 
contrary 

The Egyptians demand Ccele-Syria and Pa* 
Ujlinc of Antiocbus king of Syria* upon 
which, the requeit not being comply'd 
with, war was proclaimed between the two 
nations, and carried on very vigoroufly 

ClauMut the conful, by taking Neffatium, 
Muti /a, and Faveria, and the lofles chey 
had met with in the preceding years, 
brought all the ] (Irian nation under the 
Roman fubjection : Sempronius took and 
killed 20,000 of the Corfican and Sardi- 
nian rebels, for which at his return to 
Rome he was honoured with a triumph. 
The conful Claudius going againft the 
Ligurians, kills and takes 15,000 of them 

Antiocbus being returned from the reduction 
of Cilicia to Antiocb, great complaints 
were exhibited againft Andronicus the go 
vernor, upon hearing whereof the king 
ordered him to be carried to the place 
where he had murdered Onias, and to be 
put to death for fo flagrant a villainy 

The Jenvs, enraged at the grent oppreflion 
and wicked apoitacy of M en el ait s and his 
brother Lyftmacbus, mutiny and kill Lyfi* 
macbut, and great part of the 3000 men 
he had for his guard* Menelaus corrupts 
Antiocbus* $ courtiers with fuch large 
bribes, that the three Jewijh deputies are 
condemned and executed 

The conful Petilius, attempting to force the 
Liguri % tn camp, was killed by a javelin's 

being run chrougn him, notwithstanding 
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which the Romans gained a confide rah' e 
victory, and killed above 500a of the 
enemy 

Antiocbus enraged again ft the Jg*vt 9 takes 
JerufaUm after a ftoac defence, kills 
40,000 of them, and carries away as many 
of them prifoners. He dripped the temple 
of all its golden vefleJs, l&e* and 1800 
talents of gold and filver 
14137} 2830 j 169 The Acbrant declare war againft Perfes, in 

conjunction with the Romans , by the per- 
flation of Arc on their praetor 
168 Ant he bus king of Syria iflued out a decree, 

that all nations fubjedl to him mould for- 
fake their old religion and gods, and wor- 
Ihip the king?, under the levereft penal- 
ties : This was principally levelled againft 
the yews, now under a moil violent per- 
fection 

The ftreets of Rome are paved for the fir ft 
time, having not been fo yet fince the 
building the city 
M Popiliui L<tna\ the conful goes againft the 
Stelliates (a people in Liguria, bordering 
on the river Tenarus) kills 10,000, and 
takes 7000 prifoners, and 82 iiandards, 
With the lofs of 3000 Romans killed, and 
a vaft number wounded ; upon which the 
Stelliates Jur render at diicretion : Pjpili us 
takes away their arms, difmantles their 
cities, and fells the people for (laves ; but 
the fenace, thinking this procedure too Se- 
vere, decrees them to be redeemed, re- 
turns their efFcits, and allows them money 
10 purchafe new arms, doling their decree 

with faying. Victory is glorious nvben cou- 
fined to tbi fubduing an untr arable enemy, 
but /bameful uuben ufed to opprefs tbt un- 
fortunate 

The Samaritans difown all right to the 
Jewijb religion, and defire Antiocbus to 
let them dedicate their temple to Jupiter, 
which is granted them 
Atbeneas perfecutcs the Jews mod cruelly, 
all over Judea, and dedicates the temple 
at JerufaUm to Jupiter Olympitts, and fets 
up his ftatue upon the altar of burnt offer- 
I ings, all who were known anv way 
I to favour or praclife any of the Je*wijk 

rices, were crutlly tortured and put tof 
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death, unlets they immediately became 
heathens, and facrificed to their idols, C2fr 
Mat tat bias (an old Jevaijb prieft, father of 
the Maccabees} refolutely denies co obey 
the king's command by refufing to facri 
fice to idols, draws a large number to 
him, efpecially the feci called the AJfi 
deans , and retires into the delarts of Ju 
dea, where they come to a refoiaaon to 
ad offenfively or defenfi vely, as well on 
the Sabbath as any other day, having 
hereto fore fuffered themfelves co be killed 
on that day, &c. In thefe defarrs the 
people practifed the pure worfhip of God 
according to the law of Mofes. Bur foon 
becoming very numerous, he marched out 
from city tocity, overurned the idolatrous 
alcars, opened theyewi/b fynagogues, col- 
lected the facred books, CSV. all which he 
effected in one year's time, and then died 

Perfes engages Paulus jEmilius the Roman 
genera), is fo totally overthrown that al 

Macedonia fubmits to Rome, upon which 
jEmilius turns the kingdom into a com- 
monwealth, &e. 

The Romans having defeated Perfes, they 
appoint acommiffijn, and order the chiefs 
of all the Greek cities to appear, and con- 
demn to death and conhT ation all thole 
who had in any capacity whatever afiifted 
Perfes ; in confequence whereof a thou 
fand Acbarans were imprifoned,£sV. 

Antiocbus king of Syria goes into Egypt with 
his army, and engages P/ofem. y % troops 
between mount Cafius and Pelufium* on 
the frontiers of Egypt, and routs them at 
the firft onfet 

Judas Maccabeus fucceeded his father Mat' 
tat bias in the command of the Jews, 
and with an army of but 6000 drove 
their enemies out of their cities, towns, 
villages, &c. Apollonius, governor of 
Jerufalem for Antiocbus, raifes a great 
army, and goes againft Judas, who en- 
creafed daily ; they engage, Apotlonius 
is ki-led, and abundance of his men, and 
Judas takes a rich Ipoil, after having 
routed the whole army. Antiocbus 
fwore the intire deduction of all the 
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Jews, and Simon (deputy governor of 
Carle-Syria) inarches again!! them, is kil- 
led, witK 800 of his men, &c. Lyjtas fends 
40,000 men to the governor to fee the 
king's commands fulfilled ; and to raife 
money he publifhes that he would fell 90 
Jeivi/h captives for a talent. Gorgias com- 
ing with a detachment of 5000 men to 
fur prize Judas'* camp, Judas falls on 
him, kills 3000, and difperfes the reft, 
then burns Gorgias 1 * camp, takes his bag- 
gage, &c. which fo difpirited his men, 
that they fled, and Judas in the purfuit 
killed 6000 more of them. Soon after 
Timotbeus, governor beyond Jordan, and 
Baccbides come againit Judas, who by this 
time was grown numerous ; they engage, 
Judas entirely overthrows them, and kills 
30,000, gets much fpoil, takes feveral 
ftrong fortrefTes, which he manned and 
armed, &e. 

Two plebeians, for the firfl time, are advanc- 
ed to the confulate, viz P. Jcilinus Li* 
gus and C. Popilius L.nas, though after- 
wards it was common 

Perfes king of Macedon hires ruffians to 
murder Eumenes king of Pergamus, (for 
being in alliance with Rome) as he was 
going to Delpbos 

The commiflioners fent from the Roman fe- 
nate into Aebaia, to enquire who had 
favoured Perfes king of Macedon, cite 
more than a 1 000 great men to Rome to 
anfwer the information given againit them 
by Callicrates : Upon their arrival at 
Rome, they were all baniflied into differ- 
ent cities of Italy, and there kept clofe 
pri Toners 

Airiscbus goes again into Egypt, engages and 
rout* the Egyptians with great (laughter : 
to prevent an urter extirpation he rode 
about from place to place to forbid the 
(laughter, and fo gained the love of the 
Egyptians ; and takes Pelufinm, and leads 
hi» army into the very heart of the king- 
dom, when ail fubmitted to him ; fo 
that he was matter of Memphis and all 
Egypt, except Alexandria : He got Pto- 
lemy Pbilopator into his hands, and pre- 
tended to a^l as his friend and guardian ; 
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but Antiochus feized all that was valuable 
for himfelf, pillaging the cities, and 
caufing unheard-of defolations and cruel- 
ties to be committed, inrich ng himfelf 
and foldiers with the fpoil 
The Alexandrians proclaim the brother*© f 

Ptolemy Phi lame tor king of Egypt, who 
took the name of Ptolemy Euergetes the 
Second \ which was afterwards changed 
into P by/con (or the great bellied but 
Antiochus a while after fets up Ptolemy 
Pbilometor againft him, but by the media- 
tion of Cleopatra their filter, and the Ro- 
man deputies, 'twas agreed they fhould 
reign jointly 

Pbyfcon having drove his brother Pbilometor 
out of Egypt 9 Pbilometor goes on foot to 
Rome, in a very mean garb and final 1 at- 
tendance ; but the fenate ordered him 
lodgings, &c fuitable to his condition, 
and thequaiftor to allow him every thing 
he wanted at the public expence : Ap 
pearing before the fenate, he made his 
ill ufage appear in fuch a light to them, 
that they decreed him his crown, and 
tent £>uin£liut and Canuleius, two of their 
own members , to attend him to Alexan 
dria f to fee their decree put in execution, 
fo great was the power of Rome now be 
come According y, upon their arrival an 
accommodation was brought about, and 
Pbyfcon was put in pofleflion of Lybia and 
Cyreae, and Pbilometor of all Egypt and 
the ifland of Cyprus, and each prince was 
declared independent of the other 

Lyjias came from Antiocb into Judea, with 
an army of 60,000 foot and 500 horfe, 
Judat meets and engages him at Betbzu 
ra.with only 10,000 men, defeats him, 
and kills 5000. Lyfias returns home, and 
Judat goes to Jerufafem, cleanfes and 
purifies the temple and city, and having 
made new altars, veflels, and veilments, 
out of the fpoils taken from the Syriani, 
he began the divine worihip with the de- 
dication of the new altar, utenfils, &c. on 
the 25th of Cijleu, having lain three years 
polluted and clemolidied, CsV. This feall 
lallcd eight days with great joy and dc- 
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votion, and was annually obferved by the 
name of the feaft of dedication by the 
whole nation, till the deitru&iou of the 
temple by the Romans 
165! Antiochus Epipbmnes, being greatly bruifed by 

a fali from his chariot as it was driving 
furioufly along, mortified and bred fuch a 
large number of worms that made the 
flench intolerable, the pain whereof threw 
him into a frenzy, in which condition he 
died, but before his departure fends for 
Philip, his chief favourite, and appoints 
him guardian of his ion, regent of the 
Syrian empire, during hi* ion ^'ntiochus % s 
minor i .y, and Jelivers him the feal of 
the empire, and the other enfigns oi 
royalty ; but this office was feized upon 
and ufurped by Lyjsas, who had proclaim- 
ed the young Antiochus Eupator ; the fe- 

nate of Rome, thought fit to fend three 
per fons into Syria to perform that office, 
with the cruel inftru&ions, that as foon as 
Chey mould be in poiTeffion of the guardi 
anfhip, to burn all the (hips with decks, 
that the king of Syria had, to hamftring 
all his elephants, and to weaken by all 
means poffible the ftrength of that power 
fui kingdom

the fenate to add Cyprus to his part, 
which they do, but Pbilometor refufes 
to comply. The Cyrenians % difliking 
Phyfcon 1 ' t government, revolt; he goes 
againft them and is defeated. Phyfcon 
fends ambaftidors to Rome ; the fenate 
confirms their former decree, order* Phi- 
lometor* ambaffadors to be gone in five 
days, and renounces ail friend (hip and 
alliance with him : Phyfcon receiving this 
news, and having quel.ed the rebellion, 
behaved fo difagreeably to the Cyrenians, 
that they fet upon and wounded him in 
fcveral places, leaving him for dead ; but 
recovering, he goes to Rome, fhews his 
tears, and charges his brother with the af

flain, and Macedonia made a Roman pro 
vt nee, which D % Junius Sy I I anus govern- 
ing with great feverity and injult:ce, the 
Macedonians accufe him to the fenate, 
who cite him to appear ; but Titus Man- 
lius Torquatus his father got the matter to 
be referred to him, and to be heard at his 
own houie ; the deputies appear, and 
the father condemns the fon, who foon 
after handed himfclf 
Ptolemy Phi lometor gives his daughter Cleo 
pair a to wife to Demetrius, the fon of 
Demetrius Safer, and goes agai.ift Qa/as 
near Antioch ; they engage, where Balas 
is intirely overthrown, and efcaping with 
only 500 horfe, goes into Arabia, where 
he is murdered by Xabdiel. Ptolemy died 
of his wounds, and Demetrius afcended the 
throne of Syria, and called himfelf Nica- 
nor, or the conqueror. Jonathan the 
Jrzv/Jh chief, being cited by Demetrius to 
Ptolemais, went, and there fo anfvvered 
the complaints exhibited againll him, 
tint the king annexed to Judea the three 
governments of Apherama, Lydda, and 
Ramatha, and freed the country from alt

with a Roman army, confiding of 23,000 
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foot and 3500 horfe, befides a large 
number of Greta marchers. Diecus comes 
out, is coaxed into a (hare, and is entirely 
defeated ; upon which he runs full fpeed 
to his houfe in Megalopolis , fets it on lire, 
throws his wife and children into the 
flames, and poifons himfeif ; the inhabi- 
tants fly out of the city, the Romans enter 
it, puc what men they find in ic to the 
fword, and fell the women and children 
for (laves ; then the city was ranfacked 
by thefoldiers, and fire being put to all 
the corners of the city at the fame time, 
reduced it all to afhe% and afterwards the 
walls were demolished.

Phyfcon was performing certain religious 
Egyptian rites at Memphis, and he called 
his name Mempbitis At his return to 
Alexandria, he gave his guards ^confift- 
ing of Greek and Afiatic mercenaries 
leave to plunder and murder the inhabi- 
tants of that city at their plealure, who 
accordingly ufed them with i nexp re (fi- 
ble cruelties ; thofe who efcaped death

The inhabitants 
run to the palace, fet it on fire, and re 
duced it to allies ; but Phyfcan, his young 
wife, and Memphitis his fon, efcaped to 
the ifland of Cyprus ; and the Alexandri- 
ans fet his divorced wife Cleopatra upon 
the throne. He fends for his fon, who 
was governor of Cyrene 9 and when he 
came to Cyprus to htm, he caufed him to 
be affaflinated ; upon which the people 
pull down and dafti to pieces all the fta- 
tues that had been erected to him, and 
he in requital caufed his young fon to be 
killed, cut to pieces and put in a box, 
and fo fent to Alexandria to his mother 
for a prefent on her birthday, which 
ftill greatly heightened the refcntment of

Serapion, the conful ordered the gover- 
nor and all his garifon to be thrown 
headlong from the top of the rock.

Upon the deatli of Attalus Ph'tlometor, AriJ- 
tonicus the fon of Eumenes, brother to the 
deceafed king by an Epbrfian courtezan) 
claims the crown of Pergamus, and with a

Rupilius continuing in Sicilf in the quality 
ofproconful, retook all the cities from 
the rebels, delivered up the flaves to their 
matters, and drew up a new code of laws 
for the Sicilians, that were ever after ob 
ferved.

P. Licinius Craffus, who was Pontifex Maxi-

called Grypus, who was gone thither for 
education, and proclaims him king, re* 
ferving the power in her own hands ; he, 
being under twenty years of age, fubmit- 
ted to wear only the title for fame time 
A civil war breaks out at Rome between the 
plebeians and patricians, the firft headed 
by Gracchus and Fulvius^ and the I aft by 
the c6nful Opimius : A fkirmirti happens 
in Rome, wherein many are killed ; upon 
which the conful proclaims" an' amnefty 
for all, except Gracchus and Fufvsus, for 
whom he offers cheir weight in gold ; the 
mob di'fperfe, Fulvtus and his Ton are kit 
led, and 3000 of hit party ; but Grac- 
chus is faid to retire to a facred wood de- 
dicated to the furies, and there orders his 
flave to kill him, who as foon as he had 
difpatched his mailer killed himfelf. The 
head of Gracchus was carried to the con- 
fui, who gave 17 pounds and a half of 
gold for ic. The con ful pun idled all 
concerned in the riot with great fever ity ; 
and to the patricians got again the fupe- 
riority they had before loft 

Domitius, the Roman proconful in Spain, o- 
verthrows the Allohroges at Vindatia upon 
the Rhone* and kills 20,000 Gauls, and 

takes 3000 prifoners 

C. Gracchus* tribune of the Roman people, 
conducts a colony of 6000 Roman citizens 
into Africa (being the firft colony that 
was ever fent out of Italy) and a large 
number of Workmen, and begins to re- 
build Carthage in Africa, calling it Junonia 1 XVII 

The Amjtmi, under their king Bitultick, 
with 2oa,beo men come againft the Ro 
man proconful ^ Fahius Maximus, who 
was encamped in the plains of Cavari : 
The Gauh are routed with the (laughter of 
1 20,000 men, and their king taken prilb 
ner by ltratagem, and fent to Rome \ upon 
which peace was fettled in the' eaftern 
part of Gats/. Bituhhk was made a public 
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{hew at the confers triumph, and kept a 
prifoner all his life at Alba 
Thy/con, king of Egypt, gives his daughter 

Trypbama to Grypus king of Syria to wife, 

and demands of Zebina (whom he had 
made king of great part of Syria) homage, 
and an annual tribute for his dominions ; 
which Zebina refuting, he fends a great 
army under Grypus a gain ft him; they en- 
gage, Zebina is routed, and flies to An- 
ttocb, where robbing the temples to pay 
his men, the inhabitants drive him out 
with great (laughter ; and Pbyfcons army 
coming againft him, he flies into a (hip, 
with intent to go to Greece 9 but is taken 
by a pirate, who delivers htm up co 
Grypus, who puts him to death, and fo 
fettles himfelf upon the throne of Syria 
418712880^ \ \q\Grypus now acting as king, as well as bear- 

1 ing the name, his ambitious mother took 

it into her head to poifon him i but he 
being advertifed of her treachery, when 
(he offered him the cup he defired 
her to drink firft, which me refuting, he 
called in fonae lords of the court and 
charged her with it ; they inflft upon her 
drinking the preparation, which ihe doing 
dies in a few minutes. She had been the 
wife of 3 kings of Syria, and mother of 
four 
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2880] 1 1 9 1 Antiocbus Cyzicenus, half brother to Antiocbus 

Grypus, fets up for the throne of Syria, by 
the afliftance of his wife Cleopatra ;daugh 
ter of Pbyfcon late king of Egypt) who had 
been divorced from her brother Latbyrus, 
the prefent king of Egypt : They engage, 
Cyzicenus is defeated, and flies to Antiocb 
that had declared for him ; Grypus takes 
Antiocb. and in it Cleopatra, who, though 
own tiller to his wife Trypbarna, fhe caufed 
to be murdered in a temple where (he 
flew for Cancluary. Soon after Cyzicenus 
engaged and overthrew Grypus, andt 00 
and facrificed Trypb ma, and drove Gry- 
pus out of the kingdom 
The conful L. Cralim Metellus wis fent 
into llhricum to reduce the y>»vefla>si, 
who had fhaken <\ff the Roman yoke 
He defeated them in the lii'd, and nude 
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himfelf matter of their city and territory : 
and then he unjuftly made war upon the 
Dalmatians, who were forced to fubmit 
to his fuperior ftrength. At his return 
to Rome he took the furname of Dal ma 
ticus, and was honoured with a triumph 
L. Licinius Craffus, a young orator of twenty 
years of age, accufed Papirius Carbo at the 
tribunal of the praetor Fab i us E bur nus , 
and pleaded fo ftrongly againft him, that 
to avoid punifhment he poi Toned himfelf. 
This oration was fo highly valued, 
that it was put into the hands of all 
learners of oratory, as a copy for them to 
imitate ; and Cicero called it the inimi- 
table 

Meirius, though of obfcure birth among the 
Volfci % began now to appear as a public 
perfon, ( a man of extraordinary fize, 
great ftrength, uncommon underftanding, 
courageous and enterpriztng, and of a fine 
afpeft and lavage manners) being tribune 
of the people, threatens the conful L. 
Jurelius Cotta to fend him to prifon for 
oppofing a law he had propofed about 
collecting the fuflfrages for curule magi 
ftrates, and fo becomes the idol of the 
people 

The Roman conful Marcius, furnamed Rex, 
opens a way from the Alps to the Pyre- 
nees for the Roman army? and founds a 
city called Narbo Marcius, fi nee Narbonne 
The people called the Stoeni, at the foot 
of the Maritime Alps, finding themfclves 
by this means fur rounded by the Roman 
troops, and that they could not efcape, 
fet fire to their houfes, killed their wives 
and children, and then threw themfelves 
into the flames. Marcius was honoured 
with a triumph at his return to Rome 

Grypus returns, and overcomes Cy^icettits, and 
then they agree to part the kingdom, 
and Cvzicenus reigned at Damafcus over 
Caele Syria and Pharnice ; and Grypus at 
Anlioch, over all the other provinces. 
Peace being now eftablifhed, both brothers 
give themfelves up to all manner of de- 
baucheries and luxurioufncfa, <Jc. they 
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like wife continually quarrel between 
themfelves about the extent of their do- 
minions, and neglecl the due adminiftra- 
tion of juftice, which gives opportunities 
to feveral cities revolt, and fet up (eignieu- 
ries in themfelves independent of the 
kingdom of Syria* vix. Tyre, Si don* Pto- 
lemait* Gaxa* and Ihtodorus caufed him- 
lelf to be called fovereign lord of G a Jar a 
and Amaibus

which he was tried, btat came off 
C. Marius is appointed governor of Further 
Spzin, where he behaved unblaineably, 
and cleared the country of the banditti, 
and cured the people of their old way of 
living by rapine 

JEmilius Scaurus and L. Ctrcilius Metellus 
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being corifuls, Scaurus reforms Rome by 
profcribing games of hazard, concerts of 
mufic, retraining luxury, &c. In his time 
a cenfus being made, 394,336 citizens 
were found able to bear arms in Rome. He 
fubdued the Gentifci and Cams* and made 

a fine road from Rome to the Alps* for 
which he is honoured with a triumph 
C. Porcius Cato* conful, going into Mace Jon 
a gain ft the Scordifci* a people of Thrace 
that had invaded that province, was by 
them drawn into narrow partes, &c. and 
all his an&y cue off to a man, Porcius fa v- 
ing himfelf alone by flight. Upon his 
return to Rome he was bammed to Tarra- 
con in Spain, where he fpent the remainder 
of his life 

Some veftal virgins are detedted with pollut- 
ing themfelves ; for which they are pu- 
nifhed by being buried alive, and their 
gallants are whipped to death 

The Cimbriy from the northern part of Ger- 
many near Jutland* attempt invading the 
Roman provinces, and defeat the conful 
Papirius's army ; then they invade the 
Heluetiiy and enter Tran/alpine Gaul* and 
commit great ravages 

Jugurtba, Hiempfal* and Adherbal* fucceed 
Micipja in the kingdom of Numidia : 
Jugurtba hires the chief officer of Hiemp- 
far* guards Co murder him, and gets the 
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kingdom divided between hirafelf and 

Adherbal 

4194)2887^ \**\Drufus the conful prevails with the Scordi/cs 

to quit the country they now pofleflcd, 
and repafs the Danube, which river ever 
after was a. barrier between them and the 
Roman provinces ; for which Drufus at 
his return CO Rome was honoured with a 
triumph 

yugurtha makes war upon Adherbal, over- 
comes and difperfes his army, and be- 
lieges him in Cirtha, his capital ; who 
appealing to Rome, they fend com mi Al- 
one rs, who return without doing any 
thing ; whereupon Adherbal capitulates, 
but as foon as yugurtha enters the city, 
he puts Adherbal to death with cruel 
torments, and kills the foldiers and inha- 
bitants, &c. 
Upon the death of Phy/con king of Egypt, he 
bequeathed the kingdom of Cyrene to his 
natural fon Apion, Egypt to his queen 
Cleopatra and one of her own fons ; ftie 
prefers Alexander the youngeft, but the 
people oblige her to take Lathyrus, the 
eideft, whom (he compels to divorce Lao- 
dice his eideft fitter, whom he had mar- 
ried, and to take Selene, his younger Af- 
ter ; and after the death of her daughter 
Cleopatra, (he gave Cyprus to her youngeft 
fon Alexander 
The fenate of Rome refolve to make war 
upon yugurtha, upon which yugurtha 
fends his fon to Rome to folicic for him, 
who is fent back without fuccefs 
Bejfia and Scaurus> the Roman generals , clap 
up a peace with yugurtha, upon very dif- 
honourable terms, for the fake of Jarge 
fums paid themfclves 
yugurtha, fummoned to appear at Rome, ap- 
pears, but through bribery elcapes, and 
gets Majfiv.i (the natural fon of Guluffa % 
brother to Micipfa) murdered, to prevent 
his getting the crown from him. The 
fen: 
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difannuls the peace, and fends the 
conful Albiftus againft yugurtha, who does 
nothing confiderabic, yugurtha de'aying 
the time by amufements 
Julut marche* into a defile, where yugurtha, 
ob'iges him and the whole Roman army I 
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to pafs under the yoke, and to quit Nu 
midia in 10 days ; from whence he went 
into Africa Propria to winter 
Hynan, high-prieft of the Jews* beficges 
and takes Samaria', defeats Antiocbus, 
< who came with a great army to relieve 
it), and fo made himfelf mailer of all Pa- 
lejliue, and the provinces of Galilee and 

Samaria 

Scaur us at the head of the commiflion ap* 
pointed to examine into Jugurtbrfs af- 
fair, ended their enquiries, and banifhed 
feveral confular men and one pontifex,^*: 
2890I 109] The Cimbri and Teutons defeat and rout the 

Romans under the conful M. Junius Sile- 
nus, in Narbonne Gaul, at the firft onfet 
The conful Ctcitius Metellus reduces 
Vacca(z. large opulent city, and the great- 
ell mart in all Numidia \ and defeats Ju - 
gurtha% army in a pitch' d battle 
Jugurtha is again feveral times defeated by 
Marius, lieutenant-general of the Roman 
army under Metellus the general and 
proconful ; upon which Jugurtha (ends his 
fubmiffion to Metellus, who ordered him to 
fend the Romans 200,000 pounds weight 
of lilver, all his elephants, a number of 
horfes and arms, and deliver up all the de- 
ferters, & c. which he performing, was or- 
dered to go to Tifidium . Upon this he flies 
to arms again, and the Numidians maflacre 
the Romans in a city called Vacca, which 
Metellus revenges very amply 
Mar i us becomes an enemy to Metellus, and 
ufes all poflible means, both juil and unjuft, 
to undermine and defame him ; gets him- 
felf declared one of the confuls for this year, 
and is appointed general in Numidia inftead 
of Metellus by the people, and behaves moll 
audacioufly impudent to all the nobility, 
tsfc. L Cajflus Longlnus the other conful is 
defeated and killed, and the Roman army 
fiiamefully made to pafs under the yoke 
in Narbonne Gaul by the Tiguritti 
Jugurtha is defeated by Metellus before Ma- 
rl*?* arrival from Rome with his army, 
who alfo purfued Jugurtha, and beiicgcd 
him in the city Tbala, whither he had 
carried molt of his t real u re : He flies 
from thence, and when the garifon found 
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they mad be prifoners, they take all the 
valuable effects they can find and put them 
into the king's palace, and burn it, the 
treafure, and themfelves. Upon Metellus\ 
return to Rome he is honoured with a tri- 
umph, and the furname of Numidicus 

Mori us marches to Cap fa in the middle of the 
burning fands of Africa, takes it, levels 
it, puts all the citizens able to bear arms 
to death, and fells the reft for flaves, bV. 
Then he took Mulucba, (fituate on the 
fummit of a rock, and the (iron gelt for- 
trefs in the world) puts the inhabitants to 
the fword, and feized the king*s treafure 

Sylla and Mariut defeat yugurtha and his 
confederates feveral times, and kill a pro- 
digious number of people each time 

Hyrcan dying, his elded Ion Ariftobulut fuc- 
ceeded him in all his dignities, to which 
he added that of king, &c. At rlrft head 
mit-ted his brother Antigonus a partner 
with him in his kingdom, but foon after 
put him to death, and kept his other three 
brothers prifoners during his reign, and 
murdered his mother, all in one year 

Boecbus king of Mauritania having made a 
truce with Marias, which is confirmed 
by t be fenate, promises Sylla to deliver up 

his ally Jugurtha 

Jugurtha is treacheroudy delivered up to 

Sylla by Boecbus : Jugurtha, load en with 
chains, is carried by Sylla under a ftrong 
guard ro Mar ins, who was then at Cirtba, 
from whence Mart us fent him to Rome, 
where he is impiifoned 

^ Servilius Crph, the Roman conful, reco- 
vers Toulouje from the Cimbri, and plun- 
ders the temple of Apollo of 1 00,000 
pounds weight of gold, and 100,000 
pounds weight of filvcr, fcfr. 

Pompey the Great born at Rome, and Cicero 
the orator in Arpinum, a city of the Voljci 

Arijlobulus king of the Jews dies, ant) is fuc- 
cecded by his brother Janntrut, who puts 
his brother to death for raifing a commo- 
tion ii^aiuft him, then marches to Ptole 
mail, but is forced to r;ufc the fiege, and 

sonic buck 10 nppofe P:ultt/;y Latbyrus, 
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who befieged and took Axoehh in Galilee, 
and carried off 10,000 prifoners 
The Cimbri, &c. cut off all the Reman army 
under M« Aurelius Scaur us, and make him 
prifoner 

Ccfpio the proconful, and Mai I i us > having 
quarrelled and feparated, are engaged, 
and fo entirely defeated by the Gauls and 
Gmbri, that out of the two Roman armies 
under their command but 10 men and 
two generals efcaped, above 1 10,000 be- 
ing (lain, &c. The conquerors deftroyed 
all the fpoils they took, purfuant to a vow 
they had made before the battle ; the 
gold and filver they threw into the Rhone ; 
the horfes they had taken they drowned ; 
and the prifoners they put to the fword . 
The people frighted and enraged at Rome, 
depofe &*pfo % and declare him for ever 
incapable of (erving the Hate 

The conful Rutilius tor the firft time intro- 
duced fencing* matters into Rome, and ob- 
liges all the inhabitants without d ift taction 
to take up arms 

Marius, upon the fame day that he entered 
his fecond confulate, alfo had his triumph 
for his Numidian conqueft. He was pre- 
ceded by 3700 I. weight of gold in in- 
gots, 5775 pounds weight of filver in 
bars, and 287,000 drachms in fpecie, 
and by Jugw tba and his two fons in 
chains, &c. 

Vettius, a young Roman knight, having fpent 
his fortune in debaucheries, encourages 
all the flaves in and about Capua to make 
an infurreclion, and proclaimed himfelf 
their king. The pra;tor Lucius Lueullus 
goes againft him, and is llrongly repulfed ; 
but having gained one Apollonius, general 
under Vcttius, he got the city ; but Vet- 
tius to prevent his being puni(hed laid 
violent hands upon himfelf. Another in- 
furre&ion upon the like account happened 
in Sicily, where the praetor Picinius cut off 
vaft numbers of them ; but others affenib- 
ling, chofe one Safoius a flute -player for 
their king, who engaging, Pic'tnius killed 
600, and look 4000 prifoners 
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Jannaus (or Alexander) king of Jerufalem, 
and Ptolemy Lathyrus, king of Egypt, en 
gage, wherein Jannarus lofes 30,000 
men : Cleopatra comes to his afiiitance, 
and faves him from utter deftruclion 

* 

Alexander king of Judea goes to Ptclemais 
to wait upon Cleopatra queen of Egypt , to 
return her thinks and make her pretents 
for her afliftance, and makes an alliance 
with her 

The famous orator M. /nionius is fent with 
a Roman Beet again ft the Cicilian pirates, 
who had carried his daughter into capti- 
vity : He foon cleared the feas of the rob- 
bers, and is honoured with a triumph 

Marius engages, defeats, and cuts off a vaft 
number of yimbrones ; pu rfu in g them, 
their wives arm and fight violently ; but 
being overcome, offer to fur render upon 
aflfurance given them that their honour 
fhould be fafe ; which being denied, they 
firft killed their children and then them- 
f elves. Three days afterwards the Teuton** 
fall upon the Romans 9 even in their 
camp ; but after a long difpute they are 
intirely defeated. In thefe two battles 
more than 100,000 Gauls were killed, and 
their king Teutoboccbus taken prifoner : 
Their camp was plundered, For this 

Marius was a fifth time ele&ed conful, and 
allowed a triumph 

Publicity Malleolus having killed his mother, 
(this was an unheard of crime, which the 
law had appointed no pumfliment for) the 
parricide was ordered to be Je wed up in a 
leathern fack,and with a thoufand execra 
tions caft into the Tiber 

Marius and Catulus engage and gain a com 
pleat victory over the Cimbri, kill 1 2o,°oo, 
and take 60,000, with two of their 
kings or generals, who were all fold for 
flaves : They aifo took 33 co'ours, and 
the brazen bull that they worfhipped, for 
which both the con {'u Is had a triumph 
upon their return to Rome 

Atbenio, the captain of the revolied (Lives 
in Sicily, attacks the Roman pr2j;or, de 
feats him, routs his army, takes his camp, 
and then bcfieges and takes \laeelta The 
fenate fends Aouilius the couu.il with an 
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army againft him, who reduced him to 
great ft raits for want of provisions ; and 
being continued proconful the next year, 
he engaged him and put an end to the 
war by firft killing Atbenio in fmgle com- 
bat, and then a prodigious number of his 
men, only j 0,000 efcaping to their camp, 
where they killed one another rather than 
furrender : Being reduced to iooo, one 
Satyr ins capitulated with the proconful ; 
he promifed them their lives : but after- 
wards feat them to Rome to fight the 
wild beafts in the thews in the Circus ; 
but they chofe rather to kill one another. 
Thus ended a rebellion that had laded 
four years, at the expence of near 
1,000,000 of flaves. For this Aqnilius 
had only an ovation, the fenate not allow- 
ing triumphs for the conquering of rebels 
CUopatra wickedly and falfly accufes her own 
fon Lathyrus with offering violence to her 

pexfqn ; for which the Alexandrians fet 

pn him with an intent to kill him ; but 
he efcapes into a (hip, and flies ; then 
CUopatra proclaims Alexander her col- 
league in the crown of Egypt, and oblig- 
ed Lathy rut to accept of Cyprus 

Nonnius being chofe tribune, his competitor 
Apuleius (Ubbed him, and got himfelf 
proclaimed tribune, which Matin* ("now 
a 6th time con fa h confirmed, and by trea- 
chery got the great Metellus banifhed, 
and then they governed the Hate juft as 
they pleafed 

Tbeodotns, the fon of Zeno tyrant of Pbiladel 
pbia, having laid up an immenfe treafure 
in dmmatbus, Janna?us king of the Jews 
( Alexander) befieges it and ulces all the 
treafure; but the prince cooing with a 
great army, fuddenly falls upc him, kills 
him 1 0,000 men, routs the rdt, and re- 
covers the plunder, with a ve ry coiifi 
derable addition made thereto by .ilex- 
under* baggage, which he likewife topic 
and carried off 

Julius Co: fur born, in the fixth confulate of 
Alariuj, on the i 2th day of rhe month 
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£*uitttzlis, which afterwards occafioned that 
month to be caFled July in honour of him 
Glaucia being difappointed of being chofe 
con ful , kills Memmius, w ho was nom i u at - 
ed. Then he and Apuleius break into 
open rebellion : but after much mifchief 
done they fubmit to their friend Marias, 
the then conful, who, notwithftanding 
the orders of the ienate exprefly again (I it, 
he let inarch out of the capitol with great 
numbers of their adherents ; but the 
people (eized Glaucia, and cut off his 
head ; and Marias (hut up Apuleius and 
many of his followers, and placed a guard 
over them to prefervc them from the rage 
of the people, as if he intended to punifh 
them ; but the ienate drives away the 
guards, and murders Apuleius and the 
heads of his gang. The new confuls begin 
their year with parifying the city, pollut- 
ed with much bloodfhed in the late 
troubles 

By the careful and diligent management of 
the conful Antonius, the factious Sextius 
Titius is banifhed, and the great Mettllus 
with all poffible marks of cfteem is recal- 
led from baniihtxtenty which fo enrages 
Marias, that he retires into AJsa to ftir up 
difturbances 
Alexander king of Jerufalem after a year's 
fiege takes Gaza, and murders the people 
mod cruelly, and then razed the city 
The conful Didius overcomes the- revolted 

Spaniards of Nether Spain, and cuts off 

20,000 in a pitched battle ; then treach 
eroufty invited a colony of Spaniards, that 
were fettled five years before by a Roman 
general, into his camp, andfeparating the 
men, women and children, into three 
companies, orders every one of them to 
be maflacred, not one efcaping 
+ | 2 9 OI | 98 I Mucins Scarvola in Pergamus punifhed very 

cxempiarily the publicans, or Roman 
knights, for mifapplying the public mo- 
ncy, ufing extortions, &c. 
Grypus is aifaflinated by Heraclcon, and is 
fucceeded by his eld eft f>n Seleucus ; but 
his uncle Seleucus having fa i zed Ant inch, 

Seleucus goes againft him with an army, 
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and defeats him and kills him, takes An- 
tioch, and makes himfelf king over all Sy- 
ria. Bat Antiochus Eufebes v the Ton of the 
deceafed Antiochus) having efcaped, fled 
to Aradus. and was proclaimed king of 
Syria, and goes againtt Seleucus, and hav- 
ing cut greac part of his troops to pieces, 
Stleucus ihue himfelf up in Mopfueftia, a 
city of Cilicia ; bat ufing the people ill, 
they inveft his palace and fet fire to it, and 
fo deftroy him and all his attendants. An- 
iiocbus and Philip, the twin Tons of Grypus, 
to revenge the death of their brother Se- 
leucus, raife an army and march again ft 
Mopfueftia, took it by aflfault, pat all the 
inhabitants to death, and razed the city. 
Their con fin Eufebes engages them at their 
return, upon the bank* of the Orontes ; 
Antiochus was drowned, but Philip retreat- 
ed and difputed the kingdom with Eufebes 
a long time. Eufebes married Selene, the 
widow of Grypus, which made Lathyrus 
king of Egypt (whofe wife fhe had been) 
angry, fo that hefent to Cnidus for Deme- 
trius the 4th ion of Grypus, and makes him 
king of Damafcus. Philip at laft conquer- 
ed Eufebes, and forced him to fly to the 
Parthians ; fo that new all Syria was di 
vided between Philip and Demetrius ; but 
Demetrius driving to depofe Philip* was 
conquered and driven out himfelf, and 
died a prifoner in Parthia. The Syrians $ 
quite tired out with the continual wars 
between the princes of the Seleucan fa- 
- mily. refolved to banifh all of them, and 
chofe Tig raws king of Armenia to be their 
king, who governed them 1 8 years with 
grea: peace and humanity 
Tigranes at the death of his father was a 
hoftage among the Parthians, who fet him 
at liberty and let him fucceed his father 
in the kingdom of Armenia, upon condi- 
tion of yielding up to them a good part of 
his kingdom for his ranfom. This done 
he enters into a league with Mithrsdates, 
king of Pontus, againft the Romans, agree- 
ing, that the conquered cities and coun- 
tries mould be Mithri dates *s, and the cap- 
tives and plunder 7igrancs'*. Upon this 
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Tigrmnes marries Cleopatra* daughter of 
Mitbridates* then marches into Cappadocia, 
and takes all the kingdom immediately, 
JriobarKar.es their king flying to Rome ; 
upon which he proclaims Ariaratbej (the 
fonof Mithridates) his brother- in -law, king 
of Cappadocia* to the fatisfattion of all the 
people, who was foon after difpoflefled by 

the RomdHiy and Ariobarxanes reftorcd 
The Romans declare Cappadocia and Paphla- 
g§nia free, upon which the Cappadocians 
affirm they can't live without a king, and 
chafe Ariobarzanes, whom the Romans 
acknowledge and confirm. He was three 
times driven out of his kingdom, and as 
often reftored to it by the Romans 
Alexander being both high-priett and king 
of the Jews* and having quarrelled with 
the feet of Pbarifees* as he was perform- 
ing his office at the great altar, was pelted 
and ignominioufly ufed by that feci ; 
which fo enraged the pontiff, that ceafing 
from his office' he was then about, he orders 
his foldiers to fall upon the mob, who by 
his command killed 6000 of them, and 
difperfed the red ; a while atrer thefe 
commotions broke out into a civil war 
that laded 6 years, in which time he kil- 
led 50,000 of the rebels, and loft abun- 
dance of men himfelf : However, pityin_ 
the people, he promifed to grant any 
thing reafonable that they would aik, for 
the fake of peace ; but the Pbarifeet re- 
quired him to cut his own throat ; They 
join Demetrius , furnamed Eucb<crus % who 
comes again .1 Alexander with an army of 
3000 horfe, and 40,000 foot ; Alexander 
is defeated, and forced to fly into the 
mountains with a few attendants 

Tigranei invades Armenia Minor, kills king 
Aitaneiy routs his army, and conquers his 
whole kingdom in one campaign. From 
hence he marches among the Sfiatic 
C >•<?<•.(•:, and obliged all to acknowledge 
him for their fovereign wliere-evcr he 
camo, inricliing himfelf with vaft booties 
an J ^reat fpoils ; and then invades Cap 
pndocia a fecond time, and plunders the 
ntry, and carries off 300,000 cjp-

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th*es ; with thefe and other prifoners he 
builds and peoples a new and large city 

called Tigranoeerta

a law patted, that a fufneient quantity of 
bread fhouid be given to the poor citizens 
in Rome gratis ; alledging the public 
treafury could affbrd it, being then loaded 
with 1,620,829 pounds weight of gold : 
Shortly after he was murdered 
90 The Marjiy Pefigni, Samnites y Campanims 

and Lucanians revolt at once, and erect 
themfelves into a feparate republic, chuf- 
ing conful*, praetors, and 500 fenators to 
govern them Corfinium ( a great and 
ftrong town of the Peligni) is made their 
capital. The proconful Sgrvilius, go 
vernor of the province of Picenum, is cut 
off, his lieutenant and all the Romans , by 
the re vo Iters. Or. Pompeius comes with 
an army from Rome againtt them ; but 
they put them to flight with great flaugh 
ter. The conful Rutilius and the Marfi 
engage, and after a long obftinate battle 
the Romans fly with the lofs of 4000 
men A few days after they have ano- 
ther engagement, wherein the Romans 
lofe 8000 men, the conful and many ofH 
cers of diltin&ion. A fmall time after 
Pompcdius Silo (chief commander of the 
Italians) deludes ^ Crpio the Roman 
general, draws him into narrow defi'cs, 
snd then hills him and the grc.ntcil part 

of his aim) . The confederate tevouers 
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had great fuccefles in other places : The 
conful L. Julius Car far, uncle to the em- 
peror Julius Co-far , at firil was defeated 
at Samnium, by Vettius Cato, which with 
the revolt of many of his men, lb imbol- 
dened Acinius* that he braved the Romans 
at the gates of their camp, who Tallying 
fuddenly, put him to the rout and killed 
him 6000 men, which occalioned fuch 
joy, that the foldiers fainted C+jar by 
the name of Imperator 9 which the fenate 
confirmed. Marias likewife defeated the 
Mar acini under Herrius Acini us, and forced 
him to fly into the ftrong holds, where 
Sylla attacked them, killed their general, 
and cut off moll of their trpops, and fo 
completed the victory. Servius Sulpicius 
alfo defeated the Peligni in a pitched 
battle, and reduced their whole country ; 
then marched to the relief of Pompey, 
who was befleged in Fir mum by Afraniu. 
whom he killed, and the greateft part ofj 
his men : But Marius was overcome by 
the Marji, upon which he retired to Rome, 
and laid down his command. The Urn- 

Brians and Hetrurians revolt, and de» 

feated 

Selene having prevailed with many of the 
Syrian cities to join her againft Tigranes, 
he goes againlt her with an army of 
50,000 men, befleges her in Pto/emais, 
takes it, and carries her to Seleucia in 
Mefopotamia, where (he was put to 
death 

Mitbridates king of Pontus invades Bitbynia, 
and drives out Nicomedes, the natural fon 
of the late king juft now deceafed, and 
feizes the kingdom, but is driven out 
again by the Roman legates, and Ntco- 
medes reinflated, who enters Pontus, laying 
wartc whole provinces, and deftroys all 
with fire and fword. Mitbridates com 
plains firft to the legates, and (hen to the 
fenate, but without redrefs. All fides arm, 
and as N/co/nrdts was going to take pof- 
feflion of an advantageous poft, Mitbridates 
engages and defeat* hnn,by cutting ofF al- 
mo'l his whole army, and forcing the reft 
to i\y ; he takes all their money, baggage, 
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provifions, &c. He then attacks the Ro 
man general Aquilius, kills 10,000 of his 
men, takes 300, and difperfes the reft : 
Soon after his admirals take the greateft 
pare of the 300 Ihips that guarded the 
paffage of the Euxine fea at Byxantium : 
The Romans retiring, he over run all 
Ma to Ionia, the people readily fubmit- 
ting to him. calling him their deliverer, 

their god, &c 9 
The conful Julius C<efar got a law patted, 
That all the Nations of Italy, whofe al- 
liance with Rome was indifputable, Jbould 
enjoy the Rights of Roman Citizens. (This 
ever after was called the Julian law.) 
As war was begun for refufing this privi- 
lege, it caufed many to remain friends 
that' would have deferted, and fome to 

return who had 
The conful Cn. Pompeius Strabo (father of 
Pompey the Great) went to carry on t u - 
fieec of Afeulum, and deftroyed the whe 
army of Marfi that came to relieve it, with 
their general Francus. The trib unes got 
the Julian law amended, ordaining, 
That all the Otixins of the allied Cit»- 
that were in Italy at the Promulgation 
this law, fiould he deemed Citizens 
Rome if they regiftered their Names w 
any of the three Prators in 60 Days. This 

brought great numbers, and the cenfors 
incorporated them into new tribes. This 
likewife took the authority from the Ro 
man knights, who had mo ft mamefull y 
abufed it, and ordered each tribe to chooie 
1 c of their own members to adminitter 
julHce in civil matters. The conful Pom- 
teius defeated Vettius Cato 9 and put an 
end to the war of the Veftini. The conful 
Porciui Cato, attempting to force the camp 
of the Marfi, was killed, and the whole 
Roman army routed with great (laughter. 
But the proconful Cofconiu* defeated and 
killed the famous Samnite. Marius Egnatius, 
and his fucceflor Trebatitu, killing him 
1 5,000 men, and reduced the countries 
of the Larinates, renufmns* and Pedteult, 

to obedience 
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Sylla took Stabler in Campania by affault, 
then incorporates the Roman army that 
had killed their general Poftbumius into his 
legions, and be lieges Pompeii ; Cluentius, 
general of the allies, coming to relieve it, 
he repulfed him with great lofs ; but foon 
after coming with a great reinforcement 
of Gauls, Sylla cut off 30,000 of them, 
and took Pompeii : He then went after 
Clututius to No /a, and fought him under 
the walls, killed him and 20,000 Sam- 
cites, plundered his camp, and went into 
fiirpinia, and reduced the capital Afeulana 
and the whole country ; then pafled into 
Samnium, where he was reduced to great 
d litre f» by dponius, but got away by night 
and conquered the enemy, and took Bo 
<uianum by dorm. The conful Pompeius 
reduced the city of Jfculum, puniflied the 
inhabitants with the utmoft fe verity for 
the murder of a Roman prat or, and faved 
only a few chiefs to grace his triumph, 
and connfeated ail the lands 
Oppius, governor of Pamphylia is deliver- 
ed into the hands of Mitbridates by the 
people of Laodicta upon the Lycut : The 
Lejbians alfo fend him Marius jf qui litis in 
chains with many other Romans of diltinc. 
tion, whom, upon his arrival at Pergamus, 
he orders full to be whipr, and then hot 
liquid gold to be poured down his throat. 
AH places wherever he came fubmitted 
to him, fo that his wealth was fo great as 
to keep his vail army five years without 
taxing his fubje&a 

The rebels are generally reduced, but a civil 
war breaks out in Rome, between Sul* 
picius&nd Marius againlt'ty/Ar, now con- 
ful. Sylla comes from the fiege of Nola, 
enters Rome, and kills abundance of Ma 
rim's partizans, then propofes the follow- 
ing laws: 1. That no law mould be 
brought before the people till it was ap 
proved of bv the fenate, z. That the 
Cornitia mould be held by centuries, and 
not by tribes. 3. That no citizen 
who had been tribune of the people 
(hould be capable of any other mngillra 
cy. 4. That Sulpieius's laws (hould be 
void ; which were all agreed to. Jm- 
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P^ach men ts were drawn up againft Ma- 
rius, his fon . Sulpicius, and many others ; 
they were all profecuted, declared ene- 
mies to Rome, and a reward fet upon their 
heads. Sulpicius was taken and beheaded ; 
buc Marius being taken and carried to 
Mint urn* y the citizens help him to efcape 
Mitbridates king of Pontus beiieges Rhodes 
with a vail fleet and a great land army, 
which by the afliftancc of the Romans 
were defeated and the fiege raifed 

Mitbridates Orders all the Italians, men, WO- 

men and children, all over Afia, to be 
murdered, promiling great rewards to 
them that did it ; upon which 1 50,000 
fuffered death. He then went to Rhodes, 
whither the Romans that efcaped fled, 
but was twice defeated : But Archelaus 
his general goes to Athens, takes it, puts 
all the Romans and their friends to death ; 
and (o went on, till Mitbridates was matter 

of all Jfia % Greece, and the adjacent if- 
lands, except Rhodes 

Cinna (one of the prefent Roman confuls) 
cites Sylla the late conful to anfwer for his 
conduct : Sylla retires to the eaft ; Cinna or- 
ders the new citizens to come armed into the 
forum ; O&avius the other conful orders 
the old citizens to do the like ; a battle 
enfues ; and much blood is fpile ; at laii 
the new citizens are drove out of the city, 
and the conful Cinna and fix tribunes. 
The fen ate depofc Cinna, and choofe Z. 
Cornelius Merula in his room. Cinna raifes 
a great army, and the revolted Italians 
join him in vaft numbers. He fends for 
Marius, to whom abundance of (laves, 
C3* c. refort : They befiege Rome ; Mari- 
us takes all the maritime places ; Oflia he 
took by treachery, pillaged it, put moil 
of the people to the fword, built a bridge 
over the Tiber, and cut off the city's 
communication with the fea, and blocked 
up Rome on the fide of the Janiculum 

Athens fides with Mitbrfdatei nwainft the Ro- 

mam, is befieged, and nolds out long, 
but at laft is taken by ftorm, by Sylla 

the Roman r^r.^i!, when the (laughter 
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was Co mercilcfs, that the very chanels of 
the ftreets ran down with blood, &c. 
Rome by its inteftine difturbances is brought 
to a mod deplorable condition, the plague 
deftroying great numbers, famine more, 
but the fword moil ; for when the gates 
were opened to let Cinnd and Marius in. 
all manner of butcheries and cruelties 
were committed, particularly by a band 
of flaves that constantly attended Marius, 
which he called Bardi.rans ; but China in 
the night-time ordered them all to be cut 
off. Cinna, Marias, and Serf orius cone. ude 
to murder all the fenators, &c. who had 
Oppofed them, which for five days they 
executed, killing moil of them and (lick- 
ing their heads upon poles, and, their 
mangled bodies being dragged into the 
forum, were left there to be devoured by 
dogs 

China, without the choice of the. people, 
declares himfclf and Marius a leventh 
time confuls for the year enfuing. Syl/a 
writes to Rome, acquaints the fenate of 
his victories, £?V. and threatens to be re- 
venged of the confuls and their adhe- 
rents, for the perfonal injuries done him, 
his wife and family j upon which Marius 
gave himfelf up to exceflive drinking, and 
to killed himfelf : Cinna aflbciated with 
him in the government young Marius, 
(but not in the confulfhip) who put all 
the fenators he could find to the fword. 
Valerius Flaccus (one of their creatures^ 
was nominated to the confuilhip, who 
to ingratiate himfelf to the people, pub- 
limed a law declaring all delators free 
from their debts upon paying a crown in 
the pound 

Alexander king and high-prieft of the Jews 
engages the rebellious Jews, and de- 
feats them with great (laughter ; the 
remainder fly to Bethome, which he be 
fieges, and after a year's time takes and 
treats the people with all manner of 
cruelties, crucifying Soo in one day, 
and caufing their wives and children to be 
butchered be/ore their faces a* they huny 
upon thts crofTes \ after thii he continued

victorious, and took many places and ci- 
ties, and vaft fpoils 
Sylla with an army but of 1 500 horfe and 
1 5,000 foot, engages Mithridates king of 
Pont us at Ch<rronea, with 1 20,000 men, 

and kills him 110,000, with the lofs only 
of 12 men. Soon after Dorylaus, chief 
favourite of Mithridates, engages Sylla 
again, who in two engagements intirely 
overthrew Dorylaus, and a mighty army 
, cue to pieces 

[Fimbria, lieutenant to the conful Flaccus, 
revolts from him, and draws the greateft 
part of the army along with him ; then 
befieges him in Nicomedia, takes it by 
ftorm, and puts Flaccus to death, and makes 
himfelf commander in chief, and commits 
all manner of cruelties. Mithridates fends 
a great army againft him, which he en 
gages and entirely roues, and purfues 
young Mithridates and the other generals 
to Pergamus ; he enters it fword in hand, 
but the king being fled to Pritane, he pur- 
fues and befieges him there, from whence 
he efcapes to Mitylent : Fimbria took Pri- 
tant by ftorm, and reduced moft part of 
Jlfia, fetcing large fines on them ; thf- 
befieges and takes Old Troy in 1 1 days, 
and puts molt of the people to the fword, 
and burns the temple of Minerva, witl 
many of the inhabitants who had flea 
thither for fancluary, levelled the walls, 
and reduced the city to a heap of afhes ; 
then racked and murdered the remainder 
of the people he met with 
Sylla and Mithridates have an interview, and 
conclude a peace, by which it was fti 
pulated, that Mithridates (hould relinquifh 
all his conquefts, and content himfelf with 
Pontus i that he fhould releafe all the pri- 
foners and captives he had taken fince the 
war, without ranfom, and pay the Romans 
2000 talents : Thus in three year? time 
Sylla drove him out of Greece, Macedoti, 
Ionia, and the province of dfia, and 
killed above 160,000 of his belt troops, 
without lofing 1000 of his own. After 
this Sylla rebuilt Troy, and declared 
the Cbiar/s, Rhodiant, Lyciar/s, AJagneJiam t 
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and Trojans, free people and the friends 
of Rome ; but all the other cities he fined 
heavily, condemning them to pay 20,000 
talents in one year, and quartering his 
foldiers upon them 

Cinna declares him felf a third -time conful, 
and chofe Papirius Car bo for his collegue ; 
all the other offices were filled with their 
crearures, and the whole government of 
Rome fubverted. Ali the friends of Sylla 
were murdered, and their cllates confis- 
cated ; which occafioncd moft of the 
men of honour and fortune to fly from 
Rome to Sylla for protection 

Sylla and Mitbridates having concluded a 
peace, Sylla goes a gain ft Fimbria, the li 
tenant under the late conful Flaccus, and 
fummons him at Thy at ir a in Lydia to fur- 
render up his troops, upon which many 

revolt from Fimbria to Sylla : Fimbria 
hires a flave to murder Sylla, which is dif- 
covered. Sylla marches his troops againfl: 
Fimbria, who retires into Pergamus and 
ftabs himfclf 
Cinna and Papirius Carbo declare themfclves 
confuls again : Cinna marries his daughter 
Cornelia to the famous Julius Ca/ar. Syl- 
la marches towards Rome with great 
threatnings ; Cinna goes againfl him ; ihe 
foldiers mutiny and kill him. Carbo now 
reigned alone, and raifed 200,000 men to 
keep Sylla out of Italy. Sylla harangues 
his army, who take a new oath to him, 
and promife to commit no devaftations in 
Italy : They are firft met and joined by 
Mete/ltts Pius and his men. Sylla fends 
offers of peace to the conful Narbo % who 
ufes his meflengers ill ; upon which a bat- 
tle enfues, wherein Narbo has 6000 kil 
led, and then abundance deicrt the conful 
and join Sylla, Pompey raifes an army and 
does tne fame. Scipio the other confui 
coming again ft Sylla , Sylla dcfires peace ; 
a truce h agreed on, during which Sylla 
draws off Iits men, then takes the conful 
and his fon prifoner*, but fets them at li- 
berty, with a guard to effort them fafe 
to their friends. The conful Fcipio r.vfrs 
a new army and goes againfl Pivjry, but 
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is a fecond time defer ted, and his men go 
over to Pompey* who joined Sylla 
Ptolemy Alexander tired with his mother 
Cleopatra* % wave, retires from Alexandria to 

live privately ; She coaxes him to return, 
with a defign to murder him ; but he be 
ing informed of it, murders her ; and the 
Alexandrians expel him ; whereupon La- 
tbyrus comes from Cyprus, and becomes 
king over the whole dominions oi Egypt 
by himfelf 

The temple of Jup!ter Cafitolmus at Rome 
burnt, and with it the Sibyline books, 
which two years afterwards Sylla ordered, 
to be reftored, by colletting the frag, 
ments and copies, effr. and thereout to 
make new books, which was the work of 
the quindecemvirs, five members being 
added to the former ten 

The con ful Ntrbo and C. Man us rob all the 
temples at Rome of their gold and orna- 
ments, to raife money to pay their troops. 
Carinas for the confute engages Metellus 
Pius* and is defeated with great iofs : 
This fo exafperates young Marias, one of 
this year's confuh, that he fends orders 
to Junius Brutus the praetor in Rome to 
murder all the friends of Sylla, which 
was immediately executed, among whom 
was Car bo the conful's brother, Pompey'% 
father in-law, and Mucins Sc/evola ponti- 
fex maximus ; upon which Sylla advancing 
towards Rome, u met by the conful Matius 
at Setia upon the banks of the Lifts, where 
they engage a long time, but ac laic Ma- 
rizis being defer ted by (even cohorts at 
once, is imirely overthrown and rout- 
ed with a dreadful daughter, Sylla then 
marches to Rome, which opens its gates 
to him. His generals gained continual 
victories over the confular armies, which 
by daughter and defertion was great- 
ly decreafed, Telejinus a noble Sam 
uite, raifes a great army and joins all 
the fcattered forces of the confuls, and 
marches to Rome with an intent to 
maflacrc all the inhabitants and raze the I 
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city ; Sy/Ia goes and engages him, but 
is defeated with great Jois : But Craffus, 
another Roman general, defeated the 
Samnitesy and killed Telejinus, and took 
Carinas, Brutus, and Cenforinus, ( who 

were foon after beheaded) and routed the 
icft ; 3000 of them come to Sylia to beg 
for their lives ; he orders them to kill ofj 
their countrymen fo many as refuted to 
join them ; they kill vail numbers, and 
then 6000 of them he carries to Rome 9 
puts them into the circus, and while he 
was haranguing the fenate, orders all to 
be killed there. Marius kills himfelf, and 
all the Samnites and Pr<ene /fines able to 
bear arms are put to the fword that were 
in the city of Pr*>nejle 9 and the city plun- 
dered „- This fo terrified the inhabitants 
ofNorba, that they fetfire to their houfes, 
and perifhed in the flames . The civil war 
now ended, Sy/Ia put governours into 
all the Italian provinces, and kept final I 
I armies in feveral places to keep them in 
awe : Then he affembled the Comitium 
ac Rome, and told them that he would put 
every perfon to the fword that had bore 
arms againft him, profcribed 40 fenators 
and 1600 knights, with fevere penalties 
again (I any that concealed or affiled 
them ; Catiline was the executioner of 
his vengeance, who flew a great many 
even before they knew they were pro- 
fcribed. All ranks and degrees were mur- 
dered in vaft numbers in Rome, and in the 
adjacent parts ; fome cities were dif- 
mantled. others exceflively taxed, fome 
demolifhed, and all the citizens pro- 
fcribed, & c. Thus he became mailer of 
Rome, and all its provinces except Spain ; 
after which he got himfelf proclaimed 
continual dictator 
Mureena the Roman general having broke 
the peace with Mitbridatet, and taken 
many towns, &c. Mitbridates engages i 
him, overthrows him, and drives him 
into Pkrygia ; But Sylia being now dic- 
tator, orders Mnrmta to return home, 
and fent .If. Tbeimai to be prcetor \\\ sljia, 
and Gabinhts to fettle all things with Mi- 
tin dates 
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Alexander, late king of Egypt, after divers 
defeats, dies, and leaves a fori named alfo 

Alexander 

Thebes i,a great city in the Upper Egypt) re- 
futing to fubmit to Lathy rus, he befieged 
it, and after three years took it, and gave 
it to be plundered by the fo!diers,who fo 
deftroyed it that it never after was famous 
Sylla makes great changes in the laws of 
Rome, and reftores the patrician power 
very much, and gives the right of citizen- 
(hip to 10,000 flaves, and calls them Cor- 
nelians ; and gave his legionaries the lands 
of the Muni dpi a, and colonies that had de- 
clared againft him , and then orders himfelf 
a triumph for his conquefts in sljia, Greece 
and Pontus, which lafted two days ; on the 
firft, 15,000 pounds weight of gold, and 
1 1 5,000 of filver, brought from Greece 
and AJia, were carried before him ; and 
on the fecond, t 3,000 of gold and 7000 
of filver, which young Marius had faved 
out of the fire of the capitol, &c. 
Sylla fends Pompey (who had reduced all Si- 
cily) againft Domitius, who had ftirred up 
Hiarbas (king of part of Numidia) againft 
Sylla in Jjia : they come to an engage 
ment ; D omit i us has 17,000 men kiiled 
on the fpot ; Pompey purfues him to his 
camp, which he forces, kills Domitius, and 
takes Hiarbas prifoner, and thereby reco- 
vered all the revolted cities of Africa 
Sylla orders Pompey to difband his troops 
and come to Rome, which he does, and is 
received with the higheft honour, and 
fa rn am ed the Great 
Sylla (though dictator) names himfelf and 
2>^Cecilius Metellus for confuls, and are 
chofe, upon which he treats all the city 
of Romrfor many days with great profu- 
fion. Pompey requires a triumph, and af- 
ter much oppoficion from Sylla, has it. 
Sylla reduces Nola in Campania, and V ola 
terror in Hetruria, the two only cities that 
held out againft him 
Cicero pleads for the firft time in favour of 

Rofcius, nnd having ufed too much free 

t 

dom a^ainlt Sylla, retires to s.tbens to 
complcat his ftudies 
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Alexander, king and high-prieft of the Jiw, 
dies in his camp before Ragaba 9 which he 
was then befieging, and left the kingdom 
to his queen Alexandra, and upon her 
death to which of his two fons (he lhould 
choole 

Sylla, after having deuxoyed above 1 00,000 
Roman citizens, qo fenatoi?, and pro 
fcribed or nvirdercd 2600 Roman knights, 
and buried numberlefs multitudes of the 
allies in the ruins of their cit es, nflembles 
the people, mounts the roftra, and mak- 
ing a fpeech to them, concludes with, 

Romans, / refign my Office, dive/9 my f elf 
of the unlimited Power you bave conferred 
upon me, and am ready to an/kver in a pri-

The quarrels between the confuls threaten- 
ing Rome with another civil war, Sylla 
retires to his country houfe, and gives 
himfelf up to all manner of debaucheries, 
which threw him into a violent difeafe, 
that bred an impofthume in his bowels, 
which produced vaft quantities of vermin, 
that in a fmali time determined his life ; 
His burial was honoured with all the 
pomp and public refpect poflible 

Towards the end of the confular year, Le 
pidus comes with a great army againft 
Rome to force them to chufe him a lecond 
time, but is repulfed by his collegue and 
Pompey, and obliged to fave himfelf by a 
fhameful flight into Hetruria : M. Juniux 
Brutus efpoufing his caufe, Pompey marches 
againlt him into Cifalptue Gaul, be lieges [ 
and takes Mutina, forcing him and all 
his army to furrender at difcrction : Pom- 
pey ordered Brutus to be beheaded, but 
ufed the troops with great humanity. 
Lepidus having recruited his army, went 
a fecond time to Rome, but war. again 
forced to retire, tirll into Hetruria, and 
then into Sardinia, where he 100 11 died, 
and hi» rebellion with him 

Alexandra (queen of the Jew* ha vino j 
rcilored the Pbarifees to that j»ovver Uu.u 
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which her huflband had reduced them, 
they ufed it fo exorbitantly as to compel 
her to reverfe all the former decrees made 
ag&ioft them, and to perfecute the Sad 

ducees with great cruelty 
Julius C<efar appears for the firft time at the 
bar, and impeaches Cn. Cornelius Dola- 
bella, formerly praetor of Macedonia, by 
which he gained great reputation, tho* 
the accufed was excufed 
Ptolemy Lathyrus king of Egypt dies, and is 
fucceeded by his only legitimate child, 
Cleopatra Berenice. Sylla being now per- 
petual dictator of Rome, fends Alexander \ 
the fon of Ptolemy Alexander late king of 
Egypt, to take poffenlon of the crown of 
Egypt : The Alexandrians perfuade him 
to marry Cleopatra, that now reigned, 
which he does, but orders her to be mur- 
dered 19 days afterwards ; then reigned 
very cruelly for 1 5 years, at the end of 
which time the 'Alexandrians expel him 
the kingdom 5 upon which he went to 
Tyre, and died a few months after 
The conful urelius Cottm confents to abolifh 
one of Sylla's laws, and to admit the tri- 
bunes to be advanced to fuperior offices | XII I48; 
Strtorius having for many years fupported 
the Marian faction in Spain, and advanced 
Lufizania into a commonwealth, and con- 
tinually harraflfed and defeated Metellus, 
Hirtuleius, one of his lieutenants, is at- 
tacked by Metellus, who defeats and kills 
him 20,000 men. Sertorius engages and 
defeats Pampey ; a fmall time after he 
defeated hiin again, and killed 6000 of 
his men, and toon after reduced both Pom- 
pey and Metellus to the utmoft (Ira its.

riots, Mitbridates commanded in perfon ; 

and a third army commanded by Marius 
and Eumacbus, near Heraclea in Pontes ; 
Lucu/lus commanded Cot/ a to keep the 
fleet in the harbour oiCbalcedon ; Cotta 
fends his legate Rutiiius to watch Mitbri 
dates 's motions, whom Marius and Eu 
mac bus meet, who flew him, and cut his 
army in pieces ; Mitbridates ferves feveral 
other officers in the fame manner, and or- 
ders his admiral to fail into the harbour 
of Cbalcedon, where he burnt fome and 
funk others, and took the remainder of the 
Roman fleet without oppofuion ; 8000 
failors are killed, and 4500 taken prifon 
ers, and 5300 land forces, all Italians 

Lucullus following Mitbridates to thefiege 

of Cyzicum, kills 10,000 of his men, and 
takes 1 3,000 ; Lucullus a while after cuts 
off a large detachment of Pontine*, and 
got the maftery of a mountain, whereby 
he cut off all communication by land from 
Mitbridates ; this can led both a famine 
and a plague in his army. They endea- 
voured to break up the ficge and retire ; 
but Lucullus fails upon them as they were 
p ailing the river Rbyndacus, took 600 
horfe, and all the beafb of burthen, 
1 5,000 men, and put the rclfc to rhc fword 
He alfo took Ariftonicut % the king's ad mi 
ral, and a large Turn of money. The king 
breaks up the ficpe, and embarks in the 
night. Marius goes by land with 30,000 
men for Lampfacus ; Lucullus follows, cn 
gages, and kills him 20,000 men. Upon 
Lucullus* s return to Cy%icum, the people 

pay him the higUert tumours, and militate 
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fports, and call them Lucullea ; lie declar- 
ed the city free, and the fenate gave them 
the lame privileges with Ro?ne. Mithrida 
tes is faid to loie 300,000 men by this 
fiege. Lucullus comer up with the king's 
fleet of 50 (hips, and 1 0,000 land forces 
on board, and takes 32, and puts mod of 
the land forces to the fword : The next 
day Marias, sJlcxmzder, and Dionyjius, 
three generals, arc caken in a cave, and 
carried to Lucullus ; Marius he ordered 
to be put to death. The king encamps 
near to Lucullus : but his detachments 
being feveral times defeated, at lalt his 
whole army run away without being at- 
tacked, and leaves only a fmall guard to 
go with the king to his fon-in law Tigra- 
nes. In his paflfage he Tends Baccbides to 
Pharnac'ta, to put his filters, wives, and 
concubines to death which was done ac- 
cordingly. All the governors of towns, 

&c. in Pont us fubmit to Lucullus. Hera- 
clea, a chief city of Pontus* having vigo 
roufly Hood a two years fiege, was at laft 
betrayed by their governor Conacorix, who 
delivered up one of the gates in the night : 
The Romans under Cotta and friarius 
murder mod of the people, and plunder 
the town, with its temple, &c. and then 
reduced it to afhes. Thus was all Pont us 
fubdued, and made a Roman province. 
Then Lucullus went agai nil ..rmenia Mi-

Perperna cabals again ft Scr tortus in Spain, and 
itrives by all means to bring him into dif- 
grace with the people, and at Sail trea- 
c lie roufly murdered him. Perferna com- 
mands the army of Serf ori us, is defeated 
and taken prilbner by Pornpey, and by 
him put to death, which put an end to 
the war in Spain XII 

The Italian Haves, under one Spartacus a 
gladiator, make an infurreftion ; they firft 
defeat the Capstan militia, then the Roman 
prxtor Claudius Pulcher with 30,000 men, 
and then overthrew the praitor Vatinus XII 

Cuixus one of the chiefs of the Gaulijh flaves, 
icparatcs from S^artacus, and is cut to 
pieces with nis whole army in dpulia, by 
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the confu! Gell'tus ; upon which Spartacus 
falls upon the other confu! Lentulus 9 and 
gave him a total overthrow ; and then 
marched again ft Gc/Iius. and defeated him.

Higrancs engages Lucullus, and is entirely 
defeated : But MitbriJates recovers a 
great part of Pont us 9 and overthrew Fa- 
bius the Roman governor of that province, 
but was foon after defeated by Triarius, 
another Roman general 
Mithn dates and Triarius engage again ; the 
Romans are defeated with great Daughter ; 
but the king being greatly wounded by a 
Roman, who was one of his own men, 
occafioned a retreat to be founded, which 
gave the remaining Romans an opportuni- 
ty to efcape, having loft 7000 men, 1 co 
centurions, 24 tribunes : After the king 
was recovered from his wound, he ordered 
all the Romans in his army to be formed 
into one body, and when they were re 
tired to their tents, he ordered every 
man of them to be cut in pieces 
The Roman fenate appoints Licinius Crajfus 
general of the forces lent againlt the re- 
bel (laves ; He difpatches Mummius his 
lieutenant with two legions to watch their 
motions ; but he, offering Spartacus battle, 
is put to flight at the firft onfet. Crajfus 
foon after falls in with 10,000 of the re- 
bels, who were laying the country wade, 
fell upon and cut them all to pieces. 
Spartacus polled himfelf in a peninfula 
near libegium, where Crajfus {hut him in 
with a ditch from one fea to the other, 
300 furlongs long, 1 5 foot broad, and r 5 
foot deep ; but Spartacm one fnowy night 
filled up part of it, and forced his way 
through the enemy's army, and again en- 
camped in the open country. Part of the 
fl.vcs quarrel with their leader, and fe- 
p:ir>;te ; Graffs s attacks them, and kills 
1 2,300. Soon after C-.iJfus engages Spar 
ta:tts % l:i! : s him and 40,000 rebels. A 
party of them retired under the conduct

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end to this rebellion 
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Pompey and Craffits are made this year's 
confuls at Rome. Pompey refufes to dif- 
hand the troops brought out of Spain, till 
he has a triumph ; and Oaffus would not 
part with the command of his army, 
till Pompey laid down bis arms affirming 
that Pompey airrTd at the fovereignty, and, 
like Sylla, to govern by a Handing ar 
my ; but with great difficulty they are 
both prevailed upon to dilband their ar- 
mies, and are feemingly reconciled ; 
but each of them itrove to make them 
fe'.ves friends ; Pompty by popularity, 
rcinftating the tribunes in their former 
power, and reuonng the power of judg 
ing civil canles by the Roman knights. 
Crajfus, though naturally covetous, en- 
tertained the people with prodigious pro 
fufion at 10,000 tables, and gave corn 
to the populace fufficient to maintain 
their families three whole months, he 
being the richeft man in all Rome, being 
worth 7000 talents, or 1,356,250/. fter 
ling. This year the cenlbrfliip was again 
revived, and the number of the Roman 
citizens fit to bear arms was found to be 
450,000

The Cretans and Cilia an pirates, upon ac- 
count of Metelhis*s fe verity, fend a depu- 
tation to Pompey 9 and offer to fubmit to 
him, (who was veiled with an abfolute 
power for three years, by the fenate, to 
adl and do whatever he thought advan- 
tageous for the commonwealth : j He 
receives their holta^es, and promifes them 
an advantageous peace, and declares Mc- 
tell us had no right of acting within his 
proconfulate •; this caufed a fort of civil 
war between the Roman generals and 
troops: but Metel/us taking Lappa (a 
ftrong city of Crete) put all the Cretans and 
Cili ci ans to the fvvord he found in it : 
Havii.g abfolute ly conquered the ifland, 
and Lafthenes and Panares laid down their 
arms, all the inhabitant* fubmit ted to 
the yoke : Mete! /us changed the form of 
government, obliged them to live by the 
Roman laws, imposed an annual tribute on 
tiie whole ifl.md, and made it a Reman 
province Ai his return to Rome, Metri- 
tes* was honoured with a triumph, and

At tht! infligation of Gabinius the Roman 
tribune the people impower Pompey to 
equip ;joo (hips, r.iife I 20,000 foot and 
5000 horfe, and to chufe twenty fenators 
for his lieutenants ; He had alio two qua:f- 
tors, and 6000 .'It tic talents paid him 
before he left Rome.

taking 20,000 prifoncrs, whom lie fent 
to repeople the defcrted cities of Ma/isss, 
si liana, Epiphattia, and Soli in Cilicia :

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Manilian law at Rome, whereby Pompey 
was made* abfolute governor of all the 
armies, fleets, and provinces, belonging

Lucullus is depofed, and the Roman conful 
Glabrio fent to commend in his ftead, dur- 
ing which time Mithridates and .Tigranes 
recovered the greateft part of Pontus, Bi- 
thynia, Cappadocia, and Armenia Minor 
Pompey having made peace with the Cilician 
pirates, offers the fame to Mithridates, 
upon condition of his laying down his 
arms, and furrendering him up the defer- 
ters : This being refilled, and both armies 
encamped on two hills oppofite to one 
another, Pompey cuts a ditch 1 50 furlongs 
in circuit at the foot of the king's hill, 
which extremely ftraitened the king's ar- 
my, forcing them to live upon their dead 
horfes, which periftied for want of forage : 
He refolves to break through the Roman 
fortifications ; and flrll he put all the fick 
and difabledto the fword, to prevent their 
falling into the enemy's hands, and then 
in the night forces his way into the open 
country, and marches towards Armenia 
Major , where Tigranes waited for him : 
p9mpey purfues him with his whole army, 
overtakes and kills 40,000 of his men, 
with the lofs of about thirty Roman fol- 
dicrs and two centurions. Mithridates, 
forfaken by all his attendants, flies with 
his wife Hypficratia, his daughter Dripe- 
tine, and one officer ; meets a body ofl 
mercenaries that were coming to join him, 
to the number of 3000, who efcort him 
to the caftle of Sinoria?, on the borders o 
the two Arme/sias 9 where his treafures 
were ; he rewarded them very liberally , 
took 6000 talents, and retired into Ar- 
menia, from whence he fends to Tigranes ;

He purchafed an alliance with Rome ac 
the price of 6000 talents, or 1,162,500 
pounds fterling , but was foon after drove 
out of the kingdom by the Alexandrians, 
who fet up his daughter Berenice, who j 
marrying Selmcus king of Syria, foon 
after caufed him to be ftrangled :»nd 
married Arcbelaus, hi^h priert or Comana 
in Pont us 
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C<*f<w being appointed governor of Further 
Spain, comprising Lufitania and Baetica, 
•tf/sc. Portugal and dndalufea, was flopped 
by fome of his creditors; GraJJus pays 
fome, and becomes furety to others for 
8^0 talentf, or 160,812 pounds Jlerling. 
When he arrived in fy*///, he fubdued le 
vera! nations that had never yet been 
fubjeft to Rome, and returned home, 
bringing with him fufficient to difcharge 
all his debts, amounting to 1,600,000/. 
Jlerling. Pompey and Craffus being at vari- 
ance, he undertakes to reconcile them, 
and propofes all things to be managed 
by them three, called the firft great tri- 
umvirate 

C. Julius Gefar being chofe conful, propofes 
to divide the lands belonging to the Hate 
in Campania among fuch poor Roman citi- 
zens as had three children or more : The 
fenatc oppofed it Co the utmoit, but the 
people pa fs it tumultuoufly 

C Julius C<rfar gets himfelf the govern- 
ment of Tranj alpine and CiJ alpine Gaul for 

five years, with the command of four 
legions, contrary to all law, CSV. 

Clodius being advanced to the tribunefh'p at 
Rome, ufed all his power again ft C cero 9 
who had accufed him about Grjar^s wife, 
and got him baniflied, burn: his fine pa- 
laces at Rome, and his country houles, 
and coufifcaced all his eftate 

Cefar engages the Helvetians, who had 
burnt down their own towns and houfe* 
with a le blution to enter Gaul, cuts off 
130,000 of them, and the reft fubmit : 
C&far obliges them to lay down their 
arms, and lends them back into their 
own country. Soon after he engaged 
Ariouiflus, in tire Jy defeated him by cut 
ting (. ff moll of his troops ; himfelf ef- 
caped with difficulty crof3 the Rhine, 
bur his two wives and one of his daugh- 
ters perilhed ; and another of his daugh- 
ters, and a great many Qcmans of di- 
ftinction were taken priioncrs 

Cicero is recalled from banilhment with all 
the dcmonltracions of joy poflibie, and re. 
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ceived with the greateft refpeel at Raw*, 
where he has his palace rebuilt at the 
public expence, &c . 

'he feveral nations of Belgium confprre a- 
gainft the Romans : C<*far marches again It 
them, theSW fubmit, but the reft ap- 
point Go/Baking of the Suefones their 
commander, being l 50,000. Carfar at- 
tacks them as they are croflkig the Axon*, 
now the Ai/he, and made fuch a dreadful 
ffaughcer of them, that they refolved 
to difperfe and return homei Several 
places fubmitted ; but the Nervii (a 
very fierce peopled fell upon C<efar s 
army, and killed abundance of them v 
buc at laft, C<rfar hav ng deftroyed almoft 
all of the young men, the old men-, wo- 
men, and children furrendered. Then 
going againft the Adstaticr, they pretend- 
ed to give up their arms and fubmit j 
but having, concealed a third part of 
them, attacked the Romans in the night, 
for which C*far the next day broke down 
the city gates, put many to the fword, 
and fold the reft (to the number of 
53,000) for flaves. This brought the 
fubmiffions of feveral nations beyond the 
Rhine , and vaft fpoil and treafure to Crfar. 
Arijlobulm and his fon Jntigonm efcape out 
of prifon at Rome, and return into Ju- 
dea, who with 8000 men that he had 
collected, fets about building the caftle 

of Alexandrian; but the Romans engage, 

defeat, and kill 5000 of his men, and 
force him to fly with 1000 into the ru- 
inated caftle of Maeberon, where after tvto 
days ftout refiftance, they take him by 
aflault, and fend him and his fon prifoners 
to Rome, where he remained to his death, 
but the reft of his family was fet at li- 
berty 

Alexander fon of Ariflobulnt raifes a large 
army and comes again into Judea, and 
conquers all before him ; but being at hill 
engaged by Gabinius the Rsman general, 
near mount Tabor, is intirely defeated 
with the lofs of 10,000 men killed on the 
fpot, and the reft difperfed 
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Gabinius governor of Syria undertakes to 
reftore Ptolemy Auletes to the throne of 
Egypt fat 1 0,000 talents, or 1,937.500/. 
per lins, one half to be paid down, which 
is agreed to. Accordingly, he fends Mark 
Antony, who marches into Egypt and takes 
Pelufium, and Gabinius marches into the 
heart of the country, and is met by Ar- 
cbelaus, the hujband of Berenice ; they 
engage, the Egyptians are all cut off, 
and Arcbelaus taken, who is fee at liberty 
for a large ranfom, and being feveral 
times defeated, is at Iaft befieged in Alex- 
andria, where after defending the place 
to the lalt extremity, he marches out, 
and engages the Romans, who killed him 
and routed his army, and fo re-eftablifti 
Auletes again upon the throne of Egypt, 
who firft pu:s his daughter Berenice to 
death, for accepting the throne from the 
Alexandrians \ and then deftroyed moft of 
the great men for driving him away, con- 
fi (eating their goods to raife money to X 
pay Gubinius, cfT c . \ 

Galba, one otC. far*s lieutenants, being at 
tacked at Oclodurut by a great body of 
Gaul;> he defeats and kills 10,000 of 
them. Cos far having appointed Biutus 
his admiral, lends him againlt the Veneti, 
who engages their fleet, and obtains a 
comp'cat victory ; whereupon the Feneti 
fubmic, but C<rjar puts the chiefs to the 
fword and fells the reft for flaves. Crajfus 
goes againlt part of the Aquitani, and kills 
30,000 in one battle, and fo reduced all *

Cefar attacks the UJipites and Tenet bet *\ of 
whom he cut off almoft 400,000 ; then 
ordered a bridge to be built over the 
Rhine, entered Germany, plundered and 
lacked the Sicambri, and frightened the 
Suevi, and returned in 18 days to Gaul 
again, and broke down the bridge 

C<efar prepares to invade Britain ; the Bri 
tont lend ambaflfadors into Gaul to him, 
offering to fubrnit and give hollages ; 
He marches into Picardy, atid From 
thence fails into Britain, lands, is op 
pofed, and defeats the Britons ; They fue 
for prACr, and deliver ho'lages. A Itorm 
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{hatters his (hips ; the Britons fall on his 
feventh legion :• he comes to their aflif- 
tance, and intirely overthrows the Bri- 
tons with great (laughter feveral times, 
and then returns to Gaul. The fenate 
order a fupplication, or genera! thankf 
giving, for 20 days, for Gefar^ fuccefs 

in Britain 

The Tr.'bonian Taw 'fo called from Trebo 
mut % the tribune of the people ) pa/Ted at 
Rome, whereby C/c/ar had the command 
of Gaul, &c. given him for five years ; 
Graffiti Syria. Egypt \ and Macedon ; and 
Pompey the two Sfa'.ns for the fame time, 
absolutely, fo that no power could reach 
theni for that time) with full power to 
raife men, money, & c. 
Ateius (one of the tribunes of the Roman 
people) ftrove with all his might to hinder 
CraJJus the conful, and one of the trium 
vii's, going into Jjia ; but being oppof- 
ed, went fo far as even to arreft his per- 
fon ; but eight of his collegues delivered 
Craffus from the officer who had feized 
him ; Pompey conducted him out of Rome 
' with a ftrong guard ; but Jteius coming 
to the city gate through which he was to 
paCs,' threw ' perfumes into a fire he had 
caufe<T*to be kindled there, and curfed 
* Ciafft&toxxtijp. thoufand imprecations, • and 
invoking of the infernal gods. Graffito 
leaves rafcip^hfld coming into Syria (.the 
province afligne^ him) marches to yeru- 
falem toHcize all the treafures that Pom- 

pty had left untouched s EUazar, one of 

the prislts, in I order to fatisfy his avari- 
cious temper, difcovers to him a golden 
rafter, weighing 3000 Hebrenu, or 750 
common pounds ; but though he had fo* 
lemnly fwore he would meddle with no- 
thing elfe, as f>qn as he had got thtt, he 
rljndered the treafury of jooo talent?, 
and the temple of all eife chat was va- 
luable, to- the amount of 8000 talents 
more. From hence he went into Parthia, 
though then in alliance and peace withl 
Rims; he befie^es Nieepborium, which} 
Dh the governor off .red to furrender t " 
b»u when Craffus font a party to takt pof- 
fcflion, Dh i'urrounded and cut them all 
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to pieces. Cm fas takes the city byaffauTt, 
fold the inhabitants for Haves, and con- 
fifcated their goods 
(la far lands a fc-oid time in Britain, with 
out opposition, the peop'e being frighted 
at his great number of (hips pretending 
they had not lent the ho'tages agreed 
upon : He marches agai.dl and defeats 
the Britons ; a dorm de:troys and (ha iters 
a grca' part of his fleet ; the Britons often 
artack him, but are always defeated with 
great lofs H.»v ng ravaged the country 

he returned to Gaul 
Julia (the daughter of Julius C r far 9 and 
wife of Pomfey) dies, who while living 
behaved with lb extraordinary a prudence, 
as to keep her father and hulband from 
coming to an open rupture, which (oon 
after broke out between them, and was 
fo highly honoured and efteemed by all 
ranks of people, that (he was buried in 
the field of Mars, an honour allowed only 
to great heroej, and never to any woman 
before 

The Gauls make a general infur reel ion : 
C<efar % upon account of a famine that 
then was, being forced to divide his ar- 
my, and place them in different parts in 
final 1 part es, fevera! of them are cut off, 
but at .lad he reduced them again to obe- 
dience, having a reinforcement of two 

legions from Pompey 

Craffus fpends much of his time in improv- 
ing, by all icandaioui methods, the an- 
nual income of his province, by robbing 
the temples, extorting extravagant fums 
from the people, e jfc. and by neglecting 
military discipline his foldiers became ef- 
feminate. Or odes the Parthian king fends 
embafladors to Crajfus, complaining of 
his ufage, and d fires his reafons for it ; 
but Crnjfus anfwering very haughtily, 
is at length attacked at Carthrr, by Su 
rernts the Parthian general, his (on is 
killed, himfelf defeated, and his army j 
routed with great (laughter, and his camp 
taken and plundered ; and purfuing Craf I 
fus 9 takes him by a treacherous propoia! 
of conferring about a peace, kills him ; 
and his atrendants, and cits oft" hi. head. : 
and brings ic to Otodu, who ordcicu 
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his mouth to be filled with melted gold, 
thereby reproaching his avaricioufnefs. 
In this battle 20,000 Romans were killed, 
and 10,000, taken prifoners 
Pompey pollponed the election of new con 
fuls for feven months, and his creature C 
Luieius the tribune propofed to the people 
to make Pompey dictator ; but Cato % &c. 
oppofing it ftrongly, Domitius Calvinus and 
Valerius Meffala were chofe confuls for the 
remaining five months ; but corruption 
was fo notorioufly fettled at Rome 9 that 
the candidates for the curule offices 
brought their mo.iey openly, and the, 
heads of the faction employed force, fo 
that many maflacres haopened in the in 
flailing them in th-sir offices 
Orodet -king of Part bia having made peace 
with drtabaxet Icing of Armenia, and b< 
coming jealous of the growing power of 
his general Surena> 9 who had lately de- 
feated the Romans and killed Craffus, or- 
ders him to be put to death 
Or faces, general of Grades king of Partbia. 
enters Syria, and conquers all the country 
from Euphrates to Jntiocb, and befieged 
ir : Gcero meets a large party of Par* 
tbian horfe. and cuts them all off to 
a man-f this forces them to raife the fiege, 
and Gcero falls upon them and curs ofF 
greit lumbers, and their general Or/aces , 
as they were making cheir retreat 
Cajftus the Roman genera) befisges Taricb.*a 
(a city on the fouth frore of the lake 
Gennefaretb) where Pitolaut -with the re- 
mains of drift ibuiut's party were ; he 
takes and carries off 30,000 JSews pri- 
foners, and Prolans he p. us to death 
Pompey and his faftion create great diftur- 
bances and do much mifchief, and he is 
declared fole conl'ul at Rome, a thing ne- 
ver known before ; and new troops, with 
I 1000 talents to pay them, are allowed 
him ; Bat he having married Cornelia. 
the daughter of an eminent fenator, 
Grcilius Metellus, affociates him with him 
in the confulfhip, which greatly pleafed 
taa patrician fenators 
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Ca?far 9 after having reduced the revolted 
<?4jf/f in Tran/alpine Gaul, fends vaft fums 
of money to be diftributed among his par- 
tizans in Rome, and the populace, paying 
the debts of fome, lending money with- 
out intereft to others, and obliging and 
carefling all, he himfelf flaying in Infu- 

bria, during which the Gauls revo't again, 
and though winter goes againft them, 
befieges Noviodunum ; prince fercingeto 
rix, the Gaulijh generaliffimo, comes to its 
relief; Crfar defeats him, takes the town, 
and marches to Avar i cum and takes it by 
dorm, and out of 40,000 Gaulijh troops, 
kills all but 800. The JEdui revolt, and 
kill all the Italians in their capital, feize 
Noviodunum, and in it Ctejar s military 
chert, baggage and proviiions, and then 
fet fire to the town ; in return, Ca?/ar be- 
fieges Alefia^ in which was Vercingetorix, 
with 80,000 men , 160,000 Gauls come 
to his relief, who engaged 3 times, but 
were as often defeated with great lofs; the 
ciry, being compelled by famine, furren 
ders at difcretion ; and fo he reduced the 
Gauls - once more, for which 20 days 
thankfgi ving to the gods were ordered at 
Rome 

The P art b tans return and befiege Antioch a 
fecond time, but are obliged toraife the 
fiege. to fupprefs a rebellion raifed by 
one of their own noblemen 
Z94.3 j 51 j Several of the Gaulijh communities revolt, 

which Csefar continually defeats, and re- 
duces Uxellodunum, a ftrong place, hold, 
ing out a long fiege again 11 Caninius,- one 
of his generals.

makes the Romans executors of his will, 
by which he bequeathed his crown to his 
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cl<3e ft fon and. ekleft daughter, ordering 
them to intermarry : Pompey is appointed 
guardian ; but Photi.:us the eunuch, and 
Achillas general of all the forces, depofe 
Cleopatra, with intent to reign abfoiutely, 
the youn^; kin<r being but 13 years old : 

She retires into Syria and Pale/line , railes 
a great arm/ and heads it h^rfelf, being 
about 1 7 years of age 

Scribonius Curio, a great enemy to C&far, is 
by Pompey fetatthe head of the tribunes; 
the moil debauched and extravagant pa:ri 
cian in Rome, who, tho' but young, had 
contracted debts to the amount of 600,000 
gr^at lefterces, or 4,843*750 /. Jlerling. 
A cenfus is made by which 320,000 citi 
zens fit to bear arms are found in Rome, 
which is ended with a luilrum s This 
is the Iafl cenfus under the republic 

C<*far for 1500 talents, or 310,625 /. fltrl, 
buys over the conful JEmiliut Paulus, 
and the tribune Curio for great fums 

The Roman fenate makes an order, declaring 
Cffar an enemy if he did not refign his 
office of proconful, at a (hort limited time ; 
and ordering the confuls, &c. to provide 
for the public fafery. Both fides arm 
powerfully againft each other and the 
commonwealth, Pompey reigning with the 
abfolute uncontroulable power of a king, 
under the name of gcneralilfimo, and his 
friends nominated to all the polls of hon- 
our and profit in Rome and all its provinces 

Mark Antony, Caffius Longinut, and Curio, 
3 of the tribunes, are driven out of Rome 
for fpeaking in C \e/ar*s favour ; they fly 
to his camp in the difguife of flaves. Up- 
on their arrival C cfar (hews them to the 
legion he had with him, exaggerating 
their and his ill ufage, &c. begs their 
defence and protection, which they all 
promifc ; upon which he croHes the 
Rubicon into Italy, and feizes Ariminum, 
and orders all his army in Gaul to come 
to him there

mod conilernation at Ctc/aS* taking 
minum. Pompey retires to Capua, and de- 
clares all mould be treated as traitors that 
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did not attend him : Upon which the con- 
fuls, fenators, and magift rates left Rome to 
wait on Pompey. Carfar takes all places 
where he arrives, with little refiftance, 
pardons all the fenators he takes, and ufes 
great mildnefs to all degrees of people. 
Pompey quits Capua 9 and retires to Brun- 
dufium, whither O/far followed and be- 
iieged him ; from whence Pompey and hisj 
army efcapes by ftratagem on board hi: 
fleet, and left C*far mailer of all Italy 
from the Alps to the fea ; then fends 
Curio with three legions into Sicily, which 
Cats abandoned as foon as Curio landed, 
and ordered V+ierius his lieutenant to go 
into Sardinia* where the inhabitants join 
him, and drive away jdurelius Cotta, who 
commanded there for the fenate, and fub- 
mit to C^e/ar, who fent for all the fenators 
he could come at to come to him at Rome, 
particularly Cicero, but could not prevail 
on him to come. To fb many as came 
he propofed to fend a deputation to Pom- 
pey, and to fettle all things amicably, as 
hitherto no blood was fpilt ; but none of 
the fenators would take upon them tin 
menage. Cafar goes to the public trea- 
fury, breaks open the doors, and takes 
out ('tis faid) 300,000 pounds weight of 
gold : With this money he raifed troops 
all over Italy, and fent governors to all the 
provinces fubjeft to Rom* : This occafion- 
ed a general war in all parts of the known 
world, Pompey having done the fame. 
Ca/ar goes into Spain, where many de- 
clare for him : But violent rains and the 
melting fnow fo overflowed the two rivers 
between which his army lay, that his 
bridges were broken down, and his com- 
munication cut off from thofe towns that 
fupplied his army, fothat a famine raged 
among them, a bufhel of wheat being 
fold for 50 Roman denarii, or 1 /. 2 1. 
3 d. i fieri. Upon this Cicero and many 

fenators at Rome haften to join Pompey. 
However, C<efar (by the help of boats 
and great labour) got fuccours, and forced 

Jifranim and Pctrciui out of Hither Spain, 

without a battle, and obliged them to 

difband their troops, and fwear never 10

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make war on Carfar. One legion in 
Further Spain deferted from Varro, Pom- 
fef* governor in Further Spain, which 

obliged him to furrenderhis other legion, 
and all his money. Co-far, now mailer 

of all Spain, appoints Ccifp.us Longinus 
governor of both provinces, with four 
legions to defend them, and returns to 
Marfcilles, which furrendered ; he grants 
them their lives and liberties, but ftrips 
them of all their arms and their fhips ; 
and then returned to Rome, when M. 
jEmilius Lepidus names him dictator, 
which he accepts, without abufing his 
power : He grants to all the Gauls be- 
yond the Po the rights of Roman citizens, 
and got himfelf and Servilius Ifauricus 

declared confuls 
Carfar releafes Ariflobulus, the captive king 
and high-prieft of the Jews, out of pri- 
fon, and fends him with two legions into 
Paleftine, to keep Syria in awe ; butFww- 
pe/s party find means to deftroy him by 
poifon. Alexander his fon coming with 

fome troops to his father's afliftance, 

Metellus Scipio, Pompey's governor in Sy- 
ria, takes and beheads him 
Cafar confirms Hyrcan in the Jewifh high- 
prieilhood, and makes Antipater procura- 
tor or lieutenant of Judaea, and citizen of | 
Rome ; and adds abundance of favourable 
privileges to the Jews, and that they 
might be publickly known, caufes his 
grant to be engraved on tables of brafs, 
and hung up in the temples of Tyre, Sy- 
don, sifkalon, and the capitol at Rome 
Cleopatra caufes herfelf to be conveyed to 
Ca?far, in Alexandria, where enamoured 
with her beauty, he efpoufes her caufe, 
has a fon by her called Carfar ion, after- 
wards obliges her to marry her younger 
brother Ptolemy, a lad of 1 1 years old, by 
which means flie reigned abfolutely over 

Egypt 

Ciejar goes in quell of Pompey, and is rein- 
forced by all nations and people. Pom- 
pty had likewife a vail army and fleet. 
Pwpey and 200 fenators refide at Tbejfa- 
lonica, where they nfl'emble and give or- 
ders as if at Rome, from whence ah 
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the great men flew to him, calling him 

the Good Caufe, and Cafarznd his adhe- 
rents the Abettors of Tyranny. Ocfar firft 

goes to Oricum (a ftrong city in Epirus) 
which furrenders as foon as he approaches : 
Then he marches to Apollonia, on the 
confines of Maccd<n 9 another important 
place, which does the like : From hence 
he goes to Dyrrbachium, another ftrong 
town in Mac t don 9 the magazine for Pom- 
pey"s arms and provilions. In the mean 
time C&far is informed a fquadron of 
Pompey** fleet had attacked his fleet, taken 
30 of them, and burnt them with the 
men in them. Car far fends Vibullus Ru 
fus 9 a friend of Pompey s 9 whom he had 
taken prifoner, to propofe the diibanding 
both their armies in three days, to renew 
their former friendfhip, with folemn oaths, 
and return to Italy. Pompey refufes : Ge- 
far again fends Vat in ins to treat with him ; 
but while he was treating with Labienus, 
Pompey* s men attacked and wounded them. 
Gabinius and his men endeavouring to go 
through lllyricum to join C*far 9 is killed 
by the lllyrians 9 who had declared for 
Pompey 9 and all his army to a man cut 
off. Soon after, Co? far being ftrongly 
reinforced, befieges Pompey and his army, 
and reduces them to great ftraights for 
want of forage. Pompey gains advan- 
tages feveral times in Ikirmiflies, fo that 
Cafar is obliged to decamp, and retire 
to Apollonia, where he paid his men, and 
left the wounded, and then marches into 
Macedon, is joined by Do mi ti us with three 
legions ; then goes into Tbcjfaly 9 which 
all fubmits to him: Pompey follows him, 
and at laft, by the importunity of his 
commanders, contrary to his own inclina- 
tions, comes to a general battle in the 
plains of P bar) hit a , near Thebes ; Pom- 
pry's people were fo confident of victory 
as to lay in their claims for their refpec- 
tive offices in the ftatc, &c. depending 
upon their numbers, being 45,000 foot, 
7000 horfe, well armed, and a great num- 
ber of dartmen and (lingers. Cerfar had 
but 20,000 foot and 1000 horfe : They 
engage, and Ccfar entirely defeats them 
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with great Daughter, and Pompey gets 
away in difguUe. 
In the battle of Pbarfalia Caf/ar is faid to 
lofe but 200, thirty whereof were centu- 
rions, which he buried with great folem- 
nity. Pompey had 25,000 flain, ten of 
which were fenators, and forty Roman 
knights, and 24000 were taken prifoncrs, 
eight eagles and iSoenfigns. ^ Car/or or- 
dered afi the citizens immediately to be 
fet at liberty, and then purfues after Pom- 
fey to Larijfa y and from thence to Tempt 

in Tbeffaly* from thence to Mitylene, where 
he took into his lhip his wife Cornelia and 
his fon Sextus, and fails to Attalia in 
Pamphylia 9 and from thence goes to Egypt, 
where he is flain, and his head cut oft and 
embalmed. C<efar purfaing him, upon 
his arrival at Alexandria Pompey's head is 
prefcnted to him, which he caufed to be 
buried with great pomp in the temple o 
Nemefis, the goddefs of revenge, in the 
fuburbs of Alexandria. Ceefar demand* 
ing the money that Auletes owed him, 
Pbotinus the young king's milliner put him 
off with delays, and ftirs up the mob 
again ft him, who had now only 3 200 
foot and 800 horfe ; whereupon C<ejar 
is forced to take ihelter in the king's pa 
lace, fummons Cleopatra and her brother 
Ptolemy to come before him, that he might 
determine the difference between them,and 
orders them to difband their armies. Cleo- 
patra caufes herfelf to be carried privately 
to him, and fo enamoured him that he de- 
clared on her fide, fends for Ptolemy 9 prcf- 
fes htm to make up all difference with his 
fifter ; Ptolemy runs into the ftreer, takes 
the diadem off his head, tears it to pieces, 
and throws it on the ground, and com- 
plains to the people of being ill ufed, who 
all rife again ft Cafar ; but Cafar appeafed 
them with fair words, and bringing Pto- 
lemy and Cleopatra out before the people, 
caufed Auletefs will to be read, and de- 
clared they (hould reign jointly ; and then 
a! To declared that Ptolemy the younger fon 
and At Jione the youngeft daughter fhould 
reign jointly in Cyprus ; but Pbotinus thel 
chief minifter ufes all his ikill and power | 
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befieged G*/*r with 20,000 men in Alex- 
andria,, and murdered one and abufed an- 
other emba&dor C<*far fent to him. Cr- 
yQw was forced to barn what (hips were in 
the port, fome of which whett on fire run 
aihore, and fet fire to the famous library 
that at an immenfe expert ce was collected 
by feveral kings, to the amount of 400,000 
volumes. Catfar detects Fbotinus in cor 
responding with Achillas, and puts him to 
death ; upon which the eunuch G any me 
des conveys young Arfinoe to the army, 
who proclaim her queen, and putting 
their general Achillas to death, G any me 
/ies fucceeds him in that office : Car far de 
feats him in two lea engagements, with 
great lofs : The Alexandrians demand 
their king, and offer toceafe all hoftilities; 
Carfar complies, but the young king ii rives 
to intercept Or far s pro vifions ; this occa- 
sioned a third fea- fight, wherein the Ro 
mans came off victorious

whole army engages them, has 20,000 
cut to pieces, 1 2,000 taken prifoners, and 
the king himfelf war drowned in the Nile, 
after three years and eight months reign : 
Upon this Carfar returns to Alexandria, 
proclaims Cleopatra - queen, and obliges her 
to marry her younger brother, a lad eleven 
years old

4258 295 1 J 48 \Pharnac*s, (king of the Cimmerian Bofpo- 

rus, ion of Mithridates the Great), taking 

advantage of the civil war between Pom* 
pey and Cafar, feizes a great part of his 

father's dominions. Carfar fends Domi- 
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tius againft him ; he engages Dcmitius the 
Roman general, defeats him, and cuts off 
moll of his army ; but C<efar himfelf 
marching againft him, he defires peace, 
fends him a crown of gold, offers him his 
daughter, and to fubmit to any thing he 
fhould require. Car/ar ordered him to re- 
tire from Pontus immediately, releafe all 
his prifoners, and to reftore the Romans 
all their goods he had feized : He pro- 
mifed, but delayed ; Ceefar attacks and 
defeats him, cuts off or takes moil of his 
army, and that fo expeditiouily as to make 
him ufe this memorable fentence, / came, 
I fanv 9 1 conquered, in a letter to Anitius 
at Rome. After this he made Mi tbri dates 
Per game nus king of Bo/porus inftead of 
Pharnaces 

Pharnaces having railed fome recruits, is en- 
gaged by A/ander, whom he had made 
governor in Bojporus y and who had feized 
the crown while he was in Pontus, and is 
(lain, and his army cut to pieces, after he 
had reigned in Bo/porus 15 year?, which 
Pompey gave him. Upon his death Pontus 
was again reduced to the form of a Roman 
province 

Cicero y upon C<efa r"s return to Italy , goes to 
make his court and iubmimon to him, for 
having efpoufed Pompey'' % caufe : C<e/ar 
meets him with the higheft refpect, civi- 
lity, and good- nature ; the like he did to 
all the other great men who came to fee 
him ; and coming to Rome, he reftored 
peace and tranquillity ; but thofe particu- 
lar perfons who Hill remained in arms 
againft him, he conhTcated their goods 
and fold their eflates 

Ca?far again chofen conful, goes into Africa, 
where Pompey's party were ftill very nu- 
merous. He fummons Confidius, com- 
mander of AdrumetutHy to furrender, who 
kills his meflcnger, and goes out againft 
him, Ca/ar y being but ill provided with 
troops , decamps ; Confidius purfucs and 
harrafies him, till he got to Leptis y where 
part of his troops from Sicily were come, 
from whence he fent orders for the reft 
to come ; but in the mean time is greatly 

diftrefled for want of forage, and frcquent- 
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ly defeated in parties ; but receiving more 
fuccours, he went to Utica to beiiege it, 
and was himfelf beiieged by three armies 
under Juba king of Mauritania, Scipio 
general of the Roman forces, and Labie- 
?i us his lieutenant. C<efar having offered 
the enemy battle, and they refufing, he 
decamps and goes to T hap/us, whither he 
is followed by the three armies. C&far 
falls upon Scipio firft, and puts him to 
flight ; then Labienus, and defeats him ; 
and then Juba, and routs him, killed 
50,000 men, takes the three camps, and 
lofes but 50 of his own men. T hap/us 
furrendered, and all the heads of the 
party either laid violent hands on them- 
felves, or were taken prifoners, and put 
to death, except Labietms, who efcaped. 
Cato maintained Utica, where he governed 
with a fenate of 300 Romans, who upon 
the approach of Cafar refolve to fubmit : 
Cato itabs himfelf, and Utica furrenders. 
All Africa being now Ca/ar^s, from 
hence he goes into Mauritania and Numi- 

dia, reduces both kingdoms, and makes 
them Roman provinces, which he ordered 
to be pillaged and plundered, to prevent 
their revolting 

Herod, fon of Antipater 9 being made gover- 
nor of Galilee, goes againft and fubdues 
the banditti that infefted the country round 
about, killed many, and took fome pri- 
foners, whom he put to death, for which 
he is cited to anfwer to the Sanhedrim at 
Jeru/a(em % who would have condemned 
him, but he made his efcape to Damaf- 
eus, and remained there under the protec- 
tion of Sextus Ca?/ar, the R'jman gover- 
nor of that province 

C&far returning to Utica, orders the rebuild- 
ing of Carthage and Corinth , (which two 

years after were repeopled by Roman co- 
lonies, fent to fettle in them) and fet fail 
for Italy ; and upon his arrival at Rome he 
is received with all pofiible marks of joy 
and honour, and public thankfgivings are 
made in all the temples for 40 days for his 
fucccfles: He is decreed four triumphs, 
in which kings, princes, &c. went be /ore 
him in chains, and vdiVIs oi geld ;ir.J 
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silver, to the amount of 65,000 talents, 
which is more than 1 2,000,000 fterl. and 
1820 golden crowns, weighing 15,033 
pounds. Gat of thefefums he firft paid 
his foiakrs, then gave every private fol - 
dier 150 1. fieri. 300 I. to each centurion, 
and 900 L to each tribune and commander 
of the cavalry ; and to the commonalty of 
Rem* he gave ten bufhels of corn, and ten 

buftiels of oil, and 400 Denarii per man, 

then entertained Ahem at 20,000 tables 
with 6000 murena' s, and a vaft profuiion 
of uacooMondakiUes, and representations 
of land and (ea fights, Sec. then fets about 
reforming Rome by many good laws, 
and invites learned and ingenious men of 
all nations, with great privileges and en- 
couragements to come and lettle at Rome 
C<*cMus Bajfus, a Roman knight, raifes an 
army, fcize* Tyre, and gives out that C<t- 
far was kiUed in Africa* and that the fe- 
nate of Rente haA appointed him prefident 
of Syria : But Sextus C*far, governor of 
the province, goes againft him, and en- 
tirely defeats faun. Bmffus retires to Tyre, 
is cured of his wounds, inveigles Sextus\ 
army, who kill their general for bis lewd 
way of living, and join Baffin, who by 
the affiftance of Aitaudonius, an Arabian 
prince, kept up by the revolt for many 
years 

Young Ptolemy king of Egypt* now 14 years 
old, claims a (hare in the government, 
according to the cuftom of the country, 
with Cleopatra his wife and filler, and for 
which (he foon after poifoned him 

The Roman year now confifting of but 1 2 
lunar months, the pontifex maximus and 
his collegue intercalated once in two years 
a month of 22 and 23 days alternately, 
between the 23d and 24th of February j 
but this was often times omitted, &c. 
therefore Cafar, by the advice and affif- 
tance of learned men, reduced the year 
to the form we now have it 

Caf/ar fets out for Spain againft Pompey y i 
two fons, who had got great footing there. 
He befieges Ategua* the parties magazine, 
and having reduced it to great ftraights, 
the Roman garifon cuts the throats of all 
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the inhabitants, fets fire to the city, and 
by a general Tally endeavours to break 
through C*far 9 s line; but being drove 
back into the town with great daughter, 
L. Minuet us Flaccus furfenders upon ho 
nourable terms. From hence C<efar goes 
to Bur/a<vo/is t took it by furprize, and 
puts great numbers of the inhabitants to 
death. Soon after, near the city, both 
parties come to a general engagement 
where after a mod bloody and obftinate 
battle from morning till night, C*far by 
ftratagem gains the vi&ory, kills 30,000 
of Pompey's men, (among which Were the 
famous generals Labienus, and j4ttiui V *- 
rius) and 300 Roman knights, 17 great 
officers, and takes the camp, the enemies 
eagles and enfigns, and Pompey's fafces, 
which he had afiumed as governor of Spain, 
with the lofs only of 1000 killed and 500 
wounded on C*far y s fide. The elder/W- 
p ey fled, but was foon after taken, and put 
to death. Several engagements, fieges, 
and other warlike exploits, in feven months 
reduced all Spain ; and Csefar returned to 
Rome with immenfe treafures that he hadl 
tak en from the Pompeian party. Soon af • 
ter his arrival at Rome he gave himfelf and 
his two lieutenants each a triumph, at 
which great exception was taken by many, 
who were but to outfide ihew his friends) XUI | 39 
The fenate make Ca?/ar conful alone, and 
dictator for life, fubjeAed all the magi 
ft rates, even the tribunes, to him; im- 
powered him, alone, to levy troops, com- 
mand, armies, declare war, make peace, 
(stc . and conferred the title of Ca?far and 
Imperator (or emperor) to him and his 
porterity: He governed mod excellently 
and mildly, and drove by all alts of kind- 
nefs to gain over his enemies : He in- 
creafed the praetors to 1 6, and the quaeftors 
to 40 : He made fix new ediles, and in- 
creafed the other magiftrates proportion- 
ably, making the fenate toconfiftof 900 
members

Sibyline books, declares that the Parthians, 

againft whom C*far was going, could ne- 
ver be overcome but by a king ; therefore! 
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it waspropofcd (hat Ce/ar fhould bear the 
name of dilator in Italy, but king every 
where elfe : But a confpiracy being formed 
by many of the chief fenators againft Cat- 
far, Artemidorus* a rhetorician, puts into 
Ctefar** hands an account thereof, as he 
was going to the fenate-houfe ; but he ne- 
glecting to read it, as foon as he had taken 
his place the confpirators flab and kill him, 
after he had fought fucccfsfully 56 pitched 
battles, and killed 1,192,000 men 
rhe death of Otfar occaftoned fuch an ex- 
traordinary ferment in the ft ate, that no 
one knew what to. fay or do. Mark An- 
tony, Cafar's collegue in the confulihip, 
got a guard of 6000 veterans, under pre- 
tence of fecuring his perfon from intuit, 
&c. OBauianus, Carfares great nephew 
and adopted fon, being declared his heir 
by C*?Jar*s will, comes to Rome and claims 
his eftate, where being oppofed by Mark 
Antony the then conful, Ofia<vianus fells 
his own patrimony and bribes the people ; 
upon which rntony pretends to be recon- 
ciled to O&avianus \ they quarrel and are 
friends feveral times, fo that at lad they 
both arm, and Oftawianns enters Rome 
with a large body of men ; the fenate de- 
clare for O&a-cianus ; Antony invades 
CifalpimGaul. and befieges iWa/^, which 
the fenate order him to raife ; r. ntony re- 
fuses, and is declared an enemy to his 
country 

Brutus, Cajfsu$y and feveral others of the 
murderers of Cafar, retire into Greece, 
A/ia, &e. and raife large armies, and 
keep up the Pompeian faction, and make 
themfelves matters of thofe provinces, 
which were confirmed to them by the Ro- 

• man fenate 
The renew their alliance with Rome: 

Hyrcan petitions Dolabeila, one of this 
year's confuls, for the difcharge of fome 
Jitvs that were imprcfTed into the Roman 
fervice : Drfabella fends a letter to the go- 
vernor of Efhefus, ordering the difcharge 
of the J**wu and a free exercife of their 
laws and religion Bojfut having feized 
the governorfnip of Syria, was foon after 
driven out by C«$ui, who laid a tribute 
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of 700 talents upon Judta : Herod foon 
after carried the 100 talents for his diftricl, 
and his brother quickly after brought his 
quota, by which means they gained fa- 
vour; but the others not coming, with 
theirs, fo irritated Coffins, that he ordered 
the inhabitants of Gopbna, Emmaus 3 Lydda, 
Tbammay &e. to be fold by auclion, and 
their governor Malic bus to be put to 
death, to prevent which the high-prieft 
purchafed his life and liberty at 1 00 ta- 
lents. Upon Caffiash going again ft Da- 
label la, he left the government of Cesle- 
Syria to Herod. Malic bus hired the high- 
pr ieft's butler to poifon Antipater as be 
was at dinner with his matter, and fcized 
upon the government of Jerusalem, but 
was foon after cut off hy the garifon of j 
Tyre, as he was going to wait on CaJJius 
at Laodicea: His brother efpoufed his 
caufe, and got Felix with fome Roman 
foldiers to join him ; but Pba/ael drove 
him away, and Herod foon after coming 
to his aflirtance, they forced him to fur- 
render Majfada, and the other forts eiTes, 
and to capitulate for his life : They up- 
braided Hyrcan as privy to all the difturb- 
ance ; but his fair daughter, whom Herod 
had married, named mariamne, reconciled 
all their differences 

The conful Pan/a goes againft Mark An- 
tony in Cif alpine Gaul ; they engage ; the 
conful is mortally wounded, and his army 
defeated; but Hirtius the other conful 
falls upon and defeats Antony, whither 
Hirtius and OcJa<via**s go after him ; they 
engage again, and Hirtius is killed, but 
Q&avianus gained a com pleat viclory, 
and obliged Antony to fhelter himfclfj 
behind his intrenchments, and to raife the 
fiege of Mutina. Pan/a, dying of his 
wounds, is carried with his collegue 
Hirtius to Rome, and interred with great 
pomp* Odavianus demands a triumph, 
which the fenatc refu(es t but grants it to 

Decimus Brutus ; upon which Oclawianut 
fends back a great number of officers he 
had taken to Antony , and refolves to be 
reconciled to him. Bumus goes againii 
Antwr s and forces him to pafs the A/ft , 

O 0 0 ?. 
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upon which the fenate feizes and confis- 
cates all his eft ate. Pollh and Plane us 
join Antony with their armies. Oeiwvi- 
anus privately agrees with Antony, and 
makes ufe of the power he was inverted 
with by the fenate for their dcftru&ion. 
After raifing an army, he harangues them ; 
they fend deputies to the fenate to choofe 
him confoi ; they refufe it, and he marches 
his army to Rome* declares he comes as a 
friend, and is chofe conful, and Quintus 

Padius his collegue. Q&a<vianus (who 

was afterwards called Augufius) was fcarce 
twenty years old when he entered upon 
the consulate 
~)3a<vianus, now conful, firft gets his adop- 
tion by C*far confirmed ; and his col- 
legue Quint us gets a law pafled for im- 
peaching and trying C<efar y s murderers ; 
upon which they were all fummoned to 
take their trial. O&awianus gets the d< 
cree againft Mark Antony and Lefidus ri 
voked ; They go againft Decimus Bruti 
at Mutina, where the grcateft part of his 
army revolt to Antony and Lefidus, an " 
Brutus is taken and killed by one CamiU 
/us, a free-booter: Upon this Antony , 
'Lepidus, and 03a<uianus meet in a fmall 
ifland formed by the river Rbenus, now 
Reno, where they agree to divide all the 
Roman provinces between them, and are 
called the fecond great triumvirate ; and 
in order to fupport their ufurped authority 
they agree to cut off all poflcfled of great 
eftates, or were any ways friends to liberty 
and law. They and tfceir armies go to 
Rome, and get their ufurped authority 
confirmed for five years by law, having 
fir ft fent and murdered many of the great eft 
fenators; then they proscribed 300 fena- 
tors, and upwards of £000 knights : Rome 
was filled with blood, many mangled car- 
cafes, and the in oft horrid fcenes of cm 
elty ; then they feized the goods and eftates 
of the victims, without any concern for 
their widows or orphans; and thus, and 
by exceflive taxes, propofing to make up 
the fum of 200,000 talents, which falling 
fhort of, they make a lift of 1400 of the 
richcil ladies in Rome, and taxed them all 
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alike in a great fum : They come all in a 

body to the fenate, where Hortenfia 
made fo moving a fpeech, that the num- 
ber was reduced from 1 400 to 4 00 ; but 
to make up the propofed fum they taxed 
above 100,000 men, as well ft rangers as 
natives, prietls as laymen; in levying 
whereof the foldiers committed unheard- 
of cruelties. The triumvirs having fa- 
tiated themfelves with blood and plunder, 
declared to the fenate the profcription was 
at an end, and appointed M. JEmilius 
Lepidus and Lucius Mutt act us Plane us con- 

fuls for the earning year ; and becaufe they 
were going into the eaft again ft Brutus and 
Cajfius, the triumvirs named confuls, prx- 
tors, and zdiles, for feveral years to come 
Cleopatra hearing of Mark Antony rand 03a- 
*vianus\ coming into Syria with a great 
army, fets out with a great fleet, £sf r. to 
meet and join them ; but falling fick on 
the way, and having loft abundance of her 
fhips in a ftorm, is forced to return home 
Cajfius fends a body of horfe into Cappadocia 
again ft *4riobarzanes a for having fided 
with Cdt/ar and his friends, overcomes, 
takes, and puts him to death, and raifes 
great contributions upon his fubje&s 
Cafftus goes againft the Rbodians, for aflift- 
ing the triumviri: They fue to him for 
peace; he requires their fleet and city, 
isfc . to be delivered up to him ; they re- 
fufe ; have two engagements at fea, and 
are beat both times with great lofs : Then 
he takes their city, pu nifties the great men 
with death, plunders the treafury , temples, 
and city, punifhing with death thofe who 
concealed any part of their wealth, ex- 
torted from them 8000 talents, taxed the 
city at 500 talents, and leaves L. Varus 
there withaftrong garifon to exalt it 
Brutus befieges Xantbus, the ftrongeft city in 
sfjia, which, after the (laughter of many 
Romans, he took. The Xantbians fetfire 
to the town, and burn their own houfes 
and goods, and deftroy their wives, chil- 
dren, and themfelves, in the flames, 
choufing death rather than flavery 
Brutus and Coffins, with 19 legions and 
20,000 horfe, meet Antony and 0&a<vi- 
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anus, with 19 legions and 13,000 horf 
in the plains of Pbilippi 9 the boundary • 
Macedon and f brace : They engage ; Br 
tus falls upon 03a<vianus 9 kills abundan 
of his men* and takes his camp, a greai 
many ensigns, and three eagles. In re- 
turn, Antony defeats CaJJius , kills many 
of his men, takes his camp, and entirely 
routs the reft ; Coffins only with a few at- 
tendants retiring to the top of a hill, Bru- 
tus coming towards him, CaJJius imagining 
it was Antony, killed himfelf, and then] 
both armies retire. The fame day 1 " 
admirals and fleets of both parties m 
and engage; Antony 's is entirely de- 
feated, moll of his (hips being taken 
deftroyed, together with a vail quant 
of ftores and provifions they were brii _ 
ing : This fo ftraitened Antony, that day 
after day he offered Brutus battle, wh 
at laft by the importunity of his men he 
confented to. Anthony having maflacred 
all the prifoners he had taken in the 1 
battle, Brutus now orders only all the 
flaves he had prifoners to be killed : They 
engage t and Bruins is intirely defeated, 

and his army routed j upon whidi he kills 
himfelf 

pon Mark Antony's coming into Bit by n 
after the defeat of Brutus and CaJJius, the 
governors and heads of provinces co 
to make their fubmifiion and court to him: 
The Jew come and accufe Phafael and 
his brother Herod ; but they being there! 
like wife, had fo prepared the conqueror' 
by large gifts, that he would not hear 
them. When Antony arrived at Epbrfus, 
Hyrcan petitions for the releafement and 
lands of thofe J&wijh prifoners CaJJius 
had fold ; which Antony readily grants. 
Upon Antony** coming to Daphne , near 
Afttiocb, the Jews again petition him 
againft the two brothers, Phafael and 
Herod ; but Hyrean appearing in their be- 
half, Antony makes them both Tetrarchs; 
but the Jtavs at Jerujalem fent a third 
cmbaiTy of a thoufand perfons to Tyre f \ 
who were killed, wound#d 3 and difperfed, 
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Antony and Q&a<vianus having conquer* 
their greateft enemies, dilband part < 
their troops and feparjtte. Qfiavianm 
for Italy:, and Antony for AJta : in his 
paflage thither Antony pafled through 
Greece* and af&fted in the fchools and aca- 
demies, adminiftering juftice with gre; 
equity, and making large prefents : Lea* 

ing Lucius Genforinus, one of his lieuti 
nants, governor of Greece, he went into! 
AJia, where he was met by all the kings 
and princes fubjett to the Roman power, 
who brought their wives and daughters 
with. them to tempt him with their charm 
who ftrove among themfelves to render 
themfelves moft agreeable. to Jiim by great 
prefents. and compliances ; Epbefus feeme 
moft to hit his tafte ; the women drefled i 
the habits they celebrated the feafts c 
Bacchus % and the men and boys like fauns 
and fatyrs. Antony cites queen Cleopa- 
tra to come and clear herfelf for giving 
anlilance to Brutus » ihe obeys, and ap- 
pears at Tar/us in Ciiicia : Her wit and 
beauty fo bewitched him, that he fpent 
all the winter in foftnefs with her in Egypt* 
letting all bufinefs both of the camp 
and court 

Ocl aw ianus coming into Italy* fets about 
diftributing the lands promifed to the fol- 
diers, which raifed great complaints, as 
many were injured and beggar *d : The 
foldiers were as much difpleafed as the 
people, and fet againft O&avianus. Ful- 
*via t the wife of rlntom 9 with the pre- 
fent conjuls, join to raifc the public dif- 
content againft him ftill liigher. He di- 
vorces C/odia, the daughter of Fu/<via, 
declaring (he was for him ftill a maid. 
The ftate is divided into two powerful 
and inveterate parties ; and cruel mur- 
ders, £*fc . were daily committed in Rome, 
by the populace and foldiers. All things 
thus in a flame, a famine encrcafed their 
diftrefs, each fide blaming the other. 
Fulvia retires to Pr<enefte % and heads the 
troops and a£ts like a general : Oclavi. 
anus did all in his power to harrafs and 
diftsefs her and hex, troops, which were 
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numerous. Lucius, brother and general 
for Futoia having loft abundance of his 
men by famine and a vigorous defence, 
fallies out of Perufia, goes to 03a*vi- 
anus, who promifes a free pardon for all 
his troop3 provided he fur rendered the 
town ; Lucius orders his men to march 
out, and acknowledge the conqueror for 
their general ; but the fenators, &c. to 
the number of 300, were carried in 
chains to an altar, and there facrificed 
to the manes of Julius Cafar 9 and 
then ordered the city to be plundered : 
But one Casftiu* fetting fire to his own 
houfe, the wind being high, communi- 
cated the flames, fo that the whole city 
was reduced to afhes. Upon this Ful- 
*uia and her adherents flew, fome to one 
place and fome to another ; and fo ended 
this war, called the war of Perufia. Ful- 
<uia retiring to Sicyan, died there of grief 
foon after 

vtonyz negligence occafioned an univer- 
fal revolt in AJia, where his lieutenants 
were defeated fever al times; upon which 
he comes into Greece, and in his crofs- 
ing the Ionian fea is joined by Ahenobar 
bus and his fleet ; upon their arrival at 
Brundufium, the gar; Ton fhuts the gates 
againft them; upon which Antony in- 
vites Pompey in Sicily to join him againft 
Oftawianus: He comes immediately, 
and they make a defcent upon Italy, and 
take many cities. But by the mediation 

of Cocceius, PoUioznd M^cenat, all dif- 
putes are adjufted, and the two triumvirs 
make a new diftribution of the Roman 
empire, and Ofta<via ( the lifter of Oc- 
ta<vianui) and Antony are married toge- 
ther. Pompey by his fleets and armies 
prevented corn coming from Sicily to 
Italy, fo that there was a famine in 
Rome. Antony at laft prevails upon Oc- 
t avian us to make peace with Pompey, 
and to fettle all their difputes amicably ; 
which being done, plenty is again reltored 
to Rome, and many of the proscribed, 
nobility come home, and are reftored to 
their former dignities 
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Antigonus the fon of Ari/lo&u/us, by the 
affiftance of Ptolemy and Pacorus, invades 
Judaea, and goes to Jerufalem* where 
they had feverat fkirmiflies, with great 
lofs on both fides. Pbajael and Hyrcan 
are prevailed on to go to Barzapbarnes , 
the general of the Partbians, where they 
are furprifed by treachery, and He rod 
forced to fly into ldumea : The Partbians 
plunder Herod's palace, the city and coun 
try round about, and Marijfa (an opulent 
city;, which they entirely deftroyed, and 
then inilalled Ant igonus upon fkejenvijb 
throne, and Pbafael and Hyrcan are foon 
after brought to him in chains ; Hyrcan* 
ears were cut off, which difqualified him 
for the office of high prieit, and Pbafael 
killed himfelf. He/od went to Rome, 
where by the fenate he is made king of| 
*Jud<ea, and Antony having ordered 
Ventidius to afiift him, he went to the 
relief of Majfada, now befieged by An- 
t igonus ; in his way he took Joppa y and 
made dnt igonus raife the fiege of MaJJa- 
da ; from whence he marched to Jeru- 

falem 

While Herod was gone to wait on Ventidius 
the Roman general at Samofata, his bro- 
ther Jofeph was defeated and killed by 
Antigonus, and Galilee taken. Herod wpow 
his return engages Antigonus, and defeats 
him with very great flaughter, and reco- 
vered Galilee , Sec. Then he went to 
Samaria, to confummate his marriage 
with Mariamnc, whom he had betrothed 
four years before 

Pompey and 0&a<vianus quarrelling, renew 
their hollilities againft each other. Me- 
nus, governor of Corfica and Sardinia 
for Pompey, and alfo admiral of his fleet, 
being difgufted with his mailer, goes 
over to OSiwvianus with three legions, the 
whole fleet, and furrenders the two iflands : 
Ocla<vianus entertains him with great re- 
fpedt, and makes him commander of his 
whole fleet. Pompey (ends Menocrates to 
ravage the coaft of Italy* which he doing, 
is met by Calvijius and Menus ; a bloody 
engagement enfues ; Menus wounds, 
boards Menocrates** galley, and takes it ; 
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Menocrates jumps into the fea, and ij 
drowned ; Democ hares takes the com- 
mand, took feveral of Cafoifiuis galleys, 
and drove mod of the reft on the rocks, 
where they were loft. OBavianus going 
to Meffana, is attacked, and moft of his 
fhips funk or daftied to pieces, and a vio 
lent ftorm the next day deftroyed a grea 
part of the remainder 
Antony having reftored the Rhodians to their 
antient Tights and privileges, which Cof- 
fins had taken from them, beftows alfo 
upon them the iflands of Andros, Naxos, 
*Te«:s, and the city of Myndus : But the 
- Rhodians tyrannizing over them very ex- 
traordinarily, Antony is forced to take 
their fovereignty over them away 
Cleopatra going as far as Tarfus, to meet 
and inchant Antony , ftrove with all the 
temptations of luxury, prefents, and com- 
plaifance, to gain him ; which fhe did fo 
effectually, that no requeft of her's , how- 
ever difhonourable, was denied; nor any 
complaint, however juft, againft her, 
heard fo as to be redrefled : So bewitched 
was he to her charms, that, inftead of 
putting his troops into winter quarters, he 
marched over hills, rocks, &c. tothelofs 
of 60,000 of his men, by the length and 
leveritics of the march, in the depth of 
winter, to go to her 
Antony and Oaamianus, by the mediation 
of Oaawia* fettle all their differences, and 
mutually aflift each other, and by their 
own authority continue themfelves five 
years longer in the triumvirate ; and Ju- 
iiu % Oa^-vianus's daughter, is betrothed 
to Antyllus, Antony 's fon. Oaaiianus 
having ag>in got a large fleet under the 
command of A^ippa (Menas having left 
him and returned to Pompty , they fet out 
in July, but a violent ftorm ariiing, de- 
ftroyed many of their (hips j but loon after 
repairing his damages, they land in Sicily: 
Several fkirmiflies happen by land and fea, 
with various fuccefs ; but at lalt a general 
action at fea happening, Potnpey is entirely 
defeated, lofing 533 fail of large fhips, 
making hi> efcape with only 1 7 galleys. 
Soon after Oclavianus and Lepidut quarrel 
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fo high as to come to blows ; but Oclavi- 
anus bribing his foldiers, Lepidus isdefert- 
ed, and begs his life of O&avianus, 
which he grants him. O&avianus now 
has 45 legions under his command, z^ooo 
horfe, 160,000 light-armed foot, and 600 
(hips of war. The war in Sicily being 
ended, his foldiers mutiny, demanding 
great rewards ; he difcharges 20,000, 
and pacifies the others with large promifes, 
and a prefent of 500 drachmas a man. 
At his return to Rome he is greatly flat 
tered, and made perpetual tribune of the 
people 

Herod befieges Jerufalem, with the a fli fiance 
of Sojius the Roman general ; and after 
five months refolute defence, takes it by 
a (Fault : A terrible (laughter is made of the 
inhabitants by the Romans t to whom He- 
rod made a large prefent, to prevent their 
further plunder. j4ntigonus was carried in 
chains to Antony, and afterwards put to 
death, by the inftigation of Herod 

H rod % now abfolute king of Jud<£a, feizes 
and confiscates the eftates of the mod 
wealthy Antigonians, and put 45 of the 
head men to death. Herod having ad- 
vanced one Ananel t a private obfeure Ba- 
by lonijb prieft, to the pontifical dignity, 
is continually teazed by his mother in- 
law Alexandra to depofe Anane/ 9 and ad- 
vance her fon Ariftobulus ; he does it, but 
in lefs than a year's time has him (lifted as 
he was bathing 

Antony goes againft the Partbians, but fails 
in his attempt, lofing more than 70,000 
men by war, famine, and excefiive cold 
weather 

Pompey flying to LrJbos % and there hearing 
of Antony** ill fuccci's againft the Partbi 
ans % raifes great difturbances in the call, 
where he got an army, and took fcveral 
cities ; but being engaged by Marcus 77- 
tiuj, is defeated, taken, and put to death 

Antony e.irly in the fpring fets out for A\ 
ria 9 in order to go to P.trtbia : Ci. sp'itra 
will attend him to the Euphrates ; lie be- 
llows all Cyr t fit yClvprus, C tie Syria, bust a 9 
and Pbfvnice upon her. with great put of 
Gluia and, Crete ; but not Uuisficd, flic 
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Vol. 



folicits him to put Herod king of jfudea 
and Male bus king of Petraia to death, to 
have their kingdoms alfo, which he re- 
fufed : In her return home, ftie came by 
the way of Jerufalem, where Herod treat- 
ed her very fplendidly ; (he pretends to 
be in love with him, and ftrove to intice 
him to familiarity ; which fo exafperated 
Herod, that he would have put her to 
death, but was perfuaded and advifed to 
the contrary 

4274 [ 2967 I 32 \ Antony, contrary to the moft folemn oaths, 

takes Artabaz.cs king of Armenia prifoner, 
and reduces the whole country ; then 
makes a match for Alexander ; one of his 
fons by Cleopatra, and a daughter of the 
king of Media ; and then returned to 
Alexandria, entering it in a triumphal 
chariot, his booty, king Artabaz.es, his 
wife, children, £ffc. being carried before 
him in the Roman manner : Cleopatra 
feated on a golden throne, tsV. iits to re- 
ceive him, to whom the captive king, 
CSV. in golden chains, were prefented, and 
ordered to kneel to her, but they refufe : 
and all the Romans are angry at the whole 
procedure 

Antony treats all the Alexandrians at an im- 
menfe expence ; and being feated on one 
golden throne, and Cleopatra on another, 
in the Gymnafium, he makes an oration 
to the people, and proclaims C&Jarion 

( 'Cleopatra 's fon by Julius Ca?far) king 
of Egypt and Cyprus in conjunction with 
his mother ; and having three children by 
her himfelf, w'ss. Alexander, Ptolemy, 
(furnamed Philadelphia ) and Cleopatra, to 
Alexander he gave Armenia, Media, Par- 
thia, &c. from the Euphrates to India ; 
to Cleopatra, Alexanders twin -filter, Li- 
ly a and Cyrene; and to Philadelphia, 
P her nice, Syria, Cilicia, and all Afia Mi- 
r, from the Euphrates to the Hellefpont, 
ith the title of King of Kings ; makes 
queen Cleopatra change her name to JJis, 
and he takes the name of Ofiris, the great 
god and goddefs of the Egyptians 
Clet >patra refolves upon the deftruclion of 
He red, fends an army under the command 
of her general Athenian, pretending to 
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affift him againft Malcbus king of Arabia, 
who, when Herod and Malcbus were en- 
gaged, falls upon Herod's army, and cut 
moft of it to pieces, himfelf efcaping with 
difficulty 

Oclaviamis fends his filter Ofiavia to his col- 
legue Antony her hufband, who was re- 
velling in the arms of Cleopatra at Lcuco- 
polis : OBa<via fends him word of her ar- 
rival at Athens ; he orders her to return 
to Rome, and goes to Alexandria with 
Cleopatra, and fpends the winter in a 
fhameful manner with her : She returns to 
Rome ; Ociawianus is highly incenfed, but 
OcJavia ftrives to moderate between 
them. Antony declares Cleopatra queen 

of Egypt, Cyprus, Africa, and Cask-Sy- 
ria, joining Ceefario?i (her fon by Car/ar) 
her collcgue with her. Ofta<vianus and 
Antony reciprocally accufe each other to 

the people of Rome; and Antony collects 
800 mips at EphafttSy with a great army 
and a vaft fum of money : From hence he 

goes to Athens, and Cleopatra with him. 

The confuls C. Sojius and Damitius Abe- 
nobarbus fly from Rome to Athens, and fo 
inrage ^////w/yjagainft Ofia<vianus y that he 
divorces Ocla*via, and fends officers to 
turn her ouc of his houfe at Rome. Cleo- 
patra ufing fome of Antony's friends ill at 
Athens, they forfake him. Antony hav- 
ing made a will in favour of Cleopatra, 
in prejudice to Rome, and lodged it with 
the vcital virgins, Ocla<vianus comes and 
feizes it, firft reads it himfelf, and then af- 
fcmblcs the fenatc, where it is read pub 
licly ; and Antony is accufed by Calwijhts 
of many faults ; and Cleopatra behaving 
very haughtily, many of his friends defert 
him. OSlawianus declares war again ^.Cleo- 
patra, and depofes Antony from his com- 
mands, &c. 
Antony and Oc7a<viam/s come to an engage- 
ment at fea near Ac! him, which remained 
long doubtful ; in the midll of the fight 
Cleopatra comes with 60 fail of fliips, 
ftands for fome time between both fleets, 
and then feis fail for PJcponnefus j An- 
tony is fo infatuated as to leave his fleet 

and army, and »o after her; 300 of his 
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mips yield to OSlawianus, and his land 
forces did the fame, after Handing out 
feven days without leaders 
A terrible earthquake happens at Jerufalem, 
which deftroyed a vaft number of people 
and cattle ; upon which Herod is forced 
to fue to the Arabians for peace, who re- 
fufe it, and murder his embafladors, and 
come in great numbers to invade Judea : 
Herod gave them two fignal defeats, and 
after forcing them to accept of peace up- 
on his own terms, returns to Jerufalem 
in triumph 

Artaxias II. theeldeft fon of Artuafdes, is 
proclaimed king of Armenia, in opposi- 
tion to Alexander, Cleopatra's fon, whom 
he defeated, but did not hold his kingdom 
long, being ftrangled by his pretended 
friends 

Tiberius the Roman general fets Tigranes (the 

fon of Artaxias) upon the Armenian 

throne, putting the crown upon his head 
with his own hands, and honours him 
with the title of friend and ally of the 
Roman people j but this did not lad long, 
Tiberius ordering him foon after to be put 
to death 

Anguftus fets up Artuafdes for king of Arme- 
nia ; but the people drive him away, and 
choofe Pbrahates king of Partbia : But a 

Roman army comes againfthim nnderCaius, 

Augu/Ius^s adopted fon : Phr abates retires 
and fues for peace, which is granted, and 
Artuafdes redo red ; he dying foon after, 
Tigranes III. feizcs the kingdom, but is 
drove out by Cairn 

Antony being defeated by Oiiavianus, Herod 
king of Judea fends advice to him to mur- 
der Cleopatra, and to come into Egypt 
and raife an army, and promifes to a (lid 
him with all his own force of money, 
troops, drong - holds, £iff. but Antony 
rcfuies. Hyrcan the former high -pried 
being dill alive, Herod orders him to be 
beheaded, in the 80th year of hi3 age, 
for fear the people fhould prefer Hyrcau's 
to Herod\ title to the crown 

lb) -od king ofjudea goes to O SI ami anus now 
at Rbodts, and offers his fcrvice to him 
againft Autuxy and Cleopatra, who fend 
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meflengers to O&awianus to make up the 
breach between them, but are refufed by 
him ; at laft they offer to refign up all, 
and live a private life in Athens, or where 
elfe foever he rtiould think fit to appoint 
them : OSlawianus receives the queen's 
prefents, and promifes to pardon her, it (he 
would put Antony to death ; but would 
not hear the ambaffadors of Antony , 
though he fent his own fon with a vaft 
fum of money, and offered to kill him- 
felf, if he would fettle Egypt on Cleopa- 
tra* children. Cleopatra betrays sfnto- 
ny, and he kills himfelf ; ihe is taken by 
Otlavianus, and kills herfelf, after reigning 
22 years. O&avianus turned Egypt into a 
Roman province. u4uguflus is met by He 
rod at Ptolemais ; Herod treats him and 
his whole army with great magnificence, 
and prefents him with 800 talents in mo- 
ney, befides bread, wine, &c. for his 
army ; in return for which Oawvianus 
gave him feveral towns, &c.

the provinces of AJia Minor and the ad 
jacent iflands : In the fpring, he firft goes 
into Greece, and from thence to Rome, 
where he had three triumphs for three 
fucceffive days, and afterwards he had 
the title of emperor, with fovereignty 
and uncontrouled power ; but to deceive 
the people, continued the ufual mag if. 
trates with only fuch power as he thought 
lit to allow them, having overcome his 
qualm of laying down his ufurped autho- 
rity ; However, he courted the populace 
by many fecming aas of kindnefs ; the 
fenate he encreafed to a thoufand mem- 
bers, and advanced all his own creatures : 
He raifed many public buildings, repair- 
ed the old ones, and added many ltately

rod, have great quarrels; (he is falfely 
accufed of adultery, and of corrupting 
his cup bearer to poifon him, is tried, 
condemned, and executed, by means of 
the furious hatred of Salome, Herod\ filler 
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A great plague breaks out in Juda?a, which 
f weeps away multitudes of the people; 
Hercd grows prodigious uneafy, and fren- 
zical for the Iofs of his Maruunne : Beine 
now informed of her innocence, he re- 
venges himfelf upon many of his belt 
friends and neareft relations, and puts 
them to death, and among them Alex- 
andra, the mother of Mariamne 
Tiberius gives Ar?nenia to Mitbridates lle- 
rus. Artabantis invades Armenia, who 

was defeated and drove away by Tiberius 
Ocla<vianus in open fenate offers to lay down 
his authority, and to retire to a private 
life ; but they in return deli re him to take 
upon him the whole government, which 
with much Teeming reluctance he does, 
and has the title of Auguftus conferred on 
him. Thus ended the greateft common- 
wealth, and began the greateft monarchy 
ever known, infinitely excelling all others 
in power, riches, extent, and continuance, 
whofe yearly revenue is faid, upon a mo- 
derate computation, to be 40,000,000/.

Salome, Herod's filler, quarrelling with her 
hufband Cefiobares, governor of Idumea, 
firft fends him a bill of divorce, and then 
accufes him of treafon to Herod, who puts 

him, Lyfimachtis, Dojithevs, and Antipa- 

ter, to death. Being now delivered from 
all fear of the A f mine an race, he abo- 
lifbcs feveral Jeivijb ceremonies and cuf 
toms, and introduced foreign ones f.hat 
were forbidden ; builds a itately theatre 
in the city of Jerufalem, and a fpacious 
amphitheatre in the fuburbs, and ordered 
public games there every fifth year in ho- 
nour^of Auguftus, and by large rewards 
to the conquerors drew vaft numbers of 
people of all nations thither : This fo dif- 
plcafed the zealous Jews, that they no 
longer looked upon him as their king, but 
as a heathentfli tyrant : Ten Jews go into 
the theatre to kill Herod-, but being dif- 
covered, were put to death with the moll 
exquifite torments ; but the people tore 
the informer to pieces, and gave his flefli 
to the dogs ; which fo exafperated Herod, 
that he put whole families to death, tor. 
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men ting the women to make them difco- 
ver the men, CSV. 

4.280 12973 I 26 I Auguftus takes a cenfus of Gaul, now divid- 
ed into three diitricts, being the firft ever 
made out of Italy ; then he goes into 
Spain j and defeats the revolted Cantabri, 
and foon after his general C. Anti/Uus de- 
feated again the united ftrength of theC**~ 
tabri and 4 ft ur tans, and then befieges 
them upon the hill of their retreat, where 
they were fo much ftraightened for provi- 
fions, that the women cat their children, 
and the young men the old ones ; the 
AJlurians are for furrendering, the Can ta- 
bri will not ; they fight with one another, 
and kill many on both fides, and 1 0,000 
AJlurians are drove to the Roman intrench - 
ments ; Tiberius (the emperor's fon in-

of Gitulia marries Cleopatra Selene, daugh- 
ter of Cleopatra queen of Egypt by Marc 

Antony 

The fenate free Auguflus f« om the reftraint 
of all law, and allow him to govern abfo- 
lutely by his will, and that Marcellus (the 
adopted fon of Auguftus) might, though 
but fixteen years old, have a place among 
the fenators of the praetorian rank, and 
might (land for the confulate 10 years 
fooner than the law allowed ; and that 
tfiberius his fon- in-law might Hand for the 
curule offices five years (boner than ufual, 
upon which Marcellus was immediately 
made xdile, and Tiberius quseftor 
4282 J 2975 I 24 I The Apurians and Cantabrians revolt, fur- 
prize a confiderable body of Romans, and 
cut them all off ; but jEHus Lama, go ver - 
nor of that part of Spain, lays their whole 
country wafte with fire and fword, and 
kills molt of their young men, and fo ab- 
folutely reduced them again in about a 
month's time 

428 2 1 2975 I 24 \JEliusGaUus makes an expedition againft 

Arabia-Felix, with 10,000 men given

Obodes king of the N aba t bean Arabs, un- 
der the command of Sy Ileus Obodes'* chief 
favourite, who pretended to be G alius"* 
guide, but led him out of the way on 
purpofe ; at lalt he got thither, and took 
the metropolis of the country by afiault ;

Egypt, having loll but feven men in all 
his aflaults and battles, but almoft all his 
army by fatigue and iicknefs ; fo that at 
the end of two years arriving in Egypt, 
this expedition was never after attempted 
any more by the Romans 
Can dace, queen of Ethiopia, invades the 
province of Thebais in Upper Egypt, fur 
prifes feveral cities, carries the Roman 
garifons away prifoners, throws down 
Amguftus\ ftatues, and laid the whole 
country wafte. C. Petronius aflembles 

10,000 foot and 800 horfe, attacks Can- 
dace at P/tlcba in Ethiopia, upon the 
banks of the Ni/e, defeats her army of 
30,000 men, takes Pfelcba, the key of 
Ethiopia on the fide of Egypt, and then 
went 800 miles up into the country ; then 
went to Nap at a, the metropolis, and took 
and dellroyed ic ; then put a garifon of 
400 men into Premnis, with provifions for 
two years ; and then returned with many 
thouland captives, which he fold for 
flaves. Candace attacked Premnis, Petro- 
nius goes to its relief, defeats Candace, 
and forces her to a very difadvantageous 
peace ; but fome time after Auguftus re- 
mitted the tribute, and gave her the cities, 
&c. again. 

Auguftus being very ill, fends for the curule 
magiftrates, and fenators of eque (Irian 
order, and in their prefence delivers to 
Galpurnitu Pi/o his collegue his will, and 
a book of his own writing, containing a 
diftindt account of the towns, provinces,! 
allies, forces, riches and taxes, of the 
whole Rowan empire : But Antmius Mufa, 
a famous Greek phyfician, reftored him 
unexpectedly to his health, for which he 
and all of his profeilion were allowed to 
wear a gold ring, and to live tax-free 

Auguftus refigns the fafces to P. Stftius, a 
man of unblameable character, upon 
which the fenate confer the title of con- 
tinual proconful of the Roman empire 
upon him, with power to aftemble the 
fenate when he pleafed, and to cxercife 
the authority of tribune in Rum< 9 ^nd in all 

Q q q Z 
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its diftant provinces. His fucceflbrs would 
never part with this power, that rendered 
them uncontroulable by, and unaccount- 
able to, any power whatever 

Marc ell us (the adopted fon of Auguftus J dies, 
highly lamented of all, and is honoured 
with the utmoft funeral magnificence in 
the Campus Martius, Auguftus himfelf 
pronouncing his funeral oration 

Herod king of Judea growing cruel and ex- 
ceffively fevere to the people, they fhew 
a general diflike to him ; wherefore, to 
prevent a revolt, he fortifies Jerufalem, 
rebuilds Samaria, and garifons the ftrong 
fortrefies of Judea. This year there hap- 
pened a great drought, which brought on 
a famine, and ended in a raging peftilence, 
of which multitudes die for want of help 
and fuftenance. Herod is forced to melt 
down his plate to buy corn in Egypt , &c . 

Herod depofes Jefus, the fon of Phab<eus, 
from the high priefthood, and advanced 

Simon , the fon of Bos thus, a Je*wijb 
priell of Alexandria, to that dignity, for 
the fake of his beautiful daughter Mart - 
amne, whom he married 

A dreadful plague rages in Home and all over 
Italy, which occaiioned the lands to be 
untilled, fo that a general famine attended 
it : The Tiber overflowed, and laid a great 
part of the city under water: Lightning 
darned feveral ftatues in the Pantheon to 
pieces. The populace, imagining thefe 
puni foments happened becaufe Auguftus 
laid down the confulfhip, oblige the fe- 
nate ro name him dictator ; but he refufed 
it, but accepted the office of general pur- 
veyor, but would in no wife accept of be- 
ing perpetual cenfor 

A confpiracy is formed again ft Auguftus by 
Mura>na, a man of unblemifhed character, 
and Fannius Ca'pio, the greateft debauchee 
in Rome : *Tis difcovered, and they are 
put to death ; after which Auguftus de- 
livered to the fen ate Cyprus and Narbonnc 
Gaul t which were turned into proconfular 
provinces 

The Cantabrians and /1ft ur tans revolt again, 
but were foon reduced by C. Furmus ; 
The people finding they could not lhake

Balbusy for having fubdued the Gar a 
mantes, a people of Africa before un- 
known : Balbus was the firft foreigner that 
ever had a triumph, he being a Spaniard 
by birth 

Auguftus prorogued his abfol ute authority for 
Ave years more, his firft ten being near 
expired, and takes Agrippa to be a part- 
ner with him in his power, and made him 
tribune for five years; thenfets about re- 
forming the fenate, by reducing them 
from 1000 to 500 members; he names 
thirty, and impowers each to name five, 
out of which one was chofen by lot, £9V. 
then proceeds to reform many abufes, £sf c . 
Julia brings forth a fecond fon, named 
Lucius % and Auguftus adopts both of 
them 

The fecular games, which had been difcon- 
tinued for 100 years, were exhibited by 
Auguftus and Agrippa with great pomp 
and magnificence : They encourage a great 
number of ftage-players, but fevcrely 
correct their immorality 
Auguftus pretends to go into Gaul to quell 
difturbances, but it was really to have an 
Opportunity of enjoying Terenfia, the 
wife of Maecenas, whom he took with 
him, where he ftaid this and the follow 
ing year, though all was quiet 
Herod goes to Rome, where Auguftus receives 
him with all poffible marks of friend/hip, 
and returning fuitable prefents andjthanks, 
receives his two fons, now grown up. and 
vaftly poliftied and improved : At his re 
turn he married Alexander to Glapbyra, 
daughter of Arcbelaus king of Cappado- 
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eia ; and Ariftobulm to Berenice, daughter 
of his fitter Salome 

be Rbetti invade Italy, and make a dread- 
ful havock, putting all the males they 
meet to the fword : Againft thefe went 
Drtifus, 2d fon of Livia, who, though 
but a youth, gained a great viftory over 
them, and cut great numbers of them in 
pieces : The remainder of them join the 
Vindelici, and go to invade Gaul : Tibe- 
rius, brother of Drufus, meets them at 
the lake Brigantium (now Conflance) gave 
fhpin a total overthrow, and forced the

Agrippa goes into Syria to quell difturbances 
that were rifen there ; Herod invites him 
into Judea, and entertains him with vaft 
fplendor and honour; which fo pleafed 
Agrippa, that he beftowed many gifts and 
favours on the Jews 5 and while he was 
at Jerufalem he offered up a whole heca- 
tomb at the temple. When he went 
againft the Bofporean rebels, Herod met 
and joined his fleet at Lejbos , with another 
of his own, repleniihed them with men, 
arms, provifions, money, £sf>. 
Auguftus orders Agrippa a triumph for his 
fuccefles in the eaft. Auguftus takes up- 
on him the office of Pontifex Maximus, 
which he held to his death, as did all of j 
his fucceffors, both Chriftian and heathen, 
till the year 375 of the Chriftian sera 
The Ltgures Comati, who inhabited the ma- 
ritime Alps, are fubdued, their country 
made a Roman province, and Auguftus 
returns to Rome, and then he made a law, 
that the veterans mould not be rewarded 
with lands, as had formerly been done, 
(to the great oppreflion and difturbance 
of the public) but with money 
Herod returning from the Bo/porus, remits the 
people of Judea a fourth part of the tri- 
bute.

dedicates it with the utmoft pomp, and 
appointed games to be performed every 
fifth year : He alfo built Antipatris, Cy- 
pron, and many others 
Drufus conquers many German nations, who 
joining together, surrounded him. but at 
iaft he overthrew them, and found in their 
camp abundance of chains, with which 
they intended to load the Romans, &c. 
Qfla<via, fifter of Auguftus, dies, a lady of 
the moft con fum mate wifdom, and greatcft 

patron of virtue in her time ; Av£uj!iu 
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honoured her fo far as to pronounce her 
funeral oration himfelf 
The Jews of Afia and Cyrene fend a depu- 
tation to Auguftus, who obtain a redrefs

Drufus fub- 
dued all from the****' to the£/fe,and died 
Kraft jealoufy having carried his warm 
temper to a great pitch of rage againft his 
two fons, he puts to death, rack, and 
torment, all that he fufpefts ; but Arc**- 
laus king of Cappadocia (whofe daughter 
Herod's fon Alexander had married) inter^ 
pofes, and makes peace, fo that he is forced 
to go to Rome to clear his fons from the 
accufatrons he had laid againft them there 
The Sicambrians and Sueues fubmit to Au- 
Pisfius, who orders 40,000 of them to be 
tranfported into Gaul, to repeople feveral 
places depopulated by the wars 
Auguflus pretends to lay down his power, 
but the fenate renews it for ten years 
more : He makes a cenfus, and finds 
4,233,000 Roman citizens in Rome. This 
year the famous Maecenas dies, Horace the 
noted poet, and one Cains C*cilius Iftda- 
dorus, remarkable for his extraordinary 
wealth, leaving behind him 4116 flaves, 
3600 yoke of oxen, 200,057 head of 
other cattle, and 300,000 /. fieri, in money 
Heroes new temple at Jerufahm being com- 
pleatly finilhed, he caufed it to be dedi- 
cated with greafc folemnity 
A dreadful fire happens at Rome, occaiionea 
by the debtors fetting fire to their creditors 
houfes, to efcape from their cruelty. To 
prevent the like for the future, Augujhs 
divides the city into fourteen wards, under 
proper governors 
AmuAus confers the honour of tribune for 
five years on Tiberius, but he begs to lay 
down all his dignities, and to retire to 
Rhodes, to live there privately, which 
with great difficulty Auguftus yields to : 
He fpends his time in ftudy, and converfes 
only with philofophers,d5f c . but after living 
fo upwards of a year, he grows weary ot 

his retirement, and petitions A*gt*jlus 1° ' 
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leave to return to Rome ; but is absolutely 
refufed it till 1 7 years after 
Herod, through the tnftigation of his filler 
Salome, again complains to -Jugupus 
againft his fons : Auguflus orders them to 
be tried at Berytut before the governors 
of Syria; he gets them condemned, and 

executes them himielf 

Antipater, Herod's Con is difcovered plotting 
againft his father ; many perfons are put 
to death and bani(hed 9 and Mariamne 
(Hero<f s prefent wife) banifhed, and her 
father depofed from the high-priefthood 

Auguflus is a thirteenth timeconful : Having 
conferred the high eft honours upon his 
two grandfons, Lucius and Caius, ( fons of 
his daughter Julia) isfo mortified by ac- 
count of her wicked behaviour, that he 
fhut himfelf up feveral days, refufing to 
be feen or f peak to any body ; then he 
banifhed Julia to Pandataria, a defert 
i/land on the coaft of Campania (now cal- 
led Santa Maria) and puniflied by banish- 
ment and death many of thofe who had been 
her partners in lewdnefs, debauchery, £sfr. 

Auguflus, to divert his melancholy upon ac- 
count of his family difgrace, exhibits all 
manner of expenfive and magnificent 
ihows, fuch as chariot-races, gladiators, 
Isfc. and caufed a canal, 1800 paces long, 
and 200 broad, to be dug, and let in the 
F la mini an water, which was covered with 
crocodiles, 36 of which were killed by 
Egyptians , brought there on purpofe, and 
then two fleets of {hips reprefenting a fea- 

fight fuccceded, &c. 
John the baptift {'the fon of Zachary, a prieft 
of the courfe of /Ibiah, and Elixabetb his 
wife) born 

Peace being fettled in all the world, and 

the temple of Janus fhut at Rome, Au- 
guflus orders a frefh furvey cf the Ro- 
man empire to be taken , and as it was ex- 
ecuting Chrifl is born at Bethlehem in Ju- 
dea. Soon after Herod ordered all the 
male-children from two years old to a day 
old to be murdered, in order to kill Jcfm 
Chti/1, who was miraculoufly fent into 
Egypt before thi •; qruel mallacrc was put 
Ui execution 
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Ant i pater, Herod* s fon, fends Satillus (one 
of his fervants) from Rome into Judea 
with poifon for Htrod his father j 'tis dif 
covered, and Antipater, now arrived at 
Rome, is arretted , and tried before £>uin- 
tilius yams, and caft and imprifoned 
Herod being very ill, 'tis reported he was 
dead : Judas the fon of Sariphaus, and 
Matthias the fon of Margalotbus, (two 
learned Jewijh doctors) raife the youth 
in Jerufalem, and throw down the ftatues 
that Herod had fet up, particularly a 
golden eagle of an extraordinary lize and 
workmanfhip over the temple gate : The 
two chiefs and forty others are taken, and 
carried before the dying king, where they 
juftify their proceedings, and are burnt 
for their pains. Heroes difeafe made 
him loathfome to himfelf, as well as to his 
attendants; and focrofs and cruel, that he 
hTued his fummons for all the heads of the 
people to meet in the circus at Jericho at 
a fet day, and gave his filter Salome and 
her hufband Alexas Uriel charge to butcher 
them all as foon as the breath was out of! 
his body : The meiTengers return from 
Rome with Auguftus*s confirmation of I 
Antipater s fentence of death, which was 
immediately executed 

Five days after the death of his fon Antipa- 
ter, Herod dies himfelf, but in the mean 
time alters his will, and left his kingdom 
to his fon Arc be la us, &c. Salome and her 
hufband Alexas, initead of executing his 
cruel orders, fet the prifon door open. 
Arcbelaus is proclaimed king, and he in- 
dulges the people with granting all their 
rcquefts : but a mutinous mob did much 
mifchief, and made great demands, and 
killed the foldiers fent againft them ; but 
Archelaus fends the whole army, kills 
3000 and difperfes the reft ; then goes to 
Rome, where being oppofed by Herads 
other children, Auguffus gives him half j 
the kingdom, w*. Judea Propria, Uu- 
mea, and Samaria, with the title of Eth- 
»arcb,and divides the reft between his two 
tons, P&i lip and Antifus, and his filter 6^/0//^ 

Many of the Jews fide with one Alexander, 

who pretended to be the fon of Herod, 
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but being detected, he is fent to the gal- 
lies 

'Tiberius is allowed to return to Rome, and 
Lucius Cffmr dies, which brings Tiberius 
again into Auguftus 9 * favour 
Archelaus upon his return to Jcrufahm de- 
pofes Joaxar from the high-priefthood, 
and puts EUatcar in his ilead ; then di- 
. vorccs his wife Mariamne, and marries his 
brother Alexander 's wife Glapbyra, con- 
trary to the Jmnijh law ; then he depofes 
E/eaxMr, and advances Jefus the Con of 
Si as to the high-priefthood; he bellows 
immenfe fums upon beautifying his palace 

at Jericho 

The famous temple of the mother of the 
gods at Rome is reduced to afhes 
3003 1 4 I Numidia revolts from Rome, but is again re- 
duced by Pnjfienus and Cojffus. The Par- 
thians invade Armenia : Cat us goes again ft 
them, and is treacheroufly wounded at 
Artagera by Addo the governor, as they 
were in conference ; for which the Ro- 
mans aflault the city, take it by ftorm, 
and difmantle it, putting the governor and 
the whole garifon to the fwerd, and died 
foon after of the wound he had received 
from Addo 9 at Limy r a, in the 24th year 
of his age, as he was returning to Rome ; 
and Auguftus adopts Tibet ius, and be (lows 
the tribunitiai power on him for five 
years 

Cinna (grandfon to Pompey), with many 
other great men, confpire againft Au- 
guftus ; it is difcovered ; Auguftus par- 
dons Cinna and his collegues, and nomi- 
nated Cinna to the next year's confuiate 
Tiberius goes into Germany % and conquers 
abundance of the revolted nations, and 
returning to Rome, is highly honoured and 
ca relied 

This and the following year the famine is fo 
extravagant at Rome, that all foreigners, 
gladiators, wreftlers and flaves (except 
phyiicians and fchool mailers), are driven 
out of the city to 80 miles diftance. Au- 
guftus procured provifions from Sicily, Sar- 
dinia, Sec. at the public expencc, and 
fold them at a low rate. The Parthians 

dclire Augu/tm to give them a king ; he 
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names Vontmes, fon of Pbrahates, who is 

J;1adly received by the Parthian* 
erius returns into Germany, and fubdues 
the revolted Germans wherever he comes. 
Cornelius Coffus goes again il the Getuli, 
who revolting from king Juba, mailacred 
all the Romans they found in his country, 
and committed dreadful ravages * he de- 
feated them with vaft flaughter, and 
obliged them to accept of what condi 
tions he thought fit to grant them. Au- 
guftus baniihes his grandfon Pofthumius, 
for bis fcandalous and wicked behaviour 
The yews and Samaritans complain to Au- 
guftus againft Jrchelaus for his wicked 
and tyrannical reign ; Aug u ft us fends for 
him to Rome, and hears both his accufers 
and him, condemns him to banifhment, 
and confiscates all his goods, and makes 
Jud<?a a Roman province, and Cyrenius 
the governor of Syria is fent to tax it, and 
then fells Arcbetaus's palaces, feizes upon 
all his treafure, and returns to Antioeh 
One Judas and one Saducus fpirit up fome 
of the yews to commit the moft horrid 
butcheries and devaluations upon the Gen- 
tiles, and the other yews that did not join 
them ; this.brought on a grievous famine, 
and that a peftilence 
The Samaritans, out of fpite to the yews, 
privately drew dead men's bodies up and 
down the temple at the time of the paff- 
over: So that the priefts are forced to 
leave off their folemnity till it was re- 
purified 

tftbrrius goes againft Maroboduus king of the 
Martomanni, a prince of vaft perfonal 
ftrength, who with an army of 70,000 
foot and 4000 horfe, threatened Italy 
with an invafion. Mefialinus going out 
of Pannonia and Dalmatia to reinforce 
Tiberius, the Pannonians . and Dalmatians 

under the two Batons, with each 100,000 
men, revolt, and penetrate into Macedon, 
and kill all the Romans they meet with. 
A 'u guftus raifes a very large army, and 
puts Germanic us the fon of Dru/us at the 
head of it 

A famine rages to fuch a degree in one of 
the Ba/o'i cainp, that he offers Ttkrixt 
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to treat of peace ; which being granted, 
this Ba to engages and kills the other Bato, 
which fubdued molt of the revolters 
Jugujiui, upon hearing the petitions of the 
Roman knights about the Papian Papuan 

law, he doubly rewarded thofe who were 
married and had children, and heavily 
fined the unmarried debauchees 
After various battles and different fuccefles, 
Tiberius and Germatticus proved too hard 
for the Pannonians and Dalmatians, dis- 
armed them, and reftored peace ; and re- 
turning to Rome, are received with great 
honour. 

43 1 5 1 3008 9 ] 2>uintilius V arus being now appointed gover- 

| nor in Germany, by his cruelty and covet- 
oufnefs ftirred up the people to revolt ; 
sir mini us deceives Varro, perfuades him 
to remove to the diftant provinces, then 
pretends to be his guide againft the re 
volters, conducts him into a large foreft, 
furrounded on all (ides with deep hills, 
where he is attacked, and not finding it 
poflible to get away, he and mo ft of his 
officers kill themfelves ; the enemy cut off 
almoft three complete legions, and fix co- 
horts, a few efcaping by favour of the 
night : Augujlus was fo extremely con- 
' cerned at this lofs, that in fits of frenzy 
he would tear his hair, and knock his 
head againft the wall , crying out, Re/tore 
the legions Varus ; which he continued Se- 
veral months, letting his hair and beard 
grow, and kept this as a day of mourn- 
ing annually during his life 
'Tiberius pafles the Alps, enters Germany, 
forces the Germans from the neighbour- 
hood of the Rhine, and fo fee u res Gaul 
from their inroads, and having celebrated 
Auguftus\ birth-day in his camp, Csfr. 
returns to Rome. 
The poet Ovid is banifhed to Tamos, a cold 
barren country, by Auguftus, where he 
continued to his death, though he often 
petitioned Cafar for relief. 
Auguftus publifhes a law, forbidding all au- 
gurs, altrologers, and fortune-tellers, to 
utter publickly or privately predictions 
concerning the death of any perfon what- 
ever, upon account of the difhirbanec 
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among the nobility thofe praaices had al- 
ready bred , 
Auguftus growing old and declining, caufes 
the fenate to declare Tiberius his collegue 
in the government, with power equal to 

Auguftus publifties a law againft the authors 
of all lampoons and fatirical writings, de- 
claring it high treafon, and punifliable 
with death ; and caufes the aediles in the 
city, and the governors in colonies, to 
make ftri& fearch after fuch books and 
writings, and to commit them to the 
flames, and to punifh the authors with 

great (Severity . 
Auguftus writes two letters, one to Ttbenus 
in favour of the fenate, the other to the 
fenate in favour of Germanic**, defires 
them to chufe 24 of their members with 
whom he may *dvife, and begs to be ex- 
cufed coming to the fenate-noufe upon 
account of his age ; they agree, that what 
the twenty fenators, the confuli for the 
year, the confuls ele£t, Juguftus, and his 
adopted fon and nephew fhould enad, 
mould be accounted the ediflof the fenate | XIII |377 
The fenate defires Auguftus to accept of an 
other ten years abfolute government, his 
former being near expired, which doing, 
he confers the tribunitial power on Tibe- 
rius for the fame term . 
Auguftus takes Tiberius into the cenforfhip 
with himfelf, and makes a cenfus, by 
which the people in Rome appeared to be 
4,137,000 

Augufius leaves Rome, and goes to Naples to 
affift at the folemn fports that were to be 
exhibited on his birth-day : Soon after 
they were over he was feized with a Di- 
arrhea (or flux), leaves Naples, and re- 
turns towards Rome; but growing too 
weak to travel, ftops at NoJa in Campania, 
and is confined to his bed : LMm attend- 
ing him, fends for Tiberius, who comes ; 
Auguftus declares him his fucceflbr, and 
defires him to purfue his fteps in the go- 
vernment; He died 19th of Auguft, aged 
75 years, 10 months, and 26 days, and 
reignedfrom his firft conful(hip 56 years.but 

from the battle of AQium only 43 : He was 
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carried to Rome with great honour and 
folemnity. where Tiberius' ordered the fe- 
nace to meet, and the veiial virgins to 
bring out his will, which began thus ; 

Since the Gods have been f leafed to deprive 
\ me of my grand-children, Caius and Lu- 

cius, / declare Tiberius my Heir, £pV; 
His body was carried with the utmoft 
pomp, and burnt in the Campus Mortis* 
his wife Li<via and fome of the chiefs of 
the Roman knights watching the pile and 
gathering up the bones and allies, which 
they put into a golden urn, for five days 
together, and then buried it in the pomp- 
ous maufoleum he had prepared for that 
purpofe in his life-time 
14 \Tiberius orders the tribune who had young 

Jorippa in his cuftody to murder him, 
which he doing, Tiberius denies he gave 
any fuch orders, but it was afterwards

Apuleius, firft take the oath of fidelity to 
Tiberius, and then adminifter it to the

names of the conquered nations under 
each : This fo enraged the Germans that

fuhmit, are pardoned, and iufferea to 
live quietly under their own laws. The 
war being thus over, Germanicus imbarques 
himfelf and a good part of his army on 
board lootranfports; a form arifing, the 
fleet is difperfed ; fome fwallowed up by 
the waves, fome dafhed to pieces againft 
the rocks,- fcf c. lb that abundance of da- 
mage was done, and very great lofs fuftain- 
ed 5 bat upon his landing he made good 
his lofles, by defeating and plundering the

llave of Poftbumius 4grifp* gives out that 
he was the prince, and had cleaned death ; 
and as he was like him, caufed great 
commotions in Italy \ but being feized by 
flratagem, he was put privately to death, 
and fo the affair drop t 
berius, foon after the return of Germanicus 
to Ramt, orders him a moil magnificent 
triumph, and (hews him allpoffible outfide 
marks of favour and efteem, but fecretly 
ftrove and refolved to deftroy hint 
rckelaus, king of Cappadocia, coming to 
Rome to make his fubmiffions to Tiberius, 
is by him accufed, but excufed by the fe- 
nate ; but being flighted, is faid to die of 
•ief, after having reigned 50 years, and 
s country reduced to a Roman province. 
At the feme time dies Antiochus, king of 

Commageue* and Bbibpator king of Cilicia. 

The provinces of Syria and Judaa apply 
for a relief in their taxes ; all which ojeca- 
fions great difturbances in the eaft, where- 
upon Gtrmanicus is fent thither to regulate 

them 

The moft dreadful earthquake ever known 
' happens this year in 4fi a * which over- 
turned twelve very famous cities, mojfc of 
whofe inhabitants were buried in the ruins 
of their houfes, and thofe that fled to the 
fields fwallowed up by the opening of the 
earth ; Tiberius remits the taxes of thefe 
cities for five years to come, and gave 
large funis to rebuild the cities 
Tacfurinas the Numidicn, having drawn his 
countrymen and (Vveral other African na- 
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tions into a revolt* was overthrown by 
Partus C ami //us,' in a pitched battle, tho* 
C ami llus had bat one legion and a few 
auxiliaries, and the othei a very nume- 
rous army 

The poet Ovid dies at Tomos in Partus, whi- 
ther he was bamfhed by Auguftus ; and 
the hiflorian Livy at Padua in Italy, his 

native city 

Germanieus at his arrival in Armenia, with 
the confent and approbation of the nobi- 
lity and people, puts the diadem upon the 
head of Zeno, the fon of Pohmon king of 
Po::tus y and then reduced Cappadaeia and 
Comm agent to two Roman provinces, their 
kings being dead. Pifo being the declared 
enemy of Germanieus, the. king of the 
Nabat beans at a grand entertainment pre- 

fenting Germanieus and Agrippina With 

large and heavy golden crpwns, gives 
Pifo one much iefs, as his public character 
was much lower ; Pifo throws it away 
with much contempt and provoking be- 
haviour 

Marobaduus, king of the Suevians, whofe 
power Rome dreaded, was this year drove 
out of his kingdom, and obliged to live 
the lad eighteen years of his life at Ra 
venna in Italy. Some of the Sue-vcs are 
allowed to fettle beyond the Danube, to 
whom Tiberius gives one Vannius to be 
their king 

Germanieus blaming Pifo for his ill conduct 
Pifo poifons him, of which he dies at An- 
tiocb in his return to Rome, in the 34U 
year of hi3 age 

Occia, the president of the vcllal virgins at 
Rome, after having governed that focicty 
57 years, dies, and Tiberius puts AJinius 
Pollh's daughter in that office. Corn 
being, very fcarce and dear, he fixed the 
price ; and that the feller fhould not lofe 
the ad vantage of the advanced price, paid 
himfcif two Nummi, pr 14 pence per 
bufhel, to make ic good 

Pifo coming to Rome, is accufed of Gcr?nani- 
rr/j's death, debauching the army, (sSe» 
upon which great commotions aie among 

ihr ^opulaci, *u\u Pifo is laid to lay vio- 
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lent hands upon himfelf, though highly 

favoured by Tiberius 

Tac farinas having again fibred up commo- 
tions in Africa, is put to flight by L. 
Afronius the prefent governor of that pro- 
vince, who decimated a Roman cohort for 
giving ground at the firft onfet, and put 
them to death ; this feverity fo animated 
the Ramans, that 500 of them put a large 
body of the enemy to flight, and their 
whole army was routed by Apronius Ceji- 
anus, the proconfuPs fon 
V zlerius Gratus governor of Judea depofes 
Ananus (or Annas) tl*e high-prieft, in the 
1 5th year of his pontificate, and raifed IJb- 

mael the fon of Fabus to that dignity 
Tiberius publifhes a decree forbidding all 
Jews and Egyptians flaying any longer in 
Rome* upon account of the fcandalous be- 
haviour of many of the meaner fort of the 
yew and Egyptians 
The Gauls under Julius Flarus, (a native of] 
Treves) revolt, and are defeated by AH- 
lius A<viola ; they are again defeated by 
I Julius Indus, after which Florus killed 
himfelf with his own fword ; this put an 
end to the infurrection of Treves \ but the 
Edui under Sacrovir appear 40000 ftrong, 
but are likewijfe overthrown by Si/ius, and 
then Sacrovir kills him 
Valerius Gratus depofes JJbmael from the 
high priefthood at Jerujalem, and gave it 
to E/eaxar, the fon of Ananus the late de- 
pofed high-prieft 

V alerius Gratus depofes Eleaxar the Jetvijb 

high-prieft, and advances Simon the fon of 

Camitb to that dignity 

Blafus theRoma* general engages Tacfatinas 
the Numidian prince, defeats him, follows 
him into themountains, kills many of his 
men, and took his brother prifoner, and 
then returned to Rome 

Sejanus poifons Drufus, and debauches his 
wife Livia, and lets about the definition 
of Agrippbta and her two fons 

Tiberius moves the Roman fenate in favour 
of the cities of City r a in Afta, and JEgy- 
ra in Aeb<iia t both overthrown by an 
earthquake, and they decree an exemption 
from taxes for three years 
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Tiberius complains to the Roman fenate 
againft the ftage-players fo effeSually , that 
they are prohibited a&ing in, and banUh- 
ed from, Rome and Italy 
Simon the J#wi/b high-pried is depofed, and 
Jofeph (furnamed Caiapbas % fon- in-law to 
Annas) put in his (lead

routed and killed, and his fon and many c 
his nobles taken prifoner^by P. DolabelU 
proconful of Africa. One Curtjjtus ftrov 
to raife a fervile war, but was happily pr« 
vented before much mifchief was done 
Cremutius Cordus, a celebrated hiftorian, i 
accufed and tried foi praifing Brutus in hi 
Annals, t$c. apprehending the- re venge c 
Tiberius would fall heavy upon him 
ftaryed himfelf to death* and his book 
were publicly burnt at Rome, though pri 
vately read afterwards 
The Cyxicam are accufed of neglecting th 
worlhip of the deified Augustus, and ofi 

committing violence upon (bme Roman 
citizens, for which they are deprived of 

their liberty granted them for their aftlft- 
ance in the mitbridatie war 

The Lacedamonians and Mejfenians fend em- 

baffadors to the Roman fenate to decide 
their pretentions to the temple of Diana, 
which is done in favour of the latter 

Poppeeus Sabinus is honoured with the enfigns 

of a triumph, for intirely defeating the re- 
volted fkrmcians 
Ambafiadors from Afia come to Rome to 
have it there determined in which of the 
eleven contending pities the temple de- 
creed to Tiberius mould be erected, which 
by the fenate is given to Smyrna, and a 
legate extraordinary appointed to fupervife 
the building 

Tiberius leaves Rome, under pretence of go- 
ing to Capua to dedicate a temple to Ju- 
piter, ana one at No la to Auguftus, but 
really with an intention never to return to 

it again, attended by Sejanus, Cocceius 
Nerwa, Curtius Aiticus, and fome learned 
Greeks, and lived retired eleven years. 
Sejanus malicioufly accufea young Nero 
and hi3 brother Drufus of conf piring againft 
Tiberius 
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Julia Augufta, becaufe adopted by Au- 
guftus in his laft will into the Julian fami- 
ly, a woman of very extraordinary parts, 
wifdom and ambition 
Stjanus, Tiberius 1 ^ chief minifter artd favou- 
rite, had now fo fixed himfelf in power, 
that the fen ate enacts that his birth-day 
ihould be annually celebrated, that his 
ftatues chat were let up in every quarter 
of the city fhould be adored, that vows 
and facrifices ihould be offered for his 
fafety, &c. 
This being the 30th and laft Jewijh Jubilee 
fince i:s firft celebration in the land of Ca- 
n a an, Chrift enters upon his million of 
preaching the gofpel of peace and falva- 
tion, is baptized by John, turns water 
into wine at a marriage in Cana, drives 
the traders out of the temple, Confers pri- 
vately with Ni 'co a 'emus, 

The difciples of Chrift baptize their profe- 
Iytes by the command of Chrift, and have 
a difpute about it with the difciples of 
John, while Chrift goes into other parts 
of Judaa, preaching the gofpel, and 
working miracles, S5V. 
John the Bapti/t beheaded by order of Herod 
Jntipas, tetrarch of Galilee, to gratify the 
revenge of Herodias his wife, who had 
been the wife of his brother Philip, and 
was grand- daughter to Herod the Great I X 
Tiberius makes himfelf and his favourite Se* 
janus confuls this year ; this occafions the 
fenate to heap new honours upon Sejanus j 
they join his name with Tiber ius's in all in 
fcriptions, ereft new ftatues to him, and 
flay Victims before them, and pafs a de- 
cree to cbnErm ,to him and Tiberius the 
confulate for five years.' ^Tiberius forbids 
Sejanus to come to him, though he had re- 
figned the confulate, and began to take 
public notice of Caius (furnamed Caligula) 
the only furviving fon of Germanicus and 

yigrippina ; which ftung Sejanus, who 

found his power much decreafed and his 
honours leflened. Tiberius takes the com- 
mand of the praetorian guard from him, 
and in a letter to the fenate defircs them 
to imprifon him, which is done, and he 
is condemned and executed in the fame 
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day, which was foJlawe«l by a general 

daughter of his children, relations, friends 
and adherents 
Tiberius grow? iufatiable far Iblood, fafpicious 
of every body, and puts vail numbers to 
the moil exquifite torments and cruel 
deaths

The two confujs having folem- 
nized the 19th of Auguft, on which the 
20th year of Tiberius % s reign ended, with 
public vows and facrihees, he ordered them 
to be trjed for taking upon them to con- 
trha his authority for ten years more, for 
which he has them condemned and exe- 
cuted 

Or odes, fon of Ar tab anus, is fi*ft, and the 
father afterwards, overthrown by Pbaraf- 
manes, and forced to fly to the Car ma- 
nians ; upon which Lucius Vitellius, go- 
vernor of Syria, comes with his legions, 
and drives away Pbarafmanes, and fets 
Tiridates on the throne of Fartbia, who 
foon after was driven out again by Arta- 

banus 
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Tiberius** cruelty {till continuing, Tigrancs 
grandfon of Herod kjng of Jud<ca* and of 
Archelaus king of Cappadocia, (who him- 
felf had been king of Armenia ) was like a 
private perfon, .without any regard to his 
public character, condemned and executed, 
among other pretended criminals. This 
year Rome fuffercd greatly by the over- 
flowing of the <tiber, and by fire, which 
burnt down that .part of the circus conti- 
guous to mount Avcntiue : Upon this 
occaiion Tiberius paid above 100,000 
great fefterces, to make up the lofs to the 
owners of the houfes 

fiberiut digs in his retirement, on the 1 6th 
day of March, having reigned 22 years, J 

T t c 
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fix months, and 26 days, aged 77 years, 

4 months, and 9 days : Caius Caligula , 
his adopted grandfon, (fon of Germanicus ) 
fucceeds him, by virtue of Tiberius'* de- 
claration in his favour while living ; he 
enters his government with releafing and 
pardoning all ftate prif oners, remitting 
fines, reducing taxes, &c. and to the 
univerfal joy of all, in his firft fpeech to 
the fenate promifed to govern with juftice 
and moderation, to do nothing without 

. their advice, and to follow their directions 
in all things 

In the month of July, Caius Cafar Caligula 
enters upon the confulihip with his uncle 
Claudius \ the fame day he told the fenate 
he greatly difap proved of the diforders of] 
the late adminiftration, promifed to avoid 
them, and folemnly protefted that making 
his people happy was his whole deiire and 
care. During this year he reftpred the 
kingdom of Commagene, reduced to a Ro- 
man province 1 8 years ago by Tiberius , to 
Antiochusy fon of that Antiocbus then dri- 
ven out, and paid him 100,000,000 
fefterces, or about 1,000,000 /. Sterling 
for the neat revenue during that time. 

Pontius Pilate having great complaints exhi- 
bited againft him by the Samaritans, he is 
fent to Rome to anfwer them, and the em- 
peror Caius Caligula fends Marullus in 
his ftead ; Caligula alfo gave Agrippa 

((on of Ariflobulus and grandfon of Herod 
the Great, whom Tiberius had imprifoned) 
his liberty, and the tetrarchy of his late 
uncle Philip, and added to it Great Aby- 
lene in Syria, with the title of king : 
Agrippa (laid a year after this at Rome, 
and then returned in great fplendor to his 
kingdom 

The governor of Alexandria having ufed the 
Egyptian Jews in a very cruel manner, 
for refufmg to worlhip Caligula as a god, 
Agrippa informs the emperor of the true 
ftate of the cafe : Caligula fends Bajfus to 
fcizc that bloody governor and bring him 
to Rome, where he was ftripped of all his 
riches, then banifhed into an ifland of the 
Archipelago, where fome time after he 
was put to death 
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{fearful of bis cruelties, hoi appearing at 
the public mows which he daily exhibited 
With fo much affidoity as he f e^ hired, he 
ordered the pubKc granaries td be tout up 
with an intent to ftafrve them all 4 and 
wiflicd that the^ had ail but one neck, 
that he might butcher ail at one ttroak : 
His horfe Incite*™ he frequently ihvited 
to his table, and fed him with gilt oats, 
and presented him with tfie richeft wines 
in gold cups ; his ftable was marble, his 
manger ivory his collar peafls, and his 
covering purple 5 he gave bihi many at 
tendants" with rich liveries, and made him 
one of the college of hi& priefts; and col- 
legtie td the chief H6bilitV, and purpofed 
td hive made him cb$ffil j he revived the 
law of majtfty, and did every thing that 
might make him feared dhd hated 
Catus caufes all his mips he had ready built, 
and Ordef s great numbers to be built, and 
all to be linked together in a crefcent, 
froht the fdmi of the Bay of BhU to fV 
teoli in Cttmitihia % upon theft were laid 
planks; aria upon them earth ; then 
hoafes Were built, ftrects arid roads made, 
£3V. which rendered (hipping fo fcarce 
that a dearth followed, which cartied off 
great numbers of the poorer people. The 
work being nnimed with all expedition, 
CaSgrtai attended with the heads of the 
city and army, firft offers facrifices to 2s//- 
Hp at Pititbli, then magnificently arrayed, 
afrmed with the Bread- plate of Alexander 
the Gnat 9 and a civic crown on his head, 
rbde to Put'eoii, and ft$id there a night 
and a day, illuminated the bridge, ftreets, 
C5*r. with ah infinite number of lights, 
b darting he had turned the fea into land, 
and the flight into day : The next day at 
his return back, in the mid Way he mounted 

a magnificent throne, and made an oration 
in praife of this mad aftion, and then or- 
dered a vaft number of people of all ages 
and conditions to be thrown prpmifcuouf- 
ly into the fea, many of which jjerilhed ^ 
then returned to Rome in triumph, arid the 
bridge was broke down, and the fhips he 
had borrowed reftored, £sfr. and thus in 

two years }ic fquandcred away i8mil- 
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fidfis,Mk>es hit ordinary income : To raif 
mo frey he obliged the great* ft part of th 
inhabitants to re^ptfchafe their freedoms 
made vdid wills, cownfcated the goods 0 
thofe he thought fic y and obliged th£ no 
bility to putchafe them at his own prici 

Gains Cttfar Caligula depofes both the con 

fells, for which one killed himfelf ; the 
raifes an army of 200,000 men* and pre- 
tends to go againft the Qermans, doe* rtc 
thing, and returns into Gaul, and ruins 
all the people by extortions, fcf c. Lentu- 
Imt alid Gefnlims are charged with and ex 
ecuted for treating and Cain)*** two fittei 
banHhecl for adultery. The Germans ar 
defeated by Galba, and Caius takes th 
honour to himfelf 
Qaias Kikes apon himfelf this ctfhfulfhip ; 
third time alorie, for 1 a days, being a 
hytos, where he had magnificent (hows, 
&c . At the end of twelve days he laid 
down the confuUhip* Mid two new cOnful 
were nominated* Caligula having invitci 
Ptolemy king of Mauritania, coufm- 
gerfnan to his father Germanicus, to hi 
court, and for a time treated him with 
great magnificence arid civility ; but ima 
gining that he was in the people's favour 
nrft arretted and condemned him to banifh 
merit, and then ordered him to be pri- 
vately maflacred as he was carrying along 
and alfo ordered Mithridates king of Ar- 
menia to be arrefted and banifhed, whicl 
was performed, with abundance of othe 
extravagancies and unjuft extortions, £«f* 
The Mauritanidns foon after the death of 
their king revolt, but after the lofs of 
feveral battles they are fubjecled to the 
Romans, and ruled by their governors 
like other provinces, and not by their 
own princes 

Caius holds the confulfhip for the fourth 
time only feven days. CaJJius Cher a? a, 
tribune of a praetorian cohort, a brave 
and gallant officer, being frequently made 
the executioner of Caius'* cruelties, is fo 
moved with pity for his country, and de 
teflation of his vilcncfs, that he and feve- 

raj others confpire to deflroy the monfter, 
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which they did in his palace, and are faid 
to have cut off* and eat part of his flefti, 
the 24th of January 9 after he had reign- 
jed three years, nine months, and 28 days ; 
the next night Julius Lupus difpatched his 
wife Cvfonia, by ftabbing her, and his 
infant daughter, by dafhing out her brains 
againft the walls. Some of the fenators 
were for feizing the government and re- 
ducing it to a commonwealth again, but 
Caius is fucceeded by his uncle Claudius, 
fon of Drrn/us, (who died in Germany) and 
grandfon of Mark Antony and Oclavia the 
filler of Auguftus, whom the foldiers and 
people proclaimed emperor 

Claudius is advifed to punifh Cherata, Lupus, 

and a few others with deati^; but all the 
other confpirators were pardoned. He 
abolifhed the law of majefty, called home 
the exiles, eafed the tributes, reftored the 
eftates illegally forfeited, refufed the ho- 
nours he was complimented with, &c. 
gains the love of the people, but being 
naturally timorous, was infulted by fome 
bravoes 

Agrippa king of the Jews having greatly 
contributed to the promotion of Claudius 
to the empire, is rewarded, with the ad- 
dition of Judea 9 Samaria, and the fouth- 
ern parts of Idurnea to his kingdom, and a 
confirmation of all Caligula's favours with 
great additions, making a folemn alliance 
with him, and palling feveral edifts in fa- 
vour of the Jews. Claudius bellows the 
kingdom of Chalets upon his brother He- 
rod. Agrippa has the honour of confulfliip, 
and Herod the pnetorfhip, beftowed upon 
them i all which grants were engraven on 
copper, and fet up in thccapitol 

Claudius reflorcs Mitbridates the Iberian to 
his kingdom, Ant he bus to the kingdom 
of Commagene, and Mitbridates the Sicilian 
to the kingdom of Bo/porus, of which they 
had unjuftly been deprived by Caligula 
A great famine being in Rome , Claudius forms 
a large and commodious harbour at the 
mouth of the Tiber, and compleatcd it 5 
but foon after his death 'twas through neg- 
lett choaked up with fand : At the fame 

time alfo he fct about draining the lake

Fucinus in the country of the Marfi, and 
conveying its waters by deep canals into 
the Tiber, employing 30,000 men con- 
tinually for 1 1 years, but without fuccefs 

Meffalina, wife of Claudius the emperor, 
foliating Silanus to lewdnefs, he refuting, 
fhe falfely accufes him of deiignihg to 
murder the emperor ; upon which he is 
executed : This occasions a confpiracy of 
the nobility and gentry againft Claudius, 
the head of which was j4nnius Vinicianus, 
who had a great ihare in the murder of 
Caius. Camillus, governor of Dalmatia, 
writes him a letter full of reproaches, and 
threatens him with a cruel death if he did 
not refign ; but the fuperftition of thofe 
times getting into the foldiers heads, they 
imagined ill omens, and fell upon their 
officers and killed them. Camillus mak- 
ing his efcape, was afterwards nabbed in 
the arms of his wife,, after he had bore the 
title of emperor five days. This gave Me/- 
falina a handle to execute many innocent 
perfons, for the fake of their eftates, and 
pafs by the guilty for large fums of money, 
hfc. but fome of them were executed. 
Ot ho fucceeded Camillus in Dalmatia , and 
cut off the heads of thofe foldiers who had 
murdered their officers 

Claudius deprives the Lycians of their liberty, 
for murdering fome Roman citizens in a 
tumult ; and to quiet the differences that 
hadarifen among them, added their coun- 
try to the province of Pampbilia. Mrffa- 

Una out of fpite pcrfuades Claudius to put 
his niece folia, the daughter of Germa- 
nic us 9 and his niece folia the daughter of 

Drujus and grand -daughter of fibers us , 
to death 

Claudius by the inftigation of one Bericus, a 
fugitive Briton, lends Plautius the Roman 
governor in Gaul to invade Britain ; 
which he did, and vanquifhed them in fe- 
veral battles, and garifons feveral towns, 
and writes to the emperor, who comes 
himfelf with a large army, engages and 
defeats the Britons with great daughter, 
takes their ftrong holds, and garifons them, 
and makea Plautius governor of Britain, 
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Agrifpm upon his return to JtrufaUm {hews 
a much greater zeal for the J#wijk reli- 
gion than his predtceflbr ; depofed neo- 
philia from the high-priefthood, and gave 
it to Si mm Cant barms ; but loon after de- 
| pofed hint, and offered it to Jonathan the 

fan of Annas % who had been depofed, but 

he refilled it 
Claudius at his return to Rome is honoured 
with a triumph and the furname of Bri- 

tannicus ; Vefpafian and Vitus behaved 

£0 gallantly under Plautius, as to fight 

30 battles, and fubdue two powerful na- 
tions of the Britons, and reduced twenty 
towns, with the ffl* of Wight. Plautius 
encreafed the conquefts, and at his return 
to Rome has an ovation, €sfc. 
4350)3043] 44 \Claudius after his triumph se&ored to the 

fenate the provinces of Achaia and Ma- 
cedon* which thenceforth were governed 
by proconiuls : He gave the title of kin^ 
to Cottius y prince of the Alps ; and took 
away the liberty of the RJbodiasts, for their 
crucifying fome Roman citizens 
The dreadful famine, foretold by Agabus 9 
rages in Judea % againft which the new 
chriftian churches planted at Antioch fend 
the believers at JerufaUm a liberal relief, 
by the hands of Paul and Barnabas 
Rome being now very full of ftatues, Clau- 
dius enacts that no more would be fet up 
without the fpecial appointment of the fe- 
nate, and orders feveral to be taken down , 
he likewife punifhed very feverely fome 

governors of provinces that had misbe- 
aved, &c. 

M. Vinicius, brother in-law to Claudius, dies 
of poifon given him by the emprefs Mtjfa- 
lirta, for refuting her unchaft defires. AJi- 

nius G 'alius 9 fon of Agripfina* Tiber i us' s 

firft wife, confpired againft Claudius to 
make himfclf emperor 1 is detected, and 
only banifhtd, which gained Claudius 
great applaufe 
Many of the greateft men in Rome are put to 
death by Claudius, to gratify the revenge 
and covetoufnefs of Mgffalima his wife 
The Cberufci, or inhabitants of Bruftfaick f 

defire Claudius to give them a king ; he 

fends them Itaiicus, nephew of the fa- 
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3us jfrminius ; but though they at firft 
received him with great joy, yet they 
drove him from the throne fome time af- 
ter for living after the Italian manner ; 
but he being again reftored by the Longo- 
bards, cruelly opprefled the Cherufcans 
One Cn. ius Nonius, a Roman knight, comes 
armed with a dagger into the audience- 
room, with an intent to kill Claudius, 
but being feized and tormented on the 
rack, confeftes his intention, but will not 
difcover any accomplice or abettor 
Claudius as cenfor creates feveral new patri- 
cian families in the room of thofe that 
were extinct, fupplies the vacancies in the 
fenate, promotes fome of the Gaulijb no- 
bility to the fen a to rial dignity, and by a 
cenfus finds 6,goo,ooo citizens in Rome 
MeJJalina the Roman emprefs, grew fo mon- 
ttrous in her luft, that to have one Caius 
Silius (a very beautiful young man), to 
herfelf, fhe forced him to divorce his wife 
Silana, and kept him company openly : 
Silius propofes to kill Claudius and to 
marry her, and to adopt Germanicus : She 
approves all; firft divorces herfelf from 
the emperor, and then marries Silius 
openly. Ca/pumia and Cleopatra (two 
of Claudius's courtezans) tell him of it ; 
he is at firft frighted, but by the manage- 
ment of Nareijus, Silius, Mejfalina, and 

feveral others are executed, and all things 
fettled quietly 
Jgtippa (king of the Jews) fpends great 
fums in rebuilding, beautifying, and 
ftrengthening a new quarter of the north 
fide of Jerusalem, intending to wall it in, 
but is forbid by Claudius the Roman em- 
peror : He grows fo confiderable, that as 
he was making a progrefs to Tiberias he 
is met and complimented by the kings of 

Commagcne, Erne fa, Lrjfer Armenia , Pon- 

tus and Chalets; but ttiimt Mar/us go- 
vernor of Syria 9 jealous of what they 
might confult about, came thither him- 
felf, and commanded them to return each 
to his own kingdom.

Going to 
Cstfarea with a vaft train of nobility, to 
exhibit public games in honour of Clau- 
dius •, where declaring he received the go- 
vernors of Tyre and Si don again into fa- 
vour, the people cried out, 'twas the voice 
of God, and not of man ; which puffing 
him up with pride, he fell fick, and died 
in five days, and Claudius turned his king- 
dom again into a Roman province, and 
made Cufpius Fadus the governor thereof; 
but Herod king of Chalets got the fuper- 
intendancy of the temple, and power o:" 
nominating the high-prieft, and accord- 
ingly depofed C ant bar as * and fubftituted 
Jofepb the fon of Canst in his room 
Claudius marries Agrippina 9 his brother's 
daughter ; a law is parted the day before 
ro make fuch marriages lawful : She go- 
verned the emperor and the ftate with an 
uncontroulable power, went with Claudius 
into the fenate, and fet herfelf with him 
on the fame tribunal in all public ceremo- 
nies, and in the courts of juftice : She 
gotL. Anna? us Seneca recalled from banim- 
ment, and made him tutor to her fon Do- 
mitiusy &fr. and betrothed her fon (now 
1 2 years old) to Claudius** daughter Oc- 
tant* ; and caufed Lollia Paulina to be 
beheaded, for attempting to gee Claudius 
for a hufband 
Claudius widens the circumference of Rome 

by enclofmg Mount A<ventine 
Claudius is perfuaded by Pallas^ the freedman, 
who had conduced the affair of Agrippina's 
marriage, and was now criminally corref- 
pondent with her, to adopt Domitius her 
fon, and give him the preference to his 
own fon GernianicuSy becaufe Domitius 
was three years older, who from this time 

was called Nero* Claudius - Car far- Drufus- 

Germanicus ; the fenate confirmed the 
adoption, and called Agrippina Au^u/la 
Agrippina gets a colony of veterans to be 
fent to Cologn % the capital of the Ubii, 
where fhe was born, and called it Colonia 
Agrippinenfis.

P. Oftorius Scapula being fent into Britain, 

fell unexpectedly upon the Britons, who 

had broken into the Roman conquelb, put 

great numbers to the fword, and difperfed 

the reft j built forts on the Severn, Avon, 

and Net!, and made that part fouth of 

thefe rivers a Roman province, and Cama- 

lodunum a Roman colony. The lceni en- 
gage OJiorius, and after an obftinatc battle

dian fleets, and after an obllinatc conceit, 

pan) wound?, and much blood-lhcd, fucrv 
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of them as remained alive the emperor 
pardoned : When the water was let off 
'twas found the canal was not deep 
enough; and when it was deepened, 
bridges were built and gladiators fought 
upon it ; but the water breaking out with 
incredible violence, bore all down before 
it 

V tntidius Cumanus fbeceeded Alexander the 
government ofjudea: It being PaJ/bumr 
time, he put guards before the gates of 
the temple, one of which (hewing his nu- 
dity publickly, occalioned an uproar ; he 
firft tried by fair means to appeafe it, but 
no: fuccceding, he ordered all his troops 
to come to the place ; this frighted the 
Jews fo exceffively, that flying in confu- 
fioh more than 10,000 are (lifted and 
crufhed to death by running over one an- 
other 

Some Galilean Je<ws going to a feaft were 
infulted, and one killed ; a flcirmifh en- 
fues, in which many of them are killed 
by the Samaritans : They go to complain 
of the Samaritans to Cumanus, who refufes 

to do them juftice : The matter being 
brought before Quadratus, governor of 
Syria, he fends the Samaritans and Cu- 
manus to Rome, where the Samaritans 
were condemned to die, Cumanus banifh 
ed, and Ccler (one of his tribunes) dragged 
through the Greets of JenufaLm, and then 
put to death 

now about 16 years old, marries Oc- 
tanjia, whom he had betrothed three years 
before. He pleads for the I/ians , an d o b - 
tains for them an immunity from all taxes 
and tributes, and prevails with Claudius 
to reilorc the Rhodians to their antient 
liberty, gets many favours beftowed on 
feveral others, &c. Claudius confers uni- 
verfal jurifdiclion on the equeftrian order 
Claudius Felix is made governor of Judea in 
the room of V entidius Cumanus ; "without, 
the land fwarmcd with robbers and ban- 
ditti ; and within, with falfe prophet*, 
(sFc. which occafioned Felix to ufe all 
manner of fevcrities and unjufl feizurcs 
upon the innocent as well as the fcditious ; 
for which being reproved by Jonathan the 
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high-prieft, he hired one Doras (a confi- 
dant of Jonathan's) to murder him, which 
was done accordingly 
The emprefs Agrippina poifons the Roman 
emperor Cuius Tiberius Claudius Nero, in 

the 64th year of his age, of which he 
dies the 13th of Ofiober, after he had 
reigned 1 3 years, 8 months, and 2 1 days, 
and his wife Agrippina s fon Nero is de- 
clared emperor in his ftead. Ag rippina 
forces NarciJJus the great favourite of 
j Claudius to kill himfelf, who was themoft 
profufe and rapacious creature living, fur- 
pafling Crar/us in wealth, his friendfhip 
being courted with large prefents by fo- 
reign kings, cities and provinces. She 
alfo got Junius Si lav us proconful of Afia 
murdered, (a wealthy great grandfon of 
Auguftus) to prevent his being emperor. 
Nero pronounces Claudius's funeral ora- 
tion 

Nero, though but 18 years old, aflumes 
the confulfhip, and reftores Plautius Late- 
ranus to his anticnt rank, who had been 
degraded for adultery with Mejfalina. 
Nero falls in love with Acte t a beautiful 
flave, and flights his mother ; fhe grows 
outrageous at Pallas her confident's being 
turned out of the treafury, utters dreadful 
complaints and curfes againft Nero, pub 
limes Britannicus\ virtues, and title, fcfr. 
Nero caufes Britannicus to be poifoncd, 
and bellowed his etiate in prefents among 
his favourites, and banifhes Agrippina his 
mother from the court, and confined her 
to her grandmother Antonia's houfe; (he 
is unjulHy accufed, tried, acquitted, and 
received into favour again 

Nero 9 by the prompting and advice of his 
two companions, Otbo and Senrao, falls 
into all manner of debauchery and excefs, 
going difguifed like a flave in the night' 
time, and committing great riots and dis- 
orders 

Sni/ius, a noted informer and accufer of 
great men in the reign of Ctnttdius, is 
profecuted and banilhed. Nsro fail* in 
Jove with Popp/a &iMm 9 whole mother 
was put to death by M f«Ji» t4 ; Hie was 

the wife of Rnjkus Crifpuius, extremely 
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beautiful, witty, and lewd: She forfook 
her hufband, and lived publickly with 
Otho, the emperors favourite : Nero takes 
her, and forbids Otho the court, and fent 
him governor to Lufitania, where he Raid 
te n y ears with reputation . Cornelius Sy/Ia , 
hufband of Antonio, daughter of Claudius % 
is falfely accufedof treafon, andbanilhed 
to Mar/a //es, cSV. 

he Armenians, tired with the continual in- 
vaffons of the Iberians on. the one hand, 
and the Parthian* on the other, fend a 
folemn deputation to Nero at Rome, pray- 
ing him to appoint them a king ; Nero 
fends Domitius Corbulo into Armenia, who 

drives away Tiridmtes, and fets up 77- 

granes, the grandfon of Herod the Great, 
upon the throne of Armenia ; but Volo- 
gefes king of Part hi a drove him out, and 
again fet his brother Tiridates upon the 
throne, but lent him to Rome to receive 
the crown from Nero, who put it on his 
head with his own hands, and fo all dif- 
ferences were made up 
he Sicarii (or robbers) commit horrid mur- 
ders and diforders in feveral parts of Ju~ 
dea, even in the temple itfelf : Feftus be~ 
ine made governor in the room of Felix, 
;s great pains to fupprefs them ; but 
Agrippa having the year before depofed 
Ananias from, and advanced JJhmael to, 
the high-priefthood, feverai of thefe de 
pofed prieils claiming an equal quantity 
of tythes, occafioned great difturbances 
by their partisans. Upon the arrival of 
Feftus, St. Paul was brought before him ; 
but he appealing to C<efar % was continued 
a prifoner 

Popprea having got the afcendancy over 
Nero 9 endeavours all (he can to get rid of 
Agrippina his mother, who is murdered in 
her bed by Mro's order, after having 
efcaped an attempt to deftroy her at feu. 
After this he gave himfelf up to all man- 
ner of lewdnefs, and introduced debau- 
chery every- where, fo that it became uni- 
vcrfally fafhionable 

Agrippa having advanced Attanus, a proud 
Stnl(i;jcs? 9 to the high-prieilhood, and 

F-J.U being dea4* he called a council be- 
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fore Minus the new praetor came, and 
condemned and itoned to death St. James, 
and many other Chriflians 
4366 1 3059 1 6° I Nero inftitutes contefts of eloquence and 

poetry, and other games, to be exhibited 
every fifth year. A comet appears, and 
the people talk of Rubellius Plautms to 
fucceed Nero 
Agrippa depofes Ananus from, and advances 
J ejus the fbn of Damneus to, the high- 
prieilhood at Jerufalem. The Si ear is or 
robbers and banditti were grown fo bold, 
as to come into Jerufalem, and carry off 
Eleaxar fon of the late high-prieft, who 
was fecretary of the temple ; they fend 
Eleaxar word, that for his Ton's ranfom 
he muft get ten of their companions re- 
leafed ; which for a large fum he does, 

Agrippa taking the high-priefthood from Je- 
/us the fon of Damneus, gives it to Jefus 
the fon of Gamaliel ; each raife ai med 
men, and commit the vileft outrages. 
The Levitts obtain leave of Agrippa to 
wear white robes, like the priefts 
TheBritons having been extremely abufed by 
the covetoufnefs of the R oman governors, 
revolt under Boudicea their queen, and 
kill abundance of the Romans \ Petilius 
Cerealis going to the Romans afliftancc 

with the ninth legion, the Britons fall up- 
on him, rout him, and cut every man of 
the infantry to pieces ; afterwards the 
Britons went to London, then inhabited 
chiefly by Romans, took it, and mallacred 
all the Romans they found ; the like they 
did elfe where, killing 70,000 of the Ro- 
mans, and their confederates Suetonius 
the Roman governor collects his army to 
gether, and gives the B>itons bartle. over- 
throws them, and kills 80,000 of them, 
with the lofs of only 400 Romans 
Pedanius Seeundus, governor of iiome t be- 
ing murdered by fome of his flaves, it 
was infilled upon that all dwelling under 
his roof, guilty or innocent, fhould be ex- 
ecuted, which was done, to the number 
of 400 
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Burr bus, one of Nero's teachers, who had 
been greatly inurnment al in preventing 
much mifchief, is faid to die of poifon 
3061 1 62 \Tigeliinus gets to be Nero's intimate (a perfon 

of great vicioufnefs) and advifes him to 
murder SyiJa, who was accordingly affaf- 
finated at his own table : Then Plautus is 
likewife difpatched, and Nero marries 
Popp<ea publicly ; (he accufes Ocla<via of 
incontinency, who is baniihed into Cam- 
pajiia y but is foon after recalled, but again 
accufed, baniihed and murdered 
Nero recals Albinus from, and fends GcJJius 
FIoruM \vXo*Judea 9 who behaved fo cruelly 
as occafioned the total deftru&ion of the 
Je<wijb ftate and people,who, upon a com- 
putation now made, are found to be 
2,556,000 

The city of Pompeii in Campania was in a 
great meafure overturned by an earth- 
quake, and many others damaged. This 
year Popp<ea brings forth a daughter, 
which is called Augufta* but dies when 
four months old 
The farmatiant begin to threaten the Ro- 
man empire, but Plautius Sil'vanus JE.H- 
anus getting afiiftance from the kings of 
the Bajlamians and Roxolanians^ prevents 

their invafion 
Nero grows fo monftroufly wicked, that he 
approved of thofe who made profeflion of 
obfeenity, and condemned as hypocrites 
thofe who behaved with any degree of 
modelly. This year Rome is burnt, fome 
fay by Nero's exprefs order, buthc charges 
it upon the chritlians : Upon part of the 
ruins he built a moll magnificent palace, 
called the golden palace ; upon the relt 
the city was rebuilt in a very commodious 
and grand manner, much fuperior to what 
it was before for beauty and convenience 
Nero having accufed the chriftians (who were 
very numerous at Rome) with burning it, 
they were pcrfecuted with all manner of 
cruelties and torments poflible to be invent- 
ed ; and to fupply his exchequer he robbed 
all the temples of his vail dominions, and 
melted down the images to make money 
Car/area being now adjudged to belong to 
Syria, the yeivt revolt, and pelr their, go- 
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vernor Moras with (tone?, and nothing, 
was to b6 feen but robberies, murders, 
and all manner of cruelties : The C<efa 
rians murder 20,006 Je<ws in their city 
2000 are murdered at Pro/emais, anc 
50,000 at Alexandria, F lor us murdering 
atO he met with at Jerufalem, fo that fire 
and fword reduced all the country to the 
urmofr desolation 

Vero's abominable behaviour occafioned 
confpiracy agairift him, at the head 0 
which was Cuius Pifo : but being difco- 
vered before the execution, Nero puts 
many of the chiefs to death, among whom 
was Seneca his tutor, the conful Pe/linus, 
Lucan the poet, &c. 

Poppaa being again with child, and finding 
fault with Nero, for fome exceffes, he 
kicks her on the belly and kills her ; he 
would then have married Antonia 9 the 
daughter of Claudius, but me refuting, he 
orders her to be put to death, and married 

Statilia Meffalina, widow of the late con- 
ful Atticus Veftinus 

This year Campania was damaged with 
dreadful tempelk, violent whirlwinds, and 
earthquakes, by which whole villages 
were overturned , cif c . At Rome a plague 
fwept off 30,000 perfons in a fmall time | XIV l 20 ^ 
Nero goes into Greece, with a vaft retinue o] 
fidlers, fongfters, fcfr . and has th$ prize 
allowed to him, for which he rewarded 
the judges with rich prefents, and the ci 
tizenihip of Rome he alfo reftorcd the 
Ac beans to their former liberty 
Ceftius governor of Syria befieges Jerufalem, 
but they corrupting fome of his generals, 
the fiege was raifed, and the Jews pur- 
fued him, furrounded and cut off 4000 of 
his foot, and 400 horfe, &c. Upon this 
Nero fends Vefpaftan into Judea with a 
great army to revenge the affront 
Ve/pafian enters Judc* with upwards of 
60,000 difciplined men, befides fervants, 
relieves Sephoris, burns Gadara, and be- 
fieges Jotapa, which Jofepbus gallantly 
defended 47 days, when Vejpapan took it 
by affault, and deftroyed it with fire and 
fword, not one Jew efcaping, 40,000 
being killed, and only 12,000 made pri 
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foners : Jofepbus furrendered himfclf, and 
was well received, and then prophefied to 
Ve/pafian his fucceffion to the empire. Ja~ 
pba was alfo taken, and all the men put 
to the fword, and the women and chil- 
dren carried away captive. Gamala was 
alfo taken and 4000 pat to the fword, but 
more deflroyed themfelves. Gifcala alfo 
loft 6000 men, and 3000 taken prifonersj 
and fo all Galilee was fubdued 
Nero plunders the province of Achat a * put- 
ting all the wealthy Greeks to death un- 
der various pretences, and feizing their 
effefls : The like he does by Italy and 
Rome. Having loaded his fleet with all 
the riches of Greece, he returns towards 
Italy i but a ftorm robbed him of his (hips 
and his plunder, few of them efcaping : 
He enters Naples, Antium , Alb anus , 
and Rome, through a breach in the wall, 
as a victor in the Olympick games, & c. 
The zealots at jerufalem divide themfelves 
into two different parties, and deftroy one 
another by thoufands, committing themoft 
horrid cruelties, £«f c . 
4374I3067I 68 I having tired all his people with his cruel 

butcheries and injuftjce, Julius Vindex, 
governor of Celtic Gaul, revolts, as does 
Galba, governor of Hifpania Tarraconen- 

Jis, but refufes the name of emperor, £sfr. 

Auguflus Nero depofes the two confuls, and 
takes that office upon himfelf ; then pre 
pares 10 go againft: the revolters, with an 
army of fidlers, players, &c. and arms 
his concubines like Amazons, and appoints 
them for his guard. Virginius governor 
of Upper Germany comes againft F "index ; 
an engagement happens, contrary to the 
two generals orders, z 0,000 Gauls are 
killed, and Vindex murders himfelf : Vir* 
ginim is declared emperor, but he will not 
accept it 

A famine being in Rome, and fliips coming 
in from Egypt, with fand for the gladia- 
tors inftcad of corn, fo exafperated the 
common people that they threw down 
Nero's iUtucs, tore his images, plunder*! 
the houfes of his friends and favourites, 
(sfc. At the fame time news was brought 
that the German legiona had revolted ; 
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being in a great fright, Nero flics from 
Rome ; the fenate affembles, and declares 
Galba emperor ; and Nero caufes himfelf 

to be dabbed and dies 

Galba being far advanced in years, and at a 
great diftance from Rome, Nymphidiu* Sa- 
binus afpires at the empire, and by gifts, 
treats, fcc. gets the praetorian bands, &c 9 
on his fide, and takes upon him the fu- 
preme command : The fenate fearing 
his power, conferred extraordinary ho- 
nours upon him, and called him their 
protector, and went to him to have their 
decrees confirmed ; but the foldiers reject 
him, and declare Galba anew, kill Nym- 
pbidius, and drag his body through the 
camp : Galba orders feveral great men to 
be put to death unheard, which frightened 
the* people very much : Being now at the 
Milvian bridge, 25 furlongs from the 
city, a body of marines met him to ad- 
drefs him for a confirmation of their le- 
gion ; but he putting them off, they grew 
mutinous ; he orders his horfe to ride in 
among them, and do military execution, 
and decimates thofe that were left alive, 
and was in all things governed by his three 
favourites, who behaved very fcandaloufly. 
He called the minifters of Nero to account, 
and punifhes fome of them with death, 
and pardons others, fcfr. 

The yews being divided among themfelves ; 
one party was for fubmittihg to the Ro- 
mans immediately, to prevent their total 
deftruclion ; but the other would hear of 
no accommodation, and murdered and 
plundered all who oppofed them, whether 
yews or others : This occafioned many 
terrible maflacrcs and devaflations. The 
zealots are headed by Zee bar tab and Eltn- 
z.ar, who entered Jerujalcm and were as 
ilrongly oppofed by /hanus % the late dc 
pofed high-pried; the zealots garifoncd 
in the temple, from whence they conti- 
nually fallied, and committed the moll 
horrid butcheries : dnauus befieges them ; 
the zealots fend for and let into the city 
20,000 l<iumrQ*Uy who torture and mur- 
der vail numbcri with unfpeakable .cruel- 
tic?, of which i2,«*o? were peiibnsof dif- 
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tin£Uon» among whom was Jnanus him- 
felf, and J^/iij the fon of Gamaliel, 

In the mean time, Placiius the Roman 
general killed about 1 5,000 feftious^aw, 

and takes Gadare, 6fc. 
An exprefe arrives from Belgic Gaul, in- 
forjning Galba that the legions in J7/>/*r 
German* demanded another emperor, to 
be chole by the free election of the (jenate 
and people of Rome ; upon which Galba 
adopts Pifi Licinianus for his fucceifor : 
This drives Otbo to attempt the fovereign- 
ty , being encouraged thereto by an aft ro - 
loger. He chufes two foldiers to bribe 
and debauch the r eft, and furniflies them 
with xnpney for that purpofe, and makes 
them large promifes : The 1 5th of Janu- 
ary Oifa is faluted emperor by a fmall 
party of the guards, which foon increafe, 
and prefently he it proclaimed by the 
whole camp, and Galba and Pi Jo are 
murdered. The fenate, knights, and 
people of Rome acknowledged Otbo, and 
honour hirn with the title of Carfar and 
Auguftut with the ufual pomp and forma- 
lities 

The armies in Germany declare Fit ell i us 
(commander of the legions of Lower Ger- 
many) emperor; he exercifes the fove- 
reign power, and puts fever a 1 per fon s to 
death at the req ueft of the foldiers . Ft- 
tellius is joined by two Gaulijh governors 
and their forces, by an Italian legion and 
a body of horfe at Lyons, the Torces of 
Rbtxtia and Britain. Vi tellius addicts 
himfelf to gluttony and drunkennefs. Ca- 
rina, one of Vittlliufs generals, ravages 
the Jiclds, facks the cities, and makes 
dreadful havock of the inhabitants of Hel- 
vetia, many thoufands are cut off, and 
many fold for flaves. In Italy a fquadron 
of horfe and many cities go over to Fit el" 
I'ms. Otbo fends meifengers and letters 
to Vitelline offers him immenfe fums, and 
any place of retirement he ihould choofe, 
and at lail to make him a partner with him 
in the empire, and to marry hisdaughter ; 
and Vi tellius docs the like to Otho. Molt 
of the foreign provinces declare for Otbo, 

and he ftudics to gain their affections. 
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Qtfa ftts oat fleets and armies to oppof 
ViteUms t and orders the chief of the no 
bjjity tp follow him into the field, take 
his leave of the fenate, and leaves Rome 
Qtbo*$ fleet gaiqs advantages in Narhonn 
Gaul, but aU the country between th 
Alps and the Po fubmit to Vitellius. Car- 
cina attacks Placentia* but after loiing a 
great many men, is forced to retire. At 
Jafl the two contending parties engage, 
and Qtho\ army is routed with great 
flaugfrter near Bebriacum : Next day Otho' 
generals deliver up their camp, upon n 
ceivjpg the news whereof Otho kills him- 
feff, though intxeated to the contrary by 
his foldiers, and armies from all the eatf 
ern provinces were in full march to his al 
iiilance : Otho being dead , all his troops 
fubmit to Pjtellius ,and the fenate acknow- 
ledge him for their emperor 
Simon heading one part of the Jeiuijh zeal- 
ots, gains advantages over the other, an * 
invades Idumea with 20,000 men: The 
Idumeans oppofe him vigoroufly ; but 
Simon bribing their general, has Idumea 
and the troops delivered up to him, and 
put all to fire and fword : The other zeal- 
ots in one of their ambufhes takes Simon s 
wife prifoner; but he going to Jerusalem 
obliges them by his exceflive cruelties to 
return her: Thus John within, and Si- 
mon without, deftroy all that comes in 
their way. The people let Simon in the 
night into the city, who reigns over them 
in the mod tyrannical manner, and be 
lieges John in the temple 
The Roxolaniant enter Mafia % defeat the 
two Roman cohorts, and return unmo 
lefted; but returning again with nine 
thoufand horfe, Marcus Jfonius Saturni 
nus falls upon them, and cuts them off al- 

moft to a man 
Italy fuffers greater calamities than ever ; the 
foldiers being very numerous, and feat 
tcred up and down, plunder, ravage and 
murder whoever they pleafe without re- 
ilraint. VitelLui fends an edicl to Rome, 
forbidding'them at preient to confer either 
the name of Au^ufius or Catfar upon him 
All the centurions that had behaved gal- 
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lantly for Otho were put to death : Dola- 
bella he ordered to be maflacred privately : 
Being; naturally addicted to gluttony and 
ennefs, he indulged the fame in the 
foldiers, which occalioned great calami- 
ties and difturbances to others, and among 
themfelves. Arriving at Rome, he puts 
off his general's, and put on the fenator's 
drefs, and marches in great pomp to the 
capitol to offer facrifice to Jupiter, where 
being met by his mother Sextilia, he em- 
braces and honours her with the name of 
Augufla ; next day he met the fenate, and 
made a fpeech to them, containing great 
promifes of what he would do for them, 
but gave himfelf up entirely to gluttony 
and profufenefs, and remits all bufinefs to 
his favourites, Valens and Cacina 
The legions in Judea* Egypt, and Syria de- 
clare Vefpafian emperor; Tiberius Alex- 
ander brought the legions at Alexandria 

to fwear to him on the firft of July* thofe 
in Judea fwore to him in perfon on the 
third, and Muctanus governor of Syria 
and his foldiers about the 15th; Sohemus 
king of Ed-ffa, Antiocbus king of Comma- 
gene, and Agrippa king of Iturcca ac- 
ceded ; and all the inland provinces ex- 
tending to Afia and Achaia, and the in 
land countries bordering upon Pontus, and 
the two Armenias , took the oath of alle- 
giance. Vefpafian eftabliihes a council for 
the difpatch of bufinefs at Berytus. Troops 
were every where raifed, and gold and 
filvcr in great quantities coined ac Ami- 
od> y and ambafladors fent to Vologefes king 
of Partbia, and Tiri dates king of Arme- 
nia ; Titus was to carry on the war in Ju- 
dco % Vefpafian to feize the Straits leading 
to Efypt, and Mucianus to go againlt Vi- 
tcllius. The lllyrian and Pannonian le- 
gions declare for Vefpafian', the fleet at 
Ravenna revolts, and comes over to Vej 
pafian. The partisans of each fide have 
feveral engagements with various fuccefs, 
but at Iail the fatal battle at Cnmona de- 
termined Vitei/ius's fate ; the city was 
large, and very rich, and 40,000 foldiers, 
CSV. entered it, killed, ravifhed, plun 
dered and burnt it for four days fucccl- 
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lively, tilt it was all reduced to afhes ; this 
happened 286 years after its foundation. 
Vitellius for all this gives him 1 elf up to 
voluptuoufnefs ; his favourite Salens is 
taken prifoner, and Gaul, Spain, and 
Britain, declare for Vefpafian: With dif- 
ficulty Vitellius is prevailed on to leave 
Rome, and go to the camp at Mevania, 
but gives himfelf up to drunkennefs, and 
publicly betrays his ignorance and fear. 

The Samnites, Pelignians, and Marfians 9 
declare for Vefpafian ; Valens being taken 
prifoner, the whole army goes over to 
Vefpafian. Vitellius is offered fafety for 
his perfon, and a competency to live on, 
if he would reiign the fovereignty ; he 
comes into the fenate clad in mourning, 
and offers to reiign ; but the foldiers will 
not permit him, and beiiege Sabinus, tfe. 
brother to Vefpafian, in the capkol, which 
was now reduced to afhes ; many great 
men were flain, and Sabinus and At tic us 
the conful taken prifoners ; Vitellius ftrove 
all he could to fave them, but the fury of 
the foldiers was fo great, that cutting off 
Sabinus** head, they dragged his trunk 
through the ftreets. Soon after Primus, 
fcffr. for Vefpafian comes to Rome, where 
feveral bloody engagements gave Vefpa* 
fian the city, and Vitellius being taken 
prifoner, is firft infulted, then killed, and 
his head carried upon a pole through the 
chief cities, having reigned 8 months and 
a few days; and Domitian (a fon of Vef 
pafian) faluted Cafar. Lucius, the bro 
ther of V itellius, coming with his troops 
to Rome, fubmits, and is put to death; the 
conquerors filled the ftreets with carnage 
and mangled carcafes; all the private 
houfes and places of public refort are 
broke open and plundered 

The fenate confirms Vefpafian in the fove- 
reignty, makes him conful, and his fon 
Tit us Yin collegue; Domitianh made pra> 
tor, and hasconfular authority, &c. 

The jfazygians, a Sarmatic nation, broke 
into Mafia, killed Font ei us dgrippa % go- 
vernor of that province, and laid walk 
the country far and near. Ruirius Gal* 

lui goes againft them, cuts great number-. 
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of them to pieces, and forces the feft to 
repafs the Danube, the bank of which ri- 
ver he carefully for titled 
r efpafian orders his fon Turn to go from 
Cafarea to befiege Jerufultm, and to ut- 
terly deftroy it ; this he goes about with 
the greateft expedition: When he came 
and inverted the place, he found three 
different fa&ions within it, furicnifly de- 
ftroy ing one another; they pretended to 
make a peace among themfelves, and n 
being the feaft of the Paflowr* E/eazar 9 
who was poflefied of the temple, opened 
the avenues of his court to the great con- 
courfe that came to facrifice, among 
whom feme of John's men went in pri- 
vately armed, and cut off moft of Elea 
zar's party, and todk poffeffiori of the 
place; Titus makes them offers of peace, 
which they rejed a firft and fecond time; 
by their iriteftine divifions all the provifions 
were either burnt or eat, fo that a terrible 
famine and continual butcheries were 
within, and no poffible efcape without. 
The befiegers having taken the city, fet 
on fire the temple the 10th of Jugufl % in 
the 2d year of Vefpajian and 21ft of 
Jgrippa, being the fame fatal day and 
month 'twas formerly burnt by Nebuchad- 
nezzar ; this was followed by a terrible 
flaughter of the people, and the burning 
and deftrudlion of the city : In this war 
1,854,490 are faid to be killed, and 
1 08 f 000 carried from Jerufaltm captive* 
and all the buildings were levelled with 

the ground 
Juicetust formerly commander of king Pole- 
mo* 9 * navy, raifed a party in Pontus, un 
der pretence of favouring Vitellius, feized 
the city of Trebizond, burnt the fleet 
which guarded the coafts, makes an alli- 
ance with the Barbarians, and commits 
dreadful ravages on the coafts of Afia ; 
but Virdius Gtminm being fent againtt him 
by Vefpafian* he is defeated, and Anicetus 
and all his followers are delivered up by 
Sedoehus king of the Lazians, to whom 
he flew for proteclion 
The Germans and Gauls revolt from the 

Romans during the civil war, and various 
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fuccefs attends both fides, and vaft num- 
bers are (lain; but at laft they univerfajly 
declare for Vefpafian* and peace is re- 
llored. Vefpafian arriving at Brundufium, 
is met by the fenate and ail the great men 
of Rome, and by them conducted thither, 
where he was met by the whole people, 
and honoured with all exprefiions of joy 
and fac is faction, where he revived the an 
tient difcipline of the army, allowed the 
fenate to debate and fpeak freely their fen - 
timents, rectified the law, and purged the 
courts of judicature, ordered the city and 
capicol to be rebuilt, and behaved in all 
things as a father of his country ought 

towards the people he loved and governed | XIV | 3^3 
VoTogefgs fends embaiTadors to Vefpafian, and 

offers him 40,000 Parthian horfe, but 
being already fettled in the empire, has 
no occafion to accept them ; fo both par- 
ties renew their alliances, and Vefpafian 
fend* back the cmbafiadors with thanks, 
loaded with rich prefents. Being at peace, 
Voiogefes fets about building a city, calling 
it Vologefocerta, but died before it was 
completed 

Vefpafian and his fon Titus have a triumph at 
Rcme, for the reduction of Jerufalim, and 
Titus has a triumphal arch erected, which 
(till remains almoft entire ; as foon as the 
triumph was over, the gate of the temple 
of Janus wasihut, the empire enjoying a 
perfect peace every where, and the temple 
of peace was begun to be built, to put the 
rich fpoils in that were brought from Je- 

rufalcm 

Cefennius Pat us, governor of Syria, accufed 
Antiochus king of Commagene with an in- 
tent to revolt ; Vefpafian gives him a com 
miffion at large* upon which Partus both 
takes his kingdom and himfclf, and re- 
duces Commagene to a Roman province ; 
but the king and his two fons lived at 
Rome at the public expence, in a manner 
fui table to their character, and were fami- 
liarly entertained by Vefpafian 

The Alani, a people beyond the Tanais and

A counterfeit Nero appears in Afia, and 
with a multitude of followers retires to the 
Parthian king, who feemed to efpoufe 
his caufe ; but Domitian found means to 
prevail with him to deliver up the im- 
pollor to his governor of Syria 
Domitian being defeated by the Marcomanns, 
Csfr. makes peace with Decebalus king of 
Dacia, and allows him a yearly pennon 
UJpius Trajanus and M. Aciliu s Glabrio were 
this year's confuls ; Glabrio was efteemed a 
man of prodigious ftrength, and therefore 
notwithstanding his dignity the emperor 
obliged him to fight a huge lion in the 
Arena, which he did, and killed him ; 
the people applauded this victory with 
fuch load and repeated fhouts, that the 
iperor jealoufly baniihed, and ordered 
him to be murdered in his exile. This 
year Domitian exhibited extraordinary 
fhows of fea and land fights, C5V. but 
the feaft he invited the fenators and knights 
to is mod remarkable ; at the entrance of 
the palace the guefts were received with 
great ceremony, and conducted into a 
large gloomy hall, hung with black and 
filled with coffins, each of which had the 
name of a fenator or knight upon it 5 im- 
mediately the doors are burft open, and a 
great number of naked men daubed all 
over with black, with a torch in one hand 
and a naked fword in the other, rufhed in 
upon them, and danced round them for 
fome time, and then proclamation was 
made all were at liberty to retire home 
This year wine being very plentiful, and 
corn very fcarce, Domitian orders half 
the vines to be rooted up, and no more to 
be planted : The Aft am fend deputies to 
beg their being excufed obedience to this 
law ; Scopelianus being admitted, pleaded 
their caufe fo well, that Domitian repealed 
the law abfolutely. This year the king- 
dom of C balds was united to the em-

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dgricola, the famous governor of Britain, 
dies, greatly lamented by all, fufpe&ed of 
being poifoned by order of Domitian

Domitian 's fury and cruelty ran now fo high, 
that 'twas treafon to be noble, capital to 
be rich, and criminal either to have born 
or declined honours ; the mod infamous 
informers are highly care fled and greatly 
rewarded. Hetoidius, Senecio, and Ruf- 
ticus are put to death unjuftly, and great 
numbers of lower people butchered and 
baniihed, and the philofophers and pro- 
feftbrs of all virtuous and commendable 
fciences baniihed Rome by an order of the 
fenate 

Jwvenius C elf us heads a confpiracy again ft 
Domitian, is difcovered and pardoned. 

Domitian put vaft numbers of Chrijiians to 

death, and baniihed many more, upon 
account of their religion, both in Rome 
and in all the provinces : Among the (lain 
were the emperor's coufin and collegue in 
the confulftiip, Flavins Clemens 9 and his 
wife and niece, both named Flavia? Do- 
mi till a? 9 among the baniihed 
Many podigies are faid to happen this year 
at Rome and in the provinces; the city 
was alarmed for eight months fucceflively 
with dreadful claps of thunder and flames 
of lightning; the capitol, temple of the 
Flavian family, and emperor's own cham- 
ber, were thunder-ftruck : The oracle at 
P ran eft e prefages flaughter and calami- 
ties ; Domitian dreams that Minerva had 
forfaken him; the aftrologcrs declare 
publicly, that the 1 8th of December Domi- 
tian would die. Domitian having wrote the 
names of feveral great perfonages upon a 
paper, his wife Domitia reading it, finds 
herfelf at the head of them ; upon which 
lhe communicates it to the reft ; they con- 
fpire and kill him, after he had reigned 
1 5 years and 5 days, and was the lait of

As foon as the death of Domitian was known, 
the fenate aflembles and proclaims M. 
Cocceius Nerva emperor, which the fol-

der whom the Romans lived as happy as in 
the former reigns they had been mifera- 
ble : He pardons all imprifoned for trea- 
son, calls home the banifhed, reflores the 
fequeftered eftate*, puniihes informers, 
abolifhes the law of majefty, redreffes all 
grievances, and acls with univerfal bene- 
ficence towards all forts of people | XIV 464

Rufus riling at the receipt of the fafces to 
pronounce an oration in praife of the em- 
peror, lets fall a book out of his bofom, 
and ftooping to take it up, fell down him* 
felf and broke his leg ; being then in the 
83d year of his age, the agony whereof 
occafioned his death ; the emperor orders 
his obfequies to be made with the utmoft 
pomp and magnificence ; Cornelius Tacitus 
the famous hiltorian pronounces his fune- 
ral oration, and fucceeded him in the 
confulate.

Exadares from the kingdom of Armenia, 
to whom Trajan emperor of Rome had 
given it, and fet his eldefl: fon Parthama- 
jiris upon that throne, Trajan goes to 
Antiocb, where he receives the embafla- 
dors and fubmiflions of many of the neigh- 
bouring princes, and then goes unex- 
pectedly into Armenia, recovers the whole 
country, and takes Parthamafiris prifoner.

A moft terrible earthquake, attended with 
dreadful dorms of thunder and lightning, 
deftroys the greateft part of Antiach, where 
the emperor Trajan with his great army, 
and a vail number of ambauadors and 
their retinue were ; the buildings are ge- 
I nerally thrown down, or fwallowed up, 
and great numbers of people killed and 
wounded ; among the wounded was Tra- 
jan himfelf 

The fenate and people of Rome return the 
emperor Trajan fo lemn thanks for his 
making the port of Ancona. Trajan re- 
duces Arabia Felix to a Roman province. 
The Jews revolt in Alexandria, and all 
Egypt* Syria, and the other provinces, 
committing mod horrid ravages and mon- 
ftrous barbarities ; Marc i us Turbo is fent 
againft them, and defeats them, but does 
not quiet them 

In Cyprus the Jews are all cut off to a man, 
and Lucius Qttiefus defeats them in a 
pitched battle in Mefopotamia, cuts great 
numbers of them to pieces, and drives the 
reft out of the country. Moftof the con- 
quered nations in the eaft revolt, and cut 
the Roman garifons to pieces, but after 
much bloodftied are again reduced 

Trajan befieges A/ra, the metropolis of the 
tlagareni in Arabia, who had revoked, 
but is fo vigoroufly oppofed, that he is 
forced to raife the fiege; and upon his re- 
turn to Sihnus, ( afterwards called Trajan- 
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o polls ) in Cilicia, was taken violently ill 
with a dropfy, pally, and a flux, fo that 
he died there, after he had reigned 1 9 
years, 6 months, and 15 days: Upon 
news of his death Adrian caufed himfelf 
to be proclaimed emperor at Antiock, 
where he then was. Trajan & body was 
burnt at Selinus, and his allies carried to 
Rome by his wife Plotina and his niece 
Matidia, in a golden urn, where they 
were received with the higheft honour, 
and depofited under the ttately column 
himfelf had erected, though within the 
walls, where no one before had been bu- 
ried 

Adrian writes to the fenate, defires them to 
confirm to him the title of emperor, pro- 
mifes to rule, with juftice, &c. abandons 
Armenia, Mefopotamia, and Affyria, making 
the Euphrates the bound of the Roman 
empire : He allowed the Armenians li- 
berty to choofe them a king, permitted 
the Partkians to recal Cofrboes, fent him 
his daughter, whom Trajan had taken pri- 
foner, and all his prifoners without ran- 
fom ; and Parthamaf pates he made king 
of another place 5 he would have aban- 
doned Dacia, but was over ruled, but 
broke down the famous bridge Trajan had 
built over the Danube-, then appointed

brary of wonderful ftru&ure, and confe- 
crated by himfelf and finiihed the magni- 
ficent temple of Jupiter Olympius, begun 
560 years before.

Phar a/manes king of Iberia being complain-

Adrian having changed the name of Jeru- 
salem into jElia Capitolina, after the name 
of his own family, and erected a temple 
to Jupiter Capitolinus upon the fpot where 
the Jewijh temple formerly flood, and 
alfo planted a Roman colony in the city, 
fo provoked the Jews, that they broke 
out into a rebellion under one Barcoque- 
bas, or Cozeb, who pretended to be the 
Mejpah, whom they chofe for their king, 
and over- run all Judea and Syria, com- 
mitting dreadful outrages, but particularly 
exerted their utmoft cruelties againft the 
Chriftians. Tinnius Rufus 9 commander 
in Judea, being reinforced, falls upon the 
rebellious Jews, and puts all to the fword, 
men, women, and children, that fell into 
his hands ; but the Jews growing form id • 
able by the acceflion of other people to 
their party, Adrian fends Julius Sever ut 
governor of Britain againit them.

In a general battle Barcoquebas 
was taken prifoner, and his army utterly 
routed In this war the Romans demo- 
lifhed co ftrong caftles, 985 towns, and 
killed 580,000 men, befides an innumer- 
able quantity that peri (hed by famine, fire, 
andficknefs: The Romans loft likewifc 
abundance of their belt troops: Thofe 
Jew* that remained were fold for flaves ; 
and the emperor and fenate publiflied an 
edi£, forbidding them for ever upon pain 
of death to fet foot in Jervfalem* or any 
place from whence it might befeen ; even 
thofe Jews that embraced C/jrrfi/a/ritv 
were alio prohibited, which quite deli- 
vered the church from the fervitude of the 
law, for till that time the bifliops of Je-

The Alani breaking into Media, at that time 
fubjeft to the Partbians, committed great 
devaftations ; but being bribed by Volo- 
gefe$ II. with large funis of money to re- 
turn home, Vologefes fell unexpectedly 
upon Armenia^ and drove out Sohemus, 
the king the Romans had fet up, and cut 
the Roman legions all off to a man, under 
the command of Se<verinus 9 a Gaul, go- 
vernor of Cappadocia, who came to the 
afliltance of Sobcmus, and then invaded 
Syria, and defeated with great flaughter 
Attilins Comelianus, governor of that 
province, and advanced to Antioch, put- 
ting all the Romans and their favourers to 
the fword, upon account that Antoninus 
had not returned the golden throne for- 
merly taken from the Partbians, and pro- 
mised to be reftored by Adrian : Upon 
this the emperor Fermi comes into Syria, 
drives out the Partbians, and fends Sta- 
tic Prifcus into Armenia, and Caffsus and 

Martins Ferns into Part him. Prifcus 

drove the Partbians out of Armenia in 
one campaign, though with great lofs of 
his own men. Coffin* in feveral encoun- 
ters with y§loge/et % though he had an 
army of 400,000 men, in four years time 
reduced all the provinces that had fub 
mitted to Trajan, Juving in the lail deci 
five battle at Euro fa in Syria, on the Eu- 
phrates, killed him 370,000 men, with 
the lofs only of two Romans ; he took Se- 
leucia, and burnt and plundered Babylon 
and Ctefipbon, with the ftately palaces of 
the Parthian monarchs, and ftruck terror 
into the, moft diitant provinces. Having 
tfeus put an end to the war, in his return 
he loll above half of his men by nckncis 
and farn»ne, the emperor Verus remaining, 
all the while at Antioeh, or IXaphncA 

Wallowing in pkafures and debaucheries, j 
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and in hb return to Italy carried the plague 
with him, that deftroyed a vaft number 
of his own men, and many more of the 

Italians , & c. 

So he mas king of Armenia is reilored to his 
kingdom by the wife and prudent ma- 
nagement of Marti us Vems the Roman 
general, under the protection of the Ro- 
mans, to whom he paid tribute 
The Roman emperor Amrelius fends his daugh- 
ter Lmcilla into Syria, to be married to his 
collegue in the empire, Lucius Verus, 
then at Antiocb, attended by many noble 
perfonages 

Cajfius the Roman general having univerfally 

fubdued Vologefci, comes to Scleucia, 
where the city immediately fubmits, and 
and opens its gates, but Cajpus orders the 
inhabitants to the number of 400,000 to 
be put to the fvvord, and the city to be 
utterly demolimed 

The Marcomanns and Romans having been 
at war many years, now terminate all

The two emperors, M. Aurelius and Lucius 
V erusy triumph at Rome upon account of 
the great conquells obtained over Vologefes, 
^ c and by the fenate arc furnamed Par- 
tbicus. L. Vems begs that the title of 
C*>far might be conferred on the two fons 

of Aurelius, via. Cimmodus and Anniu<

Many German nations having revolted from 
the Romans, both the emperors go with 
great armies againit them, upon whole 
approach the Germans are fo terrified, 
that they repaflfed the Danube, and put 
the ringleaders of the revolt to death, and 
beg for peace 

The Germans having again renewed the war, 
and committed great ravages, laid wafte 
provinces, and defeated Vindex the Ro- 
man geueral, and cut both him and mofl: 
of his troops to pieces, both emperors 
leave Rome, and repair in the depth of 
winter to Aquileia, but arc forced to re 
tire upon account of the plague raging 
there vehemently ; in their re:urn L l'e 
rsts was taken with an apoplectic tit, and 
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died ; he is carried to Rome, and interred 
with great funeral pomp in the Maufoleum

mans are entirely overthrown, and Aria*

CaJ/ius the famous Roman general that had 
reduced the Parthians* Cifr, revolts, and 
fets up for emperor in the eaft, and is join- 
ed by a great number of foldiers and 
neighbouring princes : M Aurdius fets 
out to go againil him, but receives word 
that he was killed and foon after has his 
head brought to him, and fo for this time 
ended the war in the eait 

Aurtlius goes into the eaft, and takes his 
wife Faujlina and bis fon Commodus with 
him. and made his fon-in-Jaw Pompeianus 
conful : Fauftina dies at Hal a la , a village 
at the foot of Mount Taurus, faid to be a 
very vicious woman, yet he honoured her 
by placing her among the gods, £sV. and

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jurglius arriving in the eaft, pardons all that 
had joined Caffsus except the inhabitants 
of AhtUch y who had been more than or- 
dinary zealous for CaJJius-, he deprived 
them of their privileges, fupprefled their 
public afiemblies, and took their (hows 
from them, but foon after forgave them, 
and reftored to them all he had taken from 
them i and then going into Egypt, he not on- 
ly forgave, but added feveral privileges to 
Alexandria ; from hence he went to Smyrna,

Aurelius Commodus Carfar (the emperor's fon)

Aurelius marries his fon Comrnidus toCrifpina, 
the daughter of Bruttius Pr<rfens, and 
then marches with his fon Commodus againft 
the Marcomanni, the 5th of Auguft 
The Romans under the command of Pater - 
nus engage feveral revolted nations of the 
Germans, and entirely defeat them 
The emperor M. Aurelius dies at Sirmium, 
now Sirmich, mSclawnia, of the plague, 
that had been inltafy for feveral years paft, 
the 1 7th of March, aged 5 8 years, 1 o 
months, and 22 days, having reigned 1 9 
years and ten days, univerfally lamented, 
and his allies were depolited in Adrian's 
Maufoleum ; he was immediately ranked 
among the gods, a temple erected, and 
priefls appointed, and whoever had not 
fomc ftatue or image of Aurelius was 
cfteemed a facrilegious perfon 
Commodus fucceeds his father in the Reman 
empire, being the nrft emperor born in his 
father's reign, and the fecond that fuc- 
cetded his father in the empire ; he is 
commonly called L. JElius Aurelius Csm- 
modus, and fometimes Commodus Jn tons nus \ 
and though educated with great care by 
his father. Droved a moftlewd, cruel, and 
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wicked tyrant ; he grants the £>uadi and 

Mareomanni peace, and of other nations 
he purchafed peace, tsfc. to return to 
Rome, where he is met by the fenace with 
the higheft marks of honour ; he was, 
after vifiting the capitol and other tem- 
ples , the 2 2d of OSiober conducted to the 
palace 

Uipius Marcellus, governor in Britain, drives 
the Caledonians, or Scots, out of the Ro- 
man province in Britain, where they had 
committed horrid ravages, and cue off a 
Roman army, and fo fettles all things 
quiet again 

Commodus difcards all his father's friends and 
counfellors, and employs only his de- 
bauched companions, or their friends, 
whereby he gains the hatred of all his fub- 
jecls by means of the cruelties and hard- 
(hips put upon them by his debauched 
officers : His fitter Lucilla^ with feveral 
great men, confpire to kill him ; but not 
fucceeding, 1 hey are put to death. The 
I emprefs Crifpina, for imitating her huf- 
banci's debaucheries, is firil banilhed, and 
afterwards murdered in the ifland Capre*. 
Four confulars of great note are falfely 
accuied and put to death this year, and 
the ruling confuls banifhed 
While Commodus was allifting at the Capito- 
line fports, a perfon drefled like a cynic 
philosopher told the emperor, that Per en- 
vis (his great favourite and prime minifter) 
and his children were plotting his death : 
Perennis feized him as a madman, but 
burnt him alive : Soon after the matter 
was plainly di (covered, and Perennis, his 
wife, filter, and two fons, were put to 
death; but the empei or being in great 
fear changed the captain of his guards 
ahnott daily 

Ma tennis, a common foldier among the 
Ro nans, deferted, is joined by many 
more and the banditti ; at lalt, being very 
numerous, he over-run and plundered a 
great part of Gaul and Spain : Pefcennius 
Niger with a proper force is fent againft 
him, and brought him into great llraights ; 
upon which Mat em us divides his army in- 
to many fmall parties, and fends them 
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privately into different parts of Italy with 
a view to kill the emperor at the annual 
feaft of the mother of the gods, and to 
fcize the empire: They all arrive at Rome 
undiscovered, and mix with the emperor's 
guards ; but being betrayed by fome of 
their own party, Maternut was feized and 
executed, which put an end to the whole 
aflair. A dreadful plague broke out that 
lafted three years, and which, in Rome 
only, frequently carried off 2000 in a day 
18S xCommodtts gave out that he was going to 

Jfrica, and therefore extorted large (urns 
to defray his expences, and fuffered the 
people to offer up fblemn vows for his fafe 
return, but (laid in Rome or its neighbour- 
hood, fquandering all the money away in 
debauchery

and congratulate Srverus in the name of I 
the fenate, £*fr- Scvtrus feverely punifhed 
all who had any hand in the death of Per- 
tinax, and ordered the foldiers of the prze- 
torian guards to meet him unarmed, when 
he degraded and banifhed them 100 miles 
from Rome. Se*uerus entered Rome at- 
tended with all his troops under arms, 
and the praetorian ftandards reverfed. At 
the gate he difmounted, and put on the 
fenatorial robe, and marched on foot, at- 
tended by the fenators in their robes, with 
crowns of laurel on their heads, he wear- 
ing the fame, being cloathed in white, 
the ftreets ftrewed with flowers, and the 
windows adorned with tapiftry ; after vi- 
liting the capitol, and the ufual temples, 

he retired tp the palace; but the foldicr* 
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quartering in the temples, porticoes, &cj 
fpread all over the city, and commit grcatj 
diforders: when Sever us went next day ; 
to the fenate, the foldiers with a dread fult 
cry demand of the fenate the like fum that! 1 
was paid to the troops of u4uguftus\ the em- 
peror could not pacify them without pre 
jnifing them 250 drachmas a man in pa 
of 2 500. Sever us promifes the fenate to 
n overn with equity, gentlenefs, c: the 
[enate confer all the titles belonging to the 
imperial dignity on .him, and inveft him 
with the tribunitial and proconfular power, 
and make him high pontiff, CSV. He 
begs the fenate to confirm the title of 
C*far to Chdius Albinus, gave large fums 
among the foldiery, and enrolled the late 
emperor Pertinax among the gods, with 
extraordinary pomp, Csfc. put to death, 
l$c* all the friends and adherents of the 
late depofed and murdered Julianus, and 
chofe four times as many guards as thofe 
he had depofed. Severn* married his two 
daughters to Probus and Aetists, and gave 
them both confular dignity- Having fet- 
tled all things in Rome, he goes againfl: 
Niger in the eaft; Niger having made 
himfelf mailer of all Greece, Mace don , 
and Thrace, offers to take Severn a part- 
ner with him in the empire 
MmiUanus, general of Ntger\ troops, is 
engaged. by the generals of Severus, de- 
feated, and afterwards taken in Cyxieus 
and killed. Niger and Candidas, one of 
the generals of Severus, engage with great 
fury, but atlaft Niger is forced to fly be- 
yond the Straits of Mount ^Taurus. Se- 
vern* offers Niger his life and fafety if he 
would lay down his arms; but being di- 
verted by Aure It anus , whofe daughters 
were betrothed to his fons, he retired to 
sfatiocb. Laodicea and Tyre declaring for 
Sever us, Niger fends a body of Moors, 
who pillaged thefe cities, put the inhabit- 
ants to the fword, and fet fire to the 
houfe*. Severus and Niger engage again, 
on the very fpot where Alexandtt thr 
Great beat Darius, near the city of If us, 
called PyU Cilici<c, where Niger is en 

tirely routed with the lofs of 20,002 men; 
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Niger retires to Antioch, and from thence 
; was flying to Partbia, but was overtaken 
and beheaded ; Sever us cau fed his head to 
be firft fliewn to the Byzantines, and then 
fent to Rome. Sever us punilhes with ex- 
trcam rigour all thofe who had fided with 
Niger, fo that a prodigious number of all 
ranks were put to death, and many ba- 
niflied, and their eitates confifcated 
Severus, at the entreaty of his eldeft fon, re- 
(lores the city of Antiocb to all the privi- 
leges he had v taken from it upon account 
of efpouGng the caufe of Ni%er, and 
obliged ail the cities that had fumiihcd

and Get a were confuls this year, during 
which Sewer us continued at or near Rome, 
adminifteringjuftice with great impartiality, 

and reformed many abufes, enacted excel- 
lent laws, and repaired the public edifices, 
and built many new ones in Rome, Antioeb* 
Alexandria, and Byxantium, and moft 
other great cities of the empire 
This year is remarkable for the inhuman 
jaflacre of a great number of the Roman 
fenators by the emperor's orders, and 
fome of the greateft and wealthieft of

Perfian throne, and taken the name o 
King of Kings, and conceiving himfelf to 

have an undeniable title, as fucceifor to 

Cyrus, to all the letter Afia , commanded 

all the Roman generals immediately to 

quit thofe provinces ; raifes a great army, 

and invades them ; Alexander raifes a great 

army to oppofe him, and while he was at 

or near Me/opotamia, Artaxerxcs fends 

40ochofen men, richly drefs'd. of great 
It at u re and ftrength, and commiifioas them 
to fay to the emperor, That the great 
king Artaxerxes commands the Romans 
and their prince to depart out of all Syria 
and Afia Minor, &c. the emperor orders 
the equipage of thefe embafladors to be 
taken from them, and fends them into 
Pbrygia to cultivate farms there for their 
fubfiitence, and then advanced and re- 
covered Me/opotamia without oppofition. 
Artaxerxes meets Alexander with 1 20000 
horfe, 1 0000 heavy - arm'd foldiers, 1800 
chariots armed with fcythes, 700 ele- 
phants, and an innumerable number of 
foot ; but is defeated by the Romans, and 
forced to retire into the heart of Per/ia. 

The Roman army was 'divided into three 
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parts, one of whicn going imo Armenia x 
grew fo licentious, that they flew their 
general Flavin, and then became an eafy 
prey to Artaxerxes ^ 
The emperor Alexander having advanced 
Do mi tins Ulpianus, a famous civilian, to 
be captain of the praetorian guards, who 
endeavouring to reftore the antient difcip- 
line fo exafperated them, that they mur- 
dered him in the prefence of the emperor ; 
the principals were punifhed with death, 
and the moft noted of the faftious foldiers 
ignominioufly difcharged. The troops 
quartered in Me/opotamia mutinied, mur- 
dered their general, and revolted to the 
Perfians. The troops in Syria proclaim- 
ed one Mauritius emperor, who retuied 
the offer, and flying from among them, 
being purfued, threw himfelf into the 
Euphrates, and was drowned. At Rome 
the praetorian guards would have fet up 
one Antoninus to be emperor, but he mo- 
deftly withdrew, and never appeared m 
the city again ; but one Ouinius Camillus, 
ftriving to ingratiate himfelf with the fol- 
diers, &c. Alexander fends for him, and 
allows him to be his partner in the empire ; 
who foon after refigneil

The Alemanns, &c. having parted the Rhine, 
and feized the forts, built on the banks of 
that river, entered Gaul, and committed 
moll horrid ravages 
The emperor Alexander going to fupprefs the 
mutinous Germans, one Maximinus, by 
nation a Goth, whom Alexander had 
raifed to the command of a body of Pan- 
nonians, confpires again ft him, murders 
his mother Mam<ea, and what few foldiers 
the emperor had with him, and then they 
killed him in his tent, being z6 years, 
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5 months, and 19 days old, highly la- 
mented of all, in the 14th year of his 
reign 

2 3 5 1 Max 1 minus, upon the death of Alexander, 

was proclaimed emperor by his Pannonian 
troops i and the reft of the foldiers feeing 
no other candidate, joined them, and took 
the ufual oaths to him ; upon which he de- 
clared his fon Maxi minus C<rfar and 
prince of the Roman youth, and inverted 
him with the tribunitial and proconfular 
power, and his collegue in the empire, 
which the fenate confirmed. He was of 
very mean extracl, but being eight foot 
fix inches tall, and every way proportion- 
able, his natural ftrength was fo great as 
to tear up trees by the roots, crumble peb- 
bles between his Angers, & c. could eat 
60 lb. of fleft, and drink fix gallons o 
wine at a meal, without being guilty o 
any excefs. He difplaced all the officers o 
Alexander, and put in all his own crea- 
tures, and murdered all thofe who knew 
him in, and had been inftrumental in 
raiting him from, his low condition. One 
Magnus, a confular, confpired with fome 
of Alexanders foldiers, to expofe him to 
the enemy, for which he maflacred 4000 
of them, without trial or examination: 
This exafperated the Ofrhoenians fo much, 
that they revolted, and proclaimed T. 
Quartinus emperor; but one Maccdo mur- 
dered him in his tent, and carried his head 
to Maxi minus, who caufed the meifenger 
to be executed, and all things were again 
quiet

mighty army, and ravaged the country 
far and wide, burnt their habitations, car 
ried off their cattle, and took an incredi- 
ble number of prifoners, and killed abun-

Gordianus was 
defcended of an illuftrious family, was 
fmmenfely rich* and extreamly beloved 
both in Rome and in the provinces, many 
of which he had governed: but being 
upwards of 80 years of age, begs to be 
excufed ; but the people will take no de- 
nial, whereupon he aflbciated his fon 
(whofe name wasalfo Gordianus) with him 
in the empire. He goes to Carthage, and 
writes to the fenate ; they confirm him and 
his fon , and publifh a great reward for any 
one to murder Maximinus* The people 
pull down all his ftatues, uttering dreadful 
execrations againft him and his fon : The 
fenate pafs fentence upon all his friends, 
and the minifters of his cruelty, and many 
of them were maflacred by the enraged 
populace at Rome, and in all the other 
provinces. It being reported the two 
Max i minus** were killed, the foldiers fub- 
mit to the two Gordians. Maximinus, hear- 
ing of thefe commotions, marches with 
his army out of Thrace into Italy : In the 
mean time Cap eli anus, governor of Mau- 
ritania, comes with a great army to Car- 
thage, engages the young Gordianus , kills 
him, and cuts off all his army, and the 
old one upon the news thereof ftrangled 
himfelf, after having reigned one month 
and fix days.

the fword ; he returned to Rome, and tri- 
umphed tho* he had fought no battle. 
This year P. Stmpronius Saturninus was 
proclaimed emperor, and did great feats 
againft the barbarians ; but upon account 
of the dricluefs of his difcipline, was mur- 
dered by his own foldiers that hadraifed him 
Gallienus fends Tbeodotus, a native of Egypt , 
agaiail AE mill anus y who now reigned in 
Egypt, tteodotus overcomes him, and 
fent him prifoner to Rome, where he was 
ftrangled by the emperor's orders 
Gallienus rewards Odenatus for his exploits 
againft the Per/sans with the titles of C^r- 
jar, Auguftus, and Emperor, and took 
him in partner with him in the empire. 
Balifla, who held fome provinces in the 
caft, was killed by a foldier fent by Ode- 
uat us for that purpofe 
The Ifaurians revolting in Afia Minor , chofe 
C. Junius Trebellianus for their leader, 
who took the title of Augufius % coin'd 
money, and reigned fome time in Jfauria 9 
and Cilicia, but was foon after defeated 
and killed in battle. But the Ifaurians 
maintained their freedom and independ- 
ency many years after 
The Goths conquer Dacia, which had been 

made a Roman province by Trajan 
The Franks having ravaged Gaul, pafs into ]x VII I [620 
Spain* where they take byilorm and plun- 
der Tamaeo, the principal city of many 
provinces

O den at us and his elded fon Herod are (lain, 
and his wife Zenobia reigns by the name of j 
queen of the eaft, guardian of her four 
fons, whom fhe arrayed in purple gar 
merits and the other enfigns of royalty, 
a&ing independently, and inftead of audit-

One JElianus took the title of emperor at 
Mentz, who was foon overcome by Pojl- 
humius, who reduced the rebellious city, 
but retraining his men from plundering 
it, they mutiny, and kill him and his fon, 
and Lollianus is proclaimed emperor in his 
ftead, but was loon after murdered by his 
foldiers for the ftrictnefs of his difcipline, 
upon whofe death Viclorhius (the partner 
of P oft bit mi us) became matter of all GauL 
but was foon after murdered at Cologn, by 
one whofe wife he had debauched, and 
the Gauls fet up M Aurelius Marius, who 
was killed the third day, and then the 
Gauls let up P. Pi<vefus Tetricus for em- 

pcror, then governor of Jquitain j he was 
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acknowledged in Spain, Gaul, and Bri-

The Alemanns return into Italy, and c 
mit great ravages, going as far as PU 
tin before Aurelian could come up with 
them ; as the emperor approached they 
concealed themfelves in the neighbouring 
woods, whence fallytng out upon him in 
the night, they obtained a complete vic- 
tory ; but the emperor having got frefli 
recruits, overthrew them at Fano, and 
fuch as efcaped this battle were intirely de- 
feated in two others that quickly fol- 
lowed . 
The Vandals patted the Danube, and having 
laid wafte great part of Italy, the empe- 
ror Aurelian goes againft them, engages 
and overcomes them, cuts many of them 
to pieces, and obliges the reft to fue for 
peace, which he readily grants thciu 
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AureUan having fettled peace at Rome, Pan- 
naniu, and Italy, goes into the eait againft 
the famous Zcnobia, faid to be well verfed 
in ail the branches of polite literature and 
martial discipline, courageous, prudent, 

and wife ; and a Jeiuefs by religion. Au- 
reUan in his way to Syria put feveral bar- 
barous nations to flight, patted the Da- 
nube, engaged Caunabaud, a Gothic pi i nee, 
and Hew him and 5000 of his men ; then 
going to Tyana in Cappadocia, they fhut 
their gates againft him, which fo enraged 
him, that he fwore he would not leave a 
dog alive in it : Afcer a re fo lute defence 
he took it, but ordered all the inhabitants 
to be faved, and all the dogs to be killed. 
From hence he went to Antioch, defeated 
2enobia , s troops in its neighbourhood, and 
entered the city in triumph. He again 
defeated Zenobia near Emefa, took the 
city, and followed her to Palmyra, where 
after a long fiege and refolute defence, 
(Sfc. the queen is taken prifoner, and all

Sa fores king of Perfia, having been lately 
defeated by AureUan emperor of Rome, 
upon his return home died, after having 
reigned 31 years, and was fucceeded by 
Ho r mi f das, who having reigned one year 
and ten days, died in peace 

As foon as AureUan was gone, Palmyra re- 
volts, fets up one An the bus, and put the Ro- 
man governor and garifon to the fword : 
AureUan goes back into Syria, and came 
fuddenly to Palmyra, put all the inhabit- 
ants, old and young, rich and poor, male 
and female to the fword. Soon after 
Egypt revolted, and fct up one Firm us" to 
be emperor, a native of Se/eueia in Syria,

45 So 1 3 27 3 I 274 1 Aurtlian^ triumph being over, he enter- 
tained the people with magnificent mows, 
&f c. for many days, and ufed his royal and 
noble captives with humanity and genero- 
fity : To Zenabia he gave lands in Tivoli, 
to maintain herfuitable to her rank, and 
bellowed her daughters in marriage to the 
greateft men in Rome ; he made Tetricus 
governor of Lucania, and paid him high 
honours, and allowed his fon young Te- 
tricus to remain among the fenators, cif c. 
Aurelian ftaid this year at Rome, and fpent 
it in regulating the ftate, and reformin 
abufes, and doing every thing that might 
endear him to the people, by forgiving 
debts, bellowing gifts, Csfr. He built a 
moll magnificent temple to the fun, and 
embelliftied it with golden velTels weigh- 
ing 1 500 pounds weight. The moneyers 
having abufed their truft, and coined a 
great deal of falfe money, to prevent their 
punifhment bred a fedition, fo that the 
emperor was forced to fend his troops 
againft them, who, after killing 7000, 
were overcome, and puniflied with great 
fe verity. The emperor called in all the 
bad money, and exchanged it for good

Aurelian withdraws his troops out of Dacia,

Conftantine being bufy at Thejfa/onica in 
building a port, the Goths enter Thrace 
and Mafia, and commit dreadful ravages : 
Conftantine goes againft them, overthrows 
them with great (laughter, and purfues 
them into the dominions of Licinius, which 
he refents fo far, that both parties pre- 
pare for war, Conftantine with 1 30,000 
men and 2200 veffels ; Licinius had 
115,000 men and 350 gallies: They 
came to an engagement on the 3d of Jufy 
near Adrianople, on the banks of the Re- 
hrus, where Licinius had 33,000 men 
killed on the fpot. Licinius with a fmall 
army flies to Byzantium, and the reft fub- 
mit to Conftantine, who purfues Licinius, 
and befieges him in Byzantium, from 
whence he withdrew to Cha/cedon. Crif- 
pus engages Abantus, admiral of Lie ini us' s 
fleet, and utterly defeated him, killing 
him 5000 men, and taking and deftroying

Conftantine leaves Byzantium, and follows

Opt a t us % who 
had married Ana flat ia filler to the late 
emperor, five of his nephews, and moll 
of his rninifters, and fo reduced his nu- 
merous family to his three fons and cwo 
nephews, Gallus and Julian 

One Antoninus, a Roman officer of great 
credit, revolted to Sapor king of Pe>fw, 
who received him with great honour, and 
by his advice befieges A mi da, which afier 
attacking 73 days, and lofing 30,000 
men, he took by ftorm ; he hanged the 
officers, and fent the men into flavery. 
Then he goes into Me/bpotamia, Singara, 
and demolifhes it, &c . 

The three brothers emperors meet in Pan- 
nonia* where they agree and divide the 
provinces allotted to Daimatius and An- 
nibalianus by the late emperer, among 
them 
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March 3 1 . a law is pub! iihed in the name of 
the three emperors, forbidding upon pain 
of death marriages between uncles and 
nieces, which had before been author i fed 
by the fenate, in favour of Claudius and 
Agrippina

which his brother Conftans refuting, he 
enters with a great army, and takes fe- 
veral places. Conftans comes againft him , 
draws him into an ambufcade, near Aqui- 
leia, and cuts both him and his army to 
pieces. Upon this the other brother 
Conftantius yields all Conflantints domini-

Many cities in the eaft were overturned by a 
violent and dreadful earthquake* This 
year a law was publifhed in the name of 
the two emperors, forbidding all idola- 
trous worihip.

The Franks make an irruption into Gaul, 
and ravage the country every where, but 
are forced out by Conftans 

Auguft 27, Conftantius declares ecclefiaftics, 
and their domeitics exem pt from all new im- 
port tions ; and fuch whofe poverty obliged 
them to work for a livelihood were freed 
from all cuftoms 

A violent earthquake intirely overthrew all 
the buildings, and fwallowed up all the 

people of Neocrefarea in Pont us * except 

the church and bifhop's houfe and family 
The city of D ] ur as in Greece* with all its in- 
habitants, was fwallowed up by an earth- 
quake, and twelve cities in Campania 
were overturned 
The council of SardUa was held, at which 
Atbanafius and Opus affifted. A law was 
made this year that confirmed great privi- 
leges to the bifhpps and clergy, and to 
their wives, widows, children* and do- 
medics. Conftantius builds a harbour at 
Seleucia, at an immenfe charge ; and re- 
built the cities of Seleucia in Syria , and 

Ant at Jus in Phoenicia 
Con flans writes to his brother Conftantius, to 
acquaint him, that unlefs he recalled from 
baniihment thofe orthodox bifhops he had 
deprived of their fees, he would rcltore 
them by force of arms ; upon which Con* 

ftantius recalled them 
Conftans fends Nacatius and Paulus into 
Africa, with large fums to relieve the 
poor, and to endeavour to reconcile the 
Donatifls to the church, which they very 
happily effcflcd, to the great joy of both 
parties 

The Perftans having polled themfelves in 
the neighbourhood of Singarus, a city of 
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Mefopotamia, and fortified themfelves in 
their camp ; the Romans forced it, after 
great oppofition, cut great numbers of 
the Perfians to pieces, and forced the reft 
to fly, or took them prifoners, among 
whom was Sapor's fon, whom they put to 
death, having firft beat him with rods, 
and took the enemies camp, baggage and 
treafures 

\ terrible earthquake overturned a great part 
of the city of Berytus, which fo frighten- 
ed all thofe that had not embraced CW- 
tianity, that they came and were baptized 

rhe Perfians befiege Nifibis a third time 
with a vaft army, and a great number of 
military engines : It was defended with all 1 
imaginable bravery by Lueilianus, father- 
in-law to Jovian, afterwards emperor, 
but the foldiers and people trufted more to 
the prayers of their bifhop James, than in 
their own valour. The Perfians Hopped 
the river Mvgdonus that run through the 
city, and laid the country round it under 
water, and at laft flopped the river with a 
great wall, which by a mighty flufti fud- 
denly broke it down, and by the violence 
of the fudden gum of water, broke the 
city walls down, for the fpace of 100 
cubits i but it was fo well defended, that 
Sapor, after lofing 20,000 men, many 
elephants, engines, Wc. was forced to 
raife the fiege, and in the tranfport of his 
rage put many 

men to death, for advifing him to this war 
Magnentius fon of Magnus, a German, com- 
mander of fome troops on the Rhine, con- 
fpires with Marcellmus, receiver of the re- 
venues in Gaul : They invite all the offi- 
cers to a feaft in the city of Autun, where 
Magnentius put' on the purple, and is fa 
luted the 18th of January with the title of 
Amguftus. He immediately feized the im- 
perial palace in iutun, and dfiftributed 
what money he found there among the 
populace, and fends one Gaifo (z princi- 
pal commander in the army) to murder 
Conftans, who purfued and overtook him 
at Helena, a fmall village at the foot of 
the Pyrenees, and killed him there with 

many wounds, in the tenth year of his 
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reign, a prince extremely devoted to pro- 
mote the catholic faith, and fupprefs he- 

refies, &c. 
Before the death of Con/tans was publifhed, 
Magnentius fent and murdered all fuch 
officers as he thought attached to the de- 
ceafed prince's intereft. Magnentius foon 
after made himfelf mailer of all the coun- 
tries beyond the Alps, Italy, Sicily, and 
Africa. Vet cranio* general of the foot 
in Pannonia, caufed himfelf to be faluted 
Auguftus at Siraium, the firft of May ; 

Con/tantius is faid to confirm the title of 
emperor to him , and to fend him the dia- 
dem. A third pretender (tarts up, one 

FJa<vius Popilius Nepotianus, fon of Eu~ 

tropia. After of Conftantine the Great, 
who having a 1 Fern bled a number of gla- 
diators, and perfons of defperate fortunes , 
afTumes the purple, and on the 3d nSJune 
prefents himfelf before the gates of Rome. 
Anicetus, who commanded there for Mag- 
nentius, goes out againft him : Nepotianus 
defeats him, and foon after takes the city, 
and filled it with blood and daughter. 
Magnemius fends his chief favourite Mar.

394 tbeodofius goes to the Alps, the paftes 

whereof he found guarded by Flawianus, 
prefeft of Italy ; he attacks him ; Fiavia- 
nus is killed, and his foldiers run away ; 
but as he came down thofe hills, he was 
met by Eugenius at the bottom, with a 
numerous army ; they engage, and Tbeo- 
dofius lofes above 10,000 of his auxiliaries; 
they are parted by the night. Next morn- 1 
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ing Tbeodofius renews the fight, kills many 
of che enem . , and forces the reft to fave 
themfelves by a precipitate flight. Euge- 
nius is carried to Theodofius in chains, where 
his head is cut off, and carried about on a 
fpear, and the red fubmitted to Theodofius ^ 
who ordered the children of Arbogaftes 
and Eugenius to be inftru&ed in the Chris- 
tian religion, and taken great care of, 
gave them their paternal eftates, and 
raifed them to great offices and emplo- 
ments 

Theodofius publifhes a general amnefty, and 
fends for his fon Honor im, and proclaims 
him emperor of the weft, giving him 

Italy, Gaul, Spain , Britain, Africa, and 
IVsft lllyricum, and fends Stilicbo to Rome 

with this declaration, accompanied by his 
wife Serena, niece to the emperor. She 
goes to fee the ftatue of Cybele, and 
fnatches a fine necklace that was on the 
image ; an old veftal curled her, her huf- 
band, and children, for which ftie was 
punifhed feverely 

The Roman fenate congratulate Theodofius on 
his victory, and beg the next confulfhip 
for the two brothers Olybrius and Probinus* 
which the emperor grants, and exhorts 
them to embrace the Cbrtfiian religion. 
This year dreadful earthquakes were felt 
almoft all over the empire every day, from 
the beginning of September to the end of 
November. Violent and incefiant rains 
laid whole countries under water, and 
great darknefs 

Theodofius prepares to return to Conftantinople, 
but is feized with a dropfy, whereupon he 
made his will, bequeathing the eaftern 
part of the empire to his fon A V cadi 'us, 
and the weftern part to his fon Honor i us, 
and died at Milan the 17th of January, 
in the 16th year of his reign, and 50th of 
his life. St. Ambrofe pronounced his fu- 
neral oration ; his body was embalmed, 
and fent to Con ft ant i nop le, where it was in- 
terred the Qth of November following, in 
a tomb of porphyry, in the maufoleum of 
Conftantine the Great, near the church of 
the apodles : He is characterized to be 
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endowed with every virtue becoming a 
prince, in a very eminent degree

Alaric propofes to fend Gomarac, 
one of his officers, with a detachment of 
Goths to force Africa: At talus refufes 
to employ the Goths, which fo exafperat- 
ed Alaric, that he fent moderate propo- 
fals to Honorius, who feemingly complied 
therewith. Alaric publicly Gripped At- 
talus of all the badges of fovercignty , and 
fent them to Honorius, and infilled on At- 
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talus and his Ton Ampelius being pardoned ; 
and then Alaric goes towards Ravenna , t 
finiih the peace: but Sarus the Goth, 
wich 300 men, having remained neuter 
Ataulpbus goes again it him ; upon which 
he declared for Honor i us, and went to Ra- 
venna, where being kindly received, fo 
provoked Alaric, that he returned to 
Rome, and reinitated Anal us again in th 
fovereign power, and in a few days depofed 
him again, befieged Rome,, and reduced it 
to extream neceflities, and took it the 
24th of Auguft, and gave his foldiers leave 
to plunder the town, but ordered them not 
to kill the people. After five or fix days 
fpent in plunder, they burnt the greateft 
1 part of the city to aflies, and vaft num 
oers of the people were maflacred, but 
they fpared all thofe that fled to the 
churches for fafety, which were the only 
buildings that were not deftroyed 
Alaric goes from Rome into Campania, with 
his vaft booty, and multitudes of captives, 
among whom was Plqcidia, the fitter of 
Honor ius, whom he treated with great re- 
fpect ; and after laying Vj?fte Campania, 

Lucania, Samnium, Apulia, Calabria, 

and Brutium , he went 1 towards the 
Straights of Sicily, intending to go from 
thence into Africa ; but his fleet being 
Ihip wrecked, he remained near Rbegium, 
where he was fu^enly taken ill, and died 
in a few day.. The Goths, for fear any

ply'd with, and paffed the Euphrates with 
a mighty army, and ravaged the Roman 
province fo terribly, that the people join- 
ing the foldters, engaged them* and cut 
off 100,000 of them, and forced the re- 
mainder to return home. Varanes goes 
with a mighty arnay to the relief of Nift 
bis ; upon which the Romans retire, and 
the king returns to his capital. This done, 
the Romans engage his generals and de- 
feat them, and a fecond time repulfe the 
Saracens 9 and overthrow the Per/tans, kill- 
ing them abundance of men and feven 
generals.

which Mohammed anfwered, he was deter- 
mined to have the city ; but If he would 
deliver it up immediately, he would yield 
Pelofonnefus to him, and other provinces 
to his brothers, which Conftantine refufes. 

On Tuefday the 29th of May the Zurks

The Firft* That we have fwelled the book to a greater bulk 
than we had promifed in our Propofals. 

The Second* That we have taken a much longer time to 
finifh it than we had engaged for. 

The Third relates to that diviiion of the work into two dif~ 
tindr. bodies ; the one, of the Antient Hiftory, the other of the 
Modern ; which is mentioned in the preceding Dedication. 

As to the Firft article, relating to the increafed bulk 
of the work, it is neceflary to obferve, That the fourth 
number of our Firft Volume was fcarce publifhed, when we 
received complaints from feveral of our correfpondents, that 
we had handled the hiftories of the Egyptians, Syrians, Canaa- 
nites, and other antient nations, in fo concife a manner, as 
could by no means anfwer the principal end of the work, which, 
according to our propofals, was, to fave our readers all that 
vaftexpence of time and books, which they muft otherwife be 
at, to obtain a competent knowledge of the hiftories of the 
refpeflive nations, by furnifhing them with a Complete Body 
of Hiftory, ready compiled to their hands j and at the fame 
time, to let in, upon the abftrufer parts, all the light that 
could be gained from antient and modern authors ; as well as 
from our own ftudy, and, even, conjectures, where the mat- 
ter to be treated of, admitted not of abfolute certainty. 

Thefe confiderations, and others of equal force, determined 
us to be more full and explicite for the future, upon every cu- 
rious and material point ; and even where requifite, to write 

fliort diflertations upon them ; and fmce our purchafers would 

be

be gainers by thefe additions, if they were pertinent and inftruc- 
tive, to be lefs folicitous, than we had been, about the bulk of 
the work ; which mull, of neceffity, by this means* be greatly 
increafed. 

Accordingly, we found ourfelves obliged to enter upon a 
more diffufe and copious difplay of hiftorical faSs, extracted 
from a much larger number of authors, than we had before 
fele&ed, and, as our fubjedis called for it, to take into our 
fchemc the principal matters of Chronology, Geography, Na- 
tural Hiftory, Politicks, Philology, &c. And by thefe means 
we prefume to fay, we have given our readers a clearer and 
more extenfive view, not only of paft ages, and antient 
nations ; but of their various religions, laws, trade, navigation, 
climates, genius, learning, manufactures and produce ; of 
their wars and conquefts, rifes and falls ; and, in a word, of 
every thing that is diverting, ufeful, and inftrudive in the hif- 
tory of each country ; intermingling occafionally, befides, pro- 
per explanations of every dark and intricate point : reconciling 
original authors, and removing every . difficulty, as far as the 
nature of the fubje&, and our own abilities, would admit. 

Nor may it be amifs, in this place, to obferve, that if we 
had principally confulted our own intereft, as Authors, or that 
of the Proprietors, we muft have been naturally led to adhere 
to our original defign. For as, on the one hand, the mo.re ex- 
penfive a work, of fo large a nature, is made, the fewerpurcha- 
fers it will have ; fo, on the other, the fuccin£inefs we had pro- 
pofed to obferve, would have afforded us a very plaufible excufe 
(had we been inclined to make ufe of it) for patting over (light- 
ly, or in filence, many things which were difficult to come at ; 
whereas a more enlarged and capacious plan neceflarily obliged 
us to take notice of every thing, that we imagined our readers 
had reafon to expefl, either from our care or induftry. 

Thefe confederations will, we prefume, fufficiently apologize 
for the length we have been obliged to run into : and, at the 
fame time, neceflarily account for the 

Second deviation from our Propofals ; which is, The delay 
of the work : For the reader cannot but fuppofc, that the 
above-mentioned alteration in our fcheme, muft have laid us 
under a neceflity of entering upon new ftudies and refearches, 
and of procuring great numbers of the fcarceft books ; fome of 
which were not to be had in England ; fo that no fmall time 
was required after we had, with the greateft difficulty, obtained 
them, to digeft them; and when we had done this, we were 
obliged to new-model the copy we had before in a manner rear 
4y for the prds. 

But 
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Bat hence, that is to fay, from this enlargement of our p lan* 
refultedaftill greater caufe of delay than the former ; for, here- 
upon feveral of our fociety declined the work ; fome plainly 
acknowledging, that is was become too difficult a tafk for them 
to perform, while others, as freely, declared, that it would be 
too laborious an undertaking ; and that it was unlikely to fuc- 
ceed in fuch a manner as to afford them a fuitable encourage- 
ment for the time and pains, which this new methed made ab- 
folutely neceflary to be taken. This extremely furprifed, and 
even difconcerted, the remaining few, who began then to ap- 
prehend, that the defign mult be wholly laid afide- But the 
proprietors having found the work, fo far as it was publifhed, 
received with an uncommon approbation, and their learned en- 
couragers, as well abroad as in Britain, extremely defirous to 
have it profecuted, refolved, as they had been already at a very 
great charge in providing books and entering into Correfpon- 
dencies, &c. to fpare no expence to obviate this new and very 
difcouraging difficulty ; by engaging, as opportunity fhould 
offer, new afliftances ; in which they happily fucceeded. But 
neverthclefs, like mariners in a ftorm, who are obliged to part 
with fome valuables, in order to fave the reft of the cargo, 
they found themfelves under a neceffity to give up that part of 
our Propofals, which engaged us to publifh twenty flieets 
monthly : For, after proper hands were procured, which was 
not eafily or foon effected, it muft be fuppofed that it took up 
fome confiderable time, notwithstanding the extraordinary 
qualifications of the new- engaged gentlemen, to acquaint them- 
felves with what had been already done ; with the method to 
be proceeded in ; with the authors we had fele&ed for our pur- 
pofe ; and with the fyftem of hiftory, chronology, &c. which, 
upon the matureft deliberation, and with advice of our learned 
friends, we had refolved to follow throughout the work- 
To thefe difficulties, (to which may be added, the much- to* 
be-regretted death of a valuable affiftant) which would have 
been unfurmoun table to authors and proprietors lefs determined 
to profecute fo ufeful, and we will venture to fay, fo public- 
fpirited an Undertaking, was it owing, that the publication of 
the Firft Volume, more particularly, was fo long delayed, 
that we began ourfelves to apprehend, that the work would 
not meet with an encouragement anfwerable to our affiduity 
and pains. But when our readers and correfpondents came to 
fee what they were likely to gain by this delay, it procured from 
them fuch a kind and generous reception to our labours, that 
it infpired the proprietors with hopes, that altho' the firjl edi- 
tion might not compensate them, nor even rep.iy them the 

inter c ft 
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intereft of the money they fhould be obliged to expend in the 
profecution of a Work, that muft neceflarily take up fome 
years to complete ; yet that the probability of its becoming a 
Standard Work to Pqfterity, and of a future impreJJion 9 (the 
prefent not being a large one) and that their families^ if not 
them/elves, might reap the benefit of their rifques and expence : 
This therefore induced them to fpare no pains nor charge to 
perfefl it j and this ardor being feconded by all the gentlemen 
employed, we have been enabled, notwithftanding fuch una- 
voidable and unforefeen hindrances, as have been occafioned 
by the ficknefs, the death, and fometimes the neceflary abfence 
of fome of our fociety, to publifh every volume more regularly 
fince ; and at length to complete this of Antient Univerfal 
Hiftory, in fuch a full and exteniive manner, that the like ne- 
ver had been attempted in our nation, or any other. 

But before we obtained this defirable end, and even at the 
time we determined upon the alteration we have mentioned ; 
to wit, the enlargement of our plan ; another difficulty, and 
that no fmall one, occurred, which concerned principally the 
intereft and advantage of our kind Encouragers : For we could 
not but forefee, that, by this more diffufe manner of treating 
our fubjeAs, we muft neceflarily fwell the Work to a price as 
well as to a bulk, that might not be fuitable to the convenience 
of every one, that might be defirous of being poffefied of fo 
valuable a repofitory of antient and modern learning. And 
this brings us to account for 

The Third material deviation from our original plan. 

To be the better enabled to obviate this difficulty, fome of 
our fociety undertook perfbnally to confult fuch of their learned 
friends at Oxford, on whofe judgment they had the greateft 
reafon to rely. The refult, after the matured deliberation, 
was, as we hinted in the Dedication, to divide the Work into 
two diftinct bodies ; the one, to contain the Antient, the other, 
the Modern Hiftory ; fo that each might be purchafed feparately, 
as the genius or circumftances of our Encouragers fliould deter- 
mine them. , And as the preparations neceflary for the Modern 
Part would take up fome time, that intervenient fpace, it was 
obferved to us, might poffibly make the purchafe of the Modern 
Part, when it came to be publiihed, more convenient to fuch 
as chofe to have both While the Antient Hiftory would 
deferve, nevertheJefs, to be confidered as a per feci: Work of 

itfelf. 

To what wc have mentioned on this head, we fhall obferve, 
that this deviation from our original plan, will render the ftudy, 

as well as the purchafe, eafier to many gentlemen, who are 

defirous

4efirous to acquire knowledge in the hiftory of the Univerfc, 
than if we had adhered to our propofed method ; as it will 
enable them to diftinguifh with greater certainty and judgment 
between what properly belongs to the Antient, and what to the 
Modern. For fuch a diftinclion is manifeftly neceflary to be 
made between thofe antient kingdoms and nations, that have 
longfince ceafed to be fuch ; for inftance, the antient Egyptians, 
.Afiyrians, Babylonians, Medes, Perfians, Grecians, &£. and 
thofe that continue ftill in being, under the fame or other de- 
nominations, as alfb from thofe that remain nearly in the f.*me 
condition which they have been in from the remoteft times ; 
fuch as the Mofcovites, the Tatars, vulgarly called Tartars, 
the Chinefe, and many other eaftern and northern nations. 

And here it is proper to obferve, that upon the profecution of 
this part of our new plan, another diftin&ion appeared to us 
abfolutely neceflary to be made ; and that was, between thc^ 
antient ftate of thefe kingdoms and nations that ftill fubfift, and 
that period of time in which they were brought to the form of 
government they now enjoy, or live under ; as it is proper, 
for the better elucidation of the hiftory of thofe nations, to be- 
gin their Modern at that epocha. Thus, for inftance, the anti- 
ent nation of the Arabs, with refpect to its religious concerns, 
differs as much from itfelf before and fince the time of Moham- 
med, as any two nations can well do from one another. Their 
Antient Hiftory, therefore, could not reach lower than that 
epoch 9 and it is our defign, for the fame reafon, to begin our 
Modern, at the birth of that noted Legiflator. The like may 
be faid with refpeA to the Hiftory of Spain, Gaul, Germany, 
Italy, and feveral other countries ; in which, had we followed 
our firft Plan, the Antient and Modern Hiftory would have 
been fo blended and confounded, as to have rendered both 
much more unintelligible to our readers, than now they will 
be found to be. 

But we ought not to omit mentioning, that while we were 
endeavouring to pleafe fuch of our judicious readers, as admo- 
nifhed us againft being too fuccinft and concife, we had the 
misfortune to be blamed by (bme few others, for having been 
too copious and diffufe in fornc parts of the Work, parti- 
cularly in the Roman Hiftory. But here, not to remind thofe 
gentlemen, that the Hiftory of the Conftantinopolitan Empire 
is properly includable, and therefore included, in that of the 
Roman ; we defire it may be confidercd, that the Roman 
Hiftory is by far the moft confiderable of any, both as to the 
extent and copioufnefs, as well as the ufcfulncfb of its matter ; 
apd that by reafon of its unbounded conquafts, the affairs r/f 
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almoft every nation in the known world, muft be, more or 
Iefs, included in it ; and the more, becaufe in duration of time 
it exceeded any of the other three Univcrfal Monarchies, as 
they were called. And as there was a ncctfluy, that the moft 
material tranfa&ions between the Romans, and the nations 
they fubjugatcd, fliould be inferted either in the hiftory of the 
one or the other, we judged it more eligible, to give the pre- 
ference to the conquering nation ; and in our account of the 
others, t o refer for the principal tranfa&ions between both, to that 
of the Romans 5 than to take the contrary method : And by 
this means the hiftories of the other nations are treated with a 
brevity which that of the Romans would lefs allow of ; referen- 
ces being conftantly made in them to the Roman Hiftory ; as 
will be found in our accounts of the antient Spaniards, Gauls, 
Germans, C5V. By this method, prolix as the one part muft 
Hieceflarily feem, compared with fome of the others, the bulk 
of the Work in general is very little augmented. 

But we had ftill a more cogent motive to treat the Roman 
Hiftory thus extenfively : The reader may remember, that it 
h;)d he^n written very lately abroad in other languages, and by 
fcveral hands ; but tho* by far more diffufive than ours, yet in fo 
partial and unfatisfa&ory a manner, that it would have been 
next to impoffible to have fet the moft important and instruc- 
tive fa£ts related in it in their true light, without defcending 
into all thofc particulars, which ferve as a clue to unravel the 
truth and fprings of the principal ones. And this we have 
frequently hinted at in fevcral parts of that hiftory, by way of 
apology, and to prevent our readers being mifled into a notion, 
that we were fwelling the Work to an unncceflary bulk, for 

felfifh confiderations- 

Whcn we firft entered upon this great Work, we refolved 
to make it a rule with us, to avoid as much as poflible, all Re- 
ligious difputes, and to leave all controverted points of that 
nature to Ecclefiaftical writers : But we had fcarcely paffed over 
the thrclhold, (that is to fay the Cofmogony) before we found 
rcafon to difpenfe, occafionaliy, with this our Rcfolution. 

The account which Mofes gives us of the Creation, the 
Flood, the Difpcrfion of nations, the Foundation of antient 
kingdoms, &c. is fo fuccin£t, and, In many cafes, fo dark, 
intri:ate, and controverted, that our readers would have reaped 
but little benefit from the beft light we could having given them, 
unlefe we had defcended to particulars, by explaining fome, 
proving others, and obviarting or anfwering fuch objections* 
as had been, or might be made to that and the reft of the facred 
hiftoruus j as well as infating the various notions and fyftems 
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which the learned, whether Chriftians, Jews, or Gentiles, had 
built either upon, or againft them. And we were foon convin- 
ced, by the univerfal approbation that firft Volume met with, 
as well as by the letters which we received from our correfpon- 
dents, that tins method, tho* difficult, and likely to fvvell the- 
firit Volume beyond our intention, ought to be ft richly follow- 
ed, where-ever our materials were taken from the infphcJ 
Penmen. 

By this means, we may fafely affirm, that we have rendered 
much eafier than ever, the ftudy of thofe remote hiilories ; 
and, at the fame time, by the explication we have given to 
obfeure and difficult places, in the Sacred Books, have cleared 
up many abftrufe Points that have been the fubjc:c?c of Contro- 
verfy, occafionally, anfwering the Objections of our modern, 
as well as the antient Sceptics ; and, we hope, have fet many 
important Fa£te, and intricate Subjects, in fuch an impaitial light, % 
as may both convince and inftruct j and, upon the whole, fave 
our readers the trouble of confulting an endlefs number of Com- 
mentators, which would be more likely to confound, than fatis- 
fy, the minds of the younger ftudents efpecially. 

Whatever, therefore, may be objected to this new method, 
by perfons who had much rather be left at liberty to cavil at 
their pleafure with the facred Writers, the more ferious and un^ 
prejudiced part have been very well pleafed to fee thofe impor- 
tant points fo fairly ftated and cleared. 

This likewife has neceflarily increafed the bulk of our Work; 
particularly in our Jewifti Hiftory : But nevertheless, inftead 
of blaming us, feveral eminent writers have done us the honour 
of a public approbation, by quoting us, in fome of their learned 
works fince publiftied, and many more have favoured us with 
theirs in their epiftolary corrcfpondcnce. 

We muft beg leave to add, that we fhould have been juftly 
charged with the moft flagrant, not to fay unpardonable, neg- 
lect, if, whilft we endeavoured, as becomes all impartial hii- 
torians, to vindicate the character of a Zoroaster, a Con- 
fucius, a Solon, a Lycurgus, orany other heathen phi- 
lofopher or lawgiver j we had left thofe of our truly inspired 
Writers, and more efpecially that of our DIVINE MAS- 
TER, unrefcued from the mifreprcfentation and obloquies of an 
unbelieving age. Such an omiffion muft have been interpreted 
cither as a total giving up of the caufe of Revelation, or, at 
leaft, of al! hopes of convincing our modern unbelievers* of the 
truth of it, by any arguments. Whereas we ought, in can- 
dor and charity, to believe, that the moft fober and thinking 

part of them arc willing and ready to perufc and weigh every 
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thing that can be faid againft, as well as for, their unbelief. 
However that be, the fuccefs which this work has met with, 
hath happily convinced us, that our theological, critical, and 
even philofophical excurfions, have been difrelifhed but by 
very few, in companion of thofe who have given them thtir 
approbation and encouragement. 

TheChinefe, the Eaftern Tartars, the Japanefe, the Sia- 
mefe, and other potent nations of the Eaft-Indies, were, fome 
Kit them, lb wholly unknown, and the reft fo imperfectly 
known to antient authors, that we have thought proper to refer 
our accounts of thofe people (as well as, ftill more properly, 
1 1 the kingdoms o.f America, or the New World) intirely to 
the intended Modern Part of our Work. But nevertheleis, 
tlut we may not be thought to omit anything material to our 
deinrn, we propofed to begin our Modern Hiftory of thofe 
EahV Indian empires, kingdoms and dates, with a brief reca- 
pitulation of all that is to be met with in antient writers con- 
cerning them. 

Upon the whole, we prefume to congratulate our kind en- 
ccuragers, as well as ourfelves, that we have fo happily gone 
through and com plea ted the molt abftrufe and laborious part of 
our undertaking : An undertaking, the difficulties whereof 
the reader wiil be able to form fome idea of, when he cafts his 
ey e on the fubfequent lift of authors which we have confulted, 
fur the firlt Volume only, (for it would have been too tedious 
and painful a taflc to have gone through the whole Seven Vo- 
lumes in the fame manner) and upon the enfuing collection of 
trxts of fcripturc, which we have either new tran Hated, or ex- 
plained and defended, or both- We repeat our thankful ac- 
knowledgments ta them, and to all our correfpondents, for 
their patience with us, and favour to us; and hope, all the diffi- 
culties of a talk fo arduous confidcred, that our Work will 
npp.-ar worthy of both.
